The  City  Council  has  requested  an  opinion  as  to  legal 
options  available  to  the  city  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
an  order  of  City  Councillor  James  M.  Kelly  passed  No- 
vember 19.  1986.  This  Council  order  requests  that  the 
Handicapped  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  reach  an 
agreement  with  the  management  of  Boston  Garden  to  re- 
solve reported  problems  of  inadequate  seating  arrange- 
ments for  disabled  patrons  and  their  guardians  or  parents. 

An  order  ofthis  nature  is,  of  course,  advisory  in  nature. 
The  request,  moreover,  is  so  broad  and  speculative  — 
both  as  a  matter  of  fact  and  of  law  —  that  I  must  respect- 
fully decline  to  issue  an  opinion  based  upon  this  request  at 
this  time. 

I  have  also  been  informed  by  Charles  Sabatier,  Jr. ,  Ex- 
ecutive Director  of  the  Handicapped  Commission  that  the 
Handicapped  Commission  is  involved  in  current  negotia- 
tions with  the  Boston  Garden  management  along  with  the 
state  handicapped  commission  and  the  Boston  Commit- 
tee for  Independent  Living.  Mr.  Sabatier  reports  that  the 
negotiations  are  proceeding  well  at  this  point  and  that  the 
next  meeting  is  scheduled  for  December  22,  1986.

As  provided  for  in  section  22(7)(c)  of  chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws,  this  division  is  hereby  furnishing  you  with 
the  amount  to  be  appropriated  for  the  pension  fund  of 
your  Retirement  System  for  the  Fiscal  Year  commencing 
July  1 ,  1988.  As  you  are  aware  from  the  last  two  years' 
experience,  the  changes  enacted  by  chapter  661  of  the 
Acts  of  1983  regarding  the  disposition  of  excess  income 
have  changed  the  historical  nature  and  format  of  the  ap- 
propriation-setting process. 

The  above  heading  indicates  the  Maximum  Fiscal  1988 
appropriation  required  for  your  system  (i.e.,  the  total 
funds  which  must  be  available  through  appropriations 
and  utilized  excess  income)  and  an  estimate  of  the  mini- 
mum appropriation  that  might  be  required  (i.e.,  assum- 
ing that  your  Retirement  Board,  chief  executive  officer 
and  legislative  body  concur  in  utilizing  one-third  of  ex- 
cess income  to  offset  the  pension  appropriation).  This 


figure  Ts  merely  an  estimate  based  on  our  expectation  of 
the  earnings  of  your  Retirement  System  in  calendar  year 
1986.  As  you  did  last  year,  you  will  use  actual  calendar 
1986  excess  income  in  determining  the  ultimate  appro- 
priation offset. 

Section  1 3  of  chapter  66 1  of  the  Acts  of  1 983 ,  amend- 
ing G.L.  c.  32,  s.  22(6)(a)(3)  requires  excess  income  (the 
balance  in  the  investment  income  account  after  annuity 
fund  transfers)  to  be  transferred  to  the  Pension  Reserve 
Fund.  As  you  did  last  year,  your  Board  should  make  this 
pension  reserve  fund  transfer  unless  and  until  the  appro- 
priate votes  are  made  to  "utilize  excess"  as  an  appropria- 
tion offset. 

Section  28  of  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1983  provided 
a  phase-in  for  the  elimination  of  the  use  of  excess  earn- 
ings to  defray  current  pension  obligations. 

•  The  phase-in  allowed  use  of  100  percent  of  calendar 
1984  excess  interest  to  offset  the  Fiscal  1986  appro- 
priation requirements. 

•  Two-thirds  of  the  calendar  1985  excess  could  have 
been  utilized  last  year  (by  appropriate  votes  to  defray 
Fiscal  1987  pension  appropriations. 

•  One-third  of  calendar  1986  excess  may  be  used  this 
year  to  defray  Fiscal  1988  pension  appropriations. 

•  No  excess  will  be  offset  against  pension  appropria- 
tions beginning  with  calendar  1987  excess  earnings 
and  Fiscal  1989  pension  fund  appropriations. 

The  decision  to  utilize  excess  earnings  for  calendar 
1986/Fiscal  1988  is  one  that  must  be  authorized  and  di- 
rected by  the  retirement  board,  the  legislative  body  and 
chief  executive  officer  of  each  retirement  system.  To  uti- 
lize excess  earnings  as  an  appropriation  offset,  concur- 
rent votes  of  all  three  principles  must  be  made.  A  decision 
by  any  one  of  the  three  principals  (the  retirement  board, 
the  legislative  body  or  the  chief  executive  officer)  to  leave 
the  excess  in  the  pension  reserve  fund  will  require  that  the 
excess  not  be  utilized  to  offset  the  required  appropria- 
tions. 

The  legislative  body  shall  be  the  city  council  in  a  city. 

The  chief  executive  officer  shall  be  the  mayor  in  a  city 
or  in  cities  with  Plan  D  or  Plan  E  government,  the  city 
manager. 

The  final  page  of  this  memorandum  indicates  the  pen- 
sion fund  need  established  by  this  division  for  your  retire- 
ment system  in  FY1986  and  FY1987,  the  amount  of 
excess  earnings  utilized  as  an  offset  against  that  need,  and 
the  actual  fiscal  year  pension  appropriations  for  your  sys- 
tem. 

To  highlight  the  chapter  661  changes,  and  to  assist  re- 
tirement systems  and  municipalities  in  future  financial 
planning,  the  summary  table  on  the  final  page  of  this 
memorandum  indicates  current  estimates  of  the  pension 
fund  appropriations  which  must  be  made  in  Fiscal  1988, 
1989, 1990, 1991  and  1992.  Estimates  of  excess  earnings 
which  may  (by  action  of  the  Retirement  Board,  the  legis- 
lative body  and  chief  executive  officer)  be  utilized  to  de- 
fray part  of  those  pension  costs  in  Fiscal  1988  are  also 
indicated.  The  estimates  of  excess  reflect  one-third  of  our 
estimate  of  system's  calendar  1986  excess  income.  The 
right-hand  column  on  the  summary  table  for  Fiscal  1988 
indicates  the  estimated  minimum  annual  pension  appro- 
priate assuming  that  the  local  decision  is  made  to  use  all  of 
the  allowable  estimated  excess  earnings  whenever  possi- 
ble to  defray  current  pension  costs.  The  estimated  mini- 
mum annual  pension  appropriation  for  Fiscal  1989 
through  Fiscal  1992  is  equal  to  the  estimated  pension 
needed  for  those  years  without  any  excess  income  availa- 
ble as  an  offset. 

Actuarial  assumptions  utilized  in  projecting  Fiscal 
1989  through  Fiscal  1992  pension  funding  requirements 
and  calendar  1986  excess  earnings  were  conservative. 
We  believe,  however,  that  they  provide  a  useful  frame  of 
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reference  for  understanding  the  direction  of  the  retire- 
ment system's  pension  funding  obligations,  and  the  im- 
plementation of  chapter  661 . 

In  Fiscal  1988  the  pension  fund  in  your  retirement  sys- 
tem needs  to  have  available  $137,883,127.  We  estimate 
that  your  system's  calendar  1986  excess  earnings  will  be 
$24,891,415.  If  your  system  utilizes  the  allowable  one- 
third  of  the  estimated  excess  by  taking  the  required  votes, 
the  required  pension  appropriation  for  Fiscal  1988  would 
be  $129,585,989. 

Please  note  that  the  excess  earnings  listed  above  are 
only  estimates.  Your  system  in  providing  appropriation 
information  to  member  government  units  utilize  actual 
1986  excess  earnings.  If  your  actual  excess  earnings  in 
calendar  1986  exceed  the  above-stated  estimate,  the  min- 
imum pension  appropriation  required  would  be  less  than 
the  $129,585,989  if  one-third  of  such  excess  is  used  as  an 
offset.  If  your  actual  excess  earnings  in  calendar  1986  are 
less  than  the  above-stated  estimate,  even  if  one-third  is 
used  as  an  offset,  the  minimum  pension  appropriation  re- 
quired will  be  greater  than  the  amount  estimated  above. 

The  above-stated  pension  need,  $137,883,127  is  the 
hard  figure.  The  retirement  board,  the  legislative  body 


and  chief  executive  officer  may  vote  to  use  up  to  one-third 
of  the  actual  1986  excess  earnings.  The  Fiscal  1988  ap- 
propriation for  your  retirement  system  is  the  difference 
between  the  stated  pension  need  and  the  sum  the  retire- 
ment board,  legislative  body  and  chief  executive  officer 
have  authorized  from  actual  earnings  to  be  transferred  to 
the  pension  fund.  , 

A  copy  of  the  retirement  board  vote,  the  legislative 
body  vote  and  the  executive  approval  authorizing  and  di- 
recting use  of  up  to  one-third  of  the  actual  calendar  1986 
balance  in  the  investment  income  account  to  defray  the 
required  appropriation  to  the  pension  fund  must  be  filed 
with  PERA.  Alternately,  if  the  excess  earnings  is  to  re- 
main in  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund,  a  copy  of  the  vote 
establishing  that  fact  should  be  filed.  Absent  said  filing, 
the  Fiscal  1988  appropriation  shall  be  the  above-stated 
Fiscal  1988  pension  need,  $137,883,127. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  excess  earnings  decision  made  for 
your  retirement  system,  PERA  will  provide  your  Board 
with  a  breakdown  allocating  the  pension  appropriation 
among  all  participating  government  units.

Whereas,  Professional  athletic  competition  provides 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  great  source  of  entertain- 
ment and  pride;  and 

Whereas,  Individuals  who  comprise  the  ranks  of  pro- 
fessional competition  are  accorded  a  great  deal  of  respect 
and  esteem;  and 

Whereas,  These  individuals,  in  their  highly  visible 
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roles,  have  a  major  impact  and  influence  on  those  who 
monitor  their  exploits;  and 

Whereas,  Especially  impressionable  are  children  and 
teenagers,  who  often  emulate  the  behavior  of  their  favor- 
ite sport  stars,  perhaps  not  being  fully  cognizant  of  the 
fact  that  all  conduct  is  not  worthy  of  imitation;  and 

Whereas,  Recent  violent  behavior  committed  by  pro- 
fessional athletes  while  engaged  in  competition  within 
the  City  of  Boston  has  garnered  much  attention  and  has 
become  the  focus  of  public  scrutiny;  and 

Whereas,  Such  athletically  spawned  violence  can 
result  in  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  youth  of  our  city  who 
regard  many  of  these  athletes  as  heroes;  therefore,  be  it 


City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  un- 
less the  context  requires  otherwise. 

(a)  "Professional  Athlete"  means  any  person  en- 
gaged in  athletic  competition  within  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, receiving  compensation  for  same,  monetary  of 
otherwise; 

(b)  "Violent  Act"  means  any  conduct  which  is  pro- 
scribed by  statute  as  a  crime  against  the  person,  as 
defined  by  statute,  Mass.  G.L.  c.  265; 

(c)  "Boston  Police"  means  officer  or  member  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Police  Department,  having  the 
powers  and  performing  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  chief  and  other  police 
officers  of  cities  as  defined  by  statute,  Mass.  G.L.  c. 
41  Section  98; 

Section  2.  Any  professional  athlete  engaged  in  compe- 
tition within  the  City  of  Boston,  shall  be  subject  to  imme- 
diate arrest  by  any  member  or  members  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department  upon  the  commission  of  any  violent 
act  during  said  competition; 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  person(s)  engaged  in  licensed  prizefighting,  as 
provided  in  Mass.  G.L.  c.  265,  sections  9-12; 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able and  if  any  of  its  provisions  should  be  found  unconsti- 
tutional by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision 


of  such  court  shall  not  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provi- 
sions; 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  is  effective  immediately 
upon  passage.

Ordered,  That  the  attached  rules  be,  and  hereby  are, 
adopted  by  the  City  Council  as  the  permanent  rules  for  the 
conduct  of  City  Council  for  municipal  year  1987. 


Meeting  Time  and  Date 
Rule  1 .  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to  time, 
and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city 
council  shall  be  held  on  every  Wednesday  at  one  o'clock 
p.m.  in  the  council  chamber,  City  Hall,  1  City  Hall 
Square,  Boston.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
president  at  his  discretion,  provided,  however,  that  no 
special  meeting  of  the  council  shall  be  called,  except  in 
the  case  of  an  emergency,  and  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members,  upon  less  than  forty-eight 
hours  from  the  time  the  notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched 
by  special  messenger. 

Quorum 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall  consist  of 
seven  members.  If  at  any  time  any  meeting  is  called  to 
order,  or  if  during  a  meeting  a  roll  call  shows  less  than  a 
quorum  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  a  re- 
cess of  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  after  which  time,  if  a 
quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned; 
provided,  that  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll  call  on  the 
question  of  the  presence  of  a  quorum. 
Presiding  Officer 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  assume  the 
chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjournment;  shall 
call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll  call  showing  a 
quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of 
business.  If  no  president  has  been  chosen,  the  senior 
member  by  age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary  presi- 
dent until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless 
properly  seconded.  No  other  business  except  a  motion  to 
adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question  on  appeal  has  been  decided. 
The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 


"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and  it 
shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless  a  majority 
of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more  than 
ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be  subject  to  ap- 
peal, nor  shall  any  motions  apply  thereto. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all  mo- 
tions in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless  the 
subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature,  pro- 
vided that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  times  the  largest 
sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  7 .  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  questions 
relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall ,  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when  the  sense 
will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  9.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes;  but 
if  any  member  doubts  a  vote  the  president  shall  cause  a 
rising  vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two  members  so  re- 
quest, shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  a  roll  call. 

Rule  10.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to  va- 
cate the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  the  presi- 
dent or  the  president  pro  tempore,  as  the  case  may  be, 
may  resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Rule  1 0A .  The  president  of  the  city  council .  in  the  case 
of  his  absence,  shall  appoint  a  president  pro  tempore  who 
will  conduct  meetings  and  assume  all  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  president  of  the  city  council  during  said  ab- 
sence.

Agenda 

Rule  1 1 .  The  original  and  sixteen  copies  of  any  mes- 
sage, ordinance,  resolution,  vote  or  other  measure  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  shall  be  delivered  to  the  office  of  the 
City  Clerk  before  one  p.m.  on  the  regular  work  day  pre- 
ceding any  meeting  of  the  council  as  a  prerequisite  to  its 
consideration  at  such  meetings;  the  original  and  two  cop- 
ies of  any  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  committee  re- 
port submitted  by  a  councillor  (excepting  reports  of  the 
committee  of  the  whole  voted  during  a  recess  of  a  council 
meeting)  shall  also  be  delivered  before  such  time  to  such 
place  as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consideration  at  such  meet- 
ing. Upon  his  receipt  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  messenger  to  promptly  deliver  a  copy  of  any  such 
message,  report  or  other  document  to  each  council  mem- 
ber. 

Rule  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  acting  as 
the  clerk  of  the  council ,  to  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed 
for  each  meeting  a  list  in  detail  of  matters  submitted  for 
consideration  to  the  council  in  accordance  with  Rule  1 1 
and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  agenda,  which  shall  be  di- 
vided into  two  sections,  the  latterof  which  shall  be  known 
as  the  consent  agenda. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  unfinished  business  of  pre- 
ceding meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assignment,  and 
thirty-day  and  sixty-day  orders  not  acted  upon  in  pre- 
vious meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in  Rule  13. 

Rule  12A.  In  the  event  that  resolutions  of  the  same  sub- 
ject matter  are  filed  with  the  city  clerk  for  consideration 
by  the  council ,  the  clerk  shall  cause  to  have  entered  on  the 
agenda  only  that  resolution  which  was  first  filed  and  the 
name  of  the  sponsor(s)  to  the  similar  resolution  shall  be 
added  as  a  sponsoring  member  to  the  resolution  which  is 
placed  on  the  agenda.  Such  action,  however,  shall  not 
preclude  any  member  from  offering  an  amendment  to 
said  resolution. 

Resolutions  of  condolences  and  congratulations  shall 
be  listed  upon  the  consent  agenda;  provided,  however, 
that  upon  the  objection  of  any  member  to  the  clerk  of  the 
city  council,  prior  to  the  scheduled  start  of  said  meeting. 
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the  matter  being  objected  to  by  said  member  shall  be  re- 
moved from  the  consent  agenda  and  placed  on  the  agenda 
of  regular  council  business.  No  such  resolution  shall  bear 
the  name  of  any  councillor  not  indicating  consent  to  spon- 
sorship. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  agenda  shall  be 
read  as  one  and  the  question  of  adoption  or  passage  of  all 
said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion.  The  question 
shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the  various 
matters  contained  within  the  consent  agenda." 

Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of  the 
council  by  four  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  regular  workday  pre- 
ceding the  scheduled  meeting. 
■ 

Order  of  Business  and  Debate 

Rule  13.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  council  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  remon- 
strances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Consent  agenda. 

Rule  14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  following 
motions  only  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Motions  and  Orders 

Rule  15.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost 
shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any 
time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or  pending  a  ver- 
ification of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  mo- 
tion for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  differ- 
ent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under 
color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  business  of  the  council  shall  be  referred  without  de- 
bate to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and  shall  not  be  fur- 
ther considered  by  the  council  except  upon  report  by  that 
committee.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject  to 
suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous 
consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in  order. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  may  report  that  any  mo- 
tion, order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out  of  order 
because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of 
the  council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of 
the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals  from 
rulings  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  18.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or 
other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  rejected 
without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with  the  city 
clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  corporation  counsel 
that,  if  adopted  or  passed  in  the  form  submitted  by  the 
mayor,  it  will  be  in  accordance  with  law. 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  presiding 


officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by  unanimous 
consent  and  every  motion  to  amend  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  copies  of  it  given  to  the  members. 
Committee  Assignment  and  Action 
Rule  20.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  relates  to 
a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and  reported 
upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  council,  such  order 
or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred  to  such 
committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject, 
and  different  committees  are  proposed,  the  motions  shall 
be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1 .  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolution 
which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  given  a  hearing 
on  the  same  by  the  committee  before  a  report  is  made 
thereon  if  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  same  or 
before  final  action  thereon  by  the  committee. 

If,  within  twenty -one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
members. 

If,  after  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  standing  vote  of 
four  members  of  the  council. 

If,  after  forty-two  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may  recall  such 
matter  from  the  committee,  and  such  matter  shall  not 
again  be  committed  to  any  committee  other  than  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  A  majority  of  any  committee  may 
refer  all  or  part  of  any  matter  referred  to  it  to  another 
committee  of  the  council. 

After  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  matter 
which  has  been  in  committee  longer  than  forty-two  days 
and  not  reported  on,  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  city 
clerk. 

Voting 

Rule  2 1 .  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall  be 
"Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the 
form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  expressing 
opinions,  principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Rule  22.  Upon  the  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes  and 
nays,  the  president  shall  hold  the  calling  open  for  a  period 
no  longer  five  minutes,  during  which  time  the  city  mes- 
senger shall  summons  all  members  who  are  absent  from 
the  chamber.  The  clerk  shall  call  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers in  alphabetical  order  without  interruption.  Each 
member  shall  respond  to  his  name  as  it  is  called  by  the 
clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded  after  the  name  of  the 
next  member  has  been  called  in  the  prescribed  manner, 
except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members  present. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall 
give  his  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  re- 
spond "present"  unless  the  council  for  special  reason 
shall  excuse  that  member  from  voting. 

Rule  24.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member  of 
any  order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting  those 
contained  upon  the  consent  agenda,  is  not  present  when 
the  clerk  reads  said  matter,  the  presiding  officer  shall  in- 
struct the  clerk  to  withdraw  said  matter  from  consider- 
ation at  that  meeting. 

Reconsideration 

Rule  25 .  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any  member  may 
move  reconsideration  thereof  only  at  the  same  meeting. 
Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to  thirty 
minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 
minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary  or  incidental 
question  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes,  and  no 
member  shall  occupy  more  than  two  minutes.

Rule  25 A.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  de- 
cided that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no 
question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has  been 
amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  recon- 
sideration be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1 .  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or  post- 
poned indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action  in  either 
case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  reconsider. 
Readings 

Rule  26.  Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  consent 
agenda,  every  ordinance,  order,  and  resolution,  unless 
reported  upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall  have  two 
separate  readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the 
same  session  unless  objection  is  made;  provided  that  all 
orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys,  unless  reported 
upon  by  a  committee  of  the  council,  shall  lie  over  for  one 
week  before  final  action  thereon.  Whenever  the  second 
reading  immediately  follows  the  first  reading,  the  docu- 
ment may  be  read  on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only. 
All  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restrictions 
on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appropriations 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  council 
shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
council,  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  read- 
ings and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said  read- 
ings and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after 
the  first,  except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is  au- 
thorized by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any  of 
the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same  number  of 
readings  and  of  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage  of 
the  original  order. 

Rule  26A.  No  ordinance  may  be  adopted  at  the  meeting 
at  which  it  is  submitted. 

Committee  Structure 

Rule  27.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be  called 
upon  less  than  forty -eight  hours  from  the  time  the  council 
staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them  by 
special  messenger;  provided  that  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  may  be  held  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  council ,  at  the  completion  of  regular  council  business 
and  prior  to  the  final  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the 
council  without  such  notice. 

At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  or  meeting  the 
committee  chairman  shall  state  the  procedure  by  which 
the  hearing  shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  members,  the  chairman's  proce- 
dure shall  govern.  The  chairman  and  members  of  any 
committee  shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time;  provided  that  the  sponsor 
or  sponsors  of  Business  and  the  various  committee  pro- 
posals shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  make  the  initial 
presentation. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not  lim- 
ited to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No  committee 
meeting,  except  the  committee  of  the  whole,  shall  be  con- 
ducted on  the  day  of  any  regular  meeting  of  the  council. 
The  chairman  of  each  committee,  prior  to  scheduling  a 
committee  hearing,  shall  consult  with  each  member  of 
the  committee,  and  before  reporting  on  any  matter  pend- 
ing before  said  committee  shall  obtain  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  committee  in  favor  of  the  said  report. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  the  scheduling  of  a  com- 
mittee meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  record  of 
time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  meeting  or  hear- 
ing and  the  time  at  which  such  meeting  or  hearings  is 
scheduled  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice  thereof  to  be 
delivered  to  all  councillors. 


Committees 

Rule  28.  The  president  of  the  city  council  shall  appoint 
all  standing  committees,  all  special  committees,  shall  fill 
any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of  the 
members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically  directed 
otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the  council.  All  standing  com- 
mittees shall  consist  of  five  members,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  committee  of  the  whole  shall  consist  of  all 
council  members  and  the  committee  on  government  fi- 
nance shall  consist  of  seven  members.  All  special  com- 
mittees shall  consist  of  three  members. 

The  role  of  the  city  council's  committees  shall  be  to 
provide  members  a  structure  for  in-depth  review  and 
analysis  of  all  city  departments,  agencies,  and  boards  and 
a  forum  for  corrective  measures  through  legislative  lead- 
ership. Committees  are  designed  to  focus  on  two  broad 
areas  of  study:  (1)  Public  Policy  and  (2)  Budget  Over- 
sight. In  order  to  adequately  address  these  two  issues,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  committees  to  identify  the  mis- 
sion of  the  city  office  or  program,  evaluate  the  office's 
performance  of  that  mission  or  success  of  the  program 
and  make  legislative  corrections,  deletions,  or  clarifica- 
tions as  necessary.  Each  committee  shall  perform  three 
basic  functions  (a)  data  collection;  (b)  analysis  and  evalu- 
ation of  programs,  projects  and  budgets;  and  (c)  legisla- 
tive oversight. 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees. 

A)  A  "committee  of  the  whole,"  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  any  litigation  concerning  the  council  and  other 
matters  referred  to  it. 

B)  A  "committee  on  city  and  neighborhood  services," 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  services  provided  to  resi- 
dents of  the  city  and  the  delivery  of  municipal  services  to 
the  neighborhoods  of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  the  programs,  projects,  and  priorities  that 
affect  the  youth,  elderly,  infirmed  residents,  handi- 
capped, jobless,  and  veterans.  The  committee  shall  main- 
tain policy  oversight  with  respect  to  vocational  training, 
public  health,  substance  abuse  and  Cable  television.  This 
committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Elderly  Affairs,  Handicapped,  Wom- 
en's and  Boston  Employment  Commissions,  Health  and 
Hospitals,  Veterans'  Graves  and  Veterans'  Services  De- 
partments, Cable  television  office.  Constituent  Services, 
Community  Participation,  Neighborhood  Services  and 
Businessand  Cultural  Affairs  and  the  Library  and  Parks 
and  Recreation  Departments. 

C)  A  "committee  on  commerce  and  transportation," 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  various  regularity,  in- 
spectional  and  licensing  activities,  commerce  and  trade 
policy  and  transportation  policy  of  the  city,  including 
council-issued  licenses  and  permits.  The  committee  shall 
define  transportation  priorities  for  the  city,  including  is- 
sues relative,  to  the  MBTA,  the  third  harbor  tunnel  and 
the  depression  of  the  Central  Artery.  This  committee 
shall  insure  by  legislative  oversight  that  commerce  and 
trade  policies  allow  for  equal  access,  fair  practices  and 
consumer  protection.  This  committee  shall  exercise 
budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Li- 
censing Board,  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing  Divi- 
sion, the  Board  of  Appeals,  Zoning  Commission, 
Inspectional  Services,  Traffic  and  Parking  Departments 
and  the  Parking  Clerk. 

D)  A  "committee  on  council  rules  and  administration," 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  city  council  rules, 
budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff  and  supplies. 

E)  A  "committee  on  education,"  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  educational  policy  and  the  Boston  School  De- 
partment. Educational  policy  shall  include  programs  de- 
signed to  address  the  educational  needs  of  all  residents; 
including,  the  Boston  public  schools,  English  as  a  Second 
Language,  Vocational/Technical  Training,  Adult  Liter- 
acy, High  School  Equivalency,  and  other  after-school  tu- 
torial programs.  This  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary 
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review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Boston  School 
Department  and  the  Community  School  Commission. 

F)  A  "committee  on  the  environment  and  public 
works,"  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural  and 
historical  resources  and  landmarks  of  the  city,  including 
wetlands,  the  harbor  and  harbor  islands,  the  promotion  of 
tourism,  the  relationship  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority and  the  city,  pollution,  conservation,  and  energy 
and  waste-disposal  policy.  The  committees  shall  exercise 
budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Public 
Works,  and  Environment  Departments  and  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission. 

G)  A  "committee  on  government  finance,"  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  city,  city  debt, 
operating  budget  and  revenue  projection  of  the  city,  and 
which  shall  have  referred  to  it  all  loan  orders  of  a  general 
nature,  and  the  annual  operating  budget.  The  committee 
shall  refer  to  each  other  committee  for  study  and  report, 
those  portions  of  the  budget  which  concern  the  work  of 
such  committee,  and  shall  assemble  and  report  to  the 
council  the  recommendations  of  each  committee,  to- 
gether with  its  own  recommendations.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  entire  budget  and  particularly  with  respect  to 
the  Collecting,  Treasury,  and  Assessing  Departments, 
N.D.E.A.,  and  the  Finance  Commission. 

H)  A  "committee  on  government  operations,"  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  organization  and  structure  of 
city  government  including  departmental  fees  and 
charges.  This  committee  shall  be  charged  with  analysis 
and  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  city's  govern- 
ment organization  as  it  relates  to  the  delivery  of  services. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  over- 
sight with  respect  to  the  Administrative  Services,  Elec- 
tion and  Law  Departments,  the  Office  of  the  Mayor, 
except  those  components  specifically  assigned  to  other 
committees.  City  Clerk,  Registrar  and  Records,  Group 
Insurance,  Executions  of  Courts,  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion, the  Retirement  Board,  and  pension  liabilities. 

I)  A  "committee  on  housing,"  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  the  public  policy  relative  to  the  rehabilitation, 
preservation  and  increasing  the  supply  of  housing  in  the 
city.  The  committee  shall  be  charged  to  evaluate  the  poli- 
cies and  programs  of  the  city  and  legislatively  insure 
equal  access,  fair  practices,  and  consumer  protections  in 
the  residential  housing  market  and  industry.  The  commit- 
tee shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Hous- 
ing, the  Institutional  Expansion  Board,  Rent  Equity 
Board,  and  Fair  Housing  Commission. 

J)  A  "committee  on  planning  and  development,"  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical  and  economic  pres- 
ervation and  development  of  the  city,  the  relationship  of 
the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  and  the  city,  fed- 
eral and  state  development  grants  and  incentives,  and, 
economic  and  industrial  development  undertakings.  The 
committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  and  Industrial 
Development  Finance  Authorities  and  the  Public  Im- 
provement, and  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Commissions. 

K)  A  "committee  on  post-audit  and  oversight,"  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  city 
operations,  the  effectiveness  of  city  programs  and  the 
faithfulness  of  administration  compliance  with  the  intent 
of  legislation  and  administrative  regulations  affecting 
city  programs,  departments  and/or  agencies.  This  com- 
mittee shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  of 
the  Auditing  Department,  the  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  program  (CDBG),  the  Jobs  Training  Part- 
nership Act  (JTPA),  and  General  Revenue  Sharing. 


L)  A  "committee  on  public  lands  and  real  property," 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  care,  management, 
custody  and  oversight  of  public  buildings  and  lands,  ex- 
cluding park  lands  and  shall  have  referred  to  it  the  capital 
budget  of  the  city.  This  committee  shall  also  concern  it- 
self with  planning  and  development  for  city  buildings  and 
infrastructure  of  the  city.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Real 
Property  and  Public  Facilities  Departments,  the  Capital 
Planning  office  and  the  White  and  Browne  Funds. 

M)  A  "committee  on  public  safety,"  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  the  fair  and  equal  delivery  of  public  safety 
services  to  all  neighborhoods  of  the  city.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  Police,  Fire  and  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 
ments, the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  anti-crime  programs 
financed  by  the  state  or  federal  government  and  county 
matters. 

There  shall  be  the  following  special  committees. 

N)  A  "special  committee  on  arson,"  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  the  problem  of  arson  and  fire  prevention, 
including  all  federal  and  state  programs  and  legislation  in 
connection  therewith,  and  which  shall  exercise  budget- 
ary approval,  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Arson  Prevention  Commission  and  all  grants,  gifts  and 
appropriations  with  respect  to  arson  and  fire  prevention. 

O)  A  "special  committee  on  economic  equity,"  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  equalization  of  the  salary  lev- 
els and  benefits  of  employment  for  males,  females  and 
minorities  in  the  City  of  Boston,  including  pensions, 
health  care  and  child  care.  The  committee  shall  have 
budgetary  oversight  and  monitoring  review  of  the  Com- 
parable Worth  Commission. 

P)  A  "special  committee  on  the  homeless,"  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  problem  of  homeless  people  in 
Boston.  This  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review 
and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Commission  on  the 
Homeless  and  Emergency  Shelter  Commission. 

Q)  A  "special  committee  on  redistricting,"  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  fulfilling  the  provisions  of  section  3, 
chapter  605  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  as  amended  by  chapter 
343  of  the  Acts  of  1986,  by  redrawing  the  districts  for  the 
purpose  of  the  city  council  and  school  committee  repre- 
sentation. 

Conduct  in  City  Council 
Members: 

Rule  29.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is  recognized.  No 
member  shall  be  recognized  when  seated  or  when  away 
from  his  desk.  In  speaking  he  shall  refrain  from  mention- 
ing any  other  member  by  name,  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming,  abusive,  or  un- 
parliamentary language  and  shall  avoid  personalities. 
Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in 
personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the  char- 
acter of  another  member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open 
session  at  the  meeting  at  which  offense  is  committed  or  at 
the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and,  failing  to  do  so, 
shall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and 
suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate  until  said 
apology  is  made. 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  a 
question  when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken 
claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking  shall,  without 
his  consent,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a 
point  of  order. 

A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more  than 
ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  has  not  spoken  on  a  mat- 
ter shall  have  priority  and  recognition  by  the  chair  when- 
ever said  member  shall  rise.  The  assistant  city  clerk 
acting  as  assistant  clerk  of  the  council  shall  inform  the 
president  whenever  a  member  has  spoken  longer  than  ten 
minutes. 
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Rule  3 1 .  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business  or 
transaction  or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  private  inter- 
est, direct  or  indirect,  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  official  duties.  A  member  who  has  a  di- 
rect or  indirect  financial  or  other  private  interest,  distinct 
from  the  public  interest,  in  any  proposed  legislation  shall 
publicly  disclose ,  on  the  official  record  of  the  council ,  the 
nature  and  extent  of  such  interest,  and  upon  doing  so  shall 
be  excused  from  voting  on  said  question. 
Guests: 

Rule  32.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  council 
shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat  in  the 
council  chamber  of  any  member  of  the  council.  The  city 
messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  33.  No  person  excepting  officials  connected  with 
the  council  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or  upon  the 
floor  of  the  council  chamber,  except  upon  invitation  of 
the  presiding  officer.  Seats  reserved  for  the  press,  both 
electronic  and  print  media,  shall  be  reserved  solely  for 
accredited  members  of  the  press,  or  upon  the  direction  of 
a  councillor,  a  member  of  his  or  her  staff  when  seats  are 
available.  Members  of  the  press  in  attendance  shall  re- 
frain from  discussion  within  the  council  chamber  and 
with  council  members  during  a  council  meeting. 

Guests  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  council 
chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session,  but  no  one  will  be 
admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all  the  seats  are  occupied. 
No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  from 
guests  shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations  are 
made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The  city  messenger  shall 
enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  34.  No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  reward 
acts  to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter  pending 
before  the  city  council  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  to  the 
council  chamber  or  anterooms  thereof  unless  said  person 
has  registered  with  the  city  clerk  stating  the  nature  of  his 
business. 

Further  Rules,  Amendment, 
and  Suspension 

Rule  35.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of 
these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  council  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Rule  36.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except  by 
the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  council .  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  Rule  1 1  may  be  suspended  only  in 
the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  vote,  committee  report, 
or  other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  or  by  a  council- 
lor calling  for  action  by  the  council,  that  is  of  an  emer- 
gency nature,  namely  that  which  involves  the  peace, 
health,  safety-or  convenience  of  the  people  or  their  prop- 
erty. In  which  case  a  preamble,  which  describes  said 
emergency  in  clear  and  specific  terms  must  be  read  and 
offered  as  part  of  the  motion  to  suspend  said  rule  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  Rule  26A  may  be  suspended  only  by  a 
unanimous  roll  call  vote  of  all  those  present.

major  reclassification  of  all  positions  within  city  and 
county  government,  an  effort  last  undertaken  in  1963. 

While  the  intent  of  the  Comparable  Worth  Commission 
is  laudatory,  I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  December  17,  1986,  which  establishes  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  "The  Comparable  Worth  Commission." 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  this  ordinance  could 
adversely  impact  the  current  litigation  involving  the  sta- 
tus of  the  ordinance  which  creates  the  Commission  on 
Women  as  it  references  said  commission  in  section  2.  As 
you  are  aware,  this  Administration  disputes  the  Council 's 
authority  to  create  the  Commission  on  Women  by  ordi- 
nance and,  therefore,  does  not  recognize  the  existence  of 
said  ordinance.

The  General  Court  has  authorized  that  when  property 
is  omitted  from  the  annual  assessment  of  taxes,  by  reason 
of  computer  or  clerical  error  the  assessors,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue,  may  later  assess 
that  property  but  must  do  so  by  June  20  of  the  same  fiscal 
year. 

However,  in  fiscal  year  1986  due  to  the  demands  of  the 
trienniel  revaluation  requirements,  annual  tax  bills  were 
not  issued  until  June  16,  which  did  not  allow  the  city  suf- 
ficient time  to  capture  omitted  assessments. 

Previously,  on  October  20,  1986,  I  submitted  legisla- 
tion which  would  have  accomplished  this  purpose.  The 
Council  amended  that  legislation.  I  am  not  able  to  ap- 
prove the  amendment  which  the  City  Council  voted  to  the 
initial  home  rule  petition  since  it  is  unnecessary  for  a 
home  rule  petition  to  specify  on  a  parcel  basis  which 
property  was  in  fact  omitted.  I  am  informed  that  addi- 
tional omitted  assessments  have  been  and  are  being 
found.  The  effect  of  the  Council's  amendment,  therefore, 
would  be  to  exempt  every  parcel  not  specified,  an  unfair 
and  unintended  result. 

Therefore,  I  respectfully  request  your  prompt  consid- 
eration and  passage  of  the  attached  home  rule  petition 
which  extend  the  time  for  rendering  omitted  fiscal  year 
1986  assessments  until  April  30,  1987.

license  plate;  and  individuals  who  have  acquired  a 
temporary  disability  of  a  severe  nature  and  who  can 
provide  medical  documentation  of  same. 

The  Commission  may,  in  its  discretion,  issue  serv- 
ice provider  cards  to  a  disabled  person,  service-de- 
pendent senior  citizen,  or  his/her  legal  guardian  for 
use  by  service  providers  who  are  providing  in-home 
services  to  benefit  the  quality  of  life  of  the  disabled 
person  or  service-dependent  senior  citizen  or  which 
are  necessary  to  allow  such  persons  to  live  indepen- 
dently. Said  cards  shall  be  valid  for  a  maximum  of 
one  year  and  shall  be  numbered  and  sealed  by  the 
commission  and  shall  not  be  taken  to  allow  parking 
in  an  area  designated  "HP/V  Parking  Only";  nor 
shall  they  be  exempt  from  meter  fee  violations. 
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Parking  tickets  issued  for  violation  of  article  4, 
section  15C  of  the  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Rules 
and  Regulations  (resident  permit  parking  spaces) 
while  the  vehicle  displays  a  valid  identification  card 
shall  be  dismissed  upon  application  of  the  service  re- 
cipient or  his/her  legal  guardian,  within  twenty -one 
days. 

Vehicles  displaying  the  identification  cards  are  not 
exempt  from  obeying  any  posted  or  general  parking 
regulation  including,  but  not  limited  to,  double  park- 
ing, snow  removal,  weather  emergencies,  handicap 
ramps,  and  driveways.  Use  of  the  service  provider 
card  by  any  person  other  than  those  service  providers 
designated  on  the  cardholders  application  form  shall 
be  cause  for  revocation." 
Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  6, 
section  171  A,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  the  following  new  subsection  at  the  end  thereof: 
m)  The  fine  for  falsifying  any  information  on  an 
application  for  a  service  provider  card,  or  for  dis- 
playing a  false,  altered,  forged,  or  stolen  card,  or  any 
person  who  displays  such  card  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
6,  chapter  1 1 ,  section  202,  as  amended,  shall  be  $50 
for  each  such  violation.  A  penalty  of  $16  shall  be  as- 
sessed if  the  fine  remains  unpaid  twenty-one  days  af- 
ter issuance  of  a  notification  of  such  violation. 
Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

Definitions:  The  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meaning  as  prescribed  herein,  unless  the  context  of 
this  ordinance  demands  otherwise. 

Comparable  Worth  Commission  or  CWC  shall  mean 
the  commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  created  by  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Comparable  Worth  shall  mean  the  equalization  of  the 
salary  levels  of  employment  for  males,  females,  and  mi- 
norities in  similar  or  comparable  job  positions  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  City  of  Boston,  its  departments,  agencies, 
boards,  commissions  and/or  offices. 

Personnel  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  mean 
that  department  within  the  structure  of  the  city  that  deals 
with  matters  of  employment,  its  successors  or  assigns. 

Section  3.  The  CWC  shall  consist  of  seven  members, 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  except  as  otherwise  designated. 


to  serve  a  term  that  is  coterminous  with  that  of  the  Mayor. 
The  members  of  the  CWC  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  A  woman  or  minority  member  of  the  City  Council 
designated  by  the  president  of  the  City  Council  to  serve  ex 
officio. 

2 .  The  director  or  advisor  to  the  Mayor  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  Women  to  serve  ex  officio  or  an  appointee  of  the 
Mayor  who  is  familiar  with  issues  concerning  women's 
employment. 

3 .  The  director  of  the  City  of  Boston  Personnel  Depart- 
ment to  serve  ex  officio. 

4.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  an  attorney  famil- 
iar with  labor  law. 

5 .  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  representative  of 
a  labor  union  currently  under  contract  with  the  City  of 
Boston. 

6.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  representative  of 
a  national  or  statewide  women's  organization  such  as,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  National  Organization  for  Women. 

7.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  employed  as  a 
professional  in  the  personnel  field  from  the  private  sec- 
tor. 

Members  of  the  CWC  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion and  ex  officio  members  shall  serve  without  increase 
in  their  salary. 

Section  4.  The  CWC  shall  be  empowered  to  conduct  a 
study  to  investigate,  hold  hearings,  take  testimony,  re- 
search and  report  on  the  feasibility  of  implementing  a 
comparable  worth  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  em- 
ployees and  job  positions.  Said  study  shall  be  in  the  form 
of  a  report  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  to  be  transmitted  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  within  six  months  of  the 
effective  day  of  this  ordinance.  The  Personnel  Depart- 
ment shall  provide  secretarial,  office  and  support  serv- 
ices for  the  CWC.  The  CWC  shall  further  be  empowered 
to  maintain  an  ongoing  monitoring  system  of  City  of  Bos- 
ton employment  practices  as  they  relate  to  the  issue  of 
comparable  worth  and  make  such  reports  as  from  time  to 
time  as  the  CWC  deems  appropriate  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council.

CREATING  COMPARABLE  WORTH  COMMISSION 

Coun.  HENNIGAN,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Economic  Equity,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0194,  Ordinance  Creating  the 
Comparable  Worth  Commission  (referred  January  14)  — 
recommending  that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass  in  the  fol- 
lowing new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 

An  Ordinance 
Creating  the  Comparable  Worth  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  Boston  City  Council,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  hereby  established  in  the  City 
of  Boston  "The  Comparable  Worth  Commission,"  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  "CWC." 

Section  2.  Definitions:  The  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meaning  as  prescribed  herein,  unless  the  context  of 
this  ordinance  demands  otherwise. 

Comparable  Worth  Commission  or  CWC  shall  mean 
the  commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  created  by  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Comparable  Worth  shall  mean  the  equalization  of  the 
salary  levels  of  employment  for  males,  females,  and  mi- 
norities in  similar  or  comparable  job  positions  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  City  of  Boston,  its  departments,  agencies, 
boards,  commissions  and/or  offices. 

Personnel  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  mean 
that  department  within  the  structure  of  the  city  that  deals 
with  matters  of  employment,  its  successors  or  assigns. 

Section  3.  The  CWC  shall  consist  of  seven  members, 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  except  as  otherwise  designated, 
to  serve  a  term  that  is  co-terminous  with  that  of  the 
Mayor.  The  members  of  the  CWC  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  A  member  of  the  City  Council  designated  by  the 
President  of  the  City  Council  to  serve  ex  officio. 

2.  The  director  or  advisor  to  the  Mayor  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Women  to  serve  ex  officio  or  an  appointee  of 
the  Mayor  who  is  familiar  with  issues  concerning  wom- 
en's employment. 

3.  The  director  of  the  City  of  Boston  Personnel  De- 
partment to  serve  ex  officio. 

4.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  an  attorney  fa- 
miliar with  labor  law. 

5 .  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  representative 
of  a  labor  union  currently  under  contract  with  the  City  of 
Boston. 

6.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  representative 
of  a  national  or  statewide  women's  organization  such  as, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  National  Organization  for  Women. 

7.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  employed  as  a 
professional  in  the  personnel  field  from  the  private  sec- 
tor. 

Members  of  the  CWC  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion and  ex  officio  members  shall  serve  without  increase 
in  their  salary. 

Section  4.  The  CWC  shall  be  empowered  to  conduct  a 
study  to  investigate,  hold  hearing,  take  testimony,  re- 
search and  report  on  the  feasibility  of  implementing  a 
comparable  worth  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  em- 
ployees and  job  positions.  Said  study  shall  be  in  the  form 
of  a  report  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  to  be  transmitted  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  within  eight  months  of 
the  effective  day  of  this  ordinance.  The  Personnel  De- 
partment shall  provide  secretarial,  office  and  support 
services  for  the  CWC .  The  CWC  shall  further  be  empow- 
ered to  maintain  an  ongoing  monitoring  system  of  the 
City  of  Boston  employment  practices  as  they  relate  to  the 
issue  of  comparable  worth  and  make  such  reports  as  from 
time  to  time  as  the  CWC  deems  appropriate  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council. 

Section  5 .  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

Section  3  of  chapter  605  of  the  Acts  of  1982, 
as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  343  of  the  Acts  of 
1986  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  section  3  in  its 
entirety  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  sec- 
tion: 

"Section  3 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 128  to  134,  inclusive,  of  chapter  43  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws ,  the  city  council  shall ,  on  or  before  May  1 , 
1992,  adopt  an  ordinance  after  public  hearing  pro- 
viding for  the  division  of  the  city  into  nine  districts; 
the  respective  district  lines  shall  be  the  same  for  the 
city  council  and  school  committee.  Each  such  dis- 
trict shall  be  compact  and  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  as  deter- 
mined by  the  most  recent  federal  census,  shall  be 
composed  of  contiguous  existing  precincts,  and  shall 
be  drawn  with  a  view  toward  preserving  the  integrity 
of  existing  neighborhoods. 

Said  districts  shall  continue  in  force  until  redrawn 
by  the  city  council  as  provided  for  herein.  The  coun- 
cil shall  redraw  the  districts  for  the  purposes  of  city 
council  and  school  committee  representation  as 
specified  in  this  section  on  or  before  May  first  every 
subsequent  tenth  year. 

In  the  year  1985,  and  in  each  subsequent  year,  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  not  be  required  to  make  a  new 
division  of  its  territory  into  wards  as  required  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  City  Council  shall  adopt  an  ordinance  provid- 
ing for  signature  requirements  for  nomination  pa- 
pers for  candidates  for  city  council  or  school 
committee  but  in  no  event  shall  these  requirements 
exceed  2  percent  of  the  vote  cast  in  the  preceding 
mayoral  election  in  the  respective  district." 
Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage. 
Referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Redistricting.

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  452 ,  as  amended, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section 
452: 

"Section  452 .  For  the  conduct  of  affairs  of  the  city 
council  there  shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  city  clerk,  an 
office  to  be  known  as  the  "Central  Staff  of  the  city 
council."  The  central  staff  shall  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  staff  director,  who  shall  be  the  executive  and 
administrative  head  of  the  department.  The  staff  di- 
rector shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  city  council  and  shall  serve  continuously 
at  the  pleasure  of  said  majority. 

The  staff  director  may  appoint,  set  the  compensa- 
tion for,  and  conduct  annual  reviews  of  such  subordi- 
nate personnel  positions  as  are  provided  for  herein. 
Salaries  set  by  the  staff  director  shall  be  restricted  to 
the  salary  ranges  as  set  herein  for  such  position.  The 
annual  salary  of  the  staff  director  shall  be  set  by  the 
council  order. 

Under  the  charge  of  the  staff  director,  the  central 
staff  shall  be  separated  into  two  divisions;  legislative 
division  and  an  administrative  division. 

The  legislative  division  shall  serve  all  members  of 
the  council  and  its  mission  shall  be  to  operate  as  a 
complement  to  the  legislative  and  constituent  service 
functions  of  the  city  coucil.  The  legislative  division 
shall  have  the  following  personnel  positions: 

Legal  Counsel  for  the  city  council  whose  function 
shall  be  to  review  all  legislative  submissions  by  and 
to  the  city  council  for  compatibility  to  the  city  char- 
ter, ordinances  and  state  law.  Legal  counsel  shall 
also  provide  opinions  to  the  members  of  the  council 
and  the  staff  director  by  request.  The  salary  range  for 
the  legal  counsel  shall  be  $32,000  to  $45,000  per 
year. 

Legislative  Assistant  for  the  city  council  whose 
function  shall  be  to  provide  legislative  drafting  as- 
sistance, research  and  analysis  of  legislative  issues 
and  preparation  of  documents  to  be  submitted  to  the 
city  council.  There  shall  be  three  legislative  assist- 
ants. The  salary  range  for  the  legislative  assistants 
shall  be  $20,000  to  $38,000  per  year. 

Finance  Assistant  for  the  city  council  whose  func- 
tion shall  be  to  provide  assistance  to  the  council  on  all 
matters  of  financial  concern,  including  the  annual 
budget,  capital  budget  and  supplemental  budgets  as 
submitted  to  the  council,  monitor  the  spending  prac- 
tices of  the  executive  branch  of  government,  liaison 
to  public  monitor  agencies,  and  provide  cost  benefit 
analysis  of  city  departments,  agencies,  boards,  and 
programs.  The  salary  range  for  the  financial  assist- 
ant shall  be  $24,000  to  $40,000  per  year. 


Librarian  for  the  city  council  whose  function  shall 
be  to  maintain  all  city  documents,  be  custodian  of 
official  council  documents,  and  assist  the  legislative 
division  with  general  research  assignments.  The  sal- 
ary range  for  the  librarian  shall  be  $25,000  to 
$36,000  per  year. 

The  administrative  division  shall  serve  all  mem- 
bers of  the  city  council  and  its  mission  shall  be  to 
maintain  and  assist  in  the  everyday  functioning  of  the 
city  council.  The  administrative  division  shall  be 
comprised  of  the  following  personnel  positions: 

Office  Manager  of  the  city  council  whose  function 
is  to  maintain,  inventory  and  procure  office  supplies 
and  equipment,  maintain  and  execute  all  billing  pro- 
cedures, produce  the  weekly  payroll,  maintain  per- 
sonnel files  and  other  such  duties  as  prescribed  by  the 
staff  director.  The  annual  salary  of  the  office  man- 
ager shall  be  $17,000  to  $26,000. 

Committee  Clerk  of  the  city  council  whose  func- 
tion is  to  shedule  all  rooms  of  the  council,  to  attend 
all  public  meetings  of  the  council,  insure  proper 
setup  of  council  meetings,  provide  documents,  ma- 
terials, audio-visual  aids,  and  provide  public  notifi- 
cations of  the  city  council's  schedule,  and  other  such 
necessary  duties  as  prescribed  by  the  staff  director. 
The  salary  for  the  committee  clerk  shall  be  $17,000 
to  $28,000. 

Computer  Specialist  of  the  city  council  whose 
function  is  to  develop,  maintain  and  train  city  council 
personnel  in  the  operation  of  all  computer  facilities 
and  technologies.  Additionally,  the  computer  spe- 
cialist will  assist  councillors'  offices'  in  the  use  of 
constituent  service  programs  and  the  acquisition  of 
appropriate  software  and  hardware.  The  salary  for 
the  computer  specialist  shall  be  $18,000  to  $35,000 
per  year. 

Legislative  Secretary  of  the  city  council  whose 
function  is  to  provide  clerical  skills  for  the  legislative 
division  and  committee  clerk.  The  annual  salary  for 
the  legislative  secretary  shall  be  $16,000  to  $25,000 
per  year. 

Administrative  Secretary  of  the  city  council  whose 
function  is  to  provide  clerical  support  services  to  the 
administrative  division  and  support  function  to  the 
office  manager.  The  annual  salary  of  the  administra- 
tive secretary  shall  be  $16,000  to  $25,000  per  year. 

Receptionist  of  the  city  council  whose  function 
shall  be  to  maintain  the  visitors  area  of  the  council, 
answer  incoming  telephone  calls  and  greet  guests.

$  1 5 ,000  to  $23 ,000  per  year. 

Courier  of  the  city  council  whose  function  is  to 
provide  delivery  and  pickup  services  for  the  council.

a)  The  staff  director  shall  review  all  existing  positions 
and  employees  and  to  the  extent  said  employee  skills  and 
present  position  justifies,  shall  hire  existing  staff  mem- 
bers into  the  new  positions.

Notwithstanding  any  City  of  Boston  ordinance  to 
the  contrary,  no  person,  firm,  association,  partner- 
ship trust  or  corporation  ("person")  shall  erect  or 
maintain  any  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  de- 
vice, including  the  supporting  structure  for  such  bill- 
board or  sign  within  the  Southwest  and  Northeast 
Corridor  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Southwest  and 
Northeast  Corridor  restriced  area  of  advertising 
shall  extend  from  the  South  Cove  Portal  at  Tremont 
Street  and  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  to  the  city 
boundary  at  the  Boston/Dedham  line  and  shall  be  a 
zone  of  200  feet  from  either  side  of  the  railroad  well. 
Persons  whose  outdoor  advertising  activities  are 
limited  to  erecting  and  maintaining  signs  relating  to 
themselves  or  the  goods  or  services  they  offer  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  prohibitions  of  Ordinances  14, 
section  287A. 
Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  ef- 
fective upon  enactment.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance  Amending  CBC,  Ordinance,  Title  2 
Section  452,  Re:  City  Council  Staff. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  452 ,  as  amended, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section 
452: 

"Section  452.  For  the  conduct  of  affairs  of  the  city 
council  there  shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  city  clerk,  an 
office  to  be  known  as  the  "central  Staff  of  the  city 
council."  The  central  staff  shall  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  staff  director,  who  shall  be  the  executive  and 
administrative  head  of  the  department.  The  staff  di- 
rector shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  city  council  and  shall  serve  continuously 
at  the  pleasure  of  said  majority. 
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The  staff  director  may  appoint,  terminate,  set  the 
compensation  for,  and  conduct  annual  reviews  of 
such  subordinate  personnel  positions  as  are  provided 
for  herein.  Salaries  set  by  the  staff  director  shall  be 
restricted  to  the  salary  ranges  as  set  herein  for  each 
position.  The  annual  salary  of  the  staff  director  shall 
be  set  by  city  council  order. 

Under  the  charge  of  the  staff  director,  the  central 
staff  shall  be  separated  into  two  divisions;  legislative 
division  and  an  administrative  division. 

The  legislative  division  shall  serve  all  members  of 
the  council  and  its  mission  shall  be  to  operate  as  a 
complement  to  the  legislative  and  constituent  service 
functions  of  the  city  council.  The  legislative  division 
shall  have  the  following  personnel  positions: 

—  Legal  Counsel  for  the  city  council  whose  func- 
tion shall  be  to  review  all  legislative  submissions  by 
and  to  the  city  council  for  compatibility  to  the  city 
charter,  ordinances  and  state  law.  Legal  counsel 
shall  also  provide  opinions  to  the  members  of  the 
council  and  the  staff  director  by  request,  the  salary 
range  for  the  legal  counsel  shall  be  $32,000  to 
$45,000  per  year. 

—  Legal  Secretary  whose  function  is  to  assist  the 
legal  counsel  by  providing  clerical  and  support  func- 
tions, as  directed  by  the  staff  director  and  the  legal 
counsel.  The  salary  range  for  the  legal  secretary 
shall  be  $18,000  to  $25,000. 

—  Senior  Legislative  Assistant  for  the  city  council 
whose  function  shall  be  to  provide  primary  commit- 
tee responsibility  to  one  or  more  committees  of  the 
council  as  appointed  by  the  staff  director.  The  senior 
legislative  assistant  shall  have  the  same  duties  as 
other  legislative  assistants  and  additionally  shall,  by 
experience  and  knowledge,  supervise  the  activities 
of  other  legislative  assistants  and  all  committee 
work.  The  salary  range  for  the  senior  legislative  as- 
sistant shall  be  $24,000  to  $38,000. 

—  Legislative  Assistant  for  the  city  council  whose 
function  shall  be  to  provide  legislative  drafting  as- 
sistance, research  and  analysis  of  legislative  issues 
and  preparation  of  documents  to  be  submitted  to  the 
city  council.  Legislative  assistants  shall  be  assigned 
primary  responsibility  for  committee  work  to  one  or 
more  committees  by  the  staff  director.  There  shall  be 
two  legislative  assistants.  The  salary  range  for  the 
legislative  assistants  shall  be  $20,000  to  $32,000  per 
year. 

—  Senior  Budget  Analyst  for  the  city  council 
whose  function  shall  be  to  provide  assistance  to  the 
council  on  all  matters  of  financial  concern,  including 
the  annual  budget,  capital  budget  and  supplemental 
budgets  as  submitted  to  the  council,  monitor  the 
spending  practices  of  the  executive  branch  of  gov- 
ernment, liaison  to  public  monitor  agencies,  and 
provide  cost  benefit  analysis  of  city  departments, 
agencies,  boards,  and  programs.  Additionally,  the 
senior  budget  analyst  shall  have  primary  committee 
responsibility  over  all  financial  committees  of  the 
council  and  shall  supervise  the  activities  of  the 
budget  assistant.  The  salary  range  for  the  senior 
budget  analyst  shall  be  $24,000  to  $40,000  per  year. 

—  Budget  Assistant  for  the  city  council  whose 
function  shall  be  to  provide  assistance  to  the  council 
on  all  matters  of  financial  concern,  including  the  an- 
nual budget,  capital  budget  and  supplemental  budg- 
ets as  submitted  to  the  council,  monitor  the  spending 
practices  of  the  executive  branch  of  government,  li- 
aison to  public  monitor  agencies,  and  provide  cost 
benefit  analysis  of  city  departments,  agencies, 
boards,  and  programs.  The  budget  assistant  shall 
have  primary  committee  responsibility  over  one  or 
more  of  the  financial  committees  of  the  council  as 


assigned  by  the  staff  director.  The  salary  for  the 
budget  assistant  shall  be  $22,000  to  $35,000  per 
year.

—The  administrative  division  shall  serve  all  mem- 
bers of  the  city  council  and  its  mission  shall  be  to 
maintain  and  assist  in  the  everyday  functioning  of  the 
city  council.  The  administrative  division  shall  be 
comprised  of  the  following  personnel  positions: 

—  Office  Manager  of  the  city  council  whose  func- 
tion is  to  maintain,  inventory  and  procure  office  sup- 
plies and  equipment,  maintain  and  execute  all  billing 
procedures,  produce  the  weekly  payroll,  maintain 
personnel  files  and  other  such  duties  as  prescribed  by 
the  staff  director.  The  annual  salary  of  the  office 
manager  shall  be  $17,000  to  $26,000. 

—  Committee  Clerk  of  the  city  council  whose 
function  is  to  schedule  all  rooms  of  the  council,  at- 
tend all  public  meetings  of  the  council,  insure  proper 
setup  of  council  meetings  and  public  hearings,  pro- 
vide documents,  materials,  audio-visual  aids,  and 
provide  public  notifications  of  the  city  council's 
schedule,  and  other  such  necessary  duties  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  staff  director.  The  salary  for  the  com- 
mittee clerk  shall  be  $17,000  to  $28,000. 

—  Computer  Specialist  of  the  city  council  whose 
function  is  to  develop,  maintain  and  train  city  council 
personnel  in  the  operation  of  all  computer  facilities 
and  technologies.  Additionally,  the  computer  spe- 
cialist will  assist  councillors'  offices  in  the  use  of 
constituent  service  programs  and  the  acquisition  of 
appropriate  software  and  hardware.  The  salary  for 
the  computer  specialist  shall  be  $18,000  to  $35,000 
per  year. 

—  Administrative  Secretary  of  the  city  council 
whose  function  is  to  provide  clerical  support  services 
to  the  administrative  division  and  support  function  to 
the  office  manager.  The  annual  salary  of  the  adminis- 
trative secretary  shall  be  $16,000  to  $24,000  per 
year. 

—  Receptionist  of  the  city  council  whose  function 
shall  be  to  maintain  the  visitors  area  of  the  council, 
answer  incoming  telephone  calls  and  greet  guests. 
The  annual  salary  of  the  receptionist  shall  be 
$  1 5 ,000  to  $23 ,000  per  year. 

—  Courier  of  the  city  council  whose  function  is  to 
provide  delivery  and  pickup  services  for  the  council. 
The  annual  salary  of  the  courier  shall  be  $10,000  to 
$15,000  per  year. 

Section  2.  Such  salaries  as  assigned  by  the  staff  direc- 
tor, as  provided  for  herein,  or  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  ordinance,  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services 
rendered  to  the  city  and  county,  and  shall  be  apportion- 
able  in  the  event  of  service  for  only  part  of  the  year,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  deduction  for  any  and  all  sums  due  to 
the  city  or  county  from  such  employee .  The  salary  ranges 
indicated  for  the  central  staff  employees  shall  not  apply  to 
current  employees  who  are  being  compensated  at  a  rate 
higher  than  the  indicated  range. 

Section  3.  For  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  City 
Council,  in  addition  to  the  staff  director  and  the  central 
staff  as  created  herein,  there  shall  be  administrative  as- 
sistants and  secretaries  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
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city  council.  Each  councillor's  office  shall  receive 
$70,000  per  year  and  the  President's  office  shall  receive 
$100,000  per  year  to  pay  such  salaries  according  to  the 
rules  of  the  council. 
Section  4.  Transition. 

a)  The  staff  director  shall  review  all  existing  positions 
and  employees  and  to  the  extent  said  employees  skills  and 
present  position  justify,  shall  hire  existing  staff  members 
into  the  new  positions. 

b)  In  those  instances  in  which  an  employee's  skills  and 
qualifications  are  not  compatible  with  any  of  the  new  job 
descriptions  described  herein,  the  staff  director  shall 
make  every  effort  to  place  such  employee  into  another  job 
within  the  city's  workforce.  The  staff  director  shall  con- 
tact the  city's  personnel  director  and  make  him  aware  of 
any  employee  in  need  of  job  assistance. 

c)  The  staff  director  shall  complete  the  hiring  and  re- 
structuring of  the  central  staff  as  contained  herein  not 
later  than  July  1,  1987. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

In  addi- 
tion, the  Cemetery  Division  requires  a  supplemental  ap- 
propriation to  replace  equipment  destroyed  in  a  fire  at 
Mt.  Hope  Cemetery,  and  to  improve  maintenance  activi- 
ties. 

The  Transportation  Department  needs  additional  funds 
in  order  to  act  on  our  new  program  of  improved  traffic 
control  and  management.  In  addition,  a  portion  of  the 
supplemental  appropriation  will  cover  collective  bar- 
gaining costs  incurred  by  this  agency. 

The  supplemental  appropriation  for  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  will  address  a  range  of  agency  ac- 
tivities including  the  poling  of  vacant  lots  to  prevent  ille- 
gal dumping,  the  boarding  up  and  demolition  of 
abandoned  structures,  and  the  institution  of  certain  pro- 
fessional testing  procedures  for  licensing  applicants. 

The  supplemental  appropriation  for  the  Community 
Schools  Division  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department  will 
allow  for  the  expansion  of  the  Youth  Outreach  Alternative 
Education  program,  Child  Care,  and  with  Youth  Recrea- 
tional Services,  all  of  which  are  part  of  our  Youth  Partner- 
ship Initiative. 

Finally,  passage  of  the  Tregor  amendments  and  prudent 
fiscal  management  require  an  additional  appropriation  to 
the  mandated  Reserve  Fund.  As  part  of  my  commitment 
to  maintain  the  sound  fiscal  condition  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  to  manage  the  operating  budget  in  a  prudent  man- 
ner, such  an  increase  is  strongly  recommended.

There  shall  be  within  the  city  a  commission, 
to  be  known  as  the  Clean  City  Commission,  consisting  of 
the  commissioners  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  In- 
spectional  Services  Department,  and  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Commission,  or  their  respective  designees,  and  not 
less  than  five  others,  each  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  to  rep- 
resent the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board,  and  neighborhood. 


civic  and  park  enhancement  organizations  located  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  commission  shall  annually  elect  from 
its  membership  a  chairman  and  a  secretary.  All  members 
shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor  without  compen- 
sation and  shall  be  deemed  special  municipal  employees. 
The  said  commission  shall  evaluate  public  and  private  ef- 
forts to  improve  the  cleanliness  of  the  city  and  compara- 
ble efforts  in  other  cities,  and  from  time  to  time  make 
reports  and  recommendations  concerning  programs  to 
combat  unlawful  dumping,  littering,  improper  storage 
and  disposal  of  waste,  and  like  matters.  The  commission 
shall  operate  as  a  separate  agency  of  the  city,  but  shall 
make  reports  only  through  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services.

Section  2.  There  shall  be  within  the  city  a  commission, 
to  be  known  as  the  Environmental  Ordinance  Enforce- 
ment Commission  which  shall  consist  of  the  commission- 
ers of  the  Public  Works  Department,  Inspectional 
Services  Department,  Parks  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sion, Police  Department,  the  Real  Property  Commission, 
or  their  respective  designees,  ex  officio,  and,  a  represent- 
ative of  the  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  to  serve  at  his  pleasure.  Members  shall 
serve  without  compensation  and  shall  be  deemed  special 
municipal  employees.

Whereas ,  From  1 87 1  - 1 89 1 ,  Federick  Douglass  served 
in  several  important  government  positions  as  an  adviser 
to  many  political  leaders  of  the  period;  and 

Whereas,  His  eloquence  became  legendary  during  the 
debates  on  the  slavery  issue  and,  even  today,  he  is  a  model 
for  oratory ;  and  many  of  his  greatest  speeches  were  deliv- 
ered in  Boston  at  the  Park  Street  Church;  and  his  words 
and  ideas  were  even  heard  in  Great  Britain  during  an  anti- 
slavery  lecture  tour  from  1845-1847;  therefore  be  it

Whereas,  This  man's  story,  "The  Autobiography  of 
Malcolm  X,  has  been  an  inspiration  to  a  generation  of 
black  leaders  throughout  America,  many  of  whom  have 
been  encouraged  to  run  for  and  gain  public  office  in  the 
quest  to  improve  the  status  of  the  Black  American;  and 

Whereas,  Malcolm  X  exemplified  the  kind  of  individ- 
ual who  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions  even  unto  the 
point  of  death;  and 

Whereas,  This  brilliant  and  eloquent  Black  American 
was  tragically  assassinated  on  February  21,  1965,  de- 
priving our  nation  of  his  intelligence,  charisma  and,  more 
importantly,  depriving  us  of  his  truthful  voice  uncompro- 
misingly identifying  those  areas  in  our  society  which  still 
need  correction;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, recognizes  the  twenty-second  anniversary  of 
the  death  of  Malcolm  X,  a  man  with  strength  of  character 
who  will  deservedly  remain  a  giant  throughout  the  annals 
of  American  political  and  social  history.

Whereas,  Next  to  the  old  State  House  in  downtown 
Boston  is  a  circular,  cobblestoned  monument  to  the  site  of 
the  Boston  Massacre  in  which  ,215  years  ago ,  these  brave 
men  such  as  Crispus  Attucks  were  wounded  or  killed;  and 

Whereas,  Crispus  Attucks  is  a  prime  example  of  the 
significant  role  black  Americans  have  held  throughout 
American  history;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, declares  March  5,  1987,  "Crispus  Attucks 
Day"  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  recognition  of  a  true  hero  of 
the  Revolution.

Whereas,  Dr.  DuBois  was  a  civil  rights  pioneer  and 
staunch  supporter  of  the  "Free  Africa  Movement,"  and

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE 
RE  PROFESSIONAL  ATHLETES  AND  VIOLENCE 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  to  which 
was  referred: 

Docket  No.  01 10  —  Ordinance,  Re:  Professional  Ath- 
letes, having  held  a  public  hearing  with  regard  to  the 
same,  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

1.  Intent  of  the  Ordinance.  Your  committee  has  no 
doubt  that  the  intent  of  the  filer,  and  the  ordinance,  is  salu- 
tary. Injuries  as  result  of  sports  activities  are  truly  tragic. 
Immediately,  the  names  of  Conigliaro,  Montana,  and 
Green  spring  to  mind. 

When  such  injuries  are  inflicted  inadvertently;  when 
they  are  truly  'accidents';  when  they  occur  as  result  of 
actions  consistent  with  the  rules  of  the  game,  they  are 
merely  tragic.  When  they  occur  as  result  of  deliberate 
intent  to  do  harm,  to  cause  injury,  competition  crosses  the 
line  into  criminality. 

Beyond  the  terrible  results  these  deliberately  inflicted 
injuries  have  on  the  victims ,  society  is  victimized  as  well . 
Our  youth,  holding  athletes  as  idols,  are  given  role 
models  with  conduct  unbecoming  civilization.  On  our 
airways  and  in  the  print  media,  those  who  are  lionized 
display  themselves  in  a  fashion  to  challenge  civility  and 
cheapen  life  itself. 

The  sponsor  of  this  ordinance  obviously  filed  the  same 
from  the  frustration  of  seeing  violence  continue  despite 
promises  from  the  professional  leagues  to  deal  with  it. 
For  most  problems,  government  is  at  best  a  clumsy  ineffi- 
cient solution,  but,  when  the  private  sector  refuses  to  act, 
government  action  is  the  only  resort. 

Your  committee  congratulates  the  sponsor  for  his  will- 
ingness to  address  a  problem  that  has  plagued  not  just  our 
city  but  the  nation,  seemingly  without  solution. 

2.  Hearing  on  the  Ordinance.  Your  committee's  hear- 
ing on  Docket  No.  0110  received  extensive  coverage 
from  the  media.  Major  testimony  was  received  from  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Boston  Bruins,  Harry  Sinden. 
Your  committee  thanks  Mr.  Sinden  for  his  expert  and 
complete  exposition  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Sinden  testified  that  the  National  Hockey  League 
has  addressed  this  problem  repeatedly,  and  has  a  policy  of 
regular  review  of  rules  and  penalties  with  regard  to  inap- 
propriate violence.  He  testified  (and  some  media  cover- 
age corroborates)  that  as  result  of  increased  league 
attention  —  and  the  imposition  of  heavy  fines  —  episodes 
of  violence  in  the  league  have  declined  in  the  last  few 
years. 

Testimony  from  Mr.  Sinden  and  others,  including 
members  of  this  body,  drew  attention  to  the  practical  dif- 
ficulties of  attempting  the  arrest  of  a  person  during  the 
course  of  a  game. 

It  is  obvious  that  whatever  well-intentioned  efforts 
have  been  made  by  the  professional  organizations  to  date, 
they  have  been  insufficient  to  stop  the  violence  from  oc- 
curring. 

3.  Legality  of  the  Ordinance.  The  ordinance  before 
your  committee  in  somewhat  unusual  in  that  it  does  not 
prohibit  the  doing  of  any  thing,  nor  does  is  have  a  penalty. 
Thus,  the  ordinance  is  missing  the  two  very  elements  that 
define  an  ordinance  under  chapter  43 .  If  the  ordinance  as

submitted  could  be  read  to  avoid  these  defects,  others 
abound.  Under  the  14th  Amendment  of  the  Constitution, 
our  courts  have  held  that  to  be  valid,  an  enactment  must 
be  clear  enough  that  those  reasonably  expected  to  be  sub- 
ject to  its  strictness  can  understand  its  import.  As  this 
document  does  not  forbid  anything,  the  reasonable  man 
cannot  fathom  its  requirements.  For  this  reason,  the  draft 
also  fails  on  constitutional  grounds. 

The  offenses  which  this  ordinance  would  address  are, 
assault  and  assault  and  battery.  (Under  Mass.  General 
Laws ,  ch .  265 ,  s .  1 3  A ,  both  of  these  are  misdemeanors . ) 

Assault  is  the  common  law  offense  of  intentionally  at- 
tempting, by  apparent  and  violent  means,  to  do  harm  to 
another,  or,  by  such  an  intentional,  apparent,  and  violent 
means,  to  cause  another  to  have  a  reasonable  fear  of  such 
harm. 

Battery  is  the  common  law  offense  of  touching  the  body 
(or  belongings  close  to  or  related  to  the  body)  of  another, 
by  the  person  of  the  aggressor,  or  some  thing  put  in  mo- 
tion by  such  an  aggressor,  however  slightly,  without  law- 
ful consent  or  privilege,  with  the  intent  to  do  harm. 

Both  of  these  offenses  being  a  part  of  the  common  law 
are  malum  per  se,  thus,  by  the  very  nature  of  an  ordinance 
being  an  offense  created  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council 
(and  thus  a  malum  prohibitem)  the  Council  cannot  estab- 
lish such  an  offense.  The  intent  of  the  ordinance  is  ne- 
gated thusly. 

The  ordinance  is  directed  at  such  incidents  as  a  profes- 
sional athlete  in  the  course  of  a  hockey  game  striking  an- 
other athlete.  There  exists  substantial  doubt  as  to  whether 
such  an  incident  is  a  crime  at  all!  It  is  well-settled  law  that 
"Games  are  governed  by  rules,  not  laws."  By  this  princi- 
ple, predictable  actions  may  not  fit  our  definition  of  as- 
sault and  battery  because  their  occurrence  is  anticipated 
in  the  rules  of  the  game.  Professional  hockey  already  has 
provisions,  and  penalties,  for  such  conduct.  The  striking 
of  another  may  subject  the  aggressor  to  "time  on  the 
bench",  ejection  from  the  game,  suspension  for  a  time,  a 
fine,  etc.  Thus,  the  event  of  violence  becomes  an  intrinsic 
part  of  the  game  itself,  to  be  dealt  with  by  those  who  make 
the  rules. 

As  defined  above,  an  element  of  assault  and  battery  is 
the  absence  of  lawful  consent.  One  may  consent  to  bat- 
tery —  examples  abound:  boarding  the  "dodgem  cars"  at 
an  amusement  park;  children  playing  "tag"  or  "red  ro- 
ver." 

For  all  these  reasons,  passage  of  the  ordinance  would 
be  a  nullity.  Should  the  laws  in  force  be  insufficient,  it  is 
for  the  legislature,  not  this  body,  to  act. 

4.  Conclusion.  The  ordinance  addresses  a  major  prob- 
lem in  our  nation.  It  is  hoped  that  the  attention  focused  on 
the  ordinance  will  not  be  lost  on  those  who  govern  profes- 
sional sports  in  America.  Let  the  filing  and  consideration 
of  this  matter  be  notice  that  public  officials  will  not  allow 
the  leagues  to  tolerate  deliberate  intent  to  do  harm 
masked  as  a  sport.  If  the  leagues  do  not  address  the  prob- 
lem and  find  a  solution,  not  mere  amelioration,  govern- 
ment will  act!  We  cannot  allow  our  youth  to  be  polluted  by 
the  sight  of  glorified,  unpunished  mayhem.  While  the 
committee  is  not  convinced  that  the  ordinance  as  submit- 
ted would  be  adequate  solution,  it  nonetheless  warns  that 
the  failure  of  the  private  sector  to  act  responsibly  will 
result  in  a  solution  imposed  by  government. 

5.  Recommendation.  Your  committee  respectfully 
recommends  that  Docket  No.  01 10  —  ought  to  be  placed 
on  file.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 
Section  1 .  Preamble. 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  finds  and  declares  that  a 
serious  public  emergency  exists  within  the  City  of  Boston 
with  respect  to  records  of  the  true  addresses  of  the  owners 
of  non-owner-occupied  properties,  as  further  described 
below;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  these  properties  are  vacant  or  aban- 
doned or  in  a  state  of  advanced  disrepair  and  many  of 
these  properties  are  tax  delinquent;  and 

Whereas,  This  situation  cannot  be  adequately  reme- 
died by  the  ordinary  authority  and  powers  granted  to  the 
commissioner  of  assessing;  therefore 

This  act  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest  and  nec- 
essary for  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston: 
Section  2.  Registering  Principal  Address. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  law  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  owners  of  property  assessed  within  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  register  with  the  Assessing  Department  their 
principal  address,  at  which  they  may  be  reached  whether 
or  not  such  address  is  the  address  of  the  property  as- 
sessed. The  Assessing  Department  shall  notify  all  tax- 
payers of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  provide  them  with 
affidavit  of  principal  occupancy  forms. 

In  the  event  title  to  a  parcel  of  property  is  held  by  any 
legal  form  or  entity  other  than  by  a  natural  person,  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to,  the  United  States  government,  the 
commonwealth,  trusts,  estates,  corporations  and  part- 
nerships, said  entity  shall  have  a  person  within  the  com- 
monwealth designated  to  receive  legal  process  on  behalf 
of  such  entity  and  file  an  affidavit  of  principal  occupancy 
form  naming  the  designated  representative  of  such  entity 
within  the  Commonwealth  and  his  or  her  principal  ad- 
dress. 

In  the  event  the  principal  address  of  any  such  owner  or 
representative  should  change,  an  affidavit  of  principal 
occupancy  form  shall  be  filed  within  sixty  days  of  said 
change  of  address. 

The  Assessing  Department  shall  notify  all  property 
owners  of  the  requirements  of  this  act  and  shall  give  no- 
tice in  two  mailings  in  one  calendar  year,  and  shall  there- 
after provide  affidavit  of  principal  occupancy  forms  upon 
request. 
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When  a  parcel  of  property  is  sold  or  transferred  the  new 
owner  shall ,  upon  recording  of  the  deed,  but  not  later  than 
sixty  days  after  such  transaction,  file  with  the  Assessing 
Department  an  affidavit  of  principal  occupancy  form. 
Section  3.  Fines  for  Non-Compliance. 

Where  an  owner  described  in  this  act  fails  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  after  notice  has  been 
given  pursuant  to  this  act,  said  owner  shall  after  hearing 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $200  for  each  billing  period  or  part 
thereof  in  which  the  owner  fails  to  comply  with  such  pro- 
visions. Violations  shall  be  enforced  pursuant  to  section 
2 ID  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws.  The  commis- 
sioner of  assessing  or  said  commissioner's  designees 
shall  enforce  the  provisions  hereof.

I  transmit  for  your  consideration  an  order  for  the  trans- 
fer to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  the  City  of 
Boston's  interest  in  Deer  Island  in  the  Boston  Harbor  Dis- 
trict of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Chapter  658  of  the  Acts  of  1 986  provides  $58  million  of 
capital  funds  forthe  construction  of  a  new  Suffolk  County 
House  of  Correction  by  the  State's  Division  of  Capital 
Planning  and  Operations.  Section  1  of  chapter  658  of  the 
Acts  of  1986  requires  the  City  of  Boston,  as  a  precondi- 
tion of  any  state  expenditures,  to  convey  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  the  City  of  Boston's  interests  in 
the  Deer  Island  site.  Removing  the  Suffolk  County  House 
of  Correction  from  Deer  Island  also  will  allow  for  the 
construction  of  a  secondary  sewage  treatment  facility  on 
the  existing  prison  site. 

The  passage  of  this  legislation  provides  Boston  a  tre- 
mendous opportunity  to  remedy  the  deplorable  physical 
conditions  now  found  at  the  Suffolk  County  House  of 
Correction  and  to  move  forward  with  the  long-overdue 
clean-up  of  Boston  Harbor. 

As  you  know,  in  the  past  few  years,  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  City  of  Boston  have  made  a  number  of 
critically  important  facilities  siting  decisions.  We  have  fi- 
nally moved  the  region  forward  on  issues  such  as  the  Har- 
bor cleanup,  the  environmentally  sound  disposal  of  solid 
waste,  and  the  provision  of  modern  and  humane  correc- 
i  tions  services.  The  order  I  present  today  is  another  step  in 
i>  this  complex  process. 

Most  directly,  of  course,  enactment  of  the  enclosed 
land  transfer  will  put  us  a  step  closer  to  the  construction  of 
the  critically  needed,  new  house  of  correction.  Delay  in 
passage  of  the  enclosed  order  will  result  in  delay  in  the 
completion  of  this  project. 

During  the  past  three  years,  the  City  of  Boston  has 
made  substantial  progress  in  improving  the  overall  oper- 


ation of  the  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island.  The  Penal  Institutions  Department  has  improved 
the  working  conditions  for  staff;  living  conditions  and 
program  opportunities  for  the  inmate  population  have 
been  improved  and  expanded;  and  the  overall  security  of 
the  institution  and  the  safety  of  the  public  have  been  mea- 
surably strengthened. 

However,  several,  nationally  recognized  correctional 
experts  have  visited  the  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correc- 
tion at  Deer  Island  in  the  past  two  years.  They  have  une- 
quivocally stated  that  the  institution 's  physical  plant  is  the 
worst  they  have  ever  seen.  The  continued  allocation  of 
massive  amounts  of  city  capital  funding  to  address  defi- 
cient conditions  and  excessive  maintenance  requirements 
is  clearly  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  people  of  Boston, 
especially  when  weighed  against  other  pressing  needs 
that  demand  the  city's  resources.  Obviously,  the  solution 
to  this  problem  in  the  short-term  and  in  the  long-term,  is 
the  immediate  assumption  of  county  corrections  costs  by 
the  Commonwealth.  As  you  are  well  aware,  legislation  to 
effect  this  assumption  is  before  the  Legislature.  The  en- 
actment of  that  legislation  is  the  number  one  item  on  my 
legislative  agenda  and  would  make  the  best  corrections 
policy  that  the  Commonwealth  could  adopt  for  the  entire 
county  system. 

Finally,  the  state  assumption  of  county  corrections 
costs  and  the  cleanup  of  Boston  Harbor  have  been  key 
objectives  of  my  administration  since  our  first  days  in  of- 
fice. Now,  after  fifteen  years  of  waiting,  the  Common- 
wealth can  turn  the  corner  in  the  effort  to  restore  the 
Harbor  —  our  most  precious  natural  resource  —  to  an 
unmatched  source  of  recreation  and  commerce  for  the  en- 
tire area.

We  do  not  classify  designated  developers  by  "sur- 
rounding community."  Our  selection  criteria  does 
include  Boston  residency.

12.  Unsuccessful  applicants  are  notified  by  mail  after  a 
tentative  designation  has  been  made  by  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission.  On  average  this  should  be 
three  months  after  the  ad  appears.  Applicants  can 
call,  however,  and  receive  an  update  prior  to  tenta- 
tive designation. 

Residential  Development  Program 
Policies  and  Procedures  for  the 
Disposition  of  City -Owned  Buildings 
Introduction 

The  Residential  Development  Program  (RDP)  has  the  re- 
sponsibility of  selling  city-owned  residential  buildings 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  number  of  affordable 
housing  units  in  Boston.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  RDP  to  per- 
form this  task  in  an  open,  fair  and  well-documented  proc- 
ess. The  procedures  and  policies  that  guide  this  process 
are  described  in  this  document. 
I.    Clearance  and  Routing  of  Properties 

Property  Disposition  Working  Group  identifies 
properties  that  have  been  foreclosed.  Properties  are 
cleared  for  disposition  by  the  Working  Group  to 
PFD/Neighborhood  Development,  PFD/Housing 
and  Rehab  Services,  the  BRA,  or  may  be  retained  in 
the  Real  Property  inventory.  Disposition  routing  fol- 
lows one  of  two  procedures: 


(i)  Standard  Disposition  Routing  Procedure 

Routing  to  PFD/Housing  and  Rehab  Services  Divi- 
sion: All  100  percent  residential  properties  with 
less  than  twelve  units  in  each  structure. 
Routing  to  PFD/Neighborhood  Development  Divi- 
sion: All  commercial,  industrial,  mixed-use,  and 
large  (twelve  units  or  more  in  an  structure)  proper- 
ties, special  needs  housing. 
This  routing  procedure  reflects  the  financial  and 
technical  resources  of  the  two  PFD  divisions  with 
Housing  and  Rehab  Services  having  the  capacity  to 
assist  a  large  volume  of  small  residential  proper- 
ties, and  Neighborhood  Development  having  the 
capacity  to  assist  larger,  more  complex  commercial 
and  mixed-use  properties, 
(ii)  Prioritized  Routing  Procedure 

PFD's  Planning  and  Policy  Division  can  override 
the  standard  routing  procedure  where  a  property 
has  been  identified  for  a  specific  purpose  in  accord- 
ance with  a  Neighborhood  Action  Strategy  or 
agency  policy.  Examples  of  prioritized  routing: 
tracking  a  small  residential  property  to  Neighbor- 
hood Development  for  conversion  to  a  special 
needs  housing  use;  tracking  a  formerly  mixed-use 
property  to  Housing  and  Rehab  Services  for  con- 
version to  100  percent  residential  use.  PFD's  repre- 
sentative on  the  Property  Disposition  Working 
Group  will  state  in  writing  for  Clearinghouse  and 
PFD  records  the  reason  for  prioritized  routing.  If, 
as  a  result  of  prioritized  routing,  a  property  is  not  to 
be  advertised,  and  direct  designation  considered, 
PFD's  Planning  and  Policy  Division  must  docu- 
ment the  need  for  nonadvertised  sale,  and  must  re- 
ceive approval  from  the  Director  of  PFD. 
n.    Pre-Advertising  Property  Preparation 

The  following  activities  will  be  performed  on  all 
buildings  being  disposed  through  the  Residential 
Development  Program  of  PFD's  Housing  and  Rehab 
Services  Division.  A  project  manager  will  be  as- 
signed to  each  property  and  will  immediately  re- 
quest, from  the  appropriate  office,  that  (i)  thru  (vi) 
be  done, 
(i)  Work  write-up  prepared  to  determine  rehabilitation 
requirements.  (Rehab  Manager.) 
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(ii)  Before  and  after  rehab  value  property  appraisal. 

(PFD  Legal.) 
(iii)  Determination  of  historic  status.  (Compliance  Offi- 
cer.) 
(iv)  Legal  occupancy  status  determined.  (Inspectional 

Services  Department.) 
(v)  Property  secured,  if  required.  (Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Department.) 

(vi)  Property  placed  on  PFD  security  patrol  route. 
(PFD  Security.) 
(vii)  Property  continues  to  be  owned  by  Real  Property 
Department  during  this  period.  Responsibility  for 
interim  management  of  property  remain  with  Real 
Property  Department  until  the  PFC  Conveyance 
Vote. 
III.  Advertising  Period 

All  properties  being  disposed  through  the  Residen- 
tial Development  Program  will  be  advertised  for 
sale.  The  only  exception  to  this  policy  will  be  where 
PFD/Planning  and  Policy  or  the  Deputy  Director  of 
Rehab,  and  Housing  Services  has  determined  with 
the  approval  of  the  Director  PFD,  that  direct  desig- 
nation is  necessary  for  the  disposition  of  a  property, 
(i)  Property  is  advertised  in  newspapers  of  general  cir- 
culation (e.g.  Boston  Globe,  Boston  Herald),  and  in 
neighborhood-based  newspapers.  (Project  Man- 
ager.) 
(ii)  Second  reader  rankings  are  sent  to  the  project  man- 
ager. If  there  is  general  agreement  on  the  finalists, 
the  project  manager  proceeds  to  (iii)  below .  If  there 
is  not  clear  consensus,  the  project  manager  and  the 
second  reader  will  meet  to  create  an  agreed-upon 
list  of  finalists, 
(iii)  The  project  manager  goes  through  the  steps  of  Fi- 
nalist Review  and  Developer  Selection.  (See  Part 
V.) 
(iv)  Finalists  are  reviewed  and  a  tentative  developer  is 
selected  by  the  Residential  Development  Review 
Committee.  (Deputy  Director  of  RHS.  Asst.  Dir 
RDP  and  Manager  RDP.) 
(v)  Developer  recommendation  is  submitted  to  the  Di- 
rector of  PFD  (Pre-Commission)  for  approval.  If 
approved,  the  Director  presents  the  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  for  ap- 
proval. If  rejected  at  either  state,  the  project 
manager  follows  up  on  the  reasons  for  the  rejection 
and  goes  back  to  step  3  or  4. 

Selection  Criteria 

All  applicants  must  meet  the  minimum  "Threshold  Crite- 
ria" and  will  then  be  evaluated  with  regard  to  the  "Rank- 
ing Criteria." 
(i)    Threshold  Criteria 

a)  Financial  feasibility :  the  costs  related  to  the  pro- 
ject are  reasonable,  i.e.  not  greatly  under  or  over 
stated  for  the  project  proposed,  not  unrealistic 
with  regard  to  public  or  private  financing.  The 
applicants  description  of  the  financial  resources 
available  to  them,  e.g.  income,  savings,  etc.,  are 
reasonable  for  the  project  proposed. 

b)  Technical  feasibility:  The  project  is  technically 
feasible,  and  could  reasonably  meet  all  building 
code  and  zoning  requirements,  and  the  rehabili- 
tation plan  as  proposed,  can  be  undertaken  in  a 
reasonable  time  frame. 

c)  Complete  application:  Incomplete  applications 
will  not  be  considered  (except  for  minor  omis- 
sions). 


(ii)    Ranking  Criteria(Note  occupied  buildings  have  ad- 
ditional criteria  listed  below). 
All  properties  will  be  ranked  based  on  the  following  crite- 
ria, listed  in  order  of  importance. 

a)  Low/Mod.  Benefit  —  Number  of  units  reserved 
at  rents  or  prices  affordable  to  low-and  moder- 
ate-income households.  The  preference  will  be 
for  a  minimum  of  75  percent  low/mod  (80  per- 
cent or  less  of  median) . 

b)  Boston  Residency  —  Final  occupants  of  units 
must  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Strong 
preference  is  given  to  developers  (for  profit  or 
nonprofit)  who  are  Boston-based  or  Boston  resi- 
dents. 

c)  Homeownership  —  Maximize  opportunity  for 
first-time  homeownership.  This  is  a  very  strong 
preference  for  one  to  three  units  buildings  and 
less  important  for  larger  buildings. 

d)  Subsidy  Requirement  —  Minimize  the  require- 
ment for  PFD  subsidy  to  achieve  financial  feasi- 
bility and  affordability. 

e)  Property  Utilization  —  Minimize  overcrowding 
of  units,  or  underutilization  of  units. 

f)  Developer  Track  Record  —  Evidence  of  experi- 
ence in  housing  rehabilitation  and  property  man- 
agement. This  criteria  applies  to  all  investor 
applications  and  to  owner-occupied  applications 
for  buildings  of  four  units  and  up.  Owner-occu- 
pant foF  one  to  three  unit  buildings  are  exempt,  as 
PFD  staff  will  provide  necessary  financial  and 
rehab  assistance.  Finalist  applicants  will  receive 
more  detailed  scrutiny  of  developer  history. 

In  addition  to  criteria  a  to  f ,  proposals  for  tenanted  prop- 
erties will  be  reviewed  based  on  the  following  criteria: 

a)  Interim  Management  Plan :  Adequacy  of  tempo- 
rary management  and  temporary  relocation 
plans.  Proposal  requiring  no  temporary  reloca- 
tion will  be  highest  ranked. 

b)  Long-Term  Management  Plan:  To  minimize 
permanent  relocation  of  existing  tenants,  and 
where  necessary,  the  adequacy  of  the  permanent 
relocation  plan 

c)  Tenant  Ownership:  Efforts  will  be  made  to  con- 
tact tenants  and  to  give  them  the  opportunity  to 
submit  applications.  Tenants  will  receive  all 
needed  technical  assistance  from  PDF  staff. 
Other  applicants  offering  tenant  ownership  will 
also  get  preference. 

V.    Review  of  Finalists  and  Selection  of  Developer 
Based  on  the  evaluation  criteria  of  part  IV,  one  or 
more  finalists  will  be  selected  by  project  manager  for 
a  much  more  detailed  review.  Where  there  are  no 
proposals  that  the  project  manager  and  the  second 
reader  consider  adequate  for  finalist  review,  the 
property  may  be  readvertised,  and  all  applicants  will 
be  notified.  The  Finalist  Review  includes: 
(i)  Credit  Check:  To  determine  ability  of  applicant  to 
obtain  necessary  financing  to  rehabilitate  property. 
(Finance  Specialist.) 
(ii)  Verification  of  Financial  Statement:  To  determine  if 
the  financial  position  stated  in  the  application  is  ac- 
curate. (Project  Manager.) 
(iii)  Arson  Prevention  Review:  Review  of  the  appli- 
cant's history  by  the  Arson  Prevention  Commis- 
sion. Applicants  with  arson-related  charges,  will 
not  be  considered  further.  (Compliance.) 
(iv)  Fair  Housing  Review :  Applicant  will  be  referred  to 
the  Boston  Fair  Commission  for  review.  Appli- 
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cants  must  not  have  unresolved  housing  discrimina- 
tion complaints.  (Compliance.) 

(v)  Tax  Delinquency  Review:  Applicant  cannot  be  de- 
linquent in  the  payment  of  taxes  on  any  property  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  or  must  be  current  in  a  repay- 
ment agreement  with  the  City  of  Boston  Treasury 
Department,  or  have  abatements  filed.  Applicants 
must  also  state  if  they  ever  have  had  property  on 
which  the  City  of  Boston  has  foreclosed,  and  cir- 
cumstances leading  to  the  foreclosure.  PFD  will 
consider  the  circumstances  leading  to  the  previous 
foreclosure(s)  in  determining  the  applicant's  ability 
to  own  and  manage  property.  (Compliance.) 

(vi)  Applicant  Interview:  All  finalist  applicants  will  be 
interviewed  by  PFD.  Program  requirements  and 
restrictions  placed  on  the  property  to  ensure  com- 
pliance to  the  final  terms  of  the  sale  are  presented. 
(Program  Manager  and  Finance  Specialist.) 
VI.    Designation  and  Rehabilitation 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  PFD,  the 
Public  Facilities  Commission  may  approve,  deny, 
or  defer  the  designation  of  the  property.  If  the  desig- 
nation is  approved,  the  following  actions  are  taken: 
(i)  PFC  Vote:  The  Public  Facilities  Commission  will 
vote  to  tentatively  designate  and  sell  the  property  to 
the  developer/owner.  The  project  manager  will  no- 
tify the  designee  and  the  other  applicants. 

(ii)  Financial  Packaging:  The  project  manager  will  ar- 
range for  a  financial  package  for  the  property,  that 
may  include  enrollment  in  a  PFD  subsidy  program. 

(iii)  Price  Determined:  Based  on  the  financial  needs  of 
the  project,  a  selling  price  will  be  recommended  by 
the  project  manager.  (See  Sale  Price  Policy.) 

(iv)  Rehabilitation  Specifications:  Detailed  rehabilita- 
tion specifications  will  be  prepared,  either  directly 
by  PFD  rehabilitation  staff,  or  by  the  developer  fpr 
the  review  and  approval  by  PFD  rehabilitation 
staff.  For  properties  enrolled  in  a  PFD  subsidy  pro- 
gram, rehab  will  be  bid  out.  Technical  assistance 
will  be  provided  as  needed. 

(v)  Affirmative  Marketing:  For  projects  creating  five 
or  more  units  an  Affirmative  Marketing  Plan  is  pre- 
pared by  the  project  manager  and  developer. 

(vi)  Deed  Restrictions/Liens:  PFD  Legal  Services  will 
prepare  necessary  deed  restrictions  and  property 
liens  as  required  in  the  project  plan,  and  approved 
by  the  Public  Facilities  Commission, 
(vii)  Final  Designation/Conveyance:  When  all  re- 
sources needed  to  undertake  the  project  are  in 
place,  the  PFC  will  vote  to  transfer  and  convey  the 
property, 
(viii)  Relocation:  The  project  manager  and  the  developer 
will  implement  the  relocation  plan  in  accordance 
with  PFD's  relocation  policy. 

(ix)  Purchase  and  Sale:  PFD  Legal  Services  will  pre- 
pare a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  with  buyer. 

(x)  Deed:  Property  is  deeded  to  new  owner,  including 
all  deed  restrictions  and  liens. 

(xi)  Rehabilitation:  Rehabilitation  is  monitored  by  RDP 

monitor  and  the  rehabilitation  specialist, 
(xii)  Final  Completion:  PFD  certifies  final  completion 
of  rehabilitation  informs  Compliance  of  comple- 
tion. 

(xiii)  Monitoring  of  Sales/  Affordability  Agreement:  The 
project  manager  supplies  the  Compliance  Officer 
(at  loan  closing  with  all  documents  related  to  com- 
pliance with  the  agreement(s).  The  Compliance  Of- 
ficer monitors  compliance  for  the  term  of  the 
agreement.  (See  Compliance  Procedures.)

In  response  to  the  request  by  the  City  Council  regard- 
ing the  handling  of  citizen  complaints  concerning  the 
emergency  9-1-1  telephone  line  (copy  attached)  I  submit 
the  following: 


1.  The  administrative  procedure  used  to  process  com- 
plaints: 

Since  certain  information  is  required  in  order  to  con- 
duct an  investigation,  a  fact  sheet  (copy  attached)  is  pre- 
pared. (When  the  complaint  arrives  in  written  form  from 
a  citizen,  it  usually  gives  enough  information  to  start  an 
investigation.  In  cases  where  the  required  information  is 
not  given,  the  citizen  is  contacted . )  Based  on  the  informa- 
tion in  the  fact  sheet,  a  tape  is  made  of  the  call  in  question. 
By  pulling  the  tape,  the  time  the  call  was  received  is  veri- 
fied. 

Additionally,  a  computer  printout  will  be  pulled  to  as- 
certain if  the  information  given  was  recorded  accurately 
by  the  operator.  This  printout  will  also  indicate  the  time 
the  car  was  dispatched,  what  time  it  arrived  at  the  scene, 
what  occurred,  and  what  time  the  officers  left  the  scene. 

Other  data  is  available  and  can  be  utilized  depending  on 
the  type  of  complaint  received. 

2.  The  percentage  of  complaints  responded  to:  All 
complaints  are  investigated  and  responded  to. 

3.  The  average  response  time  to  these  complaints: 
Depending  on  the  circumstances,  it  can  range  from  one 
hour  to  one  week. 

4.  The  names  of  those  who  respond  to  such  com- 
plaints: Most  complaints  are  responded  to  by  Deputy  Su- 
perintendent Ann  Marie  Doherty.  In  her  absence, 
Lieutenant  John  Downey,  Lieutenant  John  McLean,  or 
Lieutenant  John  Kelly  will  handle  complaints.  When  a 
Lieutenant  is  not  present,  the  assigned  Duty  Supervisor 
will  respond. 

5.  The  number  of  reports  filed  concerning  com- 
plaints .  Statistics  for  the  calendar  year  1986  are  not  avail- 
able at  the  present  time.  Based  on  the  figures  compiled  in 
1985,  over  900,000  calls  were  received  by  the  9-1-1  Di- 
vision. In  the  same  time  period,  less  than  100  complaints 
were  received.  Less  than  one  third  of  the  complaints  re- 
ceived were  actual  9-1-1  complaints. 

6.  What  follow-up  procedure  is  employed  to  assure 
non-recurrence?  Follow-up  procedures  vary  depending 
on  the  types  of  problems  that  are  identified.  If  the  prob- 
lem is  a  result  of  nonconformance  with  department  pol- 
icy, a  directive  may  be  reissued  to  remind  individuals  that 
a  particular  policy  is  still  in  effect.  When  needed,  em- 
ployees are  disciplined  for  mishandling  of  calls.  Every 
effort  is  made  by  the  Operations  Division  to  insure  that 
once  a  problem  has  been  identified,  it  will  not  occur 
again.

( 1 )  Yes ,  Boston  Fire  Department . 

(2)  Boston  Fire  Department. 

(3)  Not  applicable. 

(4)  With  regard  to  Items  (a)  production  and  (b) 
handling,  the  Fire  Department  does  not  specifi- 
cally control  or  regulate  radioactive  materials. 
With  regard  to  Item  (c)  storage  of  radioactive 
materials,  inspections  of  laboratories  include 
radioactive  materials  as  a  subgroup  of  hazard- 
ous materials.  The  laboratories  of  the  major 
hospitals  and  universities  were  each  inspected 
monthly  by  Fire  Captain  Thomas  Scavitto, 
Laboratory  Fire  Safety  Officer  of  the  Fire  Pre- 
vention Division.  Many  of  those  laboratories 
store  or  use  radioactive  materials  and  are  li- 
censed by  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commis- 
sion. Inspection  dates  are  documented, 
correspondence  for  specific  laboratories  are 
filed;  such  information  is  for  hazardous  materi- 
als in  general  and  may  contain  specific  citation 
or  information  on  radioactive  materials. 
With  regard  to  Item  (d)  transportation  of  radio- 
active materials,  the  Fire  Department  has  de- 
veloped and  promulgated  regulations 
controlling  the  transportation  of  radioactive 
materials  which  require  the  Radioactive  Yellow 
III  label  as  specified  in  Title  49  of  the  Code  of 
Federal  Regulations,  Par.  172.403.  The  Regu- 
lations have  been  in  effect  since  April  6,  1981 . 
Use  of  the  City  streets  for  the  transportation  of 
radioactive  materials  which  require  a  Radioac- 
tive Yellow  III  label  as  specified  in  49  CFR,  Par. 
172.043  is  prohibited  where  there  is  neither  a 
point  of  origin  nor  a  delivery  point  within  the 
city  and  use  of  the  city  streets  in  a  defined  down- 
town area  for  the  transportation  of  the  above  ra- 
dioactive material  is  prohibited  between  6  a.m. 
and  8  p.m.  daily,  except  Saturday,  Sunday  and 
holidays.  Exceptions  to  the  above  two  prohibi- 
tions can  be  granted  by  application  for  and  re- 
ceipt of  a  permit  issued  by  the  Fire 
Commissioner.  The  above  prohibitions  do  not 
apply  to  radioactive  materials  as  cited  above 
which  are  USA  DOT-7AX  Type  A  that  are  in- 
tended for  use  in,  or  incident  to,  research  or 
medical  diagnosis,  or  treatment. 

As  of  this  date,  no  applications  have  been  filed 
for  the  permit  cited  above.  Routine  enforce- 
ment activities  of  the  Regulations  for  Control- 
ling the  Transportation  of  Hazardous  Materials 
which  contain  the  restrictions  and  prohibitions 
for  radioactive  materials  cited  above  have  not 
produced  any  violations  regarding  radioactive 
materials. 

(5)  The  authority  for  the  inspections  of  laboratories 
is  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code ,  Ordinances 
of  1979,  chapter  28,  effective  August  7,  1979. 
The  specific  parts  of  the  code  are  sections  1 .05 
(b),  1.06(c),  1.09,  1.21,  1.22  and  Article  XX 
(Hazardous  Materials),  section  20.08  (Radio- 
active Materials). 


The  authority  for  Regulations  Controlling  the 
Transportation  of  Hazardous  Material  is  the 
Ordinances  of  1979,  chapter  39,  Regulating  the 
Transportation  of  Hazardous  Material. 
The  city  has  the  ability  to  compel  a  user  or  pos- 
sessor of  radioactive  materials  within  the  City 
of  Boston  to  confirm  to  the  regulations  cited.

I  am  writing  to  provide  you  with  the  information  re- 
quested by  the  City  Council  through  its  section  17F  order 
regarding  the  status  of  the  plans  for  the  new  Boston  City 
Hospital  facility. 

On  November  25,  1986,  the  Massachusetts  Public 
Health  Council  (PHC)  voted  to  approve  the  Determina- 
tion of  Need  (DoN)  Application  requesting  permission  to 
replace  the  Boston  City  Hospital  facility.  (The  Health 
Council's  approval  notification  accompanies  this  letter.) 
The  PHC  made  only  very  minor  modifications  to  the  pro- 
gram submitted ,  and  approved  a  project  cost  of  $  1 42  mil- 
lion (as  expressed  in  September,  1985  dollars).  The  PHC 
made  the  approval  contingent  upon  several  conditions. 
An  equity  contribution  shall  be  made  in  an  amount  to  be 
specified  by  the  project's  financing  agency.  In  the  event 
that  the  financing  agency  does  not  require  any  equity,  the 
equity  contribution  shall  be  equal  to  10  percent  of  the  pro- 
ject's cost.  Moreover,  the  hospital  must  submit  an  Envi- 
ronment Impact  Report  (EIR)  as  required  by  the 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs.  (A  firm 
has  been  engaged  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  to 
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research  and  write  the  EIR.  The  entire  review  process 
will  take  several  months.) 

In  December,  1986,  the  city  advertised  for  designer 
team  proposals  for  the  BCH  Project.  Sixteen  proposals 
were  submitted  by  the  deadline  of  January  15,  1987.  A 
designer  selection  committee  has  reviewed  the  proposals 
and  has  narrowed  the  choices  to  five  finalists.  The  selec- 
tion committee  expects  to  complete  its  review  and  make  a 
selection  by  the  end  of  February. 

The  information  provided  above  should  serve  to  bring 
the  City  Council  up-to-date  on  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
Project.  Should  additional  information  be  requested,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  provide  it.

You  have  requested  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Ordinances  of  1982,  chapter  39  ("Declaring 
a  State  of  Emergency  and  Establishing  Controls  Relative 
to  Institutional  Expansion")  (hereafter  the  "Institutional 
Expansion  Ordinance")  are  currently  in  effect  and,  if 
not,  the  basis  for  that  conclusion. 
Discussion 

1 .  The  Institutional  Expansion  Ordinance  Never  Le- 
gally Took  Effect 

The  Institutional  Expansion  Ordinance  was  legally 
voided  by  the  sequence  of  events  which  occurred  be- 
tween the  time  that  it  was  passed  by  the  Council  and  the 
time  that  the  Council  overrode  Mayor  White's  veto  to 
"enact"  it  into  law. 

The  Institutional  Expansion  Ordinance  was  passed  by 
the  Council  on  December  28, 1982.  Its  provisions  called 
for  establishment  of  a  "removal  permit"  procedure 
through  the  Rent  Equity  Board. '  By  its  terms,  the  Institu- 
tional Expansion  Ordinance  references  the  city's  rent 
control  enabling  statute  as  its  authority.  The  Institutional 
Expansion  Ordinance  was  to  have  amended  Title  10  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Code,  which  contained  the  city's  existing 
Rent  Control  laws,  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975, 
as  amended  ("chapter  15")  and  chapter  37  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1979.  ("chapter  37.") 


1  It  should  be  noted  that  this  opinion  does  not  address 
the  separately  created  and  adopted  "Institutional  Expan- 
sion Board"  established  within  the  Administrative  Serv- 
ices Department. 

Several  days  later,  on  January  5,  1983,  the  Council 
passed  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  (the  new  Rent 
Equity  Ordinance,  hereafter  "chapter  1")  which  was 
subsequently  signed  into  law  by  Mayor  White  on  January 
10,  1983.  The  Rent  Equity  Ordinance  struck  all  of  Title 
10  (i.e.  chapter  15  and  37),  replacing  it  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  new  chapter  1 .  Thus,  by  enacting  chapter  1 ,  a 
new  Title  10  was  created,  and  the  Council's  actions  in 
amending  the  "old"  Tide  10  was  a  nullity. 

Although  Mayor  White  subsequendy  vetoed  the  Insti- 
tutional Expansion  Ordinance  (on  January  17,  1983)  and 
the  Council  then  overrode  the  Mayor's  veto  (on  January 
26, 1983),  both  actions  rested  on  legally  questionable  un- 
derpinnings, since  the  Council  had  already  voted  to  strike 
all  of  Title  10  (i.e.  chapter  15  and  37)  after  it  had  voted  to 
amend  it  by  inserting  a  new  Institutional  Expansion  Ordi- 
nance. At  the  time  of  its  vote  the  Council  could  only  be 
voting  to  amend  the  then  existing  Rent  Control  laws, 
chapters  15  and  37,  encoded  as  Tide  10,  since  chapter  1 
did  not  yet  exist.  Thus,  Mayor  White  was  never  given  the 
opportunity  to  approve  or  veto  an  Institutional  Expansion 
Ordinance  which  amended  chapter  1.  Without  a  new, 
separate  vote  by  the  Council  amending  chapter  1  to  in- 
clude the  Institutional  Expansion  Ordinance,  and  subse- 
quent presentation  to  the  Mayor,  the  Institutional 
Expansion  Ordinance  could  not  have  been  properly  en- 
acted. 


2)        Even  If  The  Ordinance  Had  Taken  Effect,  It  Was 
Subsequently  Repealed. 
Even  if  the  Council  override  could  be  seen  as  subse- 
quently amending  the  new  Title  10  (i.e.  amending  the 
Rent  Equity  Ordinance,  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of 

1983  which  replaced  all  of  Title  10)  so  that  the  Institu- 
tional Expansion  Ordinance  was  legally  adopted,  subse- 
quent legislative  actions  would  have  amended  the 
Institutional  Expansion  Ordinance  out  of  existence. 

In  October  of  1984,  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 

1984  was  passed  by  the  Council  (on  October  24)  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  (on  October  26).  Chapter  34,  the 
current  Rent  Equity  Ordinance,  repealed  all  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Ordinance  which  could  have  contained  the  Institu- 
tional Expansion  provisions.  The  "new"  1984  Rent  Eq- 
uity Ordinance  did  not  contain  any  institutional 
expansion  provisions. 

Thus,  if  the  Institutional  Expansion  Ordinance  had  not 
already  been  nullified  (which  is  not  conceded)  by  the  pas- 
sage of  the  1983  Rent  Equity  Ordinance,  it  would  have 
been  amended  out  of  existence  by  the  1984  Rent  Equity 
Ordinance. 
Conclusion 

The  Institutional  Expansion  Ordinance  is  not  in  effect 
as  a  matter  of  law.

tain fines. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  primarily  that  it  detracts 
from  the  essential  public  safety  purpose  of  the  ordinances 
it  would  amend .  While  this  measure  is  well-meaning ,  our 
streets  and  sidewalks  must  be  made  free  of  snow  and  ice 
after  a  snowstorm  or  people  —  most  especially  elderly  or 
handicapped  residents  of  the  City  —  will  be  unable  to 
move  about  safely.  Surely  in  those  rare  instances  where 
someone  is  unable  to  remove  the  snow  themselves,  a 
neighbor  or  a  neighborhood  youngster  can  be  found  to 
help  out. 

Further,  I  am  concerned  that  the  ordinance  as  written 
may  not  be  legally  sound.  Since  there  are  potential  equal 
protection  issues  in  treating  classes  of  people  differently.

In  the  City  of  Boston ,  for  the  specific  purpose  of  financ- 
ing and  managing  pension  funds  under  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  chapter  32,  sections  22  and  23  inclusive, 
there  shall  be  established,  in  addition  to  the  members  of 
the  Boston  Retirement  Board  appointed  and  serving  un- 


der the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  chapter  32,  section 
20,  subsection  (4)  (b),  a  Boston  Pension  Investment  Re- 
view Board  consisting  of  current  members  of  the  Boston 
Retirement  Board  and  four  additional  members  ap- 
pointed or  elected  as  follows: 

1 .  the  collector/treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who 
shall  be  a  member  ex  officio; 

2 .  the  president  of  the  Boston  City  Council  or  his  des- 
ignee member  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  who 
shall  be  a  member  ex  officio. 

3.  a  member  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of 
the  public  employee  unions  under  contractual 
agreement  with  the  City  of  Boston  from  among 
their  number  in  such  a  manner  and  for  such  term, 
not  exceeding  three  years,  as  the  mayor  shall  deter- 
mine, provided  however,  that  all  elected  board 
members  shall  serve  terms  of  equal  length  of  time. 
The  members  of  police  and  fire  fighters  unions  un- 
der contractual  agreements  with  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  prohibited  from  participation  in  the  election 
of  the  member  in  this  subsection. 

4.  a  member  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of 
the  police  and  fire  fighters  unions  from  among  their 
number,  in  such  a  manner  and  for  such  term,  not 
exceeding  three  years,  as  the  mayor  shall  deter- 
mine, provided  however,  that  all  elected  board 
members  shall  serve  for  terms  of  equal  length  of 
time.  It  shall  be  prohibited  for  a  member  elected  by 
the  police  or  fire  fighters  unions  to  succeed  himself 
for  a  second  term  and  it  shall  be  further  prohibited 
that  the  member  so  elected  shall  be  of  the  same  un- 
ion affiliation  as  his  predecessor. 

All  powers,  duties,  rights,  authority,  and  process  of

Resolved,  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  hereby 
is,  requested  and  directed  to  enclose  with  residential  tax 
bills,  information  regarding  Residential  Exemptions, 
and,  an  application  in  appropriate  form  for  such  exemp- 
tion, and/or  a  fore  for  abatement  of  tax  imposed  for  fail- 
ure to  apply  for  the  same.

An  Ordinance  to  Preserve  Single-Room 
Occupancy  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  deterioration,  demolition  and  conver- 
sion of  single-room  occupancy  housing  accommodations 
in  lodging  houses,  rooming  houses,  and  boarding  houses 
has  threatened  the  elimination  of  such  housing  accommo- 
dations in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  currently  has  been  no  private  con- 
struction of  any  single-room  occupancy  housing  accom- 
modations in  lodging  houses,  rooming  houses  and 
boarding  houses;  and 

Whereas ,  A  large  number  of  Boston  citizens  are  depen- 
dent on  such  housing  to  avoid  becoming  homeless;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
preserve  single-room  occupancy  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  lodging  houses,  rooming  houses  and  boarding 
houses;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  little  public  benefit  from  the  owner- 
occupancy  of  single-room  occupancy  housing  accommo- 
dations in  lodging  houses,  rooming  houses  and  boarding 
houses;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by 
law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1 970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that: 

Section  1 .  All  existing  single-room  occupancy  units 
in  lodging  houses,  rooming  houses  and  boarding 
houses  subject  to  regulations  as  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion pursuant  to  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  chapter  34,  as 
amended,  may  not  be  altered,  modernized,  demolished 
or  in  any  way  removed  from  the  rental  market  without  a 
permit  from  the  Rent  Equity  Board,  obtained  pursuant 
to  a  hearing  conducted  by  said  Board  pursuant  to  said 
Ordinances  of  1984,  chapter  34,  as  amended.  Any  sin- 
gle-room occupancy  housing  accommodation  in  a 
lodging  house,  rooming  house  or  boarding  house,  on 
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January  1,  1984,  which  has  on  the  date  of  passage  of 
this  ordinance  been  converted  to  a  condominium,  but 
has  not  yet  been  occupied  by  an  owner-occupant,  may 
not  hereafter  be  occupied  by  an  owner-occupant,  un- 
less permission  therefore  has  been  granted  by  the  Rent 
Equity  Board.  All  of  the  single-room  housing  accom- 
modations in  lodging  houses,  rooming  houses  or 
boarding  houses  required  by  this  ordinance  to  be  pre- 
served as  rental  accommodations  shall  remain  subject 
to  the  regulations  of  rents  and  evictions  pursuant  to  said 
Ordinances  of  1984,  chapter  34,  as  amended.  Any  sin- 
gle-room housing  accommodation  which  contains  its 
own  individual  private  bathroom  facility  and  kitchen 
facility  shall  not  be  subject  to  this  ordinance. 

Any  single  room  occupancy  accommodation  in  a 
lodging  house,  rooming  house  or  boarding  house 
which,  prior  to  January  1 ,  1986,  was  not  subject  to  reg- 
ulations pursuant  to  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  chapter 
34,  as  amended  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  Section  6  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  the  phrase  "or  his/her  predecessors  or  succes- 
sors in  interest"  after  the  word  "landlord"  in  first,  sec- 
ond, and  final  sentences  of  the  section. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston,  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  There  exists  in  Boston  an  affordable  housing 


crisis  with  a  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  affordable  housing 
for  low-  and  low-to-moderate  residents  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  In  recent  years,  the  number  of  condominium 
conversions  has  increased  at  an  alarming  rate,  causing 
many  low-  and  moderate-income  persons  to  be  displaced 
from  their  homes;  and 

Whereas,  On  November  24,  1986,  the  Boston  City 
Council  passed  a  home  rule  petition  which  would  allow 
the  City  of  Boston  to  further  regulate  condominium  con- 
versions; and 

Whereas,  This  home  rule  petition  has  passed  the  Mas- 
sachusetts House  of  Representative  and  is  currently  wait- 
ing action  by  the  Massachusetts  Senate  and  the  Governor; 
and 

Whereas,  Until  the  Senate  and  Governor  act  on  a  home 
rule  petition,  action  cannot  be  taken  on  the  dwindling 
number  of  single-room  occupancy  units  in  the  City  of 
Boston  such  as  the  Buckminster  lodging  house  in  the  Fen-

Whereas,  The  best  way  in  which  to  deal  with  the  issue 
of  condominium  conversion  and  displacement  is  a  com-

Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by 
law,  including,  without  limitation.  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that: 

Section  1.  Section  10  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
after  subsection  (j)  the  following  subsection  (k) 

(k)  No  person  shall  perform  any  act  or  deed  or  serv- 
ice any  notice  which  would  result  in  the  eviction  of  an 
elderly,  handicapped  or  low-  or  moderate-income 
tenant  for  the  purpose  of  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive conversions  on  March  25,  1987  or  within  forty- 
five  days  thereafter.  Any  condominium  or 
cooperative  eviction  notice  given  to  any  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenant  pursuant  to  this  section  on 
March  25, 1987,  or  within  forty-five  days  thereafter, 
shall  be  null  and  void.  For  the  purposes  of  this  sub- 
section only,  term  low-  or  moderate-income  tenant 
shall  be  defined  as:  A  tenant  or  group  of  tenants,  all 
of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit,  whose  total 
income  for  the  twelve  months  immediately  preced- 
ing the  date  of  any  notice  is  not  more  than  120  per- 
cent of  the  median  income  for  the  area  set  forth  in  or 
determined  based  upon  regulations  promulgated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974, 
and  calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations. 
Section  2.  Section  9  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  subsec- 
tion (c).

Dear  Councillors: 

Attached  is  a  proposed  City  Council  order  permitting 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  to  apply  for  and  administer  a  Community  Develop- 
ment Action  Grant  (CDAG)  in  an  amount  not  less  than 
$254,245  to  assist  in  the  development  of  twenty-four 
new,  owner-occupied  housing  units  in  the  Dudley  Square 
area  and  permitting  the  Mayor  to  execute  documents  as- 
sociated with  the  CDAG  grant  and  to  expend  CDAG 
funds  for  the  Project.  The  CDAG  funds  will  be  used  for 
clearance  and  demolition  activities,  street  and  site  im- 
provements, and  water  and  sewer  improvements. 

The  city  has  shown  strong  support  for  the  Winslow 
Court  Project  and  has  already  obtained  an  Urban  Devel- 
opment Action  Grant.  The  Winslow  Court  Project  will 
create  new,  owner-occupied  units  which  is  a  major  goal 
of  the  city.  Construction  of  the  project  is  expected  to  com- 
mence in  May.

Navy  Yard,  I  want  to  assure  you  that  this  project  is  not 
exempt  from  property  taxes.  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  will  be  a  tenant  in  Building  149,  which  is  a  build- 
ing being  developed  by  Neil  St.  John  Raymond,  general 
partner  of  Biotech  Limited  Partnership.  The  BRA,  how- 
ever, retains  a  ground  lease  on  the  building. 
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The  BRA  had  originally  designated  Constitution  Of- 
fice Park  Associates,  Edward  Barry  general  partner,  to 
rehabilitate  these  two  structures.  However,  Mr.  Ray- 
mond acquired  the  ownership  interests  of  the  two  build- 
ings in  December  1986.  BRA  approval  for  transfer  of  the 
ownership  interest  required  that  the  new  owner  accept  all 
terms  of  the  lease,  which  included  the  requirement  that 
the  building  pay  real  estate  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  new  owners  will  also  pay  additional  linkage  fees  to 
the  city.  The  previous  owners  had  been  designated  when 
the  1983  linkage  formula  applied  to  the  project.  That 
would  have  yielded  a  payment  of  $2.7  million  in  linkage 
revenues  to  the  city.  But  as  part  of  the  transfer,  Biotech 
agreed  to  a  linkage  formula  of  $6  per  square  foot  as  re- 
quired by  the  linkage  formula  enacted  in  February,  1986. 
As  a  result  the  city  will  receive  an  additional  $550,000  in 
linkage  fees  from  this  project.

I  transmit  herewith  the  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1988  Op- 
erating Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  County  of 
Suffolk. 

In  my  January  State  of  the  City  address  I  made  the  fol- 
lowing analogy: 

"To  explain  what  Boston  has  been  doing  lately,  I 
think  of  the  image  of  a  family  working  together  on  a 
house  —  improving  the  sturdy,  old  house  that  has 
been  in  the  family  for  many  generations. 
This  house  is  our  City,  and  its  rooms  our  neighbor- 
hoods. Our  city  is  home  to  the  family  of  Boston." 
The  image  of  the  family  home  as  a  symbol  of  Boston  is 
both  appropriate  and  accurate,  and  if  the  analogy  can  be 
taken  one  step  further,  it  can  be  fairly  said  that  the  City's 
operating  and  capital  budgets  represent  the  blueprint  of 
that  sturdy,  old  house.  This  proposed  FY88  Operating 
Budget  sets  forth,  in  great  detail,  the  next  major  step  of 
the  planned  reconstruction  of  our  "home"  of  many  gen- 
erations. Much  like  a  set  of  architectural  drawings,  the 
proposed  budget  will  show  the  current  condition,  the  pro- 
posed condition,  the  cost  of  making  changes,  and  the 
value  of  improvements  to  that  house. 

The  FY88  Operating  Budget,  I  believe,  sets  forth  a  pos- 
itive statement  about  Boston,  its  people  and  neighbor- 
hoods. It  proposes  important  new  activities  in  many 
areas,  including  parks  and  recreation,  improved  mainte- 
nance of  city  facilities  and  grounds,  police  protection, 
health  care,  youth  activities,  traffic  flow  enhancement, 
minority  business  participation  in  city  contracts,  towing 
of  abandoned  vehicles  and  community  services.  The  rec- 
ommended departmental  funding  levels  represent  an- 
other significant  step  forward  in  terms  of  my 
commitments  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  neighbor- 
hoods. 

The  proposed  budget  is  also  set  forth  in  a  manner  that 
clearly  increases  departmental  and  personal  accountabil- 
ity and  better  informs  those  who  wish  to  know  more  about 


how  the  city  works  and  how  tax  dollars  are  spent.  The 
program  budget  format  and  program  evaluation  criteria 
represent  another  significant  improvement  in  my  efforts 
to  maintain  a  balanced  budget,  improve  levels  of  service 
and  manage  scarce  resources  more  efficiently. 

Finally,  the  proposed  operating  budget  is  another  sign 
of  the  changing  relationship  between  the  federal,  state 
and  local  governments  of  this  country.  It  reflects  not  only 
the  continuing  reductions  in  federal  assistance  to  Ameri- 
can cities,  but  also  the  new  phenomenon  of  increasing 
amounts  of  money  required  to  be  paid  to  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. Further,  in  terms  of  Boston's  relationship  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  budget  clearly  in- 
dicates that  state  assumption  of  certain  programs  must  be 
a  high  priority  and  a  reflection  of  an  overdue  commitment 
that  needs  to  be  fulfilled.  Overall  city  revenue  growth  is 
moderating  and,  while  still  healthy,  is  a  harbinger  of  the 
need  for  additional  revenue  options  and  state  assump- 
tions. It  cannot  be  assumed,  given  the  restrictions  im- 
posed by  Proposition  2  Vt ,  that  federal  cuts  and  decreases 
in  available  state  local  aid  can  be  absorbed  simply 
through  greater  economies  at  the  local  level .  Urban  ar- 
eas, and  the  City  of  Boston  in  particular,  represent  the 
cornerstone  of  the  Commonwealth's  economic  strength. 
Failure  to  address  the  legitimate  and  pressing  needs  of 
Massachusetts  cities  is  a  policy  that  is  shortsighted  and 
self-defeating. 

In  sum,  the  FY88  Operating  Budget  is  both  a  plan  to 
rebuild  services,  ensure  equity  and  demonstrate  compas- 
sion, and  a  document  that  serves  as  a  tool  to  measure  pro- 
gress and  performance.

Dear  Councillors: 

Attached  to  this  letter  you  will  find  an  appropriation 
order,  in  the  amount  of  $310,500,000,  for  General 
School  Purposes  for  Fiscal  Year  1988,  submitted  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936  as 
amended  by  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  and  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986. 

The  requested  appropriation  for  the  Boston  School  De- 
partment represents  a  9  percent  increase  in  appropria- 
i  tions  over  the  current  fiscal  year. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  requested  appropria- 
tion represents  an  amount  30  percent  greater  than  the  per- 
centage increase  recommended  for  other  city  agencies 
for  FY88 ,  and  reflects  my  commitment  to  a  school  budget 
that  amply  meets  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the 
school  system.  This  amount  should  adequately  fund  all 
current  programs  and  obligations,  and  make  available 
some  funds  for  new  education  initiatives,  especially 
when  added  to  the  external  and  additional  funding 
sources  available  to  the  department. 


This  appropriation,  combined  with  other  revenue 
sources  such  as  federal  impact  aid.  state  equal  education 
opportunity  grants  and  professional  development  grants 
will  support  an  operating  budget  spending  level  for  the 
School  Department  in  excess  of  $320  million  for  FY88. 

Assuming  the  externally  funded  portion  of  the  School 
Department  budget  is  sustained  at  least  at  its  present 
FY87  level,  an  additional  $41.5  million  will  be  available 
to  the  department  for  a  total  all-funds  budget  of  more  than 
$361 .5  million  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

This  spending  level  will  require,  however,  an  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  School  Depart- 
ment to  reallocate  resources  within  the  system,  eliminate 
unnecessary  expenses,  manage  in  a  creative  and  frugal 
manner,  and  develop  and  implement  a  system  of  strict  fi- 
nancial accountability  and  one  that  works  closely  with  the 
parents  of  children  in  the  school  system. 

Several  features  of  this  appropriation  request  deserve 
additional  mention: 

•  The  appropriation  for  FY88  represents  an  increase 
of  $25.6  million  over  FY87;  it  is  $48.3  million 
greater  than  FY86  appropriations;  it  is  $62  million 
greater  than  appropriations  for  FY85. 

•  Expressed  as  a  percentage,  the  increase  is  the  high- 
est for  any  fiscal  year  since  my  administration  took 
office. 

•  In  FY84,  the  operating  budget  spending  level  for  the 
School  Department  was  $236.4  million.  This  appro- 
priation, which  supports  a  spending  level  of  more 
than  $320  million,  will  mean  a  35.4  percent  increase 
in  school  spending  over  a  four-year  period. 

•  At  the  same  time  that  the  School  Department's  oper- 
ating budget  is  growing  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  city 
departments,  the  capital  budget  includes  over  $100 
million  to  repair  seventy-three  schools  across  the 
city. 

•  Capital  repairs ,  without  planned  maintenance  activi- 
ties, are  not  sufficient  to  restore  the  physical  quality 
of  our  school  buildings.  Capital  dollars  spent  with- 
out first  insuring  proper  custodial  maintenance  serv- 
ices are  not  wise  and  may  be  wasteful.  The  proposed 
spending  level  will  support,  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row,  the  current  $2  million  increase  in  the  School 
Department's  maintenance  budget.  With  this  contin- 
ued increase,  however,  comes  the  duty  to  properly 
manage  the  custodial  workforce,  to  keep  the  schools 
clean,  sanitary,  well-lighted,  and  in  a  condition  that 
is  worthy  of  the  children  in  them. 

Finally,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  proposed  budget 
continues  my  commitment  to  job  training,  athletic  pro- 
grams, education  programs  with  respect  to  the  harmful 
effects  of  drug  and  alcohol  abuse,  and  dropout  prevention 
programs. 

I  respectfully  ask  your  support  of  this  requested  appro- 
priation for  FY88.  Passage  of  the  appropriation  will  al- 
low the  School  Department  to  meet  its  responsibilities  to 
the  young  people  of  Boston,  and  prepare  them  to  become 
productive  workers,  good  citizens  of  our  city,  and  future 
leaders  of  Boston.

Dear  Jackson, 

I  thought  I  would  send  you  a  note  reiterating  the  sub- 
stance of  our  discussion  a  few  weeks  ago  in  the  hall. 

As  you  know ,  I  am  committed  to  a  policy  of  encourag- 
ing the  kind  of  development  in  the  city  which  allows  for 
all  of  our  people  to  benefit.  For  obvious  reasons,  I  am 
particularly  concerned  that  the  economic  vitality  of  the 
city  not  create  problems  for  the  people  least  able  to  cope. 
It  is  a  sad  irony  that  over  the  past  ten  years  exactly  that  has 
happened. 

There  is  no  way  to  avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  spiral- 
ing  inflation  in  the  rental  real  estate  business  is  a  direct 
result  of  the  very  economic  prosperity  that  some  of  us 
enjoy;  therefore,  it  becomes  a  moral  imperative  for  the 
city  to  use  its  power  and  resources  to  mitigate  those  nega- 
tive effects. 

Because  of  this,  I  am  looking  at  your  development  with 
the  idea  in  mind  that  it  will ,  on  the  whole,  through  linkage 
and  your  sensitivity,  minimize  any  negative  impact  on 
people. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  concerned  about  the  situation 
which  seems  to  be  emerging  around  the  Gay  Community 
News  offices.  We  spoke  a  bit  about  it,  and  while  I  am  not 
familiar  with  every  detail,  it  is  clear  to  me  that  GCN,  a 
rare  and  valuable  service  provider  to  a  large,  struggling 
minority,  is  going  to  have  a  hard  time  dealing  with  the 
effects  of  development  in  this  area. 

Besides  looking  at  efforts  you  will  be  making  to  see  that 
low-  and  moderate-income  housing  is  generated  and  en- 
suring that  traffic  and  density  concerns  are  addressed,  I 
will  be  looking  at  the  way  GCN  is  relocated.  While  I  am 
generally  favorably  inclined  toward  some  development 
(as  it  provides  the  economic  vitality  we  all  rely  on  to  meet 
constituent  needs),  if  I  discover  that  GCN  is  not  being 
relocated  with  sensitivity  then  this  sends  to  me  a  message 
which  will  inevitably  color  my  view  toward  the  wisdom 
of  supporting  your  development. 

I  was  surprised  to  discover  that  there  is  some  complex 
litigation  currently  ongoing  between  GCN  and  you  in 
your  role  as  agent  for  the  current  owner.  Perhaps  because 
I  am  not  a  lawyer,  I  always  interpret  litigation  as  implying 
an  adversarial  relationship  which  has  not  been  effectively 
dealt  with  through  diplomacy  or  mediation.  In  any  event, 
the  very  existence  of  litigation  worries  me  —  it  leaves  me 
unsettled  with  the  feeling  that  you  are  not  committed  to 
ensuring  that  those  most  in  need  of  our  help  are  going  to 
get  it. 

Could  you  please  help  me  in  understanding  what  is  go- 
ing on  with  this  and  assure  me  that  you  are  going  to  help 
with  the  relocation  needs  of  GCN?

Whereas,  The  proposed  IRS  rules  redefine  as  lobbying 
many  traditional  activities  undertaken  by  public  chari- 
ties, thereby  penalizing  them  with  new  taxes;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  IRS  rules  could  reclassify  as 
lobbying  public  policy  research  and  debate  that  may  per- 
tain to  or  lead  to  future  legislation;  and 
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Whereas,  The  proposed  IRS  rules  put  unreasonable 
burdens  on  private  foundations  and  other  donors  so  as  to 
restrict  their  own  activities  and  discourage  their  support 
for  public  policy  research  and  advocacy;  and 

Whereas,  Portions  of  the  proposed  IRS  rules  are  retro- 
active to  January  1 ,  1977;  now,  therefore,  be  it

rents,  evictions  and  condominium  conversions  of  mobile 
home  parks  in  order  to  assure  the  residents  of  such  parks 
safe,  decent,  and  affordable  housing;  now,  therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including, 
without  limitation,  Article  2,  and  Article  47  of  the 
Amendments  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chap- 
ter 843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  declared  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that: 

Section  l(n)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  add-

Whereas,  The  Boston  Trailer  Park  in  West  Roxbury  is 
occupied  by  many  elderly  and/or  low-  to  moderate-in- 
come residents  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  substantial  rent 
increases;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  the  Boston  Trailer  Park  re- 
cently received  notice  of  a  substantial  rent  increase  for 
the  rental  of  their  mobile  homes  or  mobile  home  lots ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  to  regulate  the 
rents,  evictions  and  condominium  conversions  of  mobile 
home  parks  in  order  to  assure  residents  of  such  parks 
safe,  decent  and  affordable  housing;  now  therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including 
without  limitation.

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(vii)  Mobile  homes ,  trailers ,  or  trailer  or  mobile  home 
lots  shall  be  considered  housing  accommodations 
only  for  the  purposes  of  sections  lOthrough  ^inclu- 
sive of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  be  treated  as  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodations  only   for  the 
purposes  of  sections  6  and  9  of  this  ordinance.  Fur- 
thermore any  tenant  who  received  a  notice  of  rent 
increase  effective  between  March  1,  1987,  and  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  entitled  to  file 
a  Rent  Grievance  Petition  with  the  Board  within 
forty-five  days  after  the  date  this  ordinance  goes  into 
effect.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  RE  DEPLOYMENT  OF  BOS- 
TON POLICE  OFFICERS  AT  THE  JOHN 
HANCOCK  COMPANY  ON  FEBRUARY  9,  1987 

Coun.  YANCEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
•    Safety,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0331,  order  re  deployment  of 
I   Boston  Police  Officers  at  the  John  Hancock  Company  on 
February  9,  1987: 
After  considering  testimony  given  on  Docket  No.  033 1 
ii  at  two  public  hearings,  March  30  and  April  8,  1987,  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  now  reports  is  recommenda- 
tions. 

The  Public  Safety  Committee  was  not  convinced  that 

the  Boston  Police  Department  acted  appropriately,  in  its 

decision  to  assign  at  least  fifteen  officers  at  the  Old  John 

I  Hancock  building  on  February  9th,  1987.  The  deploy- 


ment of  these  officers  had  a  definite  "chilling"  effect  on 
proxy  holders  who  were  openly  sympathetic  to  the  con- 
cerns of  Local  26  of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Workers 
Union.  There  was  evidence  presented  during  testimony 
that  some  of  the  Boston  Police  Officers  present  at  John 
Hancock's  policy  holders  meeting  failed  to  maintain  a  po- 
sition of  neutrality.  No  member  of  the  union  was  in- 
structed about  the  intended  role  of  the  police  at  this 
meeting.  Furthermore,  the  decision  to  deploy  these  offi- 
cers was  apparently  made  in  a  vacuum.  Superintendent 
Paul  Evans  stated  that  he  made  the  decision  based  upon 
information  received  from  the  John  Hancock  representa- 
tives. He  was  not  aware  of  an  agreement  which  was  made 
between  Local  26  and  the  John  Hancock  company  con- 
cerning this  meeting.  No  attempt  was  made  to  contact  un- 
ion representatives  prior  to  the  deployment  decision. 
Such  contact  may  have  affected  the  decision.  Unfortu- 
nately, other  sections  of  the  City  of  Boston  were  deprived 
of  the  services  of  officers  assigned  to  cover  this  policy- 
holder's meeting. 

The  issue  involved  the  presence  of  over  fifteen  Boston 
Police  on-duty  personnel  at  the  February  7,  1987  John 
Hancock  Life  Insurance  Company  Stockholders'  meet- 
ing at  its  Dorothy  Quincy  Room,  Berkeley  Street,  Bos- 
ton. The  firm  was  and  is  still  in  dispute  with  Hotel 
Workers'  Union  No.  26  over  labor  contracts  at  a  Back 
Bay  Hotel  the  company  owns.  Supporters  and  members 
of  Local  26  who  held  legal  proxies  of  policyholders  at- 
tempted to  participate  in  this  meeting  to  raise  questions 
about  John  Hancock's  policy  regarding  the  organizing  ef- 
forts at  the  Back  Bay  Hilton.  According  to  the  president 
of  Local  26  and  supporting  documentation,  prior  ar- 
rangements had  been  made  and  agreed  to  between  offi- 
cials of  the  John  Hancock  Company  for  an  orderly 
admittance  of  proxy  holders.  

A  video  tape  of  the  event  indicated  that  many  proxy 
holders  were  intimidated  by  what  was  the  appearance  of 
an  armed  camp.  While  not  so  intended,  the  presence  of 
Boston  Police,  most  in  "riot  gear,"  e.g.,  boots  and  hel- 
mets of  the  Special  Forces  Unit,  contributed  to  a  feeling 
that  they  were  serving  Hancock's  cause.  We  appreciate 
the  assertion  by  Superintendent  Paul  Evans  that  the  Bos- 
ton Police  Officers  were  there  as  neutral  peacekeepers. 
But,  we  cannot  erase  the  strong  perception  voiced  by 
many  union  members  that  Hancock  officials  were  in  con- 
trol of  the  police  officers  on  the  scene. 

The  Superintendent  confirmed  that  the  police  honored 
Hancock's  judgment  on  who  was  admitted  or  barred  from 
the  meeting  because  it  was  on  private  property.  We  are 
disturbed,  frankly,  that  Boston  Police  were  seen  as  carry- 
ing out  orders  of  Hancock  representatives. 

Those  at  the  hearing  learned  that  the  police  assignment 
was  a  judgment  call  at  command  level.  A  Hancock  offi- 
cial had  earlier  requested  a  paid  detail  of  twenty  or  more 
Area  D  police  for  the  meeting.  When  a  storm  threatened 
the  day  of  the  meeting,  the  off-duty  detail  could  not  be 
supplied.  Hancock  security  then  convinced  Supt.  Evans 
that  police  were  needed.  He  assigned  Deputy  Superin- 
tendent Edward  Eagar  to  ascertain  what  complement 
would  be  needed.  As  a  result,  ten  special  forces  motorcy- 
cle police  and  two  sergeants  were  assigned  duty. 

However,  we  do  have  questions  over  two  procedural 
aspects  involved  in  this  instance.  One  is  the  system  of 
engaging  paid  police  details.  It  appears  that  a  company 
can  simply  make  a  request  on  the  telephone  for  any  num- 
ber of  police  officers  it  desires.  We  suggest  that  it  be  a 
policy  to  question  or  investigate  when  a  call  for  an  unusu- 
ally large  paid  detail  is  requested.  We  are  concerned,  as 
for  example  in  the  case  of  the  Hancock  Stockholders' 
Meeting,  that  a  large  contingent  of  police  served  to  em- 
phasize a  situation  beyond  what  was  required.  In  non- 
routing  requests,  we  suggest  that  the  Area  Commander 
make  die  judgment,  assuring  there  be  the  necessary  nuro- 
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ber  of  police  for  public  safety,  but  there  not  be  an  exces- 
sive show  of  a  paid  detail  force  that  could  cause  a  situation 
to  be  overblown. 

One  other  concern  is  with  police  actions  —  either  on 
duty  or  paid  detail.  In  cases  where  they  may  be  an  adver- 
sarial factor,  the  police  must  stress  to  both  groups  their 
stance  of  neutrality.  The  officer  in  charge  should  try  to 
make  clear  what  each  side  may  or  may  not  do  on  private 
and/or  public  property.  We  suggest  that  the  department's 
rule  on  labor  or  political  parties  or  organizational  dis- 
putes be  read  regularly  at  roll  calls.  We  also  urge  that  re- 
fresher courses  at  the  Boston  Police  Academy  include 
awareness  of  proper  conduct  at  such  occasion;  therefore,

The 
quality  of  public  education,  educational  opportunity,  and 
the  educational  accomplishments  of  Boston's  public 
school  students  must  improve  if  the  graduates  of  our 
city's  public  schools  are  to  enjoy  productive  and  success- 
ful lives  and  if  public  school  graduates  are  to  have  full 
access  to  the  job  opportunities  created  by  Boston's  eco- 
nomic growth. 

The  Mayor,  the  School  Committee  and  the  Coordinat- 
ing Committee  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Parties") 
believe  that  a  series  of  educational  initiatives  must  be  im- 
mediately undertaken  to  facilitate  the  implementation  of 
long-term  programmatic  improvements.

The  comprehensive  school  improvement 
plan  developed  under  the  Boston  Education  Plan  is  in- 
tended to  improve  the  quality  of  education  in  Boston  long 
into  the  future. 

The  following  initiatives  will  improve  management  ef- 
ficiency in  the  governance  of  the  school  system.  These 
initiatives  will: 

•  More  clearly  define  the  respective  roles  of  the 
School  Committee  and  the  superintendent.  These  re- 
forms will  enable  the  School  Committee  to  more  ef- 
fectively fulfill  its  policy-making  role  while  at  the 
same  time  enabling  the  superintendent  to  more  ef- 
fectively fulfill  the  role  of  implementing  policies  and 
administering  the  schools. 

•  Institute  fiscal  accountability  measures  needed  to 
make  significant  improvements  in  the  quality  of  edu- 
cation possible  within  the  limits  of  available  re- 
sources. 

•  Establish  a  performance  accountability  process  to 
measure  improvements  in  public  school  education 
and  determine  the  effectiveness  of  existing  and  new 
programs. 

•  Enhance  the  ability  of  central  office  staff,  under  the 
direction  of  the  superintendent,  to  provide  educa- 
tional leadership  in  areas  such  as  curriculum  devel- 
opment, performance  evaluation,  and  professional 
development. 

•  Strengthen  parental  involvement  by  providing  par- 
ents with  formal  goal-setting,  program  evaluation 
and  oversight  roles  at  the  school ,  district  and  system- 
wide  levels. 

•  Strengthen  the  involvement  of  school-based  admin- 
istrators, teachers  and  other  staff  in  setting  goals  and 
developing  plans  to  improve  education  in  each 
school  within  the  context  of  system-wide  perform- 
ance goals. 

These  immediate  initiatives  are  not  by  themselves  a 
panacea  .However,  they  do  represent  an  important  step  in 
enhancing  the  ability  of  each  of  the  major  elements  of  the 
school  system  to  more  effectively  perform  their  proper 
roles  and  functions  and  in  establishing  realistic  measur- 
able goals  and  objectives  to  better  prepare  our  city's 
youth  to  contribute  to  the  Boston  of  the  1990s. 


Performance  Accountability 
The  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  will  de- 
velop an  evaluation  program  with  parental  involvement 
to  measure  the  performance  of  each  school.  This  may  in- 
clude, but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  areas: 

a.  Student  attendance 

b .  Attaining  grade  level  performance  in  curriculum- 
referenced  test  scores  in  reading,  writing  and 
math 

c.  Dropout  rate  for  middle  and  high  schools 

d.  Promotion  to  next  grade  level  of  school 

e.  Placement  in  higher  education  (for  high  schools) 

f.  Placement  in  career  employment  (for  high 
schools) 

g.  School  safety  measures 
h.      Suspension  rate 

The  goals  and  objectives  of  the  evaluation  program  will 
be  communicated  to  the  respective  schools  by  the  super- 
intendent and  shall  be  implemented  during  the  1 987- 1 988 
school  year.  Schools  will  be  required  to  develop  individ- 
ual goals  and  plans  to  reach  those  goals,  in  conjunction 
with  the  superintendent  and  the  schools'  parent  action 
committees.  It  is  recognized  that  the  performance  contri- 
bution of  the  respective  schools,  and  associated  goals, 
must  be  set  at  challenging  and  achievable  levels,  but 
could  be  higher  or  lower  than  system  objectives  because 
of  performance  experience.  However,  it  is  expected  that 
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all  schools  will  achieve  acceptable  levels  of  performance 
within  three  years  of  the  start  of  this  evaluation  program. 

The  superintendent  will  evaluate  the  performance  of 
individual  schools  based  on  acceptable  standards  that  will 
be  developed.  Information  relative  to  the  established  per- 
formance indicators  will  be  collected  and  reported  in  a 
timely  manner.  Performance  in  meeting  these  standards 
will  be  evaluated  annually.  Sub-standard  schools  will  be 
given  a  maximum  of  three  years  to  meet  acceptable  stand- 
ards. Schools  that  have  not  shown  measurable  improve- 
ment at  the  end  of  three  years  will  be  reorganized  during 
the  following  academic  year  by  the  superintendent. 

It  is  further  recognized  that  system  and  school  evalua- 
tion programs  must  consider  existing  and  future  collec- 
tive bargaining  agreements.  However,  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  parties  that  efforts  be  made  in  future  collective  bar- 
gaining negotiations  to  establish  a  management  structure 
in  which  all  staff  in  a  given  school,  including  custodians, 
report  to  the  school  building  administrator. 

System-wide  performance  measures,  which  will  in- 
clude measures  for  departmental  entities,  should  also  in- 
corporate the  inputs  of  the  city's  Office  of  Budget  and 
Program  Evaluation.  System- wide  goals  should  be  set 
each  year,  and  the  School  Department  should  collect  data 
necessary  to  measure  system-wide  and  school  perform- 
ance on  each  of  the  performance  indicators. 

The  School  Committee  shall  direct  the  superintendent 
to  include  annual  school  ratings  in  evaluations  of  princi- 
pals and  headmasters,  within  the  context  of  collective 
bargaining  agreements.  Building  administrators  will  be 
held  accountable  for  the  for  the  performance  of  each 
school. 

In  addition,  the  superintendent  shall  determine  the  per- 
formance of  each  school  during  the  past  four  years  in  each 
of  the  above  evaluation  areas.  This  performance  record 
shall  be  communicated  to  school  administrators,  teachers 
and  parents  at  each  school.  Subsequent  annual  perform- 
ance reports  shall  be  published  indicating  in  clear  lan- 
guage the  performance  of  each  school  on  each  of  the 
evaluation  measures.  The  reports  on  past  school  per- 
formance and  the  annual  evaluations  of  each  school  shall 
be  made  available  to  parents  through  the  student  assign- 
ment process  for  all  schools  that  their  children  are  eligible 
to  attend.  Annual  evaluation  reports  of  individual  schools 
shall  be  made  available  to  parents  of  students  in  those 
schools. 

Personnel  Actions 

The  School  Committee  will  amend  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  delegate  to  the  superintendent  full  responsibility 
for  the  hiring  of  all  department  personnel,  subject  to  full 
Committee  notification  of  employment  decisions. 

Objections  by  School  Committee  members  must  be 
forwarded  to  the  secretary,  in  writing,  within  five  busi- 
ness days  of  notification.  The  written  objections  will  be 
considered  public  records.  Hiring  recommendations  will 
be  regarded  as  approved  on  the  sixth  business  day  unless 
a  majority  of  the  Committee  objects  thereto,  in  which 
case  the  recommendation  will  either  be  voted  upon  at  a 
regular  Committee  meeting  or  withdrawn  by  the  superin- 
tendent. 

This  procedure  is  not  applicable  to  the  position  of  com- 
munity superintendents.  Recommendations  for  these  po- 
sitions must  be  presented  to  the  Committee  at  its  regularly 
scheduled  meeting,  following  which  Committee  mem- 
bers may  object  thereto  within  five  business  days  as  de- 
scribed above. 

The  School  Committee  reaffirms  the  existing  role  of 
parents  in  the  personnel  selection  process  at  the  school, 
district  and  system-wide  levels. 

The  School  Committee  believes  that  this  proposal  rep- 
resents the  maximum  delegation  of  its  personnel  selec- 
tion authority  allowable  under  present  state  legislation. 


The  parties  recommend  legislative  change  to  give  the 
superintendent  exclusive  authority  over  all  personnel 
actions,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  parental 
involvement  section,  provided  that  appropriate  employee 
safeguards  are  retained.  These  personnel  actions  include, 
but  are  not  limited  to,  appointment,  removal,  reassign- 
ment and  demotion.  The  School  Committee  will,  how- 
ever, continue  to  approve  the  appointments  of  community 
superintendents. 

Purchase  Contracts 

The  School  Committee  will  amend  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  delegate  full  authority  over  purchase  contracts  to 
the  superintendent.  All  contracts  for  the  purchase  of 
equipment,  materials  and  supplies  that  are  currently  pre- 
pared by  the  School  Department  business  manager  sub- 
ject to  approval  of  the  School  Committee  president  will 
henceforth  be  prepared  by  the  business  manager,  in  con- 
junction with  the  requesting  parties,  and  be  approved  by 
the  superintendent  without  Committee  review  or  other 
Committee  interaction. 

The  School  Committee  will  direct  the  superintendent  to 
develop  a  departmental  review  process,  including  an  au- 
dit function,  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  contract  provisions 
and  accountability  for  contract  performance. 
Service  Contracts 

The  School  Committee  will  amend  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  delegate  full  authority  over  service  contracts  to 
the  superintendent.  All  service  contracts,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  contracts  involving  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments or  the  transportation  of  pupils,  will  henceforth  be 
prepared  by  the  business  manager  and  be  approved  by  the 
superintendent  without  Committee  review  or  other  Com- 
mittee interaction.  A  bimonthly  listing  of  service  con- 
tracts awarded  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  School 
Committee. 

Service  contracts  involving  collective  bargaining 
agreements  or  the  transportation  of  students  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  School  Committee  review  and  full  Committee  ap- 
proval at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

The  School  Committee  will  direct  the  superintendent  to 
develop  a  departmental  review  process,  including  an  au- 
dit function,  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  contract  provisions 
and  accountability  for  contract  performance. 
External  Grants 

Since  application  for  federal  and  state  funds  to  support 
educational  programs  and  solicitation  of  external  funds 
for  program  development  are  activities  that  involve  edu- 
cational policy,  the  School  Committee  will  retain  ap- 
proval authority  over  such  grants,  with  the  exception  of 
those  programs  which  it  elects  to  delegate  to  the  full  au- 
thority of  the  superintendent. 

To  compete  more  effectively  for  federal  and  state  funds 
and  to  more  efficiently  coordinate,  manage  and  audit 
these  funds,  the  School  Committee  authorizes  the  super- 
intendent to  consolidate  existing  positions  that  relate  to 
external  grants  in  such  a  way  as  to  provide  more  fiscal 
accountability. 

The  School  Committee  will  direct  the  superintendent  to 
provide  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Evaluation  and 
the  city  auditor  with  a  quarterly  report  of  all  external 
funds  received.  This  report  shall  include  the  source  and 
purpose  of  all  funds  and  the  correct  balance  of  funds  on 
hand. 

School  Committee  Subcommittee 
Member  Procedures 

The  School  Committee  will  amend  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  that  allows  for  the 
timely  consideration  of  inputs  of  the  superintendent  and 
his  or  her  staff  with  regard  to  recommendations  initiated 
by  subcommittees  or  individual  Committee  members. 

Proposals  initiated  by  subcommittees  or  individual 
members  will  be  deferred  until  the  next  regularly  sched- 
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uled  meeting  before  any  motion  can  be  made  for  a  vote  of 
the  full  Committee.  This  will  provide  the  superintendent 
with  an  appropriate  period  of  time  to  review  the  proposal 
and  present  his  or  her  report  with  recommendations. 

Reports  and  recommendations  submitted  by  the  super- 
intendent to  the  School  Committee  must  include  cost  or 
savings  estimates  of  the  proposal  and  identify  available 
budgeted  funding  sources  or  new  funding  sources,  con- 
sistent with  the  fiscal  accountability  section  of  this  docu- 
ment. A  proposal  initiated  by  a  subcommittee  or 
individual  member  shall  not  be  approved  by  the  School 
Committee  if  the  cost  of  the  proposal  would  require  an 
expenditure  in  excess  of  authorized  legal  spending  au- 
thority. 

School  Committee  Staff 

The  School  Committee  will  amend  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  adopt  a  staff  structure  that  enables  the  Committee 
to  perform  its  policy-making  role  more  effectively.  The 
Committee  will  review  its  staff  structure,  through  its 
committee  on  rules  and  regulations,  with  the  intent  of 
modifying  its  staff  structure,  where  necessary,  to  im- 
prove effectiveness  and  cost  efficiency. 

Through  this  review  process,  the  role  and  function  of 
the  School  Committee  staff  will  be  clearly  defined  in  or- 
der to  prevent  the  performance  of  functions  that  are  prop- 
erly within  the  administrative  role  of  the  School 
Department  and  to  focus  staff  resources  primarily  on  pol- 
icy evaluation  and  development.  School  Committee  staff 
will  be  utilized  for  policy  research  and  to  facilitate  the 
resolution  of  student,  parent  or  taxpayer  concerns  if  and 
when  due  process  has  failed  to  provide  satisfactory 
results.  School  Committee  staff  will  assist  the  School 
Committee  in  monitoring  the  implementation  of  School 
Committee  policies. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  School  Committee  to  have  its  staff 
function  in  a  positive  relationship  with  the  staff  of  the  su- 
perintendent so  that  policy-making,  policy  implementa- 
tion and  administration  are  conducted  efficiently  and  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  school  system. 
Fiscal  Accountability 

Recognizing  the  School  Committee's  responsibility  to 
ensure  confidence  in  the  School  Department's  manage- 
ment of  its  budget,  expenditures  and  performance,  the 
parties  support  legislative  change,  where  necessary,  and 
the  School  Committee  will  direct  the  superintendent  to 
develop  internal  measures  to  expand  the  department's  fis- 
cal accountability.  The  parties  also  recognize  the  need  for 
the  Mayor  and  the  superintendent  to  work  cooperatively 
to  enhance  fiscal  and  performance  accountability. 

The  parties  recommend  legislative  change  that  amends 
section  17  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  to  specify 
that  the  superintendent  shall  be  the  official  deemed  re- 
sponsible to  the  city  for  School  Department  spending  un- 
der the  restrictions  imposed  by  this  section.  This  section 
would  prohibit  the  superintendent  from  intentionally  ex- 
pending in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  appro- 
priations duly  made  in  accordance  with  law,  or  involve 
the  city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment  of  money  in 
excess  of  such  appropriations. 

The  parties  recommend  legislative  change  in  the 
School  Department's  budget  transfer  process  to  require 
that  no  transfers  to  fund  additional  expenditures  could  be 
made  if  projected  annualized  school  expenditures,  as  de- 
termined by  the  city  auditor,  are  in  excess  of  total  availa- 
ble revenues.  In  addition,  after  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
March,  the  School  Committee  shall  not  initiate  or  autho- 
'  rize  new  programs  requiring  additional  unbudgeted  ex- 
penditures unless  such  programs  have  been  incorporated 
and  fully  funded  in  the  budget  for  the  subsequent  fiscal 
year.  If  such  programs  have  not  been  incorporated  and 
fully  funded  in  the  budget  for  the  subsequent  fiscal  year, 
they  shall  not  be  initiated  or  authorized  until  the  School 
Committee  amends  its  budget  submission  for  the  subse- 


quent fiscal  year  by  reducing  or  eliminating  costs  or  pro- 
grams in  amounts  equal  to  the  annualized  costs  of  the 
proposed  new  programs. 

The  School  Committee  will  direct  the  superintendent  to 
submit  to  it  the  monthly  budget  update  report  detailing 
year-to-date  and  projected  School  Department  expendi- 
tures by  category.  The  budget  transaction  update  report, 
detailing  each  budget  transfer  and  presently  sent  to  the 
superintendent  and  School  Committee,  should  also  be 
forwarded  to  the  city  auditor  and  Office  of  Budget  and 
Program  Evaluation. 

The  parties  recommend  that  the  City  of  Boston,  as  part 
of  its  annual  audit  performed  by  a  certified  public  ac- 
counting firm,  expand  its  review  of  the  major  financial 
and  programmatic  functions  of  the  department. 

The  School  Committee  will  direct  the  superintendent  to 
establish  an  audit/evaluation  function  within  the  Office  of 
the  Deputy  Superintendent  for  Planning  and  Resource 
Allocation.  It  shall: 

•  Perform  periodic  fiscal,  managerial  and  perform- 
ance audits  of  the  School  Department. 

•  Assist  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  a 
program  evaluation  system. 

•  Assist  in  implementing  a  performance-based  pro- 
gram budgeting  system.  Under  this  budgeting  sys- 
tem, selected  programs  will  be  reviewed  annually  to 
ensure  compliance  with  fiscal  and  programmatic 
goals  and  standards. 

•  Ensure  that  all  budget  and  financial  information  is 
presented  in  a  format  compatible  with  the  LGFS  ac- 
counting system  used  by  the  Auditing  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

•  Submit  all  audit  reports  to  the  superintendent.  The 
superintendent  will  incorporate  his  or  her  comments 
and  forward  said  reports  to  the  School  Committee, 
the  Mayor,  and  the  system-wide  parents  action  com- 
mittee. The  Mayor  and  the  parents  committee  shall 
send  their  recommended  changes  based  upon  the 
findings  of  the  audit  reports  to  the  School  Committee 
for  final  action. 

In  addition,  the  School  Committee  shall  establish  a 
non-transferrable  audit  fund.  The  School  Committee  will 
authorize  the  superintendent  to  conduct  audits  of  any  de- 
partments he  or  she  deems  necessary.  The  School  Com- 
mittee, by  a  majority  vote,  can  request  an  audit  of  the 
superintendent's  office. 

The  School  Committee  believes  that  the  review/audit 
process  can  be  enhanced  by  the  further  expansion  of  the 
evaluative  functions  of  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Program 
Evaluation  within  the  city  government  and  it  encourages 
that  action  at  the  earliest  possible  time.  Further,  the 
School  Committee  will  direct  the  superintendent  to  pro- 
vide to  the  city  all  necessary  fiscal ,  program  and  perform- 
ance data  required  to  conduct  analyses  of  School 
Department  activities  and  finances,  including  on-line  ac- 
cess. 

Parental  Involvement 
The  parties  recognize  the  importance  of  parental  in- 
volvement to  improving  public  school  performance.  To 
increase  such  involvement,  particularly  at  the  local 
school  level,  the  School  Committee  directs  the  superin- 
tendent to  establish  parent  action  committees  at  each 
school.  The  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  elected  by 
parents  at  each  school,  and  have  the  following  roles: 

a.  In  conjunction  with  the  principal  or  headmaster  and 
teachers,  conduct  a  school  needs  assessment  and  develop 
a  three-year  school  improvement  plan.  The  needs  assess- 
ment and  school  improvement  plan  shall  be  approved  by 
the  parent  action  committee. 

b.  In  conjunction  with  school  administrators  and 
teachers,  develop  specific  performance  measures  and 
goals  for  the  school  that  are  based  on  the  needs  assess- 
ment and  on  overall  system  objectives  as  established  by 
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the  superintendent  and  approved  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee. Goals  must  incorporate  achievement  levels  that  sup- 
port system  objectives  as  discussed  in  provisions  related 
to  performance  accountability. 

c.  In  conjunction  with  school  administrators  and 
teachers,  participate  in  an  evaluation  each  year  of  the 
school's  performance  in  meeting  the  measurable  goals  of 
the  school  improvement  plans  and  system  objectives. 

d.  Participate  in  the  evaluation  of  principals,  head- 
masters, and  community  superintendents. 

e.  Continue  to  participate  in  the  personnel  selection 
process. 

f .  As  stated  in  the  performance  accountability  section , 
it  is  intended  that  efforts  be  made  in  future  collective  bar- 
gaining negotiations  to  establish  a  management  structure 
in  which  all  staff  in  a  given  school,  including  custodians, 
report  to  the  school  building  administrator.  Such  a  struc- 
ture would  serve  to  increase  accountability  and  to  permit 
parents  to  participate  more  effectively  in  efforts  aimed  at 
improving  school  performance. 

g .  The  school-based  parent  action  committees  shall  be 
required  to  submit  quarterly  reports  of  their  activities  to 
all  parents  of  students  in  the  school . 

The  school-based  parent  action  committees  shall  elect 
district  and  system-wide  parent  committees.  These  com- 
mittees shall  be  involved  in  the  program  evaluation  proc- 
ess and  will  interact  with  the  School  Committee  and 
superintendent  with  respect  to  district  and  system-wide 
programs.  School-based,  district  and  system-wide  parent 
action  committees  shall  continue  to  be  involved  in  the 
process  to  select  personnel  at  their  respective  levels. 

The  School  Department  shall  make  available  all  pro- 
gram and  performance  evaluation  reports  to  the  appropri- 
ate parent  action  committees  on  a  timely  basis. 

Further  details  regarding  parental  involvement  shall  be 
worked  out  among  the  School  Committee,  superintend- 
ent, Mayor  and  parents.  Nothing  in  this  section  is  in- 
tended to  diminish  in  any  way  the  current  participation  of 
parents  in  school  affairs. 

Schedule  of  Activities 

The  parties  agree  that  expeditious  introduction  of  the 
foregoing  proposals  is  most  desirable.  In  this  regard,  a 
three-step  introductory  process  is  recommended: 

1 .  School  Committee  amendment  of  its  rules  and  regu- 
lations 

2.  School  Committee  directives  to  the  superintendent 

3.  Development  of  legislation  which  would  enact  into 
law  applicable  provisions  of  this  agreement. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  parties  to  complete  this  process  by 
the  end  of  May,  1987. 

Continuing  Interactions 

The  parties  recognize  that  implementation  of  the  fore- 
going proposals  and  evaluation  of  measurable  improve- 
ment in  the  overall  quality  of  education  will  be  best 
served  by  continuing  interaction  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor, 
the  School  Committee,  the  business  community  and  the 
City  Council .  The  parties  will  therefore  establish  a  sched- 
ule of  semi-annual  meetings  at  which  the  superintendent 
will  review  the  status  of  the  public  schools  in  relation  to 
meeting  system  goals  and  objectives. 

Based  on  progress  in  implementing  the  initiatives  con- 
tained in  this  proposal  and  on  attaining  measurable  im- 
provement in  the  quality  of  public  education,  the  parties 
will  assess,  within  one  year,  the  need  to  continue,  delete 
or  amend  these  initiatives. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education.

CORPORATION  COUNSEL  TAKE  LEGAL  STEPS  TO 
ENFORCE  MASSACHUSETTS  GENERAL 
LAWS,  CHAPTER  334,  SECTION  1(d)  OF  ACTS 
OF  1929 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
voted  to  institute  a  "through  truck  traffic  ban"  on  Nepon- 
set  Valley  Parkway  in  the  Readville  section  of  Hyde  Park; 
and 

Whereas,  Said  truck  ban  on  said  roadway  has  caused 
immense  traffic  problems  to  spill  over  throughout  the 
Hyde  Park  District;  and 

Whereas,  Mass.  General  Laws  chapter  334,  section 
1(d)  of  the  Acts  of  1929  entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  the 
Laying  Out  and  Construction  of  Certain  Sections  of  the 
Proposed  Circumferential  Highway,  so-called,  in  the  Cit- 
ies of  Melrose,  Maiden,  Medford  and  Boston,  and  in  the 
Towns  of  Saugus,  Stoneham  and  Milton  states  that:  All 
Portions  of  the  Parkway  or  Boulevard  described  in  this 
paragraph  shall  be  open  to  all  classes  of  vehicles";  and 

Whereas,  Said  MDC  truck  ban  order  is  in  direct  viola- 
tion of  said  law;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  City  of 
Boston  take  all  legal  steps  necessary  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  said  law  for  the  protection  of  the  residents  of  the 
neighborhood  of  Hyde  Park  and  the  general  economy  of 
Hyde  Park.

ORDINANCE  FOR  A  CENSUS  COUNT  OF  SIDE- 
WALK COIN-OPERATED  NEWSPAPER  VEND-

Be  it  ordained: 

The  City  of  Boston  Code  is  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  as: 
Ord.  Title  11,  Section  200. 
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Section  1 .  In  order  that  the  city  obtain  an  accurate  cen- 
sus on  the  number  of  coin-operated  sidewalk  vending  ma- 
chines that  dispense  daily  or  periodical  newspapers  as 
well  as  similar  containers  which  provide  free  advertising 
literature,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  or  his  agent 
shall  before  or  during  the  week  commencing  June  1, 
1987,  cause  a  count  to  be  made  in  the  downtown  and 
neighborhood  business  areas  to  include: 

A .  Each  location  by  street  address ,  intersecting  corner 
or  other  designation  where  one  or  more  of  the  machines 
described  above  is  attached  by  a  security  wire,  chain  or 
other  device  to  a  pole  or  support  erected  by  a  public 
agency. 

B .  For  each  location ,  an  itemization  of  the  various  ma- 
chines by  name  of  publication  or  owner  company. 

C.  A  listing  with  location  and  machine  description  of 
each  vending  or  free  dispensing  device  that  does  not  se- 
cure to  a  public  pole. 

Section  2.  Upon  completing  the  census  of  vending-dis- 
pensing machines  occupying  public  ways,  the  commis- 
sioner shall  forward  the  information  to  the  Mayor  and, 
through  the  City  Clerk,  to  the  City  Council.

ORDINANCE  FOR  A  FEE  FROM  SIDEWALK  VEND- 
ING AND  OTHER  MACHINES  WHICH  ATTACH 
BY  SECURITY  CHAINS  TO  PUBLIC  PROP- 
ERTY 

Whereas,  The  profusion  of  coin-operated  vending  ma- 
chines which  dispense  newspapers  on  downtown  area 
sidewalks  has  increased  to  a  point  of  being  an  esthetic 
nuisance  as  well  as  safety  hazard  to  pedestrians; 

Whereas,  Recently  the  situation  has  been  exacerbated 
by  appearance  of  free  distribution  apparatus  which  dis- 
pense advertising  literature  for  a  profit-oriented  educa- 
tional venture; 

Whereas,  The  city  has  been  discouraged  in  efforts  to 
obtain  fees  and  exercise  some  control  over  usurpation  of 
a  public  way  because  of  possible  conflict  with  First 
Amendment  free  speech  privilege  claimed  by  vending 
machine  owners; 

Whereas,  Without  asking  permission,  without  offering 
any  payment,  various  owners  have  placed  their  machines 
at  will  on  sidewalks  and  in  virtually  all  instances  have 
chained  or  attached  their  bulky  containers  to  public  poles 
or  supports; 

Whereas,  Unregulated  attachments  have  resulted  in  as 
many  as  four,  five  or  more  vending  machines  clustered  at 
certain  choice  spots,  each  machine  tethered  to  prevent 
theft; 

Whereas,  The  city,  without  infringing  on  First  Amend- 
ment rights,  should  have  the  right  to  allow  or  deny  such 
attachment  to  its  property; 

Whereas,  Such  controls  must  be  exercised  on  the  basis 
of  public  safety  and  esthetic  considerations  and  shall  not 
in  any  way  discriminate  for  or  against  vending  apparatus 
of  any  publication; 

Whereas,  It  is  the  spirit  of  this  ordinance  to  let  owners, 
i if  they  wish,  place  their  vendor  boxes  unsecured  on  the 
npublic  sidewalk; 

I  Whereas,  In  the  alternative,  the  city  declares  its  right  to 
govern  the  use  of  its  sign  posts  and  other  public  fixtures; 
therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  CBC  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
is  Ord .  Title  1 1 ,  section  20 1 : 

Section  1.  No  coin-operated  sidewalk  vending  ma- 
:hine  or  free  literature  dispensing  apparatus  occupying 
;pace  on  a  public  way  shall  make  any  attachment  by 
neans  of  a  security  chain  around  or  touching  a  public 


pole  without  permit  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works. 

Section  2.  Definitions:  Coin-operated  Sidewalk  Vend- 
ing Machines  —  any  container  or  box-like  equipment,  of 
whatever  shape  or  design,  placed  on  a  public  way  for  the 
purpose  of  dispensing  for  a  fee  a  newspaper  or  periodica] . 

Free  Literature  Dispensing  Apparatus  —  any  container 
or  box-like  device  or  whatever  shape  or  design  which 
makes  available  print  material  at  no  cost. 

Public  Way  —  any  public  sidewalk,  passageway,  street, 
overpass,  underpass,  traffic  island,  arcade,  pedestrian 
plaza,  park  walkway  or  similar  areas  of  public  access  un- 
der control  of  the  city  or  Suffolk  County. 

Attachment  —  for  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  secur- 
ing, linking  or  fastening  a  vending  machine  or  dispensing 
apparatus  to  a  public  pole  by  means  of  a  length  of  chain, 
cable ,  wire  or  other  material  with  a  lock  or  other  device  to 
prevent  theft  or  removal  of  the  machine  or  apparatus. 

Security  Chain  —  any  length  of  chain,  cable,  wire  or 
other  material  or  collar  device  which  can  make  attach- 
ment to  a  public  pole. 

Public  Pole  —  any  standing  structure  placed  by  the  city 
of  government  agency  on  a  public  way  for  the  purpose  of 
supporting  traffic  or  parking  signs,  street  lighting,  public 
information  signs,  or  any  tree,  fence,  abutment,  stan- 
chion, hydrant,  fire  or  police  emergency  boxes,  or  traffic 
control  fixtures,  including  parking  meters. 

Utilize  or  Utilizing  —  attaching  a  security  chain  for  the 
principal  purpose  of  preventing  theft  of  a  vending  ma- 
chine or  dispensing  apparatus  placed  on  a  public  way. 

Apparatus  —  any  container  whether  coin-operated 
vending  machine  or  device  dispensing  literature  at  no 
charge. 

Section  3.  Permitting  process. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  or  his  designated 
agent  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "commissioner")  shall 
be  authorized  to  issue  a  permit  for  each  vending  machine 
or  free  dispensing  apparatus  which  seeks  to  utilize  a  pub- 
lic pole. 

In  granting  an  attachment  permit,  the  commissioner 
may  restrict  the  number  of  attachments  at  a  single  public 
pole  according  to  regulations  he  shall  promulgate.  Such 
regulations  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to:  factors  of 
minimum  clearance  space  for  passage  of  pedestrian  traf- 
fic; evidence  of  liability  coverage  by  the  permittee;  and 
vehicular  traffic  pattern  at  the  locus  of  the  permit. 

The  commissioner  may,  by  separate  ordinance,  be  di- 
rected to  make  a  survey  listing  all  such  apparatus,  includ- 
ing boxes,  street  vending  machines  and  containers 
utilizing  public  poles  or  standing  without  attachment  as  of 
the  week  beginning  June  1 ,  1987.  Each  apparatus  so  iden- 
tified by  name  of  its  owner  publication  or  company  may 
be  allowed  to  maintain  its  spot  upon  payment  by  its  owner 
of  an  attachment  permit  fee  effective  July  1, 1987,orpas- 
sage  of  this  ordinance,  whichever  is  the  later. 

Every  application  for  an  attachment  permit  for  an  appa- 
ratus not  "grand-fathered"  through  the  June  1  inventory 
shall  be  listed  in  a  public  advertisement  printed  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  this  city  or  in  a  neighbor- 
hood in  which  the  permit  is  sought.  The  commissioner  at 
his  discretion  may  list  a  multiplicity  of  locations  in  a  sin- 
gle advertisement. 

The  commissioner  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  at  a  place 
of  his  convenience  whenever  so  requested  in  a  petition  or 
letters  signed  in  the  aggregate  by  at  least  ten  persons  who 
reside  or  work  within  1 ,000  feet  and  whose  address  is  in 
view  of  the  proposed  new  permit  rate.  The  permit  peti- 
tioner shall  be  given  opportunity  to  appear  or  be  repre- 
sented by  counsel  at  such  public  hearing.  In  making  a 
decision,  the  commissioner  shall  be  governed  by  consid- 
erations of  public  safety,  but  may  also  consider  esthetic 
impact  on  the  locus .  Thecommissioner,  except  in  cases  of 
"grand-fathered"  apparatus,  shall  have  discretion  to 
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limit  any  public  pole  location  to  no  more  than  three  at- 
tachments. 

For  every  permit  issued,  the  commissioner  shall  re- 
quire placing  an  identifying  number  or  letter-number 
code  which  shall  be  displayed  on  the  apparatus.  When- 
ever an  apparatus  is  withdrawn  from  service,  its  identify- 
ing number  shall  be  permanently  retired .  A  machine  may, 
with  approval,  be  transferred  to  a  new  location,  retaining 
its  number.  In  case  of  a  request  for  transfer  of  site,  the 
process  for  a  new  permit  described  above  shall  be  fol- 
lowed. 

The  commissioner  may,  on  a  unilateral  basis ,  designate 
a  minimum  liability  insurance  for  each  piece  of  apparatus 
in  event  of  injury  to  any  persons  caused  by  the  presence  of 
such  apparatus.  Each  permit  shall  specify  as  a  condition 
of  issuance  that  the  City  of  Boston  shall  not  be  held  liable 
for  any  injury  or  damage  caused  by  an  apparatus  placed 
on  a  public  way.  In  the  case  of  an  apparatus  placed  on  a 
public  way  without  security  chain  attachment,  the  city 
will  in  no  way  be  liable  for  injury  caused  pedestrians  or 
damage  to  or  theft  of  the  apparatus  or  its  contents. 

Section  4.  A  fee  of  $25  shall  be  required  for  each  per- 
mit, which  shall  include  issuance  of  an  identifying  num- 
ber. The  fee  shall  be  imposed  for  the  purpose  of  helping 
offset  administrative,  regulation  and  enforcement  costs. 
Permits  shall  be  issued  annually  commencing  July  1, 
1987.  Permits  issued  during  the  fiscal  year  shall  be  pro- 
rated at  $2.50  for  each  month  or  portion  thereof  until  the 
ensuing  July  1 .  No  fee  for  less  than  a  year  shall  exceed  the 
annual  cost  of  such  permit.  Any  permit  discontinued,  sur- 
rendered or  withdrawn  for  any  purpose  during  the  year 
shall  qualify  the  permittee  for  reimbursement  for  the  un- 
used portion  at  the  rate  of  $2  each  month  beginning  with 
the  next  ensuing  month.  The  commissioner  shall,  upon 
receipt  of  the  unexpired  permit,  issue  a  voucher  for  pay- 
ment of  the  appropriate  reimbursement  by  the  city  Col- 
lector-Treasurer. 

From  time  to  time,  as  set  by  ordinance,  the  permit  for 
attachment  to  a  public  pole  shall  be  adjusted  as  necessary 
to  cover  costs  of  administering  the  program. 

The  commissioner  each  July  1  shall  compile  from  on- 
site  inspection  a  list  of  each  apparatus  by  name,  identifi- 
cation number  and  address  or  by  intersecting  streets  if  a 
corner  location.  From  time  to  time  the  commissioner 
shall  cause  a  spot  check  to  be  made  to  ensure  compliance. 
Any  apparatus  illegally  attached  to  a  public  pole  shall  be 
summarily  removed  and  with  its  security  chain  and  lock 
be  impounded  at  a  place  designed  by  the  commissioner 
pending  resolution  of  penalty  costs. 

Section  5.  Obligation  of  Permittees. 

The  permittee  or  his  agent  shall  regularly,  at  least 
monthly,  check  each  apparatus  to  ascertain  it  is  in  work- 
able order  and  is  in  presentable  condition.  At  least 
weekly,  the  owner  or  agent  shall  have  the  delivery  person 
or  company  servicing  ascertain  the  apparatus  is  free  of 
litter,  graffiti  or  other  detractive  conditions,  reporting 
any  situation  needing  attention. 

Liability  coverage  may  be  satisfied  by  presentation  of 
evidence  of  individual  insurance  or  blanket  insurance  on 
a  number  of  apparatus  owned  by  a  newspaper  or  com- 
pany, providing  the  liability  meets  the  minimum  required 
by  the  commissioner. 

Section  6.  Complaints.  The  commissioner  shall  inves- 
tigate all  complaints  involving  sidewalk  vending  ma- 
chines or  free  literature  dispensing  machines  identified 
by  permit  number  or  location.  If  an  inspector  deems  cor- 
rective action  is  necessary,  the  owner  or  permittee  shall 
be  notified  at  his  office  address  on  record. 

Section  7.  Non-permit  holders.  Any  person,  firm  or 
association  entitled  to  First  Amendment  protection  to  dis- 
tribute news  information  printed  matter  may  place  its  ap- 
paratus on  a  public  way  but  shall  not,  without  an 
attachment  permit,  make  a  security  chain  attachment  to  a 


public  pole,  public  structure  or  bolt  or  secure  the  appa- 
ratus to  any  public  pavement  or  wall.  An  apparatus  shall 
not  attach  to  another  apparatus  which  itself  has  an  attach- 
ment permit. 

Section  8.  Penalties.  The  commissioner  may  bring 
charges  for  violations  of  this  ordinance.  Charges  may  be 
brought  in  Boston  Municipal  Court  or  a  district  court  in 
the  city.  Conviction  on  a  violation  shall  subject  the  owner, 
agent,  company  or  person  responsible  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding $200  for  each  offense.

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is 
currently  considering  legislation  to  strengthen  its  paren- 
tal leave  policy;  now,  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That

Ordinance  Amending  Chapter  36  of  the  Ordinances  of

Maternity /Paternity  Leave. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  36,  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  1 ,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 


Any  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  has  com- 
pleted three  consecutive  months  of  municipal  service 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  maternity /paternity  leave  relative 
to  the  birth,  adoption  or  placement  for  the  purpose  of 
adoption  of  a  child  for  not  less  than  eighteen  weeks,  or 
a  shorter  period  of  time  at  the  employee's  discretion. 
The  employee  shall,  where  possible,  give  at  least  two 
weeks'  notice  to  her/his  department  head,  requesting 
maternity/paternity  leave. 

Leave  may  be  taken  on  a  (i)  full-time  basis  or  (ii)  on  a 
reduced  work  schedule,  at  not  less  than  50  percent  of 
the  employee's  regular  workweek  for  up  to  thirty-six 
weeks:  (iii)  or  a  combination  of  (i)  and  (ii)  but  not  to 
exceed  thirty-six  weeks. 

Section  2.  Chapter  36  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  in  section  2, the  work 
"eight"  and  replacing  it  with  the  word  "eighteen." 

Section  3.  Chapter  36  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  1984  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  renumbering  section  2  as  sec- 
tion 4  and  inserting  new  section  2: 

Any  employee  who  takes  full-time  leave  shall  be  en- 
titled to  wage  replacement  equivalent  to  60  percent  of 
his  or  her  income  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twelve 
weeks.  Wage  replacement  shall  not  exceed  66  percent 
of  the  average  weekly  wage,  nor  shall  it  be  less  than  the 
prevailing  minimum  wage  multiplied  by  the  employ- 
ee's average  weekly  hours  of  work  during  the  preced- 
ing base  period. 

Section  4.  Chapter  36  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  3  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof,  the  following  section:

Section  1.  Preamble:  The  General  Court  finds  and 
declares  that  a  serious  public  emergency  declared  in 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  continues  to  exist  in  the 
City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial 
number  of  the  citizens  of  said  city,  which  emergency  has 
resulted  in  a  substantial  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  rea- 
sonably priced  rental  housing  accommodations  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  particularly  for  those  who  are  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  who  have  low-or  moderate-annual  in- 
comes; and  that  such  emergency  has  been  particularly  ex- 
acerbated because  of  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  hous- 
ing, and  due  further  to  substantial  rent  increases  de- 
manded of  tenants  residing  in  the  only  trailer  park  within 
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the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Boston  which  will  result  in 
the  displacement  of  many  such  trailer  park  tenants  who 
cannot  afford  to  pay  substantial  rent  increases  as  most 
such  trailer  park  occupants  are  elderly,  handicapped  or 
have  low-or  moderate-annual  incomes  and  unless  the  city 
of  Boston  is  allowed  to  treat  mobile  homes,  trailers,  and 
trailer/mobile  home  lots  rented  or  offered  for  rent  as 
housing  accommodations  for  the  purposes  of  regulating 
rents  and  evictions  such  emergency  and  the  inflationary 
pressures  resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious 
threats  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of 
the  citizens  of  said  city;  and  that  such  emergency  should 
be  met  immediately  and  with  due  regard  for  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  said  City  of  Boston;  and,  therefore,  the 
following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest: 

Section  2.  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  chapter 
843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  a  new  section  2A  as  follows: 

Section  2 A.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of 
this  act  or  any  provision  of  any  other  act,  or  any  gen- 
eral of  special  law,  all  mobile  homes,  trailers,  and 
trailer/mobile  home  lots  which  are  rented  or  offered 
for  living  or  dwelling  purposes  shall  be  considered 
"controlled  housing  accommodations"  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  act.  Furthermore,  the  City  of  Boston 
may  regulate  any  rent  increase  of  eviction  served  on 
any  tenant  of  a  mobile  home  park  effective  on  or  after 
March  1,  1987. 

Section  3.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  act 
are  severable  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provi- 
sions.

An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Thirty-Day  Moratorium 

on  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Eviction  Notices. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  There  exists  in  Boston  an  affordable  housing 
crisis  with  a  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  affordable  housing 
for  low-  and  low-  to  moderate-income  residents  of  Bos- 
ton; and 

Whereas,  In  recent  years  the  number  of  condominium 
conversions  has  increased  at  an  alarming  rate,  causing 
many  low-  and  moderate-income  persons  to  be  displaced 
from  their  homes;  and 

Whereas,  On  May  6,  1987,  the  Governor  signed  a 
home  rule  petition  which  allows  the  City  of  Boston  to  fur- 
ther regulate  condominium  conversions;  and 

Whereas,  On  May  7,  1987,  the  Mayor  urged  the  City 
Council  to  present  a  comprehensive  ordinance  governing 
condominium  conversions  within  thirty  days;  and 

Whereas,  The  best  way  in  which  to  deal  with  the  issue 
of  condominium  conversion  and  displacement  is  a  com- 
prehensive review  of  all  available  options  such  as  a  con- 
dominium permit  system  and  changes  in  eviction 
regulations;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  intends,  after  due  delibera- 
tion, to  take  appropriate  legislative  action  with  regard  to 
the  issue  of  condominium  and  cooperative  conversions 
within  the  immediate  future;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  period  of  deliberation,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  protect  all  tenants  and  to  preserve  existing  rental 
housing  stock  against  an  increase  in  conversions  and 
evictions  that  may  occur  in  anticipation  of  the  Council's 
pending  action;  now,  be  it,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by 
law,  including  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as  amended, 
and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of 
the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts 
of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971 ,  be  it  de- 
clared by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that: 

Section  1.  Section  10  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
after  subsection  (j)  the  following  subsection  (k). 

(k)  No  person  shall  perform  any  act  or  deed  or  serve 
any  notice  which  would  result  in  the  eviction  of  a 
tenant  for  the  purposes  of  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion  on  May  6,  1987,  or  within  thirty 
days  thereafter.  Any  condominium  or  cooperative 
eviction  notice  given  to  any  tenant  pursuant  to  this 
section  on  May  6,  1987,  or  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Section  2.  Section  9  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  subsec- 
tion (c). 
(c).  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance no  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  any  rent  controlled  or  vacancy  de- 
controlled housing  accommodation  occupied  by 
any  tenant,  for  the  purposes  of  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  on  May  6,  1987,  or  within 
thirty  days  thereafter. 
Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  enact- 
ment.

Land  Bank  regulations  require  that  the  local  authority, 
in  this  case  the  Boston  City  Council  and  the  Mayor,  re- 
view the  project  and  make  two  declarations,  the  first  be- 
ing a  declaration  of  "decadence."  establishing  that  the 
property  in  question  meets  threshold  need  requirements 
for  Land  Bank  support.  The  second  is  a  declaration  of 
support  for  the  project. 
Declaration  of  Decadence 

The  City  Council  is  asked  to  declare  that  the  buildings 
at  6,  10,  and  12  Carol  Avenue  are  in,  or  themselves  con- 
stitute, a  decadent  area,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  M. G.L. 
chapter  121  A,  s.  1: 

"Decadent  area,"  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  or  sound  growth  of  a 
community  because  of  the  existence  of  buildings 
which  are  out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  or  obsolete,  or  in  need  of  ma- 
jor maintenance  or  repair,  or  because  much  of  the 
real  estate  in  recent  years  has  been  sold  or  taken  for 
nonpayment  of  taxes  or  upon  foreclosure  of  mort- 
gages ,  or  because  buildings  have  been  torn  down  and 
not  replaced  and  in  which  under  existing  conditions 
it  is  improbable  that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  or 
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because  of  a  substantial  change  in  business  or  eco- 
nomic conditions,  or  because  of  inadequate  light,  air, 
or  open  space,  or  because  of  excessive  land  cover- 
age, or  because  diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot 
sizes  or  obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improbable 
that  the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary  op- 
erations of  private  enterprise,  or  by  reason  of  any 
combination  of  the  foregoing  conditions. 
At  the  Committee  on  Planning  and  Development  hear- 
ing on  May  1 1 ,  1987,  members  of  the  Council  were  told 
that  when  the  C.D.C.  purchased  these  buildings  in  De- 
cember, 1986,  from  the  Fineberg  Companies,  they  were 
in  serious  disrepair.  The  electrical  systems  were  seri- 
ously antiquated  and  some  units  had  falling  plaster  and 
lead  paint.  There  was  asbestos  in  the  basements.  Most  of 
the  kitchens  needed  substantional  repair  and  some  were 
completely  nonfunctional.  The  buildings  were  not  insu- 
lated, the  roofs  leaked  and  there  were  serious  security 
problems.  There  were  numerous  code  violations  in  the 
buildings,  particularly  in  the  unoccupied  units  (twenty- 
five  of  thirty-seven  units  were  then  unoccupied).  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  C.D.C.  estimated  that  in  the  two  years 
prior  to  December,  1986,  the  owners  of  these  buildings 
had  been  cited  for  approximately  200  violations. 

Based  on  the  information  presented  at  the  hearing  and 
upon  previous  reports  to  the  City  Council  about  the  con- 
dition of  these  buildings,  the  Committee  agrees  that  the 
buildings  at  6,  10,  and  12  Carol  Avenue,  particularly 
their  systems,  roofs  and  interiors  were  out  of  repair, 
physically  deteriorated,  oboslete  and  in  need  of  mainte- 
nance or  repairs  and  were  detrimental  to  the  welfare  and 
sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston  before  rehabilitation 
work  on  the  buildings  was  commenced. 

The  Committee  also  concurs  with  the  Land  Bank's  as- 
sessment that  the  business  and  economic  conditions  exist- 
ing in  the  Allston-Brighton  area  make  it  improbable  that 
the  area  and  the  buildings  will  be  redeveloped  as  moder- 
ate-income housing  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private 
enterprise  without  such  assistance  as  that  provided  by  the 
Massachusetts  Government  Land  Bank  Program  or  some 
other  public  loan  source(s). 

The  Committee  acknowledges  that  the  buildings  may 
well  have  been  developed  for  market  rate  rental  housing 
or  condominiums  without  public  financing  sources. 

Several  representatives  of  the  Allston-Brighton  Com- 
munity have  expressed  concern  about  the  "decadence" 
declaration  or  so-called  blight  findings  required  by  the 
Land  Bank  for  this  project.  Particular  concern  about  how 
such  a  declaration  of  blight  might  reflect  on  the  commu- 
nity as  a  whole  has  been  expressed.  The  Committee  re- 
ceived petitions  signed  by  approximately  150  people, 
predominantly  Allston-Brighton  residents,  which  read  as 
follows: 

"C.D.C.  wants  your  tax  dollars!  To  qualify  for  state 
funding,  several  buildings  must  be  declared  blighted 
and  we  protest  this  action!  I  am  a  concerned  member 
of  my  community  and  I  oppose  C.D.C.  implying  that 
this  area  is  decadent." 
The  Committee  notes  that  other  determinations  of  dec- 
adence or  blight  made  by  the  City  Council  do  not  appear 
to  have  stigmatized  other  neighborhoods  of  the  city  or 
I  other  areas  of  Allston-Brighton.  However,  because  of  the 
i  genuine  concern  of  residents  who  testified  or  signed  peti- 
tions on  the  issue,  the  Committee  redrafted  the  order  to 
1  make  it  clear  that  only  the  buildings  themselves  at  6,  10, 
ii  and  12  Carol  Avenue  are  included  in  the  declaration  of 
><  decadence  and  more  particularly,  the  systems,  roofs  and 
ii  interiors  of  the  buildings  rather  than  their  facades  or  out- 
I  ward  appearance,  were  the  basis  for  the  decadence  find- 
ing. 
>  Declaration  of  Support  for  the  Project 

In  addition  to  the  "declaration  of  decadence"  the  Land 


Bank  requires  the  local  authority  to  make  a  declaration  of 
support  for  the  rehabilitation  as  proposed. 

The  rehabilitation  project  proposed  by  the  Allston- 
Brighton  C.D.C.  is  an  ambitious  one.  The  C.D.C.  pur- 
chased the  buildings  in  1986  for  $1,757,500  and 
proposes  to  spend  approximately  $770,000  renovating 
the  buildings  and  converting  them  to  a  thirty-four  unit 
limited  equity  cooperative. 

Thirteen  of  the  proposed  cooperative  units  will  be  re- 
served for  low-income  families.  Eleven,  low-income  In- 
dochinese  families  currently  rent  units  in  the  buildings 
and  have  expressed  their  desire  to  remain  as  members  of 
the  cooperative.  Rent  subsidies  under  the  state  707  pro- 
gram will  limit  monthly  carrying  charges  for  low-income 
families  to  25  percent  of  their  incomes. 

Ten  units  will  be  reserved  for  moderate-income  fami- 
lies. Monthly  carry ng  charges  for  these  units  have  been 
set  to  represent  approximately  30  percent  of  a  moderate- 
income  family's  monthly  income. 

Eleven  market  rate  units  will  also  be  available. 

Shares  in  the  cooperative  will  cost  $6,500  to  $7,500, 
depending  on  unit  size.  Low-  or  moderate-income  fami- 
lies who  need  assistance  in  raising  the  share  cost  will  be 
eligible  to  apply  for  personal  loans  from  the  Boston  Com- 
munity Loan  Fund  or  the  M.H.F.  A. 

Total  acquisition  and  development  costs  for  the  project 
are  expected  to  be  $2,921,962.  Sources  of  funds  are  as 
follows: 

Land  Bank  (loan),  $1 ,290,688 
Neighborhood  Development  Loan  Fund 

(loan),  $526,000 
Captial  Bank  (loan),  $800,000 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 

Development  (grant),  $33,275 
Share  purchases,  $238,001 
Cash  flow  during  construction,  $34,000 

In  summary,  with  fairly  extensive  public  loan  sources 
the  project  has  the  potential  for  creating  valuable  afforda- 
ble homeownership,  opportunities  for  twenty-three,  low- 
and  moderate-income  families  while  preventing  the  po- 
tential displacement  of  eleven  low-income  Indochinese 
families.  The  limited  equity  feature  of  the  project  will  en- 
sure the  continued  affordability  of  the  units  with  succes- 
sive owners.  An  owner  occupancy  requirement  for  all  but 
a  small  percentage  of  these  units  will  be  a  stablizing  force 
in  a  community  in  which  the  pressure  to  rent  to  students  is 
intense. 

Despite  the  many  benefits  of  the  project,  neighborhood 
opposition  was  expressed  at  the  Committee's  hearing  and 
at  the  Land  Bank's  April  hearing  on  the  issue.  In  addition 
to  concerns  about  the  blight  or  decadence  declaration, 
discussed  above,  many  well-respected  representatives  of 
established  community  organizations  in  Allston  and 
Brighton  have  accused  the  C.D.C.  of  arrogance  and  un- 
responsiveness in  their  dealings  with  them  during  the  re- 
view of  this  project  and  in  the  past.  Neighborhood 
residents  also  objected  to  the  non-union  status  of  the  con- 
tractor for  this  project,  James  McFarland,  Inc.  The 
C.D.C.  maintains  that  it  got  no  bids  from  union  contrac- 
tors and  that  McFarland  is  paying  union-scale  wages  to  its 
workers  on  this  project. 

Allston  residents  expressed  concern  at  the  Land  Bank 
hearing  about  the  C.D.C.'s  failure  to  successfully  de- 
velop the  Washington-Allston  School  site.  The  C.D.C. 
has  since  been  redesignated  as  developer  of  that  site  by 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission. 

Other  neighborhood  residents  expressed  concerns 
about  the  lack  of  handicapped  access  to  the  redeveloped 
units  and  the  C.D.C.'s  lack  of  experience  in  managing  a 
project  of  this  size.  Some  residents  expressed  a  general 
preference  for  privately  developed  housing  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 
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Many  of  the  concerns  raised  by  community  representa- 
tives about  the  C.D.C  and  this  project,  particularly  those 
surrounding  issues  of  process,  have  been  taken  very  seri- 
ously by  the  Committee.  The  Committee  sincerely  urges 
the  C.D.C.  to  bridge  the  gap  that  has  widened  between  it 
and  representatives  of  the  community  organizations  who 
have  made  their  frustrations  clear.  Additionally,  the 
Committee  strongly  recommends  that  the  C.D.C.  pro- 
vide for  real  and  genuine  participation  by  community  res- 
idents on  the  tenant  selection  committee  for  this  project  to 
insure  that  the  maximum  benefit  for  long-term  Brighton 
residents  is  realized. 

The  Committee  recommends,  however,  that  the  reso- 
lution of  the  problem  between  the  community  and  the 
C.D.C.  be  sought  without  jeopardizing  the  opportunity 
for  low-  and  moderate-income  ownership  housing  that 
this  project  presents. 

For  these  reasons  the  Committee  recommends  as  fol- 
lows: 

Report  on  Docket  No .  0 1 34 ,  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  approving  application  to  the  Massachusetts  Gov- 
ernment Land  Bank  for  Housing  Development  at  6,  10, 
and  12  Carol  Avenue,  Allston-Brighton  (referred  No- 
vember 25,  1986)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  order 
in  the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  The  proposed  Carol  Avenue  Cooperative 
will  renovate  deteriorated  buildings  and  provide  needed, 
moderate-income  housing;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  must  make  a  declaration  of  support 
for  the  rehabilitation  as  proposed;  and  further  must  make 
a  certain  declaration  of  "decadence,"  as  defined  by  the 
Massachusetts  Government  Land  Bank  Regulations  con- 
cerning the  property  to  be  assisted  by  the  Massachusetts 
Government  Land  Bank;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  The  City  of  Boston  City  Council  approves  the 
redevelopment  plan  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Gov- 
ernment Land  Bank,  dated  April  15,  1987, and  that  the 
land  and  buildings  known  as  6,  10,  and  12  Carol  Avenue 
is  a  "decadent  area,"  as  defined  by  Massachusetts  Gov- 
ernment Land  Bank  Regulations,  which  is  detrimental  to 
the  welfare  and  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston  be- 
cause of  the  existence  of  buildings,  the  systems,  roofs  and 
interiors  of  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically  deterio- 
rated, obsolete  and  in  need  of  maintenance  or  repair,  and 
further,  that  because  of  the  business  and  economic  condi- 
tions existing  in  Boston  and  particularly  the  Allston- 
Brighton  area,  it  is  improbable  that  the  area  and  the 
building  will  be  redeveloped  as  moderate-income  hous- 
ing by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise,  with- 
out such  assistance  as  that  provided  by  the  Massachusetts 
Government  Land  Bank  Program. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  in  the  new  draft  was 
passed,  yeas  7,  nays  3:

Coun.  SCONDRAS,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Government  Finance  held  a  hearing 
pursuant  to  Docket  No.  0335,  at  the  request  of  Councillor 
Albert  L.  O'Neil,  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  if  any, 
allegations  made  by  the  Councillor  as  to  the  financing  of  a 
private  venture  by  one  Peter  Woloshuk,  to  wit,  the  ad- 
vancing of  the  Pope's  coming  visit  to  the  United  States 
was  financed  through  city  funds  inappropriately. 

Present  at  the  hearing  were  Sheriff  Robert  Rufo,  Mr. 
Paul  McGill,  General  Counsel  to  the  Sheriffs  Office  and 


Mr.  Thomas  Yotts,  Director  of  Budget  and  Personnel. 

The  Finance  Committee  felt  it  important  to  check  re- 
cords to  ascertain  whether  or  not  any  impropriety  could 
be  discovered,  given  the  serious  nature  of  the  allegations. 

The  attached  material  was  presented  to  the  Finance 
Committee  showing  that  the  time  spent  by  Mr.  Wo- 
loshuck  was  during  vacation  days  which  had  accumu- 
lated, as  explained  in  the  attached  statement  from  the 
Sheriffs  Office. 

(Annexed  hereto  is  the  documentation  referred  to.) 


Accordingly,  the  Committee  recommends  that  Docket 
No.  0335,  order  for  hearing  re  Peter  Woloshuk,  public 
relations  person  for  Suffolk  County  Sheriffs  Office  (re- 
ferred February  25)  be  placed  on  file.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  HEARING  TO  ASCER- 
TAIN WHAT  MEASURES  POLICE  DEPART- 
MENT HAS  TAKEN  OR  WILL  TAKE  RE 
INCREASE  IN  VIOLENT  ACTS  COMMITTED 
AGAINST  GAY  AND  LESBIAN  CITIZENS 

Coun.  YANCEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Safety  held  two  meetings, 
(April  9  and  May  4,  1987),  around  the  issues  of  gay  and 
lesbian  violence  within  the  city.  There  are  several  citizens 
that  give  testimony  of  alleged  harassment  by  police  offi- 
cers and  fire  fighters.  Testimony  involved  incidences  of 
name  calling,  discrimination,  violence  and  disrespect,  in 
general .  The  testimony  of  one  black  fire  fighter,  Robert 
lackson,  was  particularly  disturbing  in  that  the  alleged 
harassment  had  gone  on  for  eleven  years  and  seemed  to 
involve  both  fellow  fire  fighters  and  superior  officers. 

Fire  Commissioner  Leo  Stapleton ,  appearing  at  the  fol- 
low-up hearing,  expressed  dismay  at  the  fire  fighter's  al- 
legations of  "homophobic"  harassment.  He  stated  that 
the  fire  fighter  in  question  did  not  go  through  the  regular 
department  channels  so  there  were,  in  reality,  no  charges 
or  complaints  to  which  the  Fire  Department  could  re- 
spond. Fire  Department  Commissioner  Stapleton,  did, 
however,  say  that  he  had  met  with  Fire  Fighter  lackson 
twice  and  would  cooperate  with  any  investigations. 

Responding  to  the  charge  from  Councillor  Scondras 
who  stated  that  he  has  talked  privately  with  at  least  seven 
gay  fire  fighters  who  felt  too  terrorized  to  come  forward 
with  complaints  (and  has  even  tape-recorded  these  con- 
versations). Commissioner  Stapleton  replied  that  he 
wanted  to  hear  the  tapes  and  would  respond,  accordingly. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  that  the 
Boston  Human  Rights  Commission  play  a  much  greater 
rule  in  investigating  homophobic  complaints  and  dis- 
crimination. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  therefore,  recom- 
mends that  the  Boston  Human  Rights  Commission  con- 
duct an  investigation,  for  the  City  Council,  into  the 
alleged  harassment  of  gays  and  lesbians  by  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  and  the  Boston  Fire  Department. 

Accordingly,  the  Committee  recommends  that  its  pur- 
pose being  served  that  Docket  No.  0280,  order  that  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  hold  a  hearing  to  ascertain 
what  measures  the  Police  Department  has  taken  or  will 
take  to  prevent,  control,  and  stop  the  increase  in  violent 
acts  committed  against  gay  and  lesbian  citizens,  and  that 
certain  persons  be  invited  to  attend  (referred  February 
11)  be  placed  on  file. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  placed  on  file. 
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ORDER  THAT  HUMAN  RIGHTS  COMMISSION 
FURTHER  INVESTIGATE  ALLEGATIONS  OF 
FIRE  FIGHTER  ROBERT  JACKSON  RE  "HO- 
MOPHOBIC" DISCRIMINATION 

Coun.  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Human  Rights  Commission  further 
investigate  the  allegations  of  Fire  Fighter  Robert  Jackson 
regarding  "homophobic"  discrimination. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules,  yeas  7,  nays  2:

STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  MENINO 

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  do  so,  Council- 
lor Menino  stated  that  he  believed  Councillors  were  vot- 
ing for  the  order  just  to  have  something  positive  for  their 
political  brochures,  because  the  Human  Rights  Commis- 
sion ordinance  states  that  no  complaint  should  be  consid- 
ered unless  it  is  filed  with  the  Commission.

titudes.

Coun .  YANCEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Safety  held  a  public  hearing 

onThursdayevening,May7,  1987,  on  Docket  No.  0462, 

•  pertaining  to  the  opening  of  the  former  Police  District  5 

v  Station  in  Cleary  Square,  Hyde  Park,  as  a  full-service  sta- 

i  tion. 

About  thirty-five  persons,  including  Committee  Chair- 
l  person,  Councillor  Charles  C.  Yancey  and  Councillors 
I  Tierney,  Menino,  and  O'Neil,  attended  the  hearing.  Sev- 
eral community  residents  related  their  longstanding  con- 
cern for  the  re-opening  of  the  police  station  since  its 
closing  six  years  ago. 


Mary  Nee,  director  of  the  Office  of  Capital  Planning, 
gave  a  timetable  for  work  planned  for  the  structure.  She 
announced  that  Requests  for  Proposals  (RFPs)  would  go 
out  in  May.  Construction  is  expected  to  begin  in  June. 
Design  work  will  continue  this  summer  on  the  retrofitting 
of  the  twelve  presently  used  detention  cells  with  the  inclu- 
sion of  the  state  suicide  prevention  measures  built  in.  The 
cost  of  the  first  phase  of  the  renovation,  expected  to  be 
completed  in  January,  will  be  approximately  $1  million. 
The  second  and  final  phase,  the  total  upgrading  of  the 
facility,  is  expected  to  be  completed  at  the  end  of  1988. 
This  work  will  be  phased  to  accommodate  increasing 
manpower. 

In  summary,  the  pledge  for  the  re-opening  of  the  Hyde 
Park  Police  Station  was  publicly  given.  Mayor  Flynn  re- 
iterated this  pledge  the  following  weekend  at  the  site. 

Following  the  hearing,  Deputy  Superintendent 
Edward  Eger,  in  charge  of  Special  Operations  at  the  facil- 
ity, gave  residents  a  tour  of  the  structure  pointing  out  the 
scope  of  work  to  be  done.  A  major  challenge  will  be  the 
leaking  roof  and  a  plumbing  system  that  backs  up  in  times 
of  heavy  rain. 

Accordingly,  the  Committee  recommends  that  Docket 
No.  0462 ,  order  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  hold 
an  evening  hearing  in  Hyde  Park  to  determine  why  the 
administration  has  abandoned  its  plans  and  promise  to  re- 
open Station  5  as  a  full-service  neighborhood  police  sta- 
tion, and  certain  officials  be  required  to  attend  (referred 
March  25)  be  placed  on  file.

STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  O'NEIL 

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  do  so,  Council- 
lor O'Neil  stated  that  the  Mayor  had  gone  out  to  Hyde 
Park  accompanied  by  cameras,  ribbons,  et  cetera,  and 
made  promises  on  this  subject,  and  that  he  (Councillor 
O'Neil)  would  keep  after  him  on  the  subject  when  he  was 
at  the  hearing  on  Docket  No.  0124,  which  he  had  called 
from  Committee  on  Government  Finance  today. 


EMERGENCY  PREAMBLE 

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  will 
propose  that  an  area  of  Massachusetts  Square  be  declared 
"decadent"  in  order  to  qualify  for  funding  under  the 
Land  Bank  Assistance  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  deferred  action  of  this  order  will  serve  to 
the  detriment  of  the  redevelopment  project;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Ordered,  That  in  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  City 
Council,  this  emergency  preamble  is  adopted,  the  rules 
are  suspended  and  the  attached  communication  and  order 
of  the  Mayor  is  properly  before  the  Council.

Attached  is  a  proposed  City  Council  order  declaring 
that  the  City  Council  approves  the  redevelopment  plan 
for  Massachusetts  Square  Project  ("Project")  and  de- 
clares that  the  land  and  buildings  presently  known  as 
Massachusetts  Square  constitute  a  decadent  area. 

The  Project  is  located  in  the  South  End/Lower  Rox- 
bury  neighborhood  of  Boston  at  426-434  Massachusetts 
Avenue  and  569-573  Columbus  Avenue.  The  Project  con- 
sists of  the  renovation  of  four  brick  buildings  into  a  uni- 
fied commercial  and  retail  complex.  The  UDC  Real 
Property  Corporation  ("UDC")  will  renovate  the  prop- 
erty. 

The  most  significant  aspect  of  the  UDC  proposal  is  the 
anticipated  provision  of  retail  and  offices  spaces  at  a  cost 
affordable  within  the  range  of  existing  rents  in  the  project 
area.  The  availability  of  the  proposed  commercial  spaces 
at  below-market  rents  will  create  an  opportunity  for  small 
and  minority  businesses  to  remain  and/or  to  relocate  in 
the  South  End  district.  Also,  the  creation  of  construction 
and  permanent  employment  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
neighborhood. 

Financing  for  the  Project  will  be  obtained  from  equity 
participation,  private  lending  institutions,  and  Massa- 
chusetts Government  Land  Bank  ("Land  Bank").  Land 
Bank  assistance  will  be  in  the  amount  of  $1 ,000,000  in 
mortgage  financing  to  assist  in  the  acquisition  and  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Project.  The  Land  Bank  charter  legisla- 
tion, chapter  212  of  the  Acts  and  resolves  of 
Massachusetts  of  1975,  requires  that  "No  .  .  .  Redevel- 
opment Plan  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bank  .  .  .  unless 
such  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  municipality  .  .  . 
within  with  such  land  lies."  The  legislation  further  re- 
quires the  Land  Bank  and  the  municipality  in  which  the 
land  lies  to  make  a  declaration  that  such  land  is  a  deca- 
dent, substandard,  or  blighted  open  area. 

The  Redevelopment  Plan  which  has  been  submitted  for 
the  City  Council's  review  is  a  summary  of  the  rehabilita- 
tion, financial,  and  operational  plans  for  the  propose 
Project,  as  well  as  evidence  of  commitment  of  essential 
resources.  Attached  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  is  the 
Blight  Funding  composed  by  the  Land  Bank. 

I,  therefore,  urge  the  approval  of  the  attached  Council 
order  that  will  support  the  financing  of  the  Massachusetts 
Square  Project  with  assistance  from  the  Massachusetts 
Government  Land  Bank.

MEMORANDUM 

At  a  public  hearing  in  early  April,  the  Rental  Housing 
Association  of  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  pub- 
licly challenged  the  statistics  we  released  on  1986  condo- 
minium conversions.  The  statistics  in  question  were 
released  on  the  day  you  personally  testified  in  favor  of  the 
home  rule  legislation  enabling  the  City  of  Boston  to  regu- 
late the  conversion  of  rental  apartments  to  condomin- 
iums. 

We  succeeded  in  this  state  legislative  campaign.  Gov- 
ernor Dukakis  signed  the  bill  on  May  5, 1987,  addressing 
the  question  of  legislative  authority  raised  by  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court's  July  9,  1986,  decision  overturn- 
ing the  conversion  permit  law  we  enacted  in  December  of 

1985.  Since  that  time,  we  have  been  working  collabora- 
tively with  City  Councillor  Maura  Hennigan,  chair  of  the 
Housing  Committee,  and  other  councillors  in  pursuit  of 
proposals  which  might  win  your  support  as  well  as  the 
support  of  the  majority  of  the  City  Council. 

On  April  7,  my  staff  met  with  representatives  of  the 
Rental  Housing  Association  to  resolve  the  differences  in 
the  number  of  condominium  units  for  which  master  deeds 
were  filed  in  1986  and  1987.  We  went  through  both  lists, 
address  by  address,  to  determine  where  there  was  agree- 
ment and  where  there  was  disagreement.  My  staff  and 
Wayne  Stoddard  of  the  Rental  Housing  Association  then 
checked  each  address.  My  staff  has  completed  its  review 
and  has  identified  book  and  page  numbers  and  dates  for 
each  of  the  addresses.  We  have  repeatedly  asked  the 
Rental  Housing  Association  for  the  results  of  their  re- 
view, and  are  told  that  it  is  not  completed.  However,  the 
early  phase  of  our  review  with  Mr.  Stoddard  assured  us 
that  we  were  all  looking  at  the  same  data. 

As  a  result  of  this  process,  I  am  confident  of  the  data  I 
am  submitting  to  you.  The  results  of  our  review  clearly 
show  that  the  city's  numbers  were  correct  and  that  the 
Rental  Housing  Association  significantly  understated  the 
number  of  units  for  which  master  deeds  were  filed  in 

1986.  With  respect  to  master  deeds  filed  during  1987,  the 
numbers  supplied  by  the  association  were  an  even  greater 
understatement. 

Let  me  summarize  the  discrepancies.  In  1986,  the  city 
identified  4,622  units  for  which  deeds  were  filed  while 
the  association  identified  3,405  —  or  1,217  less. 

As  the  attached  table  shows,  our  review  identified  a 
total  of  4,664  units  for  which  master  deeds  were  filed  in 
1986.  Again,  this  total  reflects  a  process  in  which  each 


and  every  address  was  checked  and  verified.  There  were 
a  large  number  of  addresses  that  the  Rental  Housing  As- 
sociation did  not  count  for  which  master  deeds  were  in 
fact  filed.  In  addition,  the  RHA  staff  identified  certain 
addresses  that  we  had  not  accounted  for  in  our  original 
report.  This  accounts  for  the  increase  from  4,622  to 
4,664. 

The  Rental  Housing  Association  raised  an  additional 
point  that  not  all  master  deed  filings  for  condominiums 
reflects  a  loss  of  existing  rental  housing.  Some  units  were 
newly  created  housing,  either  through  new  construction, 
conversion  of  nonresidential  properties  into  housing,  or 
rehab  of  vacant  housing.  We  noted  these  categories  in  our 
initial  report.  Our  findings  are  that: 

•  A  total  of  4,664  condominium  units  were  filed  as 
master  deeds  in  1986. 

•  Of  those,  644  were  newly  created  units  and  4,020 
represented  conversions  of  existing  housing  into 
condominiums. 

The  Rental  Housing  Association  also  made  a  distinc- 
tion between  units  that  are  regulated  by  the  Rent  Equity 
Board  and  those  that  are  not.  As  a  result  of  this  distinc- 
tion, the  association  concluded  that  "The  conversion  of 
rental  units  to  condominium  units  from  the  city's  apart- 
ment building  and  roominghouse  stock  accounted  for 
only  1,982  of  the  units  created  in  1986.  This  figure  is 
substantially  less  than  the  miscalculated  total  of  4,626 
units  being  disseminated  by  proponents  of  the  ordi- 
nance." The  results  of  our  review  were  substantially  dif- 
ferent. 

•  Master  deeds  were  filed  in  1986  for  2,955  units  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rent  Equity  Board.  An  ad- 
ditional 418  units  were  in  buildings  that  were  not 
registered  with  the  Rent  Equity  Board  but  may  be 
under  its  jurisdiction.  (The  Rent  Equity  Board  is 
looking  into  the  status  of  these  buildings.) 

•  While  conversions  of  rental  housing  units  that  are 
not  under  Rent  Equity  Board  jurisdiction  are  not 
likely  to  be  affected  by  new  legislation,  they  do  rep- 
resent a  loss  of  existing  rental  housing  —  there  were 
a  total  of  647  units  that  represented  a  conversion 
from  rental  housing  that  is  not  regulated  by  the  Rent 
Equity  Board. 

With  respect  to  1986,  it  is  our  firm  conviction  that  the 
Rental  Housing  Association  numbers  were  inaccurate 
and  significantly  understated  the  impact  of  condominium 
conversions  on  the  loss  of  rental  housing  in  Boston. 

With  respect  to  1987,  the  discrepancy  is  even  greater. 
In  their  letter  to  City  Council  President  Bruce  Boiling 
dated  April  2.  1987,  the  association  made  the  following 
assertion: 

"Activity  in  1986  indicates  a  continuing  decline  in 
conversion  activity.  January  and  February  of  1987 
Registry  data  indicate  the  creation  of  fewer  than  150 
units.  This  level  of  master  deed  activity,  if  projected 
forward  on  an  annual  basis,  would  mean  the  creation 
of  only  900  units  in  1987." 
Our  research  suggests  a  fundamentally  different  trend. 

•  By  the  end  of  February,  1987,  master  deeds  were 
filed  for  a  total  of  634  condominium  units  —  more 
than  four  times  as  many  as  reported  by  the  associa- 
tion. 

•  Between  January  1  and  May  21 ,  1987,  master  deeds 
were  filed  for  2,608  condominium  units  —  almost 
three  times  as  many  as  the  association  projected  for 
the  entire  year. 

•  If  this  level  of  master  deed  activity  is  projected  for- 
ward on  an  annual  basis,  6,751  units  would  be  cre- 
ated in  1987  —  more  than  six  times  as  many  as  pro- 
jected by  the  Rental  Housing  Association. 

•  If  this  level  of  master  deed  activity  continues  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year,  there  would  be  2,087  more 
units  created  in  1987  than  in  1986  and  the  rate  of

condominium  creation  would  be  45  percent  higher 
this  year  than  it  was  last  year. 
Instead  of  the  "continuing  decline  in  conversion  activ- 
ity" claimed  by  the  Rental  Housing  Association,  master 
deed  filings  to  date  show  a  significant  increase  in  the 
number  of  condominium  units  being  created. 

The  attached  neighborhood  breakdown  of  1987  master 
deed  filings  portrays  conversion  activity  as  of  May  21, 
1987. 

•  Master  deeds  were  filed  for  a  total  of  2,608  units. 

•  Of  those  2,090  were  conversions  from  existing 
rental  housing  and  518  were  newly  created  units. 

We  submit  this  information  so  that  any  proposed  ordi- 
nances regarding  this  issue  can  be  reviewed  by  you  and 
the  City  Council  with  a  thorough  factual  understanding  of 
the  scope  and  extent  of  the  conversion  of  existing  rental 
housing  into  condominiums.

REQUESTING  INVESTIGATION  OF  POTENTIAL 
HEALTH  RISKS  RE  CREOSOTE  EMISSIONS  IN 
WATER  NEAR  CHARLESTOWN  NAVY  YARD 
PIERS 

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Creosote,  a  toxic  substance  widely  used  to 
preserve  wood  was  used  in  the  pilings  of  the  National 
Park  Service's  Pier  Two  in  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard; 
and 

Whereas,  Creosote  is  being  emitted  from  the  pilings 
into  the  harbor;  and 

Whereas,  Although  a  boom  has  been  placed  in  the  wa- 
ter near  the  pier  to  contain  and  absorb  creosote  runoff 
from  the  pilings,  it  is  not  clear  how  much  creosote  re- 
mains in  the  harbor  waters  around  the  Park  Service  piers; 
and 

Whereas,  Creosote  is  a  toxic  substance  known  to  cause 
a  wide  range  of  health  problems  in  workers  exposed  to  it, 
ranging  from  skin  irritation  to  nerve  damage  and  cancer; 
and 


Whereas,  There  may  be  associated  health  risks  with 
periodic  exposure  to  creosote  in  diluted  forms;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  intends  to  sponsor  a  boating  pro- 
gram from  Pier  Four  in  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard,  a 
short  distance  from  the  Pier  that  is  emitting  creosote;  and 

Whereas,  Potential  health  risks  from  the  creosote 
emissions  should  be  investigated  and  ruled  out  before 
boating  program  staff  and  young  participants  are  permit- 
ted to  use  the  water  around  the  National  Park  Service 
piers;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 
consult  with  city,  state  and  federal  environmental  health 
agencies  to  determine  the  level  of  creosote  in  the  waters 
that  will  be  used  during  the  summer  boating  program  and 
to  determine  if  there  are  any  health  risks  to  program  staff 
and  the  young  participants  before  the  program  is  com- 
menced; and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  Committee  on  Envi- 
ronment conduct  a  public  hearing  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  boating  program  at  the  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard  Pier  to  review  the  results  of  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Commission's  investigation.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  C.B.C.  ORDINANCE  9 
BY  ADDING  NEW  SECTION  RE  CLEANING  OF 
VACANT  LOTS

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 

An  Ordinance. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinance  9  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  section  408  the  following  new 
sections: 
Section  409.  Cleaning  of  Vacant  Lots. 

The  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  shall  es- 
tablish within  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  a  di- 
vision responsible  for  enforcing  the  cleanup  of  vacant 
lots,  public  or  privately  owned,  whose  conditions  are  de- 
termined to  be  in  violation  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  or 
create  public  safety  hazards. 

Every  complaint  from  citizens  or  a  government  agency 
shall  be  investigated  by  the  division  to  ascertain  whether  a 
violation  exists.  An  investigator  assigned  to  the  enforce- 
ment division  shall  on  his  own  initiative  record  violations 
coming  to  his  attention. 

The  commissioner  shall  notify  the  owner  of  a  parcel 
found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  sanitary  code  or  constitut- 
ing a  public  safety  hazard  at  the  address  listed  in  the  As- 
sessing Department  records. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  "owner"  means 
every  person  who  alone  or  severally  with  others  (a)  has 
legal  title  to  any  parcel  of  land  vacant  or  otherwise ;  or  (b) 
has  care,  charge  or  control  of  any  parcel  of  land,  vacant 
or  otherwise,  in  any  capacity  including  but  not  limited  to 
agent,  executor,  executrix,  administrator,  administra- 
trix, trustee  or  guardian  of  the  estate  of  the  holder  of  legal 
title;  or  (c)  mortgagee  in  possession;  or  (4)  agent,  trustee 
or  other  person  appointed  by  the  courts. 
Notices  shall  be  served  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  personally,  by  any  person  authorized  to  serve  civil 
process;  or  (b)  by  sending  the  owner  a  copy  of  the  notice 
by  registered  or  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested; 
or  (c)  if  the  last  and  usual  place  of  abode  is  unknown,  by 
posting  a  copy  of  the  order  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  or 
about  the  premises  and  by  advertising  it  for  at  least  three 
out  of  five  consecutive  days  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  within  the  City  of  Boston. 
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Notices  shall  state  that  failure  to  correct  the  condition 
shall  be  cause  for  the  commissioner  to  have  the  lot 
cleaned  by  a  private  agency,  organization  or  city  agency, 
with  cost  of  the  service  placed  as  a  lien  on  the  property  in 
accordance  with  City  of  Boston  Code  Statute  14,  section 
171 .  A  copy  of  this  statute  shall  be  included  in  the  notice. 
Section  410.  Engagement  of  Cleaning  Service. 

The  Commissioner  shall  compile  a  listing  or  organiza- 
tions or  businesses  available  to  clean  vacant  lots.  The 
commissioner  shall  take  steps  to  place  minority  or 
women-operated  firms  on  the  list.  Work  assignments  will 
be  awarded  on  a  rotated  basis.  For  purposes  of  conven- 
ience, adjacent  lots  or  those  within  1 ,000  feet  of  another 
may  be  awarded  to  one  firm.  Every  firm  or  organization 
participating  shall  show  evidence  of  liability  coverage 
against  both  injury  and  workmen's  compensation,  and 
clearly  stipulating  that  no  liability  shall  be  incurred  on  the 
part  of  the  private  lot  owner  or  the  city.  The  commis- 
sioner or  his  designee  shall  determine  the  cost  of  lot  clear- 
ance before  awarding  the  job. 

As  soon  as  feasible  after  payment  for  the  cleaning  serv- 
ice, the  commissioner  shall  forward  to  the  corporation 
counsel  a  record  of  charges,  requesting  he  file  a  lien  in  the 
amount  documented  against  the  parcel  of  land  in  the  Suf- 
folk Registry  of  Deeds.  A  copy  of  the  lien  attachment 
shall  be  sent  to  the  owner  of  the  vacant  lot  by  the  commis- 
sioner as  evidence  of  the  commissioner's  action. 

Section  411.  Record  Keeping. 

The  division  shall  compile  a  "current  list"  updated 
monthly  noting  by  ward  and  street  address  and  owner 
each  vacant  parcel  which  has  been  determined  to  be  in 
violation  of  this  ordinance.  Whenever  a  violation  has 
been  corrected,  the  notation  shall  be  dropped  from  the 
current  listing,  but  a  record  of  dates  of  violation  and  cor- 
rection shall  be  transferred  to  a  "permanent  record"  to  be 
maintained  by  the  division.  Whenever  a  parcel  has  in- 
curred four  or  more  separate  violations  within  a  twelve- 
month period,  the  commissioner  may  request  a  meeting 
with  the  parcel  owner  or  his  agent  to  determine  the  cause 
for  repeated  violations.  The  commissioner  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  instruct  the  owner  to  take  necessary  preven- 
tive or  security  measures .  The  commissioner  shall  also  be 
authorized  to  petition  the  Housing  Court  in  event  such 
measures  are  not  taken. 
Section  412.  Penalties. 

The  commissioner  or  his  inspectors  may  bring  charges 
against  any  individual  who  is  not  the  owner  of  a  vacant  lot 
found  depositing  more  than  50  pounds  of  any  substance 
without  permission.  In  event  the  violator  is  under  age 
fourteen,  the  commissioner  or  his  designees  may  notify 
parents  or  guardians  and  request  a  meeting.  If  the  request 
is  ignored,  the  commissioner  may  file  a  charge  in  Boston 
Housing  Court  to  summons  child  and  parents  into  court. 
In  the  case  of  other  violators,  the  commissioner  may,  at 
his  discretion,  request  a  meeting  or  file  charges  in  Boston 
Housing  Court.  In  lieu  of  legal  suit,  the  commissioner 
may  accept  a  willingness  of  the  violator  to  perform  volun- 
tarily a  cleanup  of  the  lot. 
Section  413.  Pilot  Program. 

The  commissioner  shall  oversee  a  pilot  program  in- 
volving lots  in  the  area  bounded  by:  Warren  Street, 
Quincy  Street,  Columbia  Road,  East  Cottage  Street, 
Norfolk  Avenue,  Magazine  Street,  and  Dudley  Street. 
The  commissioner  shall  designate  a  representative  group 
of  residents,  including  homeowners,  and  business  own- 
ers from  the  district  to  work  with  the  division  on  identify- 
ing and  cleaning  of  vacant  lots. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  representative  group,  the 
commissioner  shall  compile  a  list  of  all  lots  which  may  be 
in  violation  of  the  state  sanitary  code  or  which  have  con- 
ditions posing  safety  hazards. 

Notices  requesting  cleanup  as  a  neighborhood  im- 
provement shall  be  sent  to  all  owners  of  vacant  lots  on  the 


list.  Owners  shall  be  given  three  weeks  from  the  date  of 
the  notice  to  correct  violations.  The  commissioner  shall 
state  that  he  will  act  under  the  provisions  of  CBC  ST.  14  s. 
171 ,  authorizing  cleanup  by  an  outside  firm  or  organiza- 
tion and  he  shall  include  a  copy  of  the  statute  in  the  notice. 
Section  414.  Cleaning  of  Lots  in  Pilot  Area. 

When  the  commissioner  finds  it  necessary  to  engage  a 
firm  or  organization  to  clean  a  lot  for  health  or  safety  rea- 
sons, he  may  give  preference  to  individuals  residing 
within  the  pilot  area  described  in  s.  412.  The  representa- 
tive group  established  to  assist  the  division  may  be  asked 
to  supply  personnel  for  the  cleanup  of  lots.  The  group, 
however,  shall  arrange  for  coverage  of  liability  insur- 
ance, which  shall  specify  that  no  liability  shall  be  placed 
on  the  owner  of  the  vacant  lot  or  the  city  in  the  event  of 
injury. 
Section  415.  Funding. 

An  appropriation  not  to  exceed  $100,000  per  year  may 
be  requested  by  the  mayor  for  the  pilot  program.  In  addi- 
tion, grants  received  from  appropriate  sources  may  be 
used  to  supplement  the  cleaning  program.  Revenue  re- 
ceived as  payment  to  release  liens  shall  be  deposited  into  a 
revolving  fund. 
Section  416.  Sunset  Provision. 

The  Roxbury-Dorchester  Vacant  Lot  Cleaning  Pilot 
Project  shall  terminate  after  five  years,  June  30,  1992.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  POSITION  OF 
MUNICIPAL  AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION  OFFICER 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Position  of 

Municipal  Affirmative  Action  Officer. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Declaration  of  Policy. 

The  City  of  Boston  presently  has  a  racially  and  ethni- 
cally diverse  population.  However,  this  population  diver- 
sity is  not  proportionately  reflected  within  all  levels  of  the 
city 's  employment  profile ,  nor  in  the  profile  of  businesses 
securing  contracts  with  the  city.  The  city 's  administration 
should  ensure  that  this  diverse  population  is  reflected  in 
its  employment  profile  and  in  its  procurement  system. 
The  city  should  also  utilize  its  power  and  influence  to  per- 
suade the  private  business  sector  to  reflect  this  minority 
population  among  its  employees.  Furthermore,  women 
and  minorities  have  established  innumerable  businesses 
which  have  not  received  a  fair  share  of  the  millions  of 
dollars  that  the  city  contracts  out  for  goods,  services,  and 
construction.  There  must  be  a  concerted  effort  to  ensure 
women  and  minority  businesses  a  greater  share  of  city 
contracts.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  nondiscrimination 
and  equal  opportunity  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  all  of  its  decisions,  programs  and  activities.  To 
that  end,  each  executive  officer  serving  under  the  Mayor, 
and  all  city  employees  shall  rigorously  take  affirmative 
steps  to  ensure  equality  of  opportunity  in  the  internal  af- 
fairs of  city  government,  as  well  as  in  their  relations  with 
the  public,  including  those  persons  and  organizations  do- 
ing business  with  the  city.  Each  agency,  in  discharging  its 
statutory  responsibilities,  shall  consider  the  likely  effects 
which  its  decisions,  programs  and  activities  shall  have  in 
meeting  the  goal  of  equality  of  opportunity.  Affirmative 
action  requires  more  than  vigilance  in  the  elimination  of 
discriminatory  barriers  to  employment  on  the  grounds  of 
race,  color,  religion,  creed,  ancestry,  national  origin, 
age,  sex,  sexual  orientation  and  handicap.  It  requires  pos- 
itive and  aggressive  measures  to  ensure  equal  opportu- 
nity in  the  areas  of  hiring,  promotion,  demotion  or 
transfer,  recruitment,  layoff  or  termination,  rate  of  com- 
pensation, inservice  or  apprenticeship  training  pro- 
grams, and  all  terms  and  conditions  of  employment. 
Affirmative  action  shall  include  efforts  required  to  rem- 
edy all  unfair  employment  practices,  and  any  action  nec- 
essary to  guarantee  equal  employment  opportunity  and 
access  to  city  contracts  for  all  people. 

Section  2.  Definitions. 

As  used  hereinafter: 

1 .  The  term  "Agency"  shall  mean  the  unit  of  govern- 
ment, within  the  structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  is 
responsible  for  the  application,  administration  and  exe- 
cution of  the  policy  defined  in  section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  The  term  "City"  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

3.  The  term  "MAAO"  means  the  Municipal  Affirma- 
tive Action  Officer. 

4.  The  term  "Minority"  means  a  person  who  is  Black, 
Hispanic,  Asian,  Native  American  or  Cape  Verdean. 

5.  The  term  "Minority  Business"  means  any  sole  pro- 
prietorship, partnership,  or  corporation  owned,  oper- 
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ated,  and  controlled  by  minority  group  members  who 
possess  at  least  51  percent  ownership.  The  minority 
group  member(s)  must  have  operational  and  managerial 
control,  interest  in  capital,  and  earnings  commensurate 
with  the  percentage  of  minority  ownership.  The  MAAO 
may  seek  assistance  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Office 
of  Minority  Business  Assistance  to  determine  appropri- 
ate qualifications,  and  qualified  businesses. 

6.  The  term  "WMBE"  means  Women  and  Minority 
Business  Enterprise, 

7.  The  term  "Women's  Business"  means  a  sole  pro- 
prietorship, partnership  or  corporation  owned,  operated, 
and  controlled  by  women  who  possess  at  least  5 1  percent 
ownership.  The  women  must  have  operational  and  mana- 
gerial control,  interest  in  capital,  and  earnings  commen- 
surate with  the  percentage  of  women  ownership. 

Section  3. 

There  is  hereby  established  within  the  Mayor's  Office  a 
position  known  as  Municipal  Affirmative  Action  Offi- 
cer; said  position  to  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 
following  the  next  biennial  election  who  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  law.  The 
Mayor  shall  appoint  the  MAAO  within  sixty  days  of  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance. 

The  Municipal  Affirmative  Action  Officer  shall  be  the 
chief  Affirmative  Action  Officer  for  internal  employ- 
ment for  the  city  and  shall  have  oversight  of  the  city's 
policy  of  nondiscrimination,  equal  opportunity,  and  af- 
firmative action. 

The  Municipal  Affirmative  Action  Officer  shall: 

1 )  Recommend  appropriate  standards  and  procedures 
governing  the  preparation,  submission,  and  review  of  af- 
firmative action  plans  by  all  agencies. 

2)  Give  final  approval  or  disapproval  of  all  affirmative 
action  plans  prepared  by  such  agencies  and  appointing 
authorities  as  submitted  by  all  city  agencies,  departments 
and  commissions. 

3)  Conduct  an  ongoing  review  of  affirmative  action 
plans  and  their  implementation  to  assure  that  they  comply 
with  such  plans  and  the  intent  of  this  ordinance. 

4)  Establish  a  uniform  grievance  procedure  which 
shall  be  available  to  any  person  subject  to  this  ordinance, 
including  applicants,  as  well  as  employees,  to  determine 
any  and  all  issues  arising  from  this  ordinance  and  related 
to  affirmative  action  plans. 

5)  Report  from  time  to  time,  but  at  least  every  three 
months,  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  on  the  pro- 
gress being  made  by  the  agencies  in  administering  their 
affirmative  action  plans.  The  MAAO  shall  submit  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  with  details 
and  figures  documenting,  by  agency  and  department, 
progress  made  toward  realizing  this  ordinance's  goals. 
The  report  shall  include  an  identification  of  problems  and 
specific  recommendations  for  increasing  the  city's  per- 
formance. 

6)  Ensure  that  the  city 's  personnel  system  is  operated 
in  ways  which  provide  assistance  to  appointing  authori- 
ties in  meeting  the  affirmative  action  goals. 

7)  Require  departmental  Affirmative  Action  Officers 
to  submit  information  on  the  status  of  their  affirmative 
action  plans  on  at  least  a  quarterly  basis,  and  whenever 
the  MAAO  deems  necessary. 

Section  4. 

The  MAAO  shall  also  monitor  the  implementation  of 
the  Boston  Jobs  Residency  Program  and  develop  a 
Women  and  Minority  Business  Enterprise  Procurement 
plan  to  increase  the  number  of  women  and  minority  busi- 
nesses securing  contracts  with  the  city.  The  city-wide  an- 
nual goal  for  the  procurement  plan  shall  be  not  less  than 
15  percent  for  minority  business  enterprises  and  not  less 
than  10  percent  for  women  business  enterprises. 


Each  agency  shall  designate  a  senior  staff  person,  who 
shall  report  directly  to  the  MAAO  and  who  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  coordinating  the  development  and  imple- 
mentation of  the  WMBE  Procurement  Plan  within  its 
respective  agency. 

Each  plan  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  fol- 
lowing: 

A)  By  category  (supplies  and  equipment,  services  and 
construction),  a  statement  of  the  estimated  total  procure- 
ment dollars  to  be  spent  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  the 
amount  spent  with  WMBEs  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year,  the  amount  projected  to  be  spent  with  WMBEs  dur- 
ing the  current  fiscal  year,  and  the  amount  projected  to  be 
spent  with  WMBEs  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

B)  A  description  of  the  methods,  procedures  and  pro- 
grams to  be  implemented  in  order  to  be  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  program  initia- 
tives may  include  but  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

1 .  targeting  some  bid  invitations  to  WMBEs. 

2.  promoting  joint  ventures  between  WMBEs  and 
non-  WMBEs. 

3 .  requiring  prime  contractors  to  subcontract  a  min- 
imum amount  of  work  on  projects  to  WMBEs. 

4.  designating  WMBEs  as  preferred  vendors  when 
submitting  requests  to  the  purchasing  agent. 

5.  dividing  large  contracts  into  smaller  units  to  af- 
ford opportunities  for  WMBEs,  where  legally  permis- 
sible. 

C)  A  plan  for  requiring  each  contractor  who  is  granted 
a  city  contract,  for  supplies  and  equipment,  services  and 
construction,  to  submit  to  the  contracting  agency  an  af- 
firmative action  plan  that  includes  the  purchase  of  sup- 
plies, equipment  and  services  from  WMBEs  as  well  as  its 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
Boston  Jobs  Residency  Ordinance. 

Section  5 . 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Code,  ordinance  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

ORDINANCE  PROMOTING  WOMEN  AND  MINOR- 
ITY-OWNED BUSINESS  ENTERPRISES  IN  CITY 
OF  BOSTON

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 

An  Ordinance  Promoting  Women  and 

Minority-Owned  Business  Enterprises 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Findings  and  Purpose. 

It  is  hereby  found  that  as  a  result  of  past  societal  dis- 
crimination, the  City  of  Boston's  contracting  system,  dif- 
ficulties in  obtaining  credit,  financing  and  bonding  from 
the  private  sector,  minority  and  women-owned  busi- 
nesses have  been  woefully  underrepresented  among  busi- 
nesses awarded  contracts  with  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
inability  of  minority  and  women  businesses  to  secure 
contracts  with  the  city  has  also  contributed  to  the  lack  of  a 
viable  minority  and  women-owned  business  sector  in 
Boston's  private  economy.  Therefore,  in  order  to  ensure 
the  full  participation  of  women  and  minority -owned  busi- 
nesses as  competitive  vendors  in  the  city's  contractual 
system,  this  ordinance  is  necessary  to  ameliorate  the  con- 
tinuing impacts  of  past  discrimination  and  current  eco- 
nomic policies. 

The  purpose  of  this  legislation  is  to  promote  the  full  and 
equitable  participation  of  minority  and  women-owned 
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businesses  in  provision  of  goods  and  services  to  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  goal  is  to  achieve  a  minimum  of  1 5  percent 
for  minority-owned  businesses  and  10  percent  for 
women-owned  businesses  in  the  annual  procurement  of 
goods  and  services  for  the  city. 

In  accompanying  legislation,  to  fully  support  this  ordi- 
nance, the  position  of  Municipal  Affirmative  Action  Of- 
ficer is  created  to  oversee  the  full  implementation  of  this 
policy  and  to  ensure  the  full  participation  of  the  directors 
within  all  agencies  where  authority  to  contract  for  serv- 
ices or  goods  on  behalf  of  the  city  exists. 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

"City,"  the  City  of  Boston 

"City  Agencies  and  Departments,"  those  departments 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Mayor  or  persons  appointed 
by  him. 

"MBE,"  a  Minority  Business  Enterprise,  is  one  that  is 
owned,  operated,  and  controlled  by  one  or  more  minority 
persons.  Such  persons  must  own  at  least  51  percent  ofthe 
voting  stock  or  proprietary  interest  in  any  corporation, 
partnership  or  sole  proprietorship.  In  the  case  of  a  joint 
venture,  the  minority  business  enterprise  must  have  a 
controlling  interest  in  the  joint  venture  in  order  to  have 
such  participation  qualify  toward  meeting  the  require- 
ments of  this  ordinance. 

"Minority  Person,"  an  individual  who  is  Black  Ameri- 
can, Hispanic  American,  Cape  Verdean,  Asian  Pacific 
American,  American  Indian. 

"Minority  Business  Enterprise,"  any  sole  proprietor- 
ship, partnership,  or  corporation  owned,  operated,  and 
controlled  by  minority  group  members  who  possess  at 
least  51  percent  ownership.  The  minority  group  mem- 
ber(s)  must  have  operational  and  managerial  control,  in- 
terest in  capital,  and  earnings  commensurate  with  the 
percentage  of  minority  ownership. 

"Women's  Business  Enterprise,"  a  sole  proprietor- 
ship, partnership,  or  corporation  owned,  operated,  and 
controlled  by  women  who  possess  at  least  51  percent 
ownership.  The  women  must  must  operational  and  mana- 
gerial control,  interest  in  capital,  and  earnings  commen- 
surate with  the  percentage  of  women  ownership. 
Section  3.  Minority  and  Women  Percentage  Require- 
ment. 

The  primary  goal  and  objective  of  this  ordinance  is  that 
at  least  15  percent  ofthe  value  of  all  construction  con- 
tracts, goods  and  services  procured  by  the  city  be  ob- 
tained from  minority  business  enterprises ,  and  1 0  percent 
of  all  such  contractual  services  be  obtained  from  wom- 
en's business  enterprises.  The  objective  shall  also  be  to 
encourage  the  growth  and  development  of  local  women 
and  minority-owned  businesses  by  utilizing  state-  and 
city-based  businesses  to  the  maximum  extent  possible. 

This  policy  specifically  includes  all  monies  expended 
through  the  capital  budget,  operating  budget  and  all  fed- 
erally funded  projects  and  programs.  Where  federal  reg- 
ulations require  a  percentage  greater  than  that  specified 
in  this  ordinance,  such  higher  percentages  shall  govern 
such  programs. 

All  city  departments  shall  make  every  effort  to  expend 

a  minimum  of  15  percent  of  their  total  expenditures  for 

the  fiscal  year  for  construction,  goods  and  professional 

services  with  qualified  minority  business  enterprises  and 

10  percent  with  qualified  women's  business  enterprises 

i    either  through  contracts  awarded  by  the  individual 

I   agency  or  department  or  through  Administrative  Serv- 

i    ices  acting  on  the  behalf  of  such  agency  or  department. 

Section  4.  Minority  Business  Office. 

The  Mayor's  Minority  Business  Office,  as  well  as  the 
1  Minority  Business  Task  Force  within  the  Department  of 
Purchasing,  will  assist  city  departments  in  locating  quali- 
fied minority  vendors  through  extensive  outreach  liaison 
with  appropriate  minority  organizations  and  develop- 
ment of  a  listing  of  minority  vendors  which  will  be  pub- 
lished on  a  regular  basis. 


These  offices  will  also  provide  technical  assistance  to 
both  the  city  departments  and  to  the  minority  business 
enterprises  where  appropriate.  A  centralized  information 
service  shall  be  established  for  monitoring  the  progress 
or  lack  of  progress,  reporting  to  the  office  of  the  Mayor 
and  making  recommendations  for  corrective  action. 
Section  5.  Policy  Implementation. 

The  Director  of  Administrative  Services  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Law  Department,  Purchasing  Department, 
and  Office  of  Contract  Compliance  and  the  Municipal 
Affirmative  Action  Officer  shall  be  responsible  for  de- 
veloping written  procedures  governing  the  implementa- 
tion of  this  ordinance.  Copies  of  this  order  shall 
accompany  such  written  procedures  and  be  disseminated 
to  all  city  staff  charged  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  pro- 
curement process.  All  necessary  training  and  orientation 
shall  be  provided  to  supplement  staff  understanding  of 
these  measures. 

All  directors  of  city  departments  and  agencies  shall  en- 
sure the  fullest  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  systems 
and  procedures  which  ensure  implementation  and  en- 
forcement of  this  ordinance. 
Section  6.  Publication. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinance,  Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

Coun.  HENNIGAN,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0491,  ordinance  creating  a 
forty-five  day  moratorium  on  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive eviction  notices  to  low-  or  moderate-income  tenants 
(referred  March  25)  —  recommending  that  the  ordinance 
be  placed  on  file  and  that  the  attached  ordinance  be  substi- 
tuted for  it.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 

An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Evictions 

from  Rent  Controlled  and  Decontrolled 

Housing  Units  for  Purposes 

of  Condominium  and  Cooperative  Conversion. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Eviction  for  the  purpose  of  converting  rental 
units  into  condominiums  and  cooperatives  has  resulted  in 
fewer  affordable  rental  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent;  and 

Whereas,  Condominium  and  cooperative  conversions 
have  resulted  in  increases  in  rent,  displacement  of  tenants 
and  loss  of  rental  housing  stock;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  shortage  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  lodging  and  rooming  houses,  evictions  due  to 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversions  have  resulted 
in  hardship  for  displaced  tenants;  and 

Whereas ,  The  problems  caused  by  evictions  for  condo- 
minium and  cooperative  conversion  of  housing  accom- 
modations in  lodging  and  rooming  houses  are 
exacerbated  by  evictions  for  conversion  of  lodging  and 
rooming  houses  containing  100  units  mor  more;  now, 
therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  invested  in  it  by  law,  includ- 
ing without  limitation,  Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article 
7  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the 
Acts  of  197 1 ,  and  by  chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  be  it

C.  Deleting  in  section  l(q)  the  words  "ninety  per- 
cent" and  inserting  in  its  place  the  words:  one  hun- 
dred percent. 

Section  2.  Rent  Grievances.  Section  6  of  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  deleting  in  the  second  sentence  the  words:

Recovery  of  possession  in 
order  to  convert  an  apartment  into  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  shall  not  be  a  valid  reason  to  recover 
possession  of  a  controlled  unit. 
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Section  4.  Notice  and  Purchase  Rights.  Section  10  of

The  tenant  may  exercise  the  first  refusal  right  within 
ninety  days  from  its  receipt  or  delivery  to  the  tenant's 
housing  accommodation  (whichever  is  earlier)  by  exe- 
cuting the  same,  pay  any  required  deposit  and  return 
the  same  to  the  landlord.  Failure  by  the  tenant  to  exer- 
cise the  first  refusal  right  shall  permit  the  landlord  to 
sell  the  unit  to  third  parties  and  this  first  refusal  right 
shall  be  forever  extinguished,  provided,  however,  that 
if  the  landlord  does  not  then  sell  to  third  parties  but 
seeks  thereafter  to  sell  at  substantially  more  favorable 
terms  than  were  offered  to  the  tenant,  the  landlord  must 
re-offer  the  unit  to  the  tenant  upon  the  procedu  re  set  out 
above  prior  to  any  such  sale. 

The  first  refusal  right  created  by  this  section  shall  be 
independent  of  any  obligation  of  the  landlord  to  serve  the 
notice  described  in  section  10(c)  of  this  ordinance.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Eviction  for  the  purpose  of  converting  rental 
units  into  condominiums  and  cooperatives  has  resulted  in 
fewer  affordable  rental  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent,  and 

Whereas,  Condominium  and  cooperative  conversions 
have  resulted  in  increases  in  rent,  displacement  of  tenants 
and  loss  of  rental  housing  stock;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  shortage  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  lodging  and  rooming  houses,  evictions  due  to 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversions  have  resulted 
in  hardship  for  displaced  tenants;  and 

Whereas ,  The  problems  caused  by  evictions  for  condo- 
minium and  cooperative  conversion  of  housing  accom-

Section  2.  Rent  Grievances.  Section  6  of  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  deleting  in  the  second  sentence  the  words:

low-income  tenant  as  defined  in  section  1  (r)  or  a  low- 
or  moderate-income  tenant,  as  defined  in  section  1 
(q)  or  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  an  elderly  ten- 
ant as  defined  in  section  1  (1)  or  a  handicapped  tenant 
as  defined  in  section  1  (m),  regardless  of  their  income 
or  the  income  of  any  other  tenant  in  the  housing  ac- 
commodation unless ,  prior  to  May  6 ,  1987,  the  land- 
lord or  other  person  has: 

(1)  given  proper  notice  to  the  tenant  under  this  or- 
dinance and  regulations  promulgated  hereto;  or 


(2)    properly  applied  to  the  Rent  Equity  Board  for 
Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion  Eviction 
Packages  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and  regula- 
tions promulgated  hereto, 
(iii)    Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  sections 
10  (k)  (i)  and  (ii),  the  Board  may,  after  the  hearing, 
provide  for  an  exception  to  the  condominium/ 
cooperative  eviction  ban  established  by  section  10 
(k)  in  individual  cases  if  the  Board  determines  that 
such  a  ban  would  cause  a  substantial  hardship;  ex- 
cept that,  consistent  with  section  10(h)  of  this  ordi- 
nance, there  shall  be  no  exception  to  the  ban  for  units 
occupied  by  low-income  tenants,  and  low-or  moder- 
ate-income elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants.  In 
making  its  determination,  the  Board  shall  review  and 
consider  relevant  factors  and  shall,  at  a  minimum, 
make  findings  on  the  following  factors: 

a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  subsection  seeks  to  protect; 

b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  housing  accommodation  that  is  to  be  con- 
verted; and 

c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  in- 
equity to  the  landlord  seeking  to  bring  the  eviction 
or  give  the  notice. 

Section  6.  Permits  for  Removal/Conversion  of  Hous- 
ing Accommodations  in  Lodging  Houses  and  Rooming 
Houses.  Section  10  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  a 
new  subsection  to  be  appropriately  numbered  and  incor- 
porated into  the  City  Code  by  the  City  Clerk  as  follows: 

(i)  No  person  shall  remove  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodations  in  a  lodging  house, 
boarding  house,  rooming  house,  in  which  the  major- 
ity of  the  tenants  are  elderly,  as  defined  in  section  1  (1) 
or  handicapped,  as  defined  in  section  1  (m)  or  low  or 
moderate  income  as  defined  in  section  1  (q)  or  low 
income  as  defined  in  section  1  (r),  or  any  combina- 
tion thereof,  from  actual  or  potential  rental  housing 
use,  reduce  the  total  number  of  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodations  in  such  a  building, 
structure,  or  development,  or  convert  controlled  or 
decontrolled  housing  accommodations  in  such  a 
building,  structure,  or  development,  to  the  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  form  of  ownership  without 
first  obtaining  a  removal/conversion  permit  from  the 
Board.  Such  provisions  shall  apply  whether  or  not 
the  license  for  such  premises  is  still  in  effect,  the 
Board  may  establish  reasonable  regulations  govern- 
ing the  criteria  and  the  procedures  to  be  followed  re- 
garding application  for  and  issuance  of 
removal/conversion  permits. 

(ii)  Removal/conversion  permit  hearings  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except 
that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall 
not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(iii)  All  decisions  of  the  Board  with  regard  to  remov- 
al/conversion permits  may  be  appealed  to  the  Dis- 
trict Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  for  the 
judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dations is  located  or  the  Housing  Court  Department 
of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston  division,  within 
thirty  (30)  calendar  days  after  the  notice  of  such  deci- 
sion. 

(iv)  The  Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Court  and  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Court,  City  of  Boston,  shall  severally  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  any 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  this 
section,  and  may  restrain  or  enjoin  violations  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  7.  Notice.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  the  Rent  Equity  Board  shall  notify  all

residents  of  the  city  of  the  protections  provided  by  chap- 
ter 34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  as  amended. 

Section  8.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  passage. 

Section  9.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  ordinance  it  amends  shall  be  severable  and 
if  any  one  or  more  provisions,  or  parts  or  subparts 
thereof,  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  in- 
valid by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the  decision 
of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remain- 
ing provisions  or  parts  thereof.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
to  establish  an  Office  of  Municipal  Investigation  within 
the  City  of  Boston. 

There  is  presently  no  central  agency  in  the  city  which  is 
officially  charged  with  investigating  alleged  acts  of  mis- 
conduct on  the  part  of  those  who  work  for  or  contract  with 
the  city.  Such  investigations,  when  necessary,  are  usually 
carried  out  on  a  department-by -department  basis.  The  or- 
dinance I  propose  would  create  a  professional  agency 
with  the  specific  responsibility  of  promptly  investigating 
any  such  allegations  of  misconduct.  Such  an  agency 
would  serve  as  a  deterrent  to  those  who  might  be  tempted 
to  consider  misconduct  and  would  help  to  ensure  that  the 
city  as  a  whole  is  providing  service  to  its  citizens  with 
integrity,  honesty  and  efficiency. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  promptly  and  favor- 
ably on  this  matter.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  prompt  investigation  of  allegations  of 
misconduct  by  municipal  employees  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  confidence  of 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  their  city  government; 
and 

Whereas,  Misconduct  is  currently  dealt  with  on  a  de- 
partmental basis  with  no  central  office  to  receive  com- 
plaints on  such  incidents  of  misconduct  and  no  city-wide 
agency  dealing  exclusively  with  investigating  such  inci- 
dents; and 


Whereas,  Access  to  all  city  departments  and  coopera- 
tion of  departments  as  needed  is  essential  to  the  prompt 
determination  of  whether  misconduct  occurred  in  a  given 
instance  and  to  the  efficient  disposition  of  all  allegations; 
now,  therefore, 

The  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  chapter  9,  section  45 1 , 
the  following  new  chapter: 
Chapter  10.  Office  of  Municipal  Investigation. 

Section  500.  Office  of  Municipal  Investigation 

There  is  hereby  established  within  the  Office  of  the 
Mayor  a  division  to  be  known  as  the  Office  of  Municipal 
Investigation  (OMI)  under  the  charge  of  three  commis- 
sioners to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  designated  "Chair."  The  OMI  shall  be  administered 
by  a  Director,  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  who,  in  close  con- 
sultation with  the  Chair,  shall  manage  the  affairs  cf  the 
office  on  a  day-to-day  basis.  The  Commissioners  shall  be 
special  municipal  employees  in  accordance  with  G.L.  c. 
268  A. 

The  OMI  shall  be  the  City  of  Boston  agency  responsi- 
ble for  investigating  allegations  of  "serious  misconduct" 
by  city  officials,  employees,  or  agents  while  such  offi- 
cials, employees,  or  agents  are  acting  within  the  scope  of 
their  employment.  The  OMI  function  is  to  investigate, 
and  report  the  results  of  such  investigations  to  appropri- 
ate city  officials,  not  to  prosecute  or  discipline.  The  OMI 
shall  cooperate  with  and  not  knowingly  interfere  with  the 
proper  conduct  of  law  enforcement  officials;  including, 
without  limitation,  the  U.  S.  Attorney,  the  Massachusetts 
Attorney  General,  and  District  Attorneys.  All  investiga- 
tions shall  be  conducted  with  due  regard  for  civil  service 
laws  and  collective  bargaining  contracts. 

The  OMI  shall  have  the  authority  to  establish  written 
guidelines  not  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  for  the  dis- 
charge of  its  responsibilities. 

The  Commissioners  shall  meet  on  a  regular  basis  and 
the  Director  shall  report  to  them  on  the  progress  of  any 
investigations. 

Section  501.  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  following  words 
and  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  as  defined  hereunder. 
Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  include  the  feminine. 
Where  any  word  or  term  is  not  defined,  the  ordinarily 
accepted  meaning  of  the  word  shall  apply. 

(a)  "Person"  means  any  natural  person,  proprietor- 
ship, corporation,  government,  partnership,  trust, 
joint  venture,  group,  association,  organization  or 
other  business  or  enterprise  of  any  kind  or  nature  and 
any  division,  department  or  other  suborganizational 
unit. 

(b)  "Serious  misconduct ."(1)  for  a  city  employee 
means  bribery  or  extortion,  theft  of  city  property, 
performance  of  a  lawful,  official  act  in  an  illegal  or 
improper  manner,  or  serious  violation  of  a  law,  rule 
or  regulation  which  may  be  considered  by  the  OMI 
as  reasonable  cause  for  investigation.  (2)  for  a  per- 
son who  contracts  in  writing  with  the  city  means 
bribery  of  a  city  officer,  agent  or  employee,  theft  of 
city  property,  defrauding  the  city  or  any  violation  of  a 
law  involving  transactions  related  to  the  written  con- 
tract with  the  city  or  compliance  with  any  clause  un- 
der the  written  contract. 

(c)  "Criminal  intelligence  information"  means  infor- 
mation concerning  identifiable  individuals  compiled 
in  an  effort  to  anticipate,  prevent  or  monitor  possible 
criminal  activity. 

Section  502.  Staff. 

The  Director  shall  hire  and  supervise  a  staff  and  shall 
have  such  other  official  duties  as  set  forth  herein  and  shall 
have  such  further  duties  and  powers  as  delegated  by  the 
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Mayor.  The  Director  and  all  investigative  staff  shall  be 
bonded  by  the  city  and  shall  be  unclassified, full-time  em- 
ployees without  secondary  employment  which  conflicts 
with  or  creates  a  conflict  of  interest  with  their  duties  and 
responsibilities.  The  Director  and  Chief  Investigator 
must  receive  written  approval  from  the  Mayor  before  ac- 
cepting or  engaging  in  any  secondary  employment.  The 
Director  shall  have  official  duties  as  set  forth  herein  and 
shall  have  such  further  duties  and  powers  as  delegated  by 
the  Mayor. 
Section  503.  Powers  and  Duties. 

(a)  The  OMI  shall  have  the  responsibility  and  power  to 
investigate  and  inquire  into  any  serious  misconduct 
by  any  city  employee  or  other  person  who  contracts 
in  writing  with  the  city  and  may  review  the  process 
and  decision  of  various  departmental  investigations 
upon  request  of  the  complainant  or  upon  recommen- 
dation of  the  Commissioners.  The  Director,  when 
authorized  by  the  Mayor,  may  request  assistance 
from  other  city  departments  and/or  outside  consult- 
ants to  aid  such  investigations. 

(b)  Conduct  that  is  not  considered  serious  by  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  depart- 
ment head. 

(c)  All  OMI  personnel  shall  be  prepared  to  participate 
as  witnesses  and  tc  present  testimony  and  evidence  to 
those  tribunals,  administrative  or  criminal,  that  re- 
tain jurisdiction  after  an  investigation  is  concluded. 

(d)  OMI  is  intended  to  supplement  other  city,  state  or 
federal  investigating  and  enforcement  bodies.  An 
employee  may  be  the  subject  of  parallel  administra- 
tive investigations.  The  Commission  shall  take  all 
measures  necessary  to  insure  that  parallel  or  subse- 
quent criminal  investigations  or  prosecutions  are  not 
compromised  by  its  operations. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  Director  in  consultation  with 
the  Commissioners,  the  OMI  may  determine  not  to  inves- 
tigate an  allegation  of  serious  misconduct,  or  to  defer  in- 
vestigation, if  another  law  enforcement  agency  is 
conducting  a  similar  investigation  and  action  by  OMI 
would  potentially  impair  that  investigation.  If  a  Commis- 
sioner is  officially  connected  with  a  city  department  he 
shall  excuse  himself  from  any  deliberation  or  vote  of  the 
Commission  in  connection  therewith. 

Section  504.  Complaint. 

Any  person  may  file  a  complaint  with  the  OMI.  Upon 
request  of  the  complainant,  his  identity  shall  remain  con- 
fidential until  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation. 

(a)  Investigations  shall  be  commenced  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  a  complaint  of  or  knowledge  by  OMI  of  seri- 
ous misconduct. 

(b)  All  city  departments  shall  report  all  serious  mis- 
conduct to  and  refer  all  complaints  of  serious  mis- 
conduct or  other  complaints  specified  herein  to  the 
OMI.  Parallel  investigations  between  the  OMI  and 
the  department  may  be  necessary  and  shall  be  coordi- 
nated with  OMI  upon  consultation  with  the  depart- 
ments involved. 

Section  505.  Employee  Protection. 

All  city  supervisors  shall  refrain  from  coercion  of  or 
reprisal  toward  any  city  employee  who  has  filed  a  com- 
plaint with  OMI.  A  violation  of  this  action  may  give  good 
cause  for  or  constitute  a  ground  for  reduction  in  pay,  sus- 
pension, removal  or  any  other  administrative  discipli- 
nary action.  Any  such  disciplinary  action  shall  be  taken  in 
accordance  with  applicable  law,  city  personnel  policies, 
and/or  collective-bargaining  contract. 

Section  506.  Conduct  of  Investigation. 

(a)  At  the  commencement  of  its  investigation,  OMI 
shall  have  immediate  access  to  all  city  records,  docu- 
ments and  employees,  including  employee  person- 
nel records,  departmental  investigation  files  and 


reports  and  Retirement  Board  records.  OMI  shall  not 
have  access  to  any  record  of  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment which  contains  any  criminal  intelligence 
information.  Confidentiality  of  records  in  the  pos- 
session of  OMI  or  created  by  OMI  shall  be  protected 
according  to  law. 
(b)  Investigations  are  to  be  conducted  according  to 
law.  The  use  of  extraordinary  investigative  methods 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  subject  to 
review  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  prior  to  imple- 
mentation. 
Section  507.  Appearance. 

The  Director  of  OMI  shall  have  the  authority  to  require 
the  appearance  of  any  city  employee  during  his  regular 
assigned  working  hours,  and  to  question  such  employee 
regarding  matters  specifically  relating  to  any  serious  mis- 
conduct. Any  city  employee  shall  be  permitted  to  have 
union  or  legal  representation  during  all  questioning  by 
OMI,  provided  that  the  investigation  is  not  unreasonably 
delayed  because  of  the  unavailability  of  union  or  legal 
representation.  No  disicplinary  action  for  failure  to  re- 
spond to  question  from  OMI  shall  be  taken  unless  the  em- 
ployee was  warned  prior  to  the  questions  being 
propounded  to  him  that  the  failure  to  respond  may  be  the 
basis  for  administrative  disciplinary  action,  including 
dismissal.  The  employee  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
from  such  disciplinary  action  as  provided  by  law,  the 
rules  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission  and 
such  other  rights  as  provided  by  the  city's  personnel  poli- 
cies and  procedures  relating  to  disciplinary  action. 
Section  508.  Interference  with  Investigation. 

(a)  No  city  employee  or  any  person  contracting  in 
writing  with  the  city  shall  prevent,  obstruct  or  other- 
wise hinder  any  investigation  conducted  by  OMI. 
Any  violation  of  this  paragraph  shall  give  good  cause 
for  or  constitute  a  ground  for  reduction  in  pay,  sus- 
pension, removal  or  any  other  administrative  disci- 
plinary action  in  accordance  with  law,  the  rules  of 
the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the 
city's  policies  and  procedures  relating  to  disciplinary 
action  and  collective-bargaining  contracts.  The  city 
employee  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  such 
disciplinary  action  as  provided  by  law,  the  rules  of 
the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission,  such 
other  rights  as  provided  by  the  city's  personnel  poli- 
cies and  procedures  relating  to  disciplinary  action, 
and  collective-bargaining  contracts. 

(b)  Every  city  official,  employee  or  officer  and  every 
person  contracting  in  writing  with  the  city  shall  co- 
operate with  the  OMI.  OMI  shall  solicit  the  volun- 
tary cooperation  of  all  other  persons  with  its 
investigations. 

Section  509.  Report  and  Confidentiality  of  Investiga- 
tion. 

(a)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation,  OMI  shall 
submit  to  the  Mayor  a  written  report  containing  final 
conclusions  and  pertinent  facts.  OMI  shall  provide 
such  report  or  a  summary  thereof  to  the  complainant, 
to  the  accused  and  to  the  appropriate  department 
head  or  appointing  authority.  Upon  request,  OMI 
may  make  available  such  report  or  a  summary 
thereof  to  the  public. 

(b)  Except  for  the  members  and  staff  of  OMI,  the 
Mayor,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  any  law  en- 
forcement agency  conducting  a  parallel  current  in- 
vestigation into  the  suspected  serious  misconduct  of 
a  city  employee,  no  city  employee  or  any  other  per- 
son shall  have  access  to  the  investigatory  files  of 
OMI,  except  those  which  are  public  records  under 
G.L.  c.  4,  s.  7(26). 

Section  2 .  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

I  am  pleased  to  request  the  Council's  authorization  to 
apply  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  Community 
Development  Action  Grant  for  the  Bricklayers  and  La- 
borers Non-Profit  Housing  Company's  Back  of  the  Hill 
Townhouse  development.  The  Back  of  the  Hill  Town- 
house development  strongly  addresses  the  city 's  need  to 
increase  the  supply  of  housing  and  specifically  to  produce 
housing  affordable. to  low-and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents. 

The  Bricklayers  and  Laborers  Non-Profit  Housing 
Company,  Inc.  (BLNHC)  propose  to  build  165,  one-, 
two- ,  and  three-bedroom  to  wnhouses  on  the  site  formerly 
owned  by  the  Lahey  Clinic.  Of  these  165  units,  approxi- 
mately 121  or  73  percent  will  be  affordable  to  low-and 
moderate-income  families. 

The  total  CDAG  funding  request  is  $870,000.  This 
CDAG  funding  will  be  used  to  help  build  three  roads  and 
public  infrastructure  that  is  necessary  to  make  this  devel- 
opment possible.  While  the  CDAG  request  seems  large, 
the  per  unit  cost  of  only  $5,273  is  quite  modest  when 
compared  with  other  CDAG  developments. 

The  construction  of  165  units  of  new  housing  in  Mis- 
sion Hill  will  allow  the  city  to  address  several  important 
goals: 

(1)  It  will  improve  an  underutilized  and  blighted  site  in 
Mission  Hill. 

(2)  It  will  provide  121  units  of  much-needed,  afforda- 
ble housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents. 

(3)  It  will  provide  ownership  opportunities  in  an  area 
where  only  1 1  percent  of  the  housing  is  owner-occu- 
pied. 

(4)  It  will  provide  approximately  205  construction 
jobs,  at  least  50  percent  of  which  will  be  for  city  resi- 
dents, 25  percent  for  minorities  and  10  percent  for 
women. 

(5)  It  will  build  three  new  streets  and  will  help  to  revi- 
talize the  Back  of  the  Hill  neighborhood. 

I,  therefore,  urge  you  to  authorize  me  to  apply  on  be- 
half of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  a  Community  Development 
Action  Grant  to  make  possible  the  construction  of  this 
much-needed  housing  in  Mission  Hill.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  supplementary  appropria- 
tion order  for  the  School  Department  in  the  amount  of 
$3,500,000  for  Fiscal  Year  1987.  These  funds  are  needed 
to  support  a  School  Department  spending  level  of  $300. 1 
million,  an  increase  of  $7. 1  million  over  the  department's 
original  FY '87  budget  of  $293  million.  School  Depart- 
ment officials  attribute  this  increase  in  spending  to  a  num- 
ber of  fiscal  developments,  including  approximately  $2. 5 
million  in  additional  collective  bargaining  costs,  $2.0 
million  in  transportation  overspending,  $.4  million  in 
private  school  transportation  costs  and  $  1 . 2  million  in  un- 
budgeted  School  Committee  initiatives. 

Given  these  increases  and  the  department's  current 
FY'88  projected  budget,  it  is  clear  that  the  School  De- 
partment is  not  taking  sufficient  steps  to  control  spend- 
ing. Over  the  past  three  years,  we  have  repeatedly 
demonstrated  our  financial  commitment  to  the  school 
system  through  a  series  of  appropriations  which  have  in- 
creased school  spending  from  $236.4  million  to  the  pro- 
jected $320  million  in  the  coming  fiscal  year.  However,  it 
is  the  obligation  of  the  School  Department  to  keep  its 
spending  within  budget  limits.  We  have  worked  too  hard 
to  end  years  and  years  of  chronic  deficit  spending  and  to 
restore  the  city's  financial  health;  we  simply  cannot  allow 
that  progress  to  be  undermined.  Tomorrow,  I  will  submit 
to  the  City  Council  home  rule  legislation  which  will  es- 
tablish strong  controls  over  School  Department  spending 
as  part  of  an  overall  package  designed  to  improve  the 
management  of  the  school  system.  Such  controls,  if  ap- 
proved, will  significantly  increase  the  financial  account- 
ability of  the  School  Department  and  reduce  the  tendency 
towards  overspending  in  the  School  Department  which 
historically  has  necessitated  year-end  supplemental  ap- 
propriations. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  this  order  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

sold,  held  or  occupied  as  a  condominium  unit;  [2.]of- 
fered,  sold,  held  or  occupied  as  a  unit  in  a  cooperative 
(except  a  limited  equity  cooperative);  nor,  [3.]be  con- 
verted to  any  use  other  than  as  a  rental  housing  unit; 
whenever  such  construction,  creation,  modernization, 
rehabilitation  or  repair,  came  to  be  in  one  of  the  follow- 
ing situations: 

[A]  In  a  building  or  upon  land  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston  on  or  after  June  1,  1987; 
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[B]  In  a  building  or  upon  land  owned  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  on  or  after  June  1 ,  1987; 

[C]  As  a  part  of  a  development  receiving  any  gift, 
grant,  or  grant-in-aid  or  other  financial  assistance  (in- 
cluding loan  guarantees  or  bond  authority)  from  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  any  trust  or  fund  established  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

This  section  shall  not  be  read  to  prevent  the  occu- 
pancy of  a  housing  unit  by  one  or  more  of  the  beneficial 
owners  of  a  structure,  or  by  the  spouse,  child,  parent, 
grandparent  or  sibling  of  such  an  owner  in  a  structure 
which  has  not  been  dedicated  as  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative .

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  home  rule  petition  designed 
to  statutorily  implement  provisions  of  the  Proposal  to  Im- 
prove the  Management  Efficiency  of  School  Govern- 
ance, a  plan  for  educational  reform  which  we  have 
developed  over  the  past  several  months  through  a  series 
of  meetings  with  the  officers  of  the  School  Committee, 
members  of  the  City  Council ,  representatives  of  the  busi- 
ness community,  teachers,  the  City  wide  Education  Coali- 
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tion,  and  parents  form  the  Bilingual  Master  Parent 
Advisory  Council,  Citywide  Parents  Council,  the  Home 
and  School  Association,  Latin  Academy  Combined  Par- 
ents Group,  and  the  Special  Needs  Parent  Advisory 
Council. 

Our  purpose  is  to  improve  the  management  and  gov- 
ernance of  the  school  system  in  order  to  facilitate  imple- 
menting and  coordinating  any  and  all  plans  to  improve  the 
quality  of  education  for  the  children  in  our  schools. 

The  proposal  identifies  a  number  of  specific  initiatives 
designed  to  strengthen  educational  and  fiscal  account- 
ability, to  clarify  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  the 
School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent,  and  to  en- 
hance parent  involvement  in  the  school  system.  Together, 
they  form  a  comprehensive  package  which  can  serve  as 
the  basis  for  sweeping  changes  designed  to  guarantee 
every  child  a  quality  education. 

These  initiatives  include: 

1)  giving  the  Superintendent  the  administrative  tools  to 
manage  the  school  system,  including  control  over  hiring 
and  firing  personnel  and  awarding  contracts. 

2)  establishing  strict  standards  of  accountability 
throughout  the  system  based  upon  educational  perform- 
ance. 

3)institutionalizing  a  stronger  and  more  meaningful 
role  for  parents  in  the  decisions  affecting  their  children's 
education. 

4)  establishing  strong  fiscal  controls  including  im- 
proved reporting  procedures  and  expanded  audit  capabil- 
ities by  the  city  and  school  department. 

The  Parent  involvement  component  of  this  proposal 
has  been  drafted  after  many  hours  of  meetings  with  par- 
ents representing  the  major  parent  groups  in  the  school 
system.  Through  the  hard  work  and  input  of  these  par- 
ents, this  proposal  is  designed  to  strengthen  and  institu- 
tionalize the  role  of  parents  in  the  school  system.  It  is 
based  on  the  premise  that  parents  will  taken  an  active  role 
in  their  schools  if  they  have  a  meaningful  voice  and  genu- 
ine responsibility. 

The  proposal  outlines  changes  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  School  Committee.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
changes  can  soon  be  adopted  by  the  School  Committee. 
The  proposal  is  currently  pending  before  the  committee 
and  I  have  urged  its  timely  adoption.  The  home  rule  peti- 
tion principally  addresses  the  sections  of  the  proposal 
which  provide  for  stronger  fiscal  controls  over  the  School 
Department  and  which  shift  responsibility  over  the  oper- 
ations of  the  School  Department  from  the  committee  to 
the  superintendent. 

The  last  three  years  have  seen  a  resurgence  of  support 
for  the  Boston  Public  Schools  by  both  the  public  and  pri- 
vate sector.  We  have  worked  together  to  support  in- 
creases in  the  School  Department  budget.  With  my  most 
recent  submission  to  the  City  Council,  School  Depart- 
ment spending  will  have  grown  by  $84  million  or  35  per- 
cent since  1984.  This  year's  proposed  funding  level 
represents  a  9  percent  increase  in  appropriations  which 
will  address  the  educational  needs  of  the  school  system. 

In  addition,  we  have  committed  $107  million  to  the  re- 
pair of  schools  across  the  city  as  well  as  a  $2  million  an- 
nual increase  in  the  school  maintenance  budget,  and  we 
will  do  more  to  improve  the  physical  condition  of  the 
schools  so  that  they  are  every  bit  as  good  as  the  children 
who  attend  them. 

We  have  drafted  these  proposals  together  in  the  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  commitment  to  the  improvement  of  the 
Boston  Public  School  system.  We  must  take  advantage  of 
this  unique  opportunity  to  improve  the  quality  of  educa- 
tion for  the  children  in  the  public  schools.

Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  701  of  the  Acts 
of  1986,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sections  1 ,  1A 
and  2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tions: 

Section  1 .  (a)  The  school  committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall,  by  majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  of 
its  members,  elect  and  contract  with  a  superintendent 
of  schools  for  any  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  six 
years.  The  school  committee  exclusively  shall  fix  the 
compensation  of  such  superintendent,  which  sum  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city.  The 
school  committee  may  remove  the  superintendent  for 
just  cause  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  whole  number 
of  its  members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing. 
The  superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be- 
come, and  during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  de- 
fined by  ordinance.  Failure  to  maintain  such  residence 
shall  be  deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employ- 
ment. 

(b)  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  school  committee  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  school 
committee.  The  school  committee  shall  take  no  action 
on  any  particular  matter  without  first  receiving  the  su- 
perintendent's recommendation  thereon.  The  superin- 
tendent shall  give  his  or  her  recommendation  before  or 
during  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  school 
committee  next  following  the  meeting  at  which  the  par- 
ticular matter  is  raised  and  at  which  the  superintendent 
is  asked  to  prepare  a  recommendation  thereon;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  superintendent  in  his  or  her 
sole  discretion  may  elect  to  present  any  such  recom- 
mendation at  the  school  committee  meeting  at  which 
the  particular  matter  is  raised  or  thereafter  but  prior  to 
the  next  regular  scheduled  school  committee  meeting. 
Any  such  recommendation  of  the  superintendent  shall 
include  the  superintendent's  estimate  of  the  cost  or  sav- 
ings involved,  if  any,  and  if  the  superintendent  esti- 
mates that  there  are  costs  involved,  the 
recommendation  shall  identify  available  budgeted 
funding  sources  or  new  funding  sources.

and  of  special  assistant  corporation  counsels.  Prior  to 
making  an  appointment  or  promotion  to  the  position  of 
community  superintendent,  the  superintendent  shall 
present  his  or  her  recommendation  thereon  to  the 
school  committee  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting. 
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Any  such  appointment  or  promotion  shall  be  deemed 
approved  by  the  school  committee  on  the  sixth  business 
day  following  the  presentation  of  the  superintendent's 
recommendation,  unless  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  the  school  committee's  members  file  with  the 
secretary  of  the  school  committee  a  written  objection  to 
the  intended  appointment  or  promotion  within  five 
business  days  following  the  presentation  of  the  super- 
intendent's recommendation;  in  which  case,  the  ap- 
pointment or  promotion  shall  be  approved  only  upon 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  of 
the  school  committee. 

(c)  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, a  vote  of  the  school  committee  shall  not 
be  required  for  the  appointment  or  promotion  of  any 
school  department  employee  except  as  provided  in  this 
section  1A. 

(d)  Except  as  may  be  required  by  an  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  or  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  3 1  of 
the  General  Laws,  and,  subject  to  appropriation,  the 
superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  to  fix 
the  compensation  of  all  school  department  employees 
with  the  exception  of  school  committee  members;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  school  committee  shall  fix  the 
compensation  of  the  superintendent  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  chapter  and  shall  fix  the  compensation  of 
school  committee  administrative  assistants  appointed 
pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1964. 

(e)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  au- 
thority to  assign,  reassign,  suspend,  lay-off,  demote, 
remove  and  dismiss  all  school  department  employees 
except  school  committee  members  and  administrative 
assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
of  1964.  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, the  actions  of  the  superintendent  pursu- 
ant to  this  subsection  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  actions 
of  the  school  committee  under  the  General  Laws,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  chapters  31,71,  and  150E. 
In  exercising  his  or  her  authority  under  this  subsection, 
the  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  and  powers, 
and  be  subject  to  the  limitations,  otherwise  applicable 
to  the  school  committee.  In  the  case  of  actions  taken 
pursuant  to  this  subsection  as  to  which  notice  or  hear- 
ing, or  both ,  would  otherwise  be  afforded  to  the  subject 
school  department  employee  by  the  school  committee, 
such  notice  or  hearing,  or  both,  shall  be  afforded  in- 
stead by  the  superintendent  or  his  designee.  In  the  event 
that  the  superintendent  delegates  to  a  designee  the  con- 
duct of  a  hearing  for  an  affected  school  department  em- 
ployee, the  superintendent  may  either  take  action  based 
upon  the  hearing  or  delegate  to  the  designee  the  author- 
ity to  take  action  based  upon  the  hearing,  such  choice  to 
be  made  by  the  superintendent  in  his  or  her  sole  discre- 
tion. 

(f)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  to  su- 
pervise and  direct  all  school  department  employees  ex- 
cept school  committee  members  and  administrative 
assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
of  1964,  and  special  assistant  corporation  counsels  to 
the  extent  that  their  legal  work  is  directed  and  super- 
vised by  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  IB.  (a)  The  school  committee  may  delegate, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  superintendent  the  full  au- 
thority to  approve  for  the  school  department  without 
1  further  authority  the  acceptance  and  expenditure  of 
grants  or  gifts  of  funds  from  the  federal  government,  a 
charitable  foundation,  a  private  corporation,  an  indi- 
vidual, or  from  the  commonwealth,  a  county,  munici- 
pality or  an  agency  thereof,  the  provisions  of  section 
53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  notwithstand- 
ing. 

(b)  The  superintendent  shall  provide  to  the  school 
committee,  the  city  auditor  and  the  city  office  budget 


and  program  evaluation  a  report  detailing  the  source, 
purpose  and  balance  on  hand  of  all  funds  received  or 
expended  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  IB 
at  least  quarterly. 

Section  ID.  The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the 
school  committee  for  approval  an  annual  budget  of  the 
school  department  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no 
later  than  the  first  Wednesday  in  February  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  such  fiscal  year.  The  school  committee 
may  adopt,  reject,  reduce  or  increase  any  item  in  the 
recommended  budget;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
school  committee  fails  to  take  definite  action  on  the  an- 
nual budget  on  or  before  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
March  of  each  year,  the  annual  budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  superintendent  shall  be  deemed  ap- 
proved as  if  formally  approved  by  the  school 
committee.  After  approval  of  an  annual  budget  by  the 
school  committee,  the  superintendent  shall  submit  said 
approved  budget  to  the  mayor  who  may  approve  or  re- 
duce the  total  recommended  budget.  Thereafter,  not 
later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  May  of  each  year, 
the  mayor  shall  submit  said  annual  budget  to  the  city 
council  for  an  appropriation  of  funds.  The  superintend- 
ent shall  not  approve  the  appointment  of  any  person 
except  to  a  budgeted  position. 

Section  IE.  For  the  purpose  of  section  16  of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
section  17of  chapter  190ofthe  Acts  of  1982,  members 
of  the  school  committee  and  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  officials  responsible 
for  the  expenditures  of  the  school  department,  the  pro- 
visions of  section  1 8  of  chapter  1 90  of  the  Acts  of  1 982 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  2.  (a)  Subject  to  appropriations  therefor,  the 
superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  to 
make  on  behalf  of  the  school  committee  contracts,  or 
amendments  to  contracts,  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of 
equipment,  materials,  goods  or  supplies,  leases  of 
property,  alterations  and  repairs  of  school  property, 
and  for  professional  or  other  services,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  collective  bargaining  agreements  and  contracts 
for  the  transportation  of  students.  All  school  depart- 
ment contracts  or  amendments  to  contracts  shall  other- 
wise conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  city  charter. 

(b)  With  respect  to  collective  bargaining  agreements 
and  contracts  for  the  transportation  of  students,  no  such 
agreement,  contract  or  amendment  thereto  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  school  committee  without  the  prior  writ- 
ten approval  of  the  superintendent. 

(c)  With  respect  to  all  contracts,  agreements  or 
amendments  thereto  made  or  entered  into  by  the  school 
department,  the  superintendent  shall  be  responsible  for 
establishing  procedures  for  auditing  and  monitoring 
the  compliance  of  the  parties  with  the  terms  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  contracts,  agreements  or  amendments 
thereto. 

Section  2.  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  70 1  of  the  Acts  of  1 986,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  2.  (a)  The  provisions  of  section  34  of  chapter 
71  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  the  city  auditor  determines  that 
school  department  expenditures  in  any  fiscal  year  are 
projected  to  be  in  excess  of  total  budgeted  expenditures 
for  that  fiscal  year,  as  supported  by  appropriation  and 
other  available  funding,  then  the  school  committee 
shall  not  reallocate  or  transfer  funds  from  any  item  in 
the  budget  for  that  fiscal  year  to  fund  any  such  pro- 
jected additional  expenditures. 

(b)  After  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  March  of  any  fis- 
cal year,  the  school  committee  shall  not  initiate  or  au- 
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thorize  any  new  or  additional  programs  or  categories  of 
expenditures  requiring  additional  unbudgeted  expend- 
itures  unless  such  programs  or  categories  have  been  in- 
corporated and  fully  funded  in  the  budget  for  the 
subsequent  fiscal  year.  In  the  case  where  such  pro- 
grams or  categories  have  not  been  incorporated  or  fully 
funded  in  the  budget  for  the  subsequent  fiscal  year,  they 
shall  not  be  initiated  or  authorized  until  the  school  com- 
mittee shall  have  amended  its  budget  submission  for 
the  subsequent  fiscal  year  to  reduce  or  eliminate  other 
costs,  programs  or  categories  in  amounts  equal  to  the 
projected  annualized  costs  of  the  new  or  additional  pro- 
grams or  categories  of  expenditures. 

(c)  The  superintendent  shall  prepare  and  submit  to 
the  school  committee,  the  city  auditor  and  the  city  of- 
fice of  budget  and  program  evaluation,  a  monthly 
budget  update  report  which  shall  detail  and  itemize 
year-to-year-date  and  projected  school  department  ex- 
penditures and  budget  transfers. 

(d)  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, the  superintendent  may,  after  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  March  but  prior  to  the  annual  appropria- 
tion, enter  into  contracts  with  the  publishers  or  suppli- 
ers of  instructional  materials  and  books  for  the  timely 
purchase  and  delivery  of  the  same  to  be  used  in  the  Bos- 
ton schools  for  the  school  year  commencing  during  the 
fiscal  year  for  which  a  recommended  appropriation  has 
been  submitted  but  not  yet  approved;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  contracts  for  the  supply  and  delivery  of 
said  instructional  materials  and  books  shall  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  total  amount  of  funds  obligated 
for  such  instructional  materials  and  books  ordered 
prior  to  the  annual  appropriation  shall  be  limited  to  the 
amount  appropriated  for  such  expenditures  in  the  then 
current  annual  budget  and  shall  not  exceed  that 
amount.  Pending  the  final  annual  appropriation  for  the 
school  department,  the  city  auditor  may  approve  such 
contracts  for  the  purchase  and  delivery  of  instructional 
materials  and  books,  provided,  however,  that  such 
contracts  shall  in  all  other  respects  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  city  charter. 

Section  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  af- 
fect the  term  of  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
in  office  upon  its  effective  date,  nor  abrogate  or  alter 
any  collective  bargaining  agreement  or  other  contract 
in  force  and  effect  on  its  effective  date . 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  acts 
which  it  amends  are  severable  and  if  any  one  or  more 
provisions,  or  parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall  be  held 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such  court  shall 
not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or 
parts  thereof. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

8  ofWard  3,  precincts  numbered  1  through  4  of  Ward 
4,  the  precinct  numbered  1  of  Ward  5 ,  precincts  num- 
bered 1  through  9  of  Ward  6,  precincts  numbered  1 
through  9  of  Ward  7,  precincts  numbered  1  and  2  of 
Ward  8,  and  precincts  numbered  1  and  2  of  Ward  9. 

District  3  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered  3 ,  and 
6  through  10  of  Ward  13,  precincts  numbered  1 
through  9  of  Ward  15,  precincts  numbered  1  through 
12  of  Ward  16,  and  precincts  numbered  4,  9,  and  11 
through  14  of  Ward  17.

Report  on  Docket  No .  0 1 79 ,  message  of  the  May  or  and 
ordinance  prohibiting  evictions  from  rent  controlled  and 
decontrolled  housing  units  for  the  purposes  of  condomin- 
ium and  cooperative  conversion  (referred  June  10)  — 
recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven. 

An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Evictions 

from  Rent  Controlled  and  Decontrolled 

Housing  Units  for  Purposes 

of  Condominium  and  Cooperative  Conversion. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Eviction  for  the  purpose  of  converting  rental 
units  into  condominiums  and  cooperatives  has  resulted  in 
fewer  affordable  rental  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent;  and 

Whereas,  Condominium  and  cooperative  conversions 
have  resulted  in  increase  in  rent,  displacement  of  tenants 
and  loss  of  rental  housing  stock;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  shortage  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  lodging  and  rooming  houses,  evictions  due  to 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversions  have  resulted 
in  hardship  for  displaced  tenants;  and 

Whereas ,  The  problems  caused  by  evictions  for  condo- 
minium and  cooperative  conversions  of  housing  accom- 
modations in  lodging  and  rooming  houses  are 
exacerbated  by  evictions  for  conversion  of  lodging  and 
rooming  houses;  now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  author- 
ity invested  in  it  by  law,  including  without  limitation,  Ar- 
ticle 2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  and  chapter  797  of 
the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts 
of  1970,  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  and  by 
chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1987 ,  be  it  declared  by  the  City 
Council  and  City  of  Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  reasonably  priced  rental 
housing  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  for 
those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  who  have  low  or 
moderate  incomes,  because  of  deterioration  or  demoli- 
tion of  existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing,  and  due,  further,  to  eviction  of  tenants  for  the 
purpose  of  conversion  of  rental  housing  units  to  other 
uses  or  forms  of  ownership,  particularly  conversion  to 
condominiums  and  cooperative  and,  therefore,  the  fol- 
lowing is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

Section  1.  Definitions.  Section  1  of  chapter  34  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended  is  hereby  further 
amended  by: 

A.  Inserting  in  section  l(n)  after  the  word  "apart- 
ments," the  phrases:  condominium  units,  coopera- 
tive units; 

B.  Inserting  in  section  l(n)(iii)  after  the  phrase  "in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board":  the  phrase:  the  entire  build- 
ing, structure  or  housing  complex  has  been; 

C.  Deleting  in  section  l(q)  the  words  "ninety  percent" 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  words:  one  hundred  per- 
cent. 

Section  2.  Rent  Grievances.  Section  6  of  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinance  of  1984,  as  amended  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  deleting  in  the  second  sentence  the  words: 
"12.5  percent"  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
words:  10  percent. 

Section  3.  Just  Cause.  Section  9  of  chapter  34  of  the 
Ordinance  of  1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  deleting  section  (a)  (x)  and  inserting  in  its 
place  the  following: 

(x)  Recovery  of  possession  in  order  to  convert  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  into  a  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive shall  not  be  a  valid  reason  to  recover  possession 
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of  a  housing  accommodation,  occupied  by  a  tenant  or 
tenants  protected  pursuant  to  section  10  (k)  of  this 
ordinance. 
Section  4.  Notice  and  Purchase  Rights.  Section  10  of 
chapter  34  of  the  Ordinance  of  1984,  as  amended  is  fur- 
ther amended  by  deleting  the  subsection  (e)  and  inserting 
in  its  place  the  following: 
(e)  Any  tenant  who  occupies  a  housing  accommodation 
at  the  time  of  its  conversion  to  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative unit  shall  have  the  first  refusal  right  to  pur- 
chase the  same  upon  substantially  the  same  or  more 
favorable  terms  as  the  unit  is  being  offered  to  third 
parties.  Prior  to  the  execution  of  the  first  purchase 
and  sale  agreement,  the  initial  sale  or  transfer  of  the 
first  unit  in  a  condominium  or  cooperative  to  a  third 
party  or  simultaneous  with  the  delivery  of  a  notice  of 
termination  in  compliance  with  this  ordinance, 
whichever  occurs  first,  the  tenants  in  the  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  unit  shall  be  served  with  a  notice 
advising  each  tenant  of  their  rights  under  this  ordi- 
nance and  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  executed 
by  the  landlord  whose  terms  comply  with  this  sec- 
tion. The  tenant  may  exercise  the  first  refusal  right 
within  ninety  (90)  days  from  its  receipt  by  executing 
the  same,  pay  any  required  deposit  and  return  the 
same  to  the  landlord.  Failure  by  the  tenant  to  exer- 
cise the  first  refusal  right  shall  permit  the  landlord  to 
sell  the  unit  to  third  parties  and  this  first  refusal  shall 
be  forever  extinguished,  provided,  however,  that  if 
the  landlord  does  not  then  sell  to  third  parties  but 
seeks  thereafter  to  sell  at  substantially  more  favor- 
able terms  than  were  offered  to  the  tenant,  the  land- 
lord must  re-offer  the  unit  to  the  tenant  upon  the 
procedure  set  out  above  prior  to  any  such  sale. 
The  first  refusal  right  created  by  this  section  shall  be 
independent  of  any  obligation  of  the  landlord  to 
serve  the  notice  described  in  section  10  (c)  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  5.  Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion 
Eviction  Ban.  Section  10  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinance 
of  1884,  as  amended  is  hereby  further  amended  by: 

A.  Inserting  after  subpart  (j)  the  following  new  sub- 
part (k): 

(i)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  the  contrary  except  as  provided  below  in 
subpart  iii  of  this  section  and  as  provided  in  section 
10  (h)  no  landlord  or  other  person  shall  bring  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommo- 
dation for  purposes  of  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  occupied  by  a  low-  or  moderate-income 
tenant,  as  defined  in  section  1  (q)  or  occupied  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  an  elderly  tenant  as  defined  in 
section  1  (1)  or  a  handicapped  tenant  as  defined  in 
section  1  (m)  regardless  of  their  income  or  the  in- 
come of  any  other  tenant  in  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion unless,  prior  to  March  25, 1987,  the  landlord  or 
other  person  has: 

( 1 )  given  proper  notice  to  the  tenant  under  this  ordi- 
nance and  regulations  promulgated  hereto;  or 

(2)  properly  applied  to  the  Rent  Equity  Board  for 
Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion  Eviction 
Packages  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and  regula- 
tions promulgated  hereto.  However,  if  for  any  rea- 
son this  section  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion k(ii)  shall  apply. 

(ii)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  the  contrary  (except  as  provided  in  subpart 
iii  of  the  section  and  in  section  10  (h))  no  landlord  or 
other  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  housing  accommodation  for  purposes  of 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  occupied 
by  a  low-  or  moderate-income  tenant,  as  defined  in 


section  1  (q)  or  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  an 
elderly  tenant  as  defined  in  section  1  (1)  or  a  handi- 
capped tenant  as  defined  in  section  1  (m),  regardless 
of  their  income  or  the  income  of  any  other  tenant  in 
the  housing  accommodation  unless,  prior  to  May  6-, 
1987,  the  landlord  or  other  person  has: 

( 1 )  given  proper  notice  to  the  tenant  under  this  ordi- 
nance and  regulations  promulgated  hereto;  or 

(2)  properly  applied  to  the  Rent  Equity  Board  for 
Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion  Eviction 
Packages  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and  regula- 
tions promulgated  hereto. 

(iii)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  section 

10  (k)  (i)  and  (ii),  the  board  may,  after  the  hearing, 
provide  for  an  exception  to  the  condominium/coop- 
erative eviction  ban  established  by  section  10  (k)  in 
individual  cases  if  the  board  determines  that  such  a 
ban  would  cause  a  substantial  hardship;  except  that, 
consistent  with  section  10  (h)  of  this  ordinance,  there 
shall  be  no  exception  to  the  ban  for  units  occupied  by 
low-income  tenants,  and  low-  or  moderate-income 
elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants.  In  making  its 
determination,  the  board  shall  review  and  consider 
relevant  factors  and  shall,  at  a  minimum,  make  find- 
ings on  the  following  factors: 

a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  subsection  seeks  to  protect; 

b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  housing  accommodation  that  is  to  be  con- 
verted; and 

c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  ineq- 
uity to  the  landlord  seeking  to  bring  the  eviction  or 
give  the  notice. 

Section  6.  Permits  for  Removal  Conversion  of  Hous- 
ing Accommodations  in  Lodging  House  and  Rooming 
Houses.  Section  10  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  a 
new  subsection  to  the  appropriately  numbered  and  incor- 
porated into  the  City  Code  by  the  City  Clerk  as  follows: 
(i)  No  person  shall  remove  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodations  in  a  lodging  house, 
boarding  house,  rooming  house,  in  which  the  major- 
ity of  the  tenants  are  elderly,  as  defined  in  section  1  (i) 
or  handicapped,  as  defined  in  section  1  (m)  or  low-  or 
moderate-income  as  defined  in  section  1  (q)  or  low 
income  as  defined  in  section  1  (r),  or  any  combina- 
tion thereof,  from  actual  or  potential  rental  housing 
use,  reduce  the  total  number  of  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodations  in  such  a  building, 
structure,  or  development,  or  convert  controlled  or 
decontrolled  housing  accommodations  in  such  a 
building,  structure,  or  development,  to  the  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  form  of  ownership  without 
first  obtaining  a  removal/conversion  permit  from  the 
board.  Such  provisions  shall  apply  whether  or  not 
the  license  for  such  premises  is  still  in  effect.  The 
board  may  establish  reasonable  regulations  govern- 
ing the  criteria  and  the  procedures  to  be  followed  re- 
garding application  for  and  issuance  of  removal/ 
conversion  permits, 
(ii)  Removal/conversion  permit  hearings  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 

1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that 
requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not 
apply  to  such  hearings. 

(iii)  All  decisions  of  the  board  with  regard  to  removal/ 
conversion  permits  may  be  appealed  to  the  District 
Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  for  the  judicial 
within  which  the  housing  accommodations  is  located 
orthe  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court, 
City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  (30)  calendar 
days  after  the  notice  of  such  decision. 

(iv)  The  Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court 
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and  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Court,  City  of  Boston,  shall  severally  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  any 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  this 
section,  and  may  restrain  or  enjoin  violations  of  this 
ordinance. 
Section  7.  Notice.  Within  60  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  the  Rent  Equity  Board  shall  notify  all  resi- 
dents of  the  city  of  the  protections  provided  by  chapter  34 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  as  amended. 

Section  8.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  passage. 

Section  9.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  ordinance  it  amends  shall  be  severable  and  if 
any  one  or  more  provisions,  or  parts  or  subparts  thereof, 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions 
or  parts  thereof.

Rather,  the  City  Council,  with 
Mayoral  approval,  must  accept  section  9F  of  G.  L.  c.  32, 
as  amended,  in  such  amount  greater  than  $2 ,000  as  deter- 
mined by  the  governmental  unit.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
June  3,  1987,  which  would  prohibit  evictions  from  rent 
controlled  and  decontrolled  housing  units  for  purposes  of 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversion. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  twofold.  First,  I  have 
been  advised  by  the  Law  Department  that  this  ordinacne 
contains  technical  flaws.  Second  and  more  importantly, 
certain  provisions,  in  my  opinion,  weaken  already  exist- 
ing tenant  protections  and  benefits. 

On  June  16,  1987,  your  Honorable  Body  passed  legis- 
lation which  I  filed  to  address  the  technical  flaws  in  the 
June  3rd  ordinance.  In  addition,  you  deleted  by  amend- 
ment section  4  of  the  ordinance,  a  provision  which  I  be- 
lieve would  have  weakened  a  tenant's  right  of  first  refusal 
to  purchase  his/her  unit  and  would  have  removed  existing 
I  protections  afforded  those  tenants  who  move  into  a  rental 
i  unit  after  the  date  of  the  initial  conversion.  I  am  currently 
i  reviewing  this  new  legislation  and  will  report  to  you 
l  shortly.

APPROPRIATION  AND  TAX  ORDERS 
FOR  FY88 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council: 

I  am,  today,  resubmitting  the  city's  Operating  Budget 
for  Fiscal  Year  1988.  It  is  my  hope  and  expectation  that 
City  Council  will  promptly  act  on  this  budget,  and  help 
insure  stability  and  progress  in  the  operation  of  city  pro- 
grams and  services. 

In  my  original  budget,  submitted  to  City  Council  well 
over  two  months  ago,  I  noted  that  the  budget  proposed 
"important  new  activities  in  many  areas,  including  parks 
and  recreation,  improved  maintenance  of  city  facilities 
and  grounds,  police  protection,  health  care,  youth  activi- 
ties, traffic  flow  enhancement,  minority  business  partici- 
pation in  city  contracts,  towing  of  abandoned  vehicles 
and  community  services."  These  are  new  or  enhanced 
levels  of  service  that  are  important  to  our  neighborhoods 
and  it  is  clear  that  delay  in  acting  on  this  budget  could 
jeopardize  these  key  initiatives.  It  is  my  belief  that  City 
Council  will  join  with  the  Administration  to  reassure  the 
citizens  of  Boston  that  these  initiatives  will  promptly 
move  forward  in  a  responsible  manner. 

I  also  noted  in  the  original  budget  that  "(o)verall  city 
revenue  growth  is  moderating  and,  while  still  healthy,  is  a 
harbinger  of  the  need  for  additional  revenue  options  and 
state  assumptions."  That  situation  still  exists  today.  Thus, 


the  original  budget  submission  recommended  a  spending 
increase  of  4 . 8  percent  for  FY88,  compared  to  the  current 
fiscal  year.  This  was  an  increase  consistent  with  revenue 
projections  at  that  point  in  time,  and  one  which  would 
have  allowed  for  targetted  improvements  in  certain  city 
services. 

Some  adjustments  in  the  proposed  budget  are  war- 
rented,  however.  Current  revenue  and  expenditure  esti- 
mates indicate  that  some  additional  funds  will  be 
accessible  in  FY88,  and  the  following  proposed  changes 
to  the  budget  are  recommended. 

1.  Police  Department.  The  Police  Department  has 
taken  significant  steps  in  involving  communities  in 
neighborhood  crime  watch  or  similar  type  programs .  The 
FY88  budget  proposed  earmarks  an  additional  $210,000 
to  support  this  important  neighborhood  based  effort. 

2.  Library  Department.  The  current  budget  for  the 
Library  Department  is  $15,805,238.  The  original  budget 
proposed  a  FY88  appropriation  of  $16,673,478,  an  in- 
crease of  5.5  percent,  which  follows  a  29  percent  in- 
crease this  year.  In  reviewing  the  budget  request  of  the 
Library  Department  in  light  of  their  current  spending,  it 
is  evident  that  an  adjustment  of  an  additional  $530,000 
will  allow  the  Library  Department  to  hire  seven  chil- 
dren's librarians,  five  branch  librarians,  three  custodi- 
ans, and  to  purchase  new  equipment  and  books  at  the  new 
West  Roxbury  branch  library.  This  adjustment  would 
result  in  an  8.9  percent  increase  in  the  proposed  budget 
for  this  city  department. 

3.  Human  Rights  Commission.  Based  upon  the  in- 
creasing caseload  in  the  Human  Rights  Commission,  the 
addition  of  a  senior  hearing  officer  will  more  promptly 
expedite  the  investigation  and  resolution  of  pending  com- 
plaints. Thus,  an  additional  $24,000  is  recommended  to 
be  added  to  the  Commission's  budget  for  FY88. 

4.  School  Department.  The  original  budget  submis- 
sion requested  a  9  percent  increase  in  the  proposed 
budget  for  the  School  Department,  an  amount  30  percent 
greater  than  the  aggregate  percentage  increase  recom- 
mended for  all  other  city  departments.  The  resubmission 
proposes  to  add  another  $1.1  million  to  the  School  De- 
partment appropriation  for  FY88.  This  appropriation, 
combined  with  other  revenue  sources  such  as  Impact  Aid, 
Equal  Education  Opportunity  Grants  and  Professional 
Development  Grants  will  support  an  appropriate  spend- 
ing authority  for  the  operation  of  the  School  Department 
and  will  fund  first  year  initiatives  proposed  as  part  of  the 
new  Boston  Education  Plan. 

In  sum,  the  total  increases  in  the  city  budget  amount  to 
$1 ,864,000.  The  total  decreases  amount  to  $1 ,654,000. 

In  terms  of  revenue,  the  increase  is  based  upon  the  fol- 
lowing changes  in  estimated  revenue  receipts  for  FY88: 

1.  General  Revenue  Sharing.  While  the  Revenue 
Sharing  program  has  for  all  intents  ended,  there  is  a  resid- 
ual amount  of  money  available  in  the  Revenue  Sharing 
fund.  That  amount  largely  consists  of  accrued  interest.  A 
recent  analysis  of  projected  available  GRS  funds  indi- 
cates an  additional  $210,000  will  be  available  during 
FY88,  for  a  total  of  $610,000.  The  expenditure  of  this 
amount  will  spend  down  all  available  residual  Revenue 
Sharing  dollars. 

2.  Debt  Service.  Since  April,  the  city  Treasurer  has 
further  refined  his  plans  for  the  issuance  of  city  debt  dur- 
ing FY88.  The  current  plan  calls  for  a  later  issuance  of 
debt  than  was  originally  anticipated.  This  new  schedule 
will  reduce  the  amount  of  debt  service  required  to  be  paid 
during  the  year  by  $1 .65  million. 

These  changes,  when  combined,  fully  support  the  in- 
creased spending  authority  as  recommended  in  this  re- 
submission. 

Passage  of  the  City  Operating  Budget  is  critical  if  we 
are  to  maintain  the  momentum  we  have  created  over  the 
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past  three  years.  I  respectfully  request  your  assistance  in 

passing  this  balanced  and  progressive  budget  for  FY88.

MUNICIPAL  INVESTIGATIONS

On  motion  of  Coun.  IANNELLA  the  ordinance  was 
resubmitted  in  exactly  the  same  form  as  the  foregoing: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas.  The  prompt  investigation  of  allegations  of 
misconduct  by  municipal  employees  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  confidence  of 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  their  city  government; 
and 

Whereas.  Misconduct  is  currently  dealt  with  on  a  de- 
partmental basis  with  no  central  office  to  receive  com- 
plaints on  such  incidents  of  misconduct  and  no  city-wide

Whereas,  Access  to  all  city  departments  and  coopera- 
tion of  departments  as  needed  is  essential  to  the  prompt 
determination  of  whether  misconduct  occurred  in  a  given 
instance  and  to  the  efficient  disposition  of  all  allegations; 
now,  therefore,  the  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  pub- 
lic interest: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  chapter  9,  section  451, 
the  following  new  chapter: 
Chapter  10.  Office  of  Municipal  Investigation 
Section  500.  Office  of  Municipal  Investigation 
There  is  hereby  established  within  the  Office  of  the 
Mayor  a  division  to  be  known  as  the  Office  of  Munici- 
pal Investigation  (OMI)  under  the  charge  of  three  com- 
missioners to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  designated  "Chair."  The  OMI  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  a  Director,  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  who.  in 
close  consultation  with  the  Chair,  shall  manage  the  af- 
fairs of  the  office  on  a  day-to-day  basis.  The  Commis- 
sioners shall   be  special   municipal   employee   in 
accordance  with  G.L.  c.  268A. 

The  OMI  shall  be  the  City  of  Boston  agency  respon- 
sible for  investigating  allegations  of  "serious  miscon- 
duct" by  city  officials,  employees,  or  agents  while 
such  officials,  employees,  or  agents  are  acting  within 
the  scope  of  their  employment.  The  OMI  function  is  to 
investigate,  and  report  the  results  of  such  investiga- 
tions to  appropriate  city  officials,  not  to  prosecute  or 
discipline.  The  OMI  shall  cooperate  with  and  not 
knowingly  interfere  with  the  proper  conduct  of  law  en- 
forcement officials;  including  without  limitation  the 
U.S.  Attorney,  the  Massachusetts  Attorney  General, 
and  District  Attorneys.  All  investigations  shall  be  con- 
ducted with  due  regard  for  civil  service  laws  and  col- 
lective bargaining  contracts. 

The  OMI  shall  have  the  authority  to  establish  written 
guidelines  not  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  for  the 
discharge  of  its  responsibilities. 

The  Commissioners  shall  meet  on  a  regular  basis  and 
the  Director  shall  report  to  them  on  the  progress  of  any 
investigations. 
Section  501 .  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  following  words 
and  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  as  defined  hereun- 
der. Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  include  the 
feminine.  Where  any  word  or  term  is  not  defined,  the 
ordinarily  accepted  meaning  of  the  word  shall  apply. 

(a)  "Person"  means  any  natural  person,  proprietor- 
ship, corporation,  government,  partnership,  trust, 
joint  venture,  group,  association,  organization  or 
other  business  or  enterprise  of  any  kind  or  nature 
and  any  division,  department  or  other  suborgani- 
zational  unit. 

(b)  "Serious  misconduct." 

( 1 )  for  a  city  employee  means  bribery  or  extortion, 
theft  of  city  property,  performance  of  a  lawful,  of- 
ficial act  in  an  illegal  or  improper  manner,  or  seri- 
ous violation  of  a  law.  rule  of  regulation  which 
may  be  considered  by  the  OMI  as  reasonable  cause 
for  investigation. 

(2)  for  a  person  who  contracts  in  writing  with  the 
city  means  bribery  of  a  city  officer,  agent  or  em- 
ployee, theft  of  city  property,  defrauding  the  city 
or  any  violation  of  a  law  involving  transactions  re- 
lated to  the  written  contract  with  the  city  or  com- 
pliance with  any  clause  under  the  written  contract. 

(c)  "Criminal  intelligence  information"  means  in- 
formation concerning  identifiable  individuals 
compiled  in  an  effort  to  anticipate,  prevent  or 
monitor  possible  criminal  activity. 

Section  502.  Staff. 

The  Director  shall  hire  and  supervise  a  staff  and  shall 
have  such  other  official  duties  as  set  forth  herein  and 


shall  have  such  further  duties  and  powers  as  delegated 
by  the  Mayor.  The  Director  and  all  investigative  staff 
shall  be  bonded  by  the  city  and  shall  be  unclassified, 
full-time  employees  without  secondary  employment 
which  conflicts  with  or  creates  a  conflict  of  interest 
with  their  duties  and  responsibilities.  The  Director  and 
Chief  Investigator  must  receive  written  approval  from 
the  Mayor  before  accepting  or  engaging  in  any  second- 
ary employment.  The  Director  shall  have  official  du- 
ties as  set  forth  herein  and  shall  have  such  further  duties 
and  powers  as  delegated  by  the  Mayor. 
Section  503.  Powers  and  Duties. 

(a)  The  OMI  shall  have  the  responsibility  and  power 
to  investigate  and  inquire  into  any  serious  miscon- 
duct by  any  city  employee  or  other  person  who 
contracts  in  writing  with  the  city  and  may  review 
the  process  and  decision  of  various  departmental 
investigations  upon  request  of  the  complainant  or 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners.  The 
Director,  when  authorized  by  the  Mayor,  may  re- 
quest assistance  from  other  city  departments  an- 
d/or outside  consultants  to  aid  such  investigations. 

(b)  Conduct  that  is  not  considered  serious  by  the 
Commission  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate 
department  head. 

(c)  All  OMI  personnel  shall  be  prepared  to  partici- 
pate as  witnesses  and  to  present  testimony  and  evi- 
dence to  those  tribunals,  administrative  or 
criminal ,  that  retain  jurisdiction  after  an  investiga- 
tion is  concluded. 

(d)  OMI  is  intended  to  supplement  other  city,  state  or 
federal  investigating  and  enforcement  bodies.  An 
employee  may  be  the  subject  of  parallel  adminis- 
trative investigations.  The  Commission  shall  take 
all  measures  necessary  to  insure  that  parallel  or 
subsequent  criminal  investigations  or  prosecu- 
tions are  not  comprised  by  its  operations. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  Director  in  consultation  with 
the  Commissioners,  the  OMI  may  determine  not  to  in- 
vestigate an  allegation  of  serious  misconduct,  or  to  de- 
fer investigation,  if  another  law  enforcement  agency  is 
conducting  a  similar  investigation  and  action  by  OMI 
would  potentially  impair  that  investigation.  If  a  Com- 
missioner is  officially  connected  with  a  city  department 
he  shall  excuse  himself  from  any  deliberation  or  vote  of 
the  Commission  in  connection  therewith. 
Section  504.  Complaint. 

Any  person  may  file  a  complaint  with  the  OMI. 
Upon  request  of  the  complainant,  his  identify  shall  re- 
main confidential  until  the  conclusion  of  the  investiga- 
tion. 

(a)  Investigations  shall  be  commenced  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  a  complaint  of  or  knowledge  by  OMI  of 
serious  misconduct. 

(b)  All  city  departments  shall  report  all  serious  mis- 
conduct to  and  refer  all  complaints  of  serious  mis- 
conduct or  other  complaints  specified  herein  to  the 
OMI.  Parallel  investigations  between  the  OMI  and 
the  department  may  be  necessary  and  shall  be  co- 
ordinated with  OMI  upon  consultation  with  the  de- 
partments involved. 

Section  505.  Employee  Protection. 

All  city  supen  isors  shall  refrain  from  coercion  of  or 
reprisal  toward  any  city  employee  who  has  filed  a  com- 
plaint with  OMI.  A  violation  of  this  section  m;i\  give 
good  cause  for  or  constitute  a  ground  for  reduction  in 
pay,  suspension,  removal  or  any  other  administrative 
disciplinary  action.  Any  such  disciplinary  action  shall 
be  taken  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  cil\  per- 
sonnel policies,  and/or  collective  bargaining  contract. 
Section  506.  Conduct  of  Investigation. 

(a)  At  the  commencement  of  its  investigation,  OMI 
shall  have  immediate  access  to  all  city  records. 
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documents  and  employees,  including  employee 
personnel  records,  departmental  investigation 
files  and  reports  and  Retirement  Board  records. 
OMI  shall  not  have  access  to  any  record  of  the  Bos- 
ton Police  Department  which  contains  any  crimi- 
nal intelligence  information.  Confidentiality  of 
records  in  the  possession  of  OMI  or  created  by 
OMI  shall  be  protected  according  to  law. 
(b)  Investigations  are  to  be  conducted  according  to 
law.  The  use  of  extraordinary  investigative  meth- 
ods shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  subject 
to  review  by  the  corporation  counsel  prior  to  im- 
plementation. 
Section  507.  Appearance. 

The  Director  of  OMI  shall  have  the  authority  to  re- 
quire the  appearance  of  any  city  employee  during  his 
regular  assigned  working  hours,  and  to  question  such 
employee  regarding  matters  specifically  relating  to  any 
serious  misconduct.  Any  city  employee  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  have  union  or  legal  representation  during  all 
questioning  by  OMI.  provided  that  the  investigation  is 
not  unreasonably  delayed  because  of  the  unavailability 
of  union  or  legal  representation.  No  disciplinary  action 
for  failure  to  respond  to  question  from  OMI  shall  be 
taken  unless  the  employee  was  warned  prior  to  the 
questions  being  propounded  to  him  that  the  failure  to 
respond  may  be  the  basis  for  administrative  discipli- 
nary action,  including  dismissal.  The  employee  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  from  such  disciplinary  action  as 
provided  by  law.  the  rules  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Service  Commission  and  such  other  rights  as  provided 
by  the  city's  personnel  policies  and  procedures  relating 
to  disciplinary  action. 
Section  508.  Interference  With  Investigation. 

(a)  No  city  employee  or  any  person  contracting  in 
writing  with  the  city  shall  prevent,  obstruct  or  oth- 
erwise hinder  any  investigation  conducted  by 
OMI.  Any  violation  of  this  paragraph  shall  give 
good  cause  for  or  constitute  a  ground  for  reduction 
in  pay.  suspension,  removal  or  any  other  adminis- 
trative disciplinary  action  in  accordance  with  law. 
the  rules  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission and  the  city's  policies  and  procedures  re- 
lating to  disciplinary  action  and  collective 
bargaining  contracts.  The  city  employee  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  from  such  disciplinary 
action  as  provided  by  law.  the  rules  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Civil  Service  Commission,  such  other 
rights  as  provided  by  the  city's  personnel  policies 
and  procedures  relating  to  disciplinary  action,  and 
collective  bargaining  contracts. 

(b)  Every  city  official,  employee  or  officer  and  every 
person  contracting  in  writing  with  the  city  shall  co- 
operate with  the  OMI.  OMI  shall  solicit  the  volun- 
tary cooperation  of  all  other  persons  with  its 
investigation. 

Section  509.  Report  and  Confidentiality  of  Investiga- 
tion. 

(a)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation.  OMI  shall 
submit  to  the  Mayor  a  written  report  containing 
final  conclusions  and  pertinent  facts.  OMI  shall 
provide  such  report  or  a  summary  thereof  to  the 
complainant,  to  the  accused  and  to  the  appropriate 
department  head  or  appointing  authority.  Upon  re- 
quest. OMI  may  make  available  such  report  or  a 
summary  thereof  to  the  public. 

(b)  Except  for  the  members  and  staff  of  OMI.  the 
Mayor,  the  corporation  counsel  and  any  law  en- 
forcement agency  conducting  a  parallel  current  in- 
vestigation into  the  suspected  serious  misconduct 
of  a  city  employee,  no  city  employee  or  any  other 
person  shall  have  access  to  the  investigatory  files 
of  OMI.  except  those  which  are  public  records  un- 
der G.L.  c.  4.  s.  7(26). 


Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2 .  as  amended .  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1.  Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906.  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  701  of  the  Acts 
of  1 986.  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sections  1 .  1 A 
and  2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tions: 

Section  1 .  (a)  The  school  committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall,  by  majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  of 
its  members,  elect  and  contract  with  a  superintendent 
of  schools  for  any  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  six 
years.  The  school  committee  exclusively  shall  fix  the 
compensation  of  such  superintendent,  which  sum  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city.  The 
school  committee  may  remove  the  superintendent  for 
just  cause  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  whole  number 
oi  its  members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing. 
The  superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be- 
come, and  during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  de- 
fined by  ordinance.  Failure  to  maintain  such  residence 
shall  be  deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employ- 
ment. 

(b)  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  school  committee  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  school 
committee.  The  school  committee  shall  take  no  action 
on  any  particular  matter  without  first  receiving  the  su- 
perintendent's recommendation  thereon.  The  superin- 


tendent shall  give  his  or  her  recommendation  before  or 
during  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  school 
committee  next  following  the  meeting  at  which  the  par- 
ticular matter  is  raised  and  at  which  the  superintendent 
is  asked  to  prepare  a  recommendation  thereon;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  superintendent  in  his  or  her 
sole  discretion  may  elect  to  present  any  such  recom- 
mendation at  the  school  committee  meeting  at  which 
the  particular  matter  is  raised  or  thereafter  but  prior  to 
the  next  regularly  scheduled  school  committee  meet- 
ing. Any  such  recommendation  of  the  superintendent 
shall  include  the  superintendent's  estimate  of  the  cost 
or  savings  involved,  if  any,  and  if  the  superintendent 
estimates  that  there  are  costs  involved,  the  recommen- 
dation shall  identify  available  budgeted  funding 
sources  or  new  funding  sources.  If  the  superintendent 
fails  to  make  a  recommendation  on  a  particular  matter 
when  raised  at  such  next  regularly  scheduled  school 
committee  meeting,  the  school  committee  may  take 
action  thereon  without  receiving  the  superintendent's 
recommendation. 

(c)  The  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  for  which  he  or  she 
was  elected,  submit  to  the  school  committee  a  manage- 
ment plan  for  all  administrators  and  assistant,  associate 
and  deputy  superintendents  serving  at  the  discretion  of 
the  superintendent. 

The  school  committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall,  in 
the  year  1989  and  every  sixth  year  thereafter  or  in  the 
year  when  a  superintendent  is  elected,  shall  vote  by 
two-thirds  majority  to  accept  or  reject  the  management 
plan  submitted  by  the  superintendent  of  schools.  The 
school  committee  shall  accept  a  management  plan  of 
the  superintendent  on  or  before  September  first  in  the 
year  that  the  superintendent  is  elected  to  term. 

Section  1A.  (a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  1A 
only,  all  individuals  engaged  to  render  services  and 
paid  pursuant  to  the  school  department's  budget  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  "School  Department  employees"  and 
their  positions  shall  be  deemed  to  be  "School  Depart- 
ment positions." 

(b)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive 
authority  to  make  appointments  and  promotions  for  all 
School  Department  positions  except  for  the  positions 
of  community  superintendents,  an  election  or  appoint- 
ment of  a  chairman,  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  school 
committee,  of  school  committee  administrative  assist- 
ants appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of 
1964,  and  of  special  assistant  corporation  counsels. 
Prior  to  making  an  appointment  or  promotion  to  the 
position  of  community  superintendent,  the  superin- 
tendent shall  present  his  or  her  recommendation 
thereon  to  the  school  committee  at  a  regularly  sched- 
uled meeting.  Any  such  appointment  or  promotion 
shall  be  demand  approved  by  the  school  committee  on 
the  sixth  business  day  following  the  presentation  of  the 
superintendent's  recommendation,  unless  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  the  school  committee's  members 
file  with  the  secretary  of  the  school  committee  a  written 
objection  to  the  intended  appointment  or  promotion 
within  five  business  days  following  the  presentation  of 
the  superintendent's  recommendation;  in  which  case, 
the  appointment  or  promotion  shall  be  approved  only 
upon  majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  committee. 

(c)  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, a  vote  of  the  school  committee  shall  not 
be  required  for  the  appointment  or  promotion  <>l  any 
School  Department  employee  except  as  provided  in 
this  section  1  A. 

(d)  Except  as  may  be  required  by  any  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  or  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  3 1  of 
the  General  Laws.  and.  subject  to  appropriation,  the 
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superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  to  fix 
the  compensation  of  all  School  Department  employees 
with  the  exception  of  school  committee  members;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  school  committee  shall  fix  the 
compensation  of  the  superintendent  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  chapter  and  shall  fix  the  compensation  of 
school  committee  administrative  assistants  appointed 
pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1964. 

(e)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  au- 
thority to  assign,  reassign,  suspend,  lay-off.  demote, 
remove  and  dismiss  all  School  Department  employees 
except  school  committee  members  and  administrative 
assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
of  1964.  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, the  actions  of  the  superintendent  pursu- 
ant to  this  subsection  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  actions 
of  the  school  committee  under  the  General  Laws,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  chapters31,  71,  and  150E. 
In  exercising  his  or  her  authority  under  this  subsection, 
the  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  and  powers, 
and  be  subject  to  the  limitations,  otherwise  applicable 
to  the  school  committee.  In  the  case  of  actions  taken 
pursuant  to  this  subsection  as  to  which  notice  or  hear- 
ing, or  both,  would  otherwise  be  afforded  to  the  subject 
School  Department  employee  by  the  school  commit- 
tee, such  notice  or  hearing,  or  both,  shall  be  afforded 
instead  by  the  superintendent  or  his  designee.  In  the 
event  that  the  superintendent  delegates  to  a  designee 
the  conduct  of  a  hearing  for  an  affected  School  Depart- 
ment employee,  the  superintendent  may  either  take 
action  based  upon  the  hearing  or  delegate  to  the  desig- 
nee the  authority  to  take  action  based  upon  the  hearing, 
such  choice  to  be  made  by  the  superintendent  in  his  or 
her  sole  discretion. 

(f)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  to  su- 
pervise and  direct  all  School  Department  employees 
except  school  committee  members  and  administrative 
assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
of  1964.  and  special  assistant  corporation  counsels  to 
the  extent  that  their  legal  work  is  directed  and  super- 
vised by  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  IB.  (a)  The  school  committee  may  delegate, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  superintendent  the  full  au- 
thority to  approve  for  the  school  department  without 
further  authority  the  acceptance  and  expenditure  of 
grants  or  gifts  of  funds  from  the  federal  government,  a 
charitable  foundation,  a  private  corporation,  an  indi- 
vidual, or  from  the  commonwealth,  a  county,  munici- 
pality or  an  agency  thereof,  the  provisions  of  section 
53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  notwithstand- 
ing. 

(b)  The  superintendent  shall  provide  to  the  school 
committee,  the  city  auditor  and  the  city  office  of  budget 
and  program  evaluation  a  report  detailing  the  source, 
purpose  and  balance  on  hand  on  all  funds  received  or 
expended  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  IB 
at  least  quarterly. 

Section  ID.  The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the 
school  committee  for  approval  for  approval  an  annual 
budget  of  the  school  department  for  the  forthcoming 
fiscal  year  no  later  than  the  first  Wednesday  in  Febru- 
ary prior  to  the  beginning  of  such  fiscal  year.  The 
school  committee  may  adopt,  reject,  reduce  or  increase 
any  item  in  the  recommended  budget:  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  the  school  committee  fails  to  take  definite 
action  on  the  annual  budget  on  or  before  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  March  of  each  year,  the  annual  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  superintendent  shall  be  deemed 
approved  as  if  formally  approved  by  the  school  com- 
mittee. After  approval  of  an  annual  budget  by  the 
school  committee,  the  superintendent  shall  submit  said 
approved  budget  to  the  mayor  who  may  approve  or  re- 
duce the  total  recommended  budeet.  Thereafter,  not 


later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  May  in  each  year, 
the  mayor  shall  submit  said  annual  budget  to  the  city 
council  for  an  appropriation  of  funds.  The  superintend- 
ent shall  not  approve  the  appointment  of  any  person 
except  to  a  budgeted  position. 

Section  IE.  For  the  purposes  of  section  16of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  as  most  recently  amended  by 
section  17ofchapter  190of  the  Acts  of  1982,  members 
of  the  school  committee  and  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  officials  responsible 
for  the  expenditures  of  the  school  department,  the  pro- 
visions of  section  18  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

(a)  Subject  to  appropriations  therefor,  the  superin- 
tendent shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  to  make  on 
behalf  of  the  school  committee  contracts,  or  amend- 
ments to  contracts,  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of  equip- 
ment, materials,  goods  or  supplies,  leases  of  property, 
alterations  and  repairs  of  school  property,  and  for  pro- 
fessional or  other  services,  with  the  exception  of  col- 
lective bargaining  agreements  and  contracts  for  the 
transportation  of  students.  All  school  department  con- 
tracts or  amendments  to  contracts  shall  otherwise  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  the  city  charter. 

(b)  With  respect  to  collective  bargaining  agreements 
and  contracts  for  the  transportation  of  students,  no  such 
agreement,  contract  or  amendment  thereto  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  school  committee  without  the  prior  writ- 
ten approval  of  the  superintendent. 

(c)  With  respect  to  all  contracts,  agreements  or 
amendments  thereto  made  or  entered  into  by  the  school 
department,  the  superintendent  shall  be  responsible  for 
establishing  procedures  for  auditing  and  monitoring 
the  compliance  of  the  parties  with  the  terms  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  contracts,  agreements  or  amendments 
thereto. 

Section  2.  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986.  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  2.  (a)  The  provisions  of  section  34  of  chapter 
7 1  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city:  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  the  city  auditor  determines  that 
school  department  expenditures  in  any  fiscal  year  are 
projected  to  be  in  excess  of  total  budgeted  expenditures 
for  that  fiscal  year,  as  supported  by  appropriation  and 
other  available  funding,  then  the  school  committee 
shall  not  reallocate  or  transfer  funds  from  any  item  in 
the  budget  for  that  fiscal  year  to  fund  any  such  pro- 
jected additional  expenditures. 

After  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  March  of  any  fiscal 
year,  the  school  committee  shall  not  initiate  or  autho- 
rize any  new  or  additional  programs  or  categories  of 
expenditures  requiring  additional  unbudgeted  expend- 
itures unless  such  programs  or  categories  have  been  in- 
corporated and  fully  funded  in  the  budget  for  the 
subsequent  fiscal  year.  In  the  case  where  such  pro- 
grams or  categories  have  not  been  incorporated  or  fully 
funded  in  the  budget  for  the  subsequent  fiscal  year,  they 
shall  not  be  initiated  or  authorized  until  the  school  com- 
mittee shall  have  amended  its  budget  submission  for 
the  subsequent  fiscal  year  to  reduce  or  eliminate  other 
costs,  programs  or  categories  in  amounts  equal  to  the 
projected  annualized  costs  of  the  new  or  additional  pro- 
grams or  categories  of  expenditures. 

(c)  The  superintendent  shall  prepare  and  submit  to 
the  school  committee,  the  city  auditor  and  the  city  of- 
fice of  budget  and  program  evaluation,  a  monthly 
budget  update  report  which  shall  detail  and  itemize 
year-to-date  and  projected  school  department  expendi- 
tures and  budget  transfers. 

(d)  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
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withstanding,  the  superintendent  may,  after  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  March  but  prior  to  the  annual  appropria- 
tion, enter  into  contracts  with  the  publishers  or  suppli- 
ers of  instructional  materials  and  books  for  the  timely 
purchase  and  delivery  of  the  same  to  be  used  in  the  Bos- 
ton schools  for  the  school  year  commencing  during  the 
fiscal  year  for  which  a  recommended  appropriation  has 
been  submitted  but  not  yet  approved;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  contracts  for  the  supply  and  delivery  of 
said  instructional  materials  and  books  shall  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  the  total  amount  of  funds  obligated 
for  such  instructional  materials  and  books  ordered 
prior  to  the  annual  appropriation  shall  be  limited  to  the 
amount  appropriated  for  such  expenditures  in  the  then 
current  annual  budget  and  shall  not  exceed  that 
amount.  Pending  the  final  annual  appropriation  for  the 
school  department,  the  city  auditor  may  approve  such 
contracts  for  the  purchase  and  delivery  of  instructional 
materials  and  books,  provided,  however,  that  such 
contracts  shall  in  all  other  respects  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  city  charter. 
Section  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  affect 
the  term  of  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  in  of- 
fice upon  its  effective  date,  nor  abrogate  or  alter  any  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement  or  other  contract  in  force 
and  effect  on  its  effective  date. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  acts  which 
it  amends  are  severable  and  if  any  one  or  more  provi- 
sions, or  parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall  be  held  unconsti- 
tutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts  thereof. 
Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

ning on  July  1,  1987.  The  Commission  shall  report  its 
conclusions  and  recommendations  for  further  reforms,  if 
any.  to  the  Mayor,  City  Council  and  School  Committee  on 
or  before  June  30.

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage and  shall  expire  on  June  30.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  RENTAL  HOUSING  EQ- 
UITY ORDINANCE  RE  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 
An  Ordinance 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Declaration  of  Emergency.  A  serious  public 
emergency  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  which  has  been 
accentuated  by  the  use  of  tax-exempt  institutions  of  build- 
ings having  or  potentially  having  a  residential  use.  Such 
use  has  (a)  contributed  to  the  removal  of  residential  hous- 
ing from  the  market  while  a  severe  shortage  exists:  (b) 
contributed  to  the  destruction  and  decay  in  affected  resi- 
dential neighborhoods:  (c)  created  areas  of  the  city  where 
public  order  is  difficult  to  enforce:  and  (d)  deprived  the 
city  of  needed  tax  revenues.  In  addition,  this  emergency 
cannot  be  dealt  with  solely  by  the  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market  nor  by  existing  ordinances  and  un- 
less the  removal  of  residential  units  is  additionally  regu- 
lated and  controlled,  such  emergency  and  the 
displacement  resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious 
threats  to  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the 
citizensofBoston.  Furthermore,  public  regulation  is  nec- 
essary in  order  to  provide  residents  with  a  sufficient  sup- 
ply of  decent,  affordable  housing  to  strengthen 
residential  neighborhoods,  to  encourage  public  order  and 
to  preserve  the  city's  tax  base. 

It  is  the  intent  further  of  this  Council  to  insure  protec- 
tion against  removal  of  housing  accommodations  from 
rental  housing  use  by  public  institutions,  as  well  as  the 
removal  of  housing  accommodations  in  lodging  houses, 
boarding  houses,  and  rooming  houses  from  rental  hous- 
ing use.  regardless  of  the  status  of  such  housing  accom- 
modations under  city's  existing  Rental  Housing  Equity 
Ordinance,  within  the  limits  of  the  city's  enabling  author- 

Now.  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation.  Article  2  as 
amended,  and  Articles  47  and  89  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969.  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 863  of  the  Acts  of  1970.  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971.  and  chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1987.  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows:

(c)  Section  l(n)(iv)  is  amended  by  adding,  at  the  end 
of  the  section  and  prior  to  the  ";".  the  following:  ""and 
provided  further  that  all  housing  accommodations  in 
tourist  homes  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses,  regard- 
less of  transient  occupancy,  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  5  of  chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1987,  as  amended." 

(d)  Section  l(n)(vi)  is  amended  by  adding,  at  the  end 
of  the  section  and  prior  to  the  ".".  the  following:  "and 
provided  further  that  all  such  housing  accommodations 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  chapter 
6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987.  as  amended." 

Section  3.  That  section  5  of  chapter  6  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1987.  amending  section  10  of  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinance  of  1984.  is  hereby  further  amended  as 
follows: 

A.  Insert  in  the  first  sentence  of  subsection  (i).  after 
the  words  "any  combination  thereof,"  the  following: 
"or  a  controlled  or  decontrolled  housing  accommo- 
dation owned,  operated,  or  controlled  by  a  public  in- 
stitution, regardless  of  its  occupancy." 

B.  In  the  second  sentence  of  subsection  (i),  delete  the 
word  "such"  and  substitute  the  following:  "With  re- 
gard to  housing  accommodations  in  lodging  houses, 
boarding  houses,  or  rooming  houses,  such." 

C.  Insert  a  fourth  and  fifth  sentence  at  the  end  of  sub- 
section (i).  to  read  as  follows:  "For  the  purpose  of 
this  ordinance,  "public  institution'  shall  mean  any 
educational,  literary,  benovolent.  charitable,  health 
or  scientific  organization,  eligible  for  exemption 
from  taxation  under  G.L.  c.  59.  5,  including  corpo- 
rations, partnerships  and  trusts  controlled  or  oper- 
ated for  the  benefit  of  such  institutions,  and  any 
natural  or  non-natural  person  acting  for  the  purpose 
of.  or  in  anticipation  of.  transferring  control  of  one 
or  more  housing  accommodations  to  any  such  orga- 
nization. A  change  in  occupancy  to  occupancy  by 
students,  faculty,  staff,  or  employees  of  a  public  in- 
stitution, or  any  use  not  for  rental  housing  purposes, 
shall  constitute  removal  from  rental  housing  use." 

D.  Insert  a  second  and  third  sentence  at  the  end  of 
subsection  (ii).  to  read  as  follows:  "Copies  of  each 
application  received  hereunder  involving  a  public  in- 
stitution shall  be  submitted  for  comment  to  the  Insti- 
tutional Expansion  Board  established  pursuant  to 
chapter  12  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983.  The  board 
shall  give  due  consideration  to  any  recommendations 
of  the  Institutional  Expansion  Board." 

Section  4.  The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  publish  bian- 
nually  in  the  City  Record  and  deliver  to  the  City  Council 
on  the  first  day  of  June  and  December  in  each  year  reports 
showing  payments  received  in  lieu  of  taxes  from  tax-ex- 
empt institutions  for  each  assessable  parcel,  the  fair  mar- 
ket value  of  each  properties  and  the  percentage  of  value 
received  in  lieu  of  taxes.  In  addition,  such  reports  shall 
identify  the  agreement  pursuant  to  which  such  payments 
are  being  received  by  the  city.  Copies  of  such  agreements 
shall  be  made  available  during  business  hours  to  the  pub- 
lic in  a  convenient  location  in  City  Hall.  The  Assessor 
shall  furnish  the  Collector-Treasurer  with  the  assess- 
ments required  to  be  published  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to 
the  publishing. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage, and  shall  apply  to  any  action  by  a  public  institution 


to  remove  a  controlled  or  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modation from  actual  or  potential  rental  housing  use,  re- 
duce the  total  number  of  controlled  or  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations,  or  convert  controlled  or  de- 
controlled housing  accommodations  to  the  condominium 
or  cooperative  form  of  ownership,  or  any  similar  action 
with  regard  to  housing  accommodations  in  lodging 
houses,  boarding  houses,  or  rooming  houses  newly  cov- 
ered under  this  ordinance,  taken  on  or  after  July  I.  1987. 

Section  6.  The  provisions  of  the  ordinance  and  the  ordi- 
nance it  amends  shall  be  severable  and  if  any  one  or  more 
provisions,  or  parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall  be  held  un- 
constitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts 
thereof.

CITY  OF  BOSTON 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-Seven 
An  Ordinance  Promoting  Women-  and  Minority-Owned 
Business  Enterprises  in  the  City  of  Boston 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Findings  and  Purpose. 

It  is  hereby  found  that  as  a  result  of  past  societal  dis- 
crimination, the  City  of  Boston's  contracting  system,  dif- 
ficulties in  obtaining  credit,  financing  and  bonding  from 
the  private  sector,  minority-  and  women-owned  busi- 
nesses have  been  woefully  underrepresented  among  busi- 
nesses awarded  contracts  with  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
inability  of  minority  and  women  businesses  to  secure 
contracts  with  the  city  has  also  contributed  to  the  lack  of  a 
viable  minority-  and  women-owned  business  sector  in 
Boston's  private  economy.  Therefore,  in  order  to  ensure 
the  full  participation  of  women-  and  minority-owned 
businesses  as  competitive  vendors  in  the  city's  contrac- 
tual system,  this  ordinance  is  necessary  to  ameliorate  the 
continuing  negative  impacts  of  past  discrimination  and 
current  economic  policies. 

The  purpose  of  this  legislation  is  to  promote  the  full  and 
equitible  participation  of  minority-  and  women-owned 
businesses  in  the  provisions  of  goods  and  services  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  goal  is  to  achieve  a  minimum  of  15 
percent  for  minority-owned  businesses  and  5  percent  for 
women-owned  businesses  in  the  annual  procurement  of 
goods  and  services  for  the  city. 

Section  2:  Definitions. 

"City,"  the  City  of  Boston.  "City  Agencies  and  De- 
partments," those  departments  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Mayor  or  persons  appointed  by  him. 

"Impacted  Area,"  any  area  of  the  city  with  a  high  con- 
centration of  minority  residents  so  designated  by  the  City 
of  Boston;  including  but  not  limited  to  the  following  ar- 
eas: Roxbury,  North  Dorchester.  South  End.  Chinatown, 
Jamaica  Plain  and  Mattapan. 

"Minority  Business  Enterprise,"  any  sole  proprietor- 
ship, partnership,  or  corporation  owned,  operated  and 
controlled  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  who  possess 
at  least  5 1  percent  ownership.  The  minority  group  mem- 
ber(s)  must  have  operational  and  managerial  control,  in- 
terest in  capital,  and  earnings  commensurate  with  the 
percentage  of  minority  ownership.  In  case  of  a  joint  ven- 
ture, the  Minority  Business  Enterprise  must  have  a  con- 
trolling interest  in  the  joint  venture  in  order  to  have  such 


participation  quality  towards  meeting  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance. 

"MBE,"  Minority  Business  Enterprise. 

"Minority  Person,"  an  individual  who  is  Black  Ameri- 
can, Hispanic  American,  Cape  Verdean  American ,  Asian 
American,  or  Native  American. 

"Women's  Business  Enterprise,"  a  sole  proprietor- 
ship, partnership,  or  corporation  owned,  operated  and 
controlled  by  women  who  possess  at  least  51  percent 
ownership.  The  women  must  have  operational  and  mana- 
gerial control,  interest  in  capital,  and  earnings  commen- 
surate with  the  percentage  of  women  ownership.  In  the 
case  of  a  joint  venture,  the  Women's  Business  Enterprise 
must  have  a  controlling  interest  in  the  joint  venture  in  or- 
der to  have  such  participation  qualify  towards  meeting 
the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

"WBE,"  Women's  Business  Enterprise. 

Section  3:  MINORITY  AND  WOMEN  PERCENT- 
AGE REQUIREMENTS.  The  primary  goal  and  objec- 
tive of  this  ordinance  is  that  at  least  1 5  percent  of  the  value 
of  all  construction  contracts,  goods  and  services  pro- 
cured by  the  city  be  obtained  from  Minority  Business  En- 
terprises, and  5  percent  of  all  such  contractual  services  be 
obtained  from  Women's  Business  Enterprises.  The  objec- 
tive shall  also  be  to  encourage  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  local  women-  and  minority-owned  businesses  by 
utilizing  state-  and  city-based  businesses  to  maximum  ex- 
tent possible. 

This  policy  specifically  includes  all  funds  expended 
through  the  Capital  Budget,  Operating  Budget  and  all 
federally  funded  projects  and  programs.  Where  federal 
regulations  require  a  percentage  greater  than  that  speci- 
fied in  this  ordinance,  such  higher  percentages  shall  gov- 
ern such  programs. 

All  city  departments  shall  make  every  effort  to  expend 
a  minimum  of  15  percent  of  their  total  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  for  construction,  goods  and  materials,  and 
professional  services  with  qualified  Minority  Business 
Enterprises  and  a  minimum  of  5  percent  with  qualified 
Women's  Business  Enterprises  either  through  contracts 
awarded  by  the  individual  agency  or  department,  through 
Administrative  Services  or  any  other  department  acting 
on  the  behalf  of  such  agency  or  department. 

Thirty  percent  of  all  construction  work  to  be  performed 
in  impacted  areas  shall  be  awarded  to  Minority  Business 
Enterprises. 

Section  4:  Minority  and  Women's  Business  Outreach, 
Administrative  Services,  Office  of  Business  and  Cultural 
Affairs,  and  the  Department  of  Purchasing  shall  assist 
city  departments  and  agencies  in  locating  qualified  mi- 
nority and  women  vendors  through  extensive  outreach 
liasion  with  appropriate  organizations  and  the  develop- 
ment of  a  listing  of  women  and  minority  vendors  which 
shall  be  published  on  an  annual  basis. 

These  offices  will  also  provide  technical  assistance  to 
both  the  city  departments  and  to  the  MBE's/WBE's  where 
appropriate.  A  centralized  information  service  shall  be 
established  for  monitoring  the  progress  or  lack  of  pro- 
gress, and  making  recommendations  for  corrective 
action,  an  annual  report  shall  be  made  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council,  and  published  for  the  general  public. 

Section  5.  Policy  Implementation. 

The  Director  of  Administrative  Services  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Law  Department,  Director  of  Purchasing 
Department  and  the  Director  of  Office  ol  Contract  Com- 
pliance shall  be  responsible  for  developing  written  proce- 
dures governing  the  implementation  of  this  ordinance. 
Copies  of  this  order  shall  accompany  such  written  proce- 
dures and  be  disseminated  to  all  city  staff  charged  directly 
or  indirectly  with  the  procurement  process.  All  necessary 
training  and  orientation  shall  be  provided  to  supplement 
staff  understanding  of  these  measures. 

All  directors  ol  city  departments  and  agencies  shall  en- 
sure the  fullest  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  systems 
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and  procedures  which  ensure  the  fullest  implementation 
and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  Publication.

The  Committee  on  Education  held  a  lenghty  public 
hearing  on  July  10,  1987,  and  diligently  examined  the 
budget  appropriation. 

2.  The  Mayor  has  requested  an  appropriation  of 
$311,600,000  in  city  resources  for  the  School  Depart- 
ment and,  further,  the  School  Department  projects  that 
external  discretionary  revenue  sources  will  total 
$13,000,000. 

3 .  The  city  appropriation  and  the  external  discretionary 
funding  together  allows  the  School  Department  to  have  a 
spending  authority  of  $324,600,000. 

4.  The  School  Committee  had  previously  voted  in  June 
to  pass  a  budget  of  $327,200,000  for  the  School  Depart- 
ment; therefore,  the  School  Department  must  make 
budget  cuts  of  $2,600,000  due  to  the  difference  in  the 
School  Committee's  vote  of  $327, 200, 000  and  the  spend- 
ing authority  of  $324,600,000. 


5.  The  superintendent  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools  has 
made  a  commitment  to  provide  the  exact  breakdown  of 
the  $2,600,000  in  budget  cuts  and  the  superintendent  has 
further  stated  that  the  $3, 100,000  for  the  first  year  initia- 
tives of  the  Boston  Education  Plan  will  not  be  affected. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Education  has  not  been  assured 
that  the  total  external  discretionary  federal  funding  will 
be  forthcoming  and  is  extremely  concerned  about  the 
possibility  that  stated  revenue  sources  may  not  material- 
ize. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Education  maintains  that  if  the 
external  federal  funding  is  not  appropriated,  then  the 
School  Department  should  not  be  allowed  to  seek  addi- 
tional funding  from  the  City  Council  beyond  their  spend- 
ing authority. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Education  insists  that  the  School 
Department  be  prohibited  from  exceeding  their  spending 
authority;  be  held  fiscally  accountable  for  the  spending 
level  in  fiscal  year  1988;  be  prohibited  from  the  deficit 
spending  which  occured  in  past  years;  and  further,  that 
the  Auditor  and  the  School  Department  be  held  account- 
able for  the  requirement  of  quarterly  allotment  reports  to 
account  for  school  spending. 

9.  The  appropriation  of  $31 1,600.000  ought  to  pass.

ORDER  FOR  SPECIAL  PETITION  REORGANIZING 
BOSTON  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Councillors: 

Our  work  to  improve  the  Boston  Public  Schools  and  to 
restore  their  rightful  priority  in  the  city  has  lead  us  to  a 
critical  point  in  the  process.  We  are  faced  with  an  impor- 
tant opportunity  to  shape  the  future  of  the  public  school 
system  so  that  it  can  prepare  the  youth  of  our  neighbor- 
hoods to  share  in  Boston's  strong  and  vibrant  future.  The 
home  rule  petition  which  I  am  submitting  to  the  City 
Council  today  is  an  important  part  of  the  Proposal  to  Im- 
prove the  Management  Efficiency  of  School  Govern- 
ance. The  overall  proposal  is  a  comprehensive  package 
that  can  serve  as  the  basis  for  sweeping  reform  of  the 
school  system.  It  includes  initiatives  designed  to 
strengthen  educational  and  fiscal  accountability,  to  clar- 
ify the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  the  School  Committee 
and  the  superintendent,  and  to  enhance  and  strengthen 
parental  involvement  in  the  school  system. 

The  purpose  of  the  home  rule  petition  is  to  codify  the 
changes  required  to  give  the  superintendent  clear  author- 
ity over  the  day-to-day  operation  of  the  school  system  and 
allow  the  School  Committee  to  concentrate  on  formulat- 
ing policy  to  guide  the  school  system.  The  petition  also 
establishes  new  financial  accountability  measures  de- 
signed to  monitor  School  Department  spending  and  to  en- 
sure that  the  people  of  Boston  know  exactly  how  their  tax 
dollars  are  spent  on  public  education. 

Given  the  importance  of  this  proposal  to  the  future  of 
the  school  system.  I  believe  we  must  examine  its  imple- 
mentation. Consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  proposal 
itself,  we  will  undertake  a  review  of  the  implementation 
of  the  overall  proposal  to  include  the  changes  required  by 
the  home  rule  petition,  as  well  as  changes  to  be  adopted 
by  the  School  Committee. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  create  a  body  to  oversee  the  work 
of  the  School  Committee,  nor  is  it  necessary  to  duplicate 
the  work  of  the  School  Committee.  The  School  Commit- 
tee has  formally  approved  the  changes  in  the  home  rule 
petition  before  you  with  the  hope  that  the  administration 
of  the  school  system  can  proceed  more  efficiently. 

School  Committee  President  John  Nucci  has  just  called 
on  his  colleagues  on  the  School  Committee  to  adopt  an 
independent  third-party  evaluation  of  the  Boston  Educa- 
tion Plan  initiatives  that  were  recently  approved,  noting 
that  "it  is  our  obligation  to  fully  understand  the  ramifica- 
tions of  these  policy  changes  once  they  are  imple- 
mented." 

It  is  just  as  prudent  to  examine  the  degree  to  which  the 
reforms  incorporated  in  the  proposal  and  home  rule  peti- 
tion are  being  implemented.  In  order  to  provide  us  with 
accurate  information  regarding  such  implementation,  the 
city  will  contract  with  an  independent  firm.  Under  the 
guidance  of  the  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  City  Council, 
and  the  President  of  the  School  Committee,  the  Office  of 
Budget  and  Program  Evaluation  will  develop  a  Request 


for  Proposals  for  such  an  analysis  with  the  input  of  the 
Municipal  Research  Bureau. 

The  review  will  remain  within  the  parameters  of  the 
proposal  and  will  examine  the  following  initiatives  that 
will  be  implemented  as  a  result  of  the  adoption  of  the 
home  rule  petition  and  the  Proposal  to  Improve  the  Man- 
agement Efficiency  of  School  Governance: 

•  The  transfer  of  operational  responsibilities  from  the 
School  Committee  to  the  superintendent; 

•  The  establishment  of  educational  performance  ac- 
countability criteria  for  the  schools; 

•  The  development  of  evaluation  programs  for  each  pub- 
lic school; 

•  The  development  of  viable  parent  participation  plans; 

•  The  revision  of  the  School  Department's  budget  proc- 
ess; 

•  The  timely  reporting  of  financial  information; 

•  The  publication  and  distribution  of  annual  perform- 
ance reports; 

•  The  amendment  of  School  Committee  rules  and  proce- 
dures consistent  with  the  home  rule  petition  and  the 
proposal. 

I  will  commit  the  necessary  staff  and  resources  to  this 
review  because  I  strongly  believe  that  this  proposal  is  the 
best  hope  for  the  school  system's  future  and  I  want  it  to 
succeed  for  the  sake  of  the  young  people  who  attend  our 
public  schools. 

Our  work  together  in  the  past  three  years  has  provided 
the  public  schools  with  unprecedented  financial  support. 
The  School  Department  budgets  which  we  have  approved 
have  resulted  in  an  increase  in  spending  of  $88  million  or 
37  percent  since  1984.  The  unparalleled  series  of  in- 
creases each  year  have  enabled  the  School  Department  to 
hire  nearly  300  new  teachers  and  restore  academic  and 
enrichment  programs  slashed  by  past  budget  cuts.  We 
have  also  committed  S107  million  to  the  repairs  of 
schools  in  the  first  Capital  Plan  in  nearly  twenty-five 
years.  Our  commitment  to  fixing  schools  all  across  the 
city  has  enabled  Judge  Garrity  to  recently  remove  the  last 
barriers  to  the  repair  of  Latin  School  and  Latin  Academy. 

We  must  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity,  without 
further  delay,  to  ensure  that  the  public  school  system  has 
the  administrative  capabilities  to  implement  the  neces- 
sary educational  initiatives  designed  to  move  the  school 
system  toward  the  twenty-first  century.  I  respectfully  re- 
quest your  support  of  this  home  rule  petition,  and  your 
cooperation  with  the  review  process  I  have  proposed.

and  hereby  is.  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2.  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1.  Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as  mosi 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  701  of  the  Acts 
of  1986.  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sections  1 . 1 A 
and  2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tions: 

Section  1 .  (a)  The  school  committee  of  the  City  o 
Boston  shall,  by  majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  o 
its  members,  elect  and  contract  with  a  superintenden 
of  schools  for  any  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  si; 
years.  The  school  committee  exclusively  shall  fix  th< 
compensation  of  such  superintendent,  which  sum  shal 
be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city.  Th< 
school  committee  may  remove  the  superintendent  fo 
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just  cause  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  whole  number 
of  its  members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing. 
The  superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be- 
come, and  during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  de- 
fined by  ordinance.  Failure  to  maintain  such  residence 
shall  be  deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employ- 
ment. 

(b)  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  school  committee  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  school 
committee.  The  school  committee  shall  take  no  action 
on  any  particular  matter  without  first  receiving  the  su- 
perintendent's recommendation  thereon.  The  superin- 
tendent shall  give  his  or  her  recommendation  before 
and  during  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the 
school  committee  next  following  the  meeting  at  which 
the  particular  matter  is  raised  and  at  which  the  superin- 
tendent is  asked  to  prepare  a  recommendation  thereon; 
provided,  however,  that  the  superintendent  in  his  or  her 
sole  discretion  may  elect  to  present  any  such  recom- 
mendation at  the  school  committee  meeting  at  which 
the  particular  matter  is  raised  or  thereafter  but  prior  to 
the  next  regularly  scheduled  school  committee  meet- 
ing. Any  such  recommendation  of  the  superintendent 
shall  include  the  superintendent's  estimate  of  the  cost 
or  savings  involved,  if  any,  and  if  the  superintendent 
estimates  that  there  are  costs  involved,  the  recommen- 
dation shall  identify  available  budgeted  funding 
sources  or  new  funding  sources.  If  the  superintendent 
fails  to  make  a  recommendation  on  a  particular  matter 
when  raised  at  such  next  regularly  scheduled  school 
committee  meeting,  the  school  committee  may  take 
action  thereon  without  receiving  the  superintendent's 
recommendation. 

(c)  The  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  for  which  he  or  she 
was  appointed,  submit  to  the  school  committee  a  man- 
agement plan  for  all  administrators  and  community  and 
deputy  superintendents  serving  at  the  discretion  of  the 
superintendent.  The  school  committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  the  year  1 989  and  every  sixth  year  thereafter 
or  in  the  year  when  a  superintendent  is  appointed  shall 
vote  by  two-thirds  majority  to  accept  or  reject  the  man- 
agement plan  submitted  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools.  The  school  committee  shall  accept  a  manage- 
ment plan  of  the  superintendent  on  or  before  Septem- 
ber first  in  the  year  that  the  superintendent  is  appointed 
to  term. 

Section  1A.  (a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  1A 
only,  all  individuals  engaged  to  render  services  and 
paid  pursuant  to  the  school  department's  budget  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  "School  Department  employees"  and 
their  positions  shall  be  deemed  to  be  "School  Depart- 
ment positions." 

(b)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  au- 
thority to  make  appointments  and  promotions  for  all 
school  department  positions  except  for  the  positions  of 
community  superintendent,  an  election  or  appointment 
of  a  chairman,  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  school  com- 
mittee, of  school  committee  administrative  assistants 
appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1964, 
and  of  special  assistant  corporation  counsels.  Prior  to 
making  an  appointment  or  promotion  to  the  position  of 
community  superintendent,  the  superintendent  shall 
present  his  or  her  recommendation  thereon  to  the 
school  committee  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting. 
Any  such  appointment  or  promotion  shall  be  deemed 
approved  by  the  school  committee  on  the  sixth  business 
day  following  the  presentation  of  the  superintendent's 
recommendation,  unless  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  the  school  committee's  members  file  with  the 
secretary  of  the  school  committee  a  written  objection  to 
the  intended  appointment  or  promotion  within  five 


business  days  following  the  presentation  of  the  super- 
intendent's recommendation;  in  which  case,  the  ap- 
pointment or  promotion  shall  be  approved  only  upon 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  of 
the  school  committee. 

(c)  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, a  vote  of  the  school  committee  shall  not 
be  required  for  the  appointment  or  promotion  of  any 
school  department  employee  except  as  provided  in  this 
section  1A. 

(d)  Except  as  may  be  required  by  any  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  or  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  3 1 
and  chapter  150Eof  the  General  Laws,  and,  subject  to 
appropriation,  the  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclu- 
sive authority  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  school  de- 
partment employees  with  the  exception  of  school 
committee  members;  provided,  however,  that  the 
school  committee  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  su- 
perintendent as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  chapter  and 
shall  fix  the  compensation  of  school  committee  admin- 
istrative assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of 
the  Acts  of  1964. 

(e)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  au- 
thority to  assign,  reassign,  suspend,  lay-off,  demote, 
remove  and  dismiss  all  school  department  employees 
except  school  committee  members  and  administrative 
assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
of  1964.  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, the  actions  of  the  superintendent  pursu- 
ant to  this  subsection  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  actions 
of  the  school  committee  under  the  General  Laws,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  chapters  3 1 ,71,  and  I50E. 
In  exercising  his  or  her  authority  under  this  subsection, 
the  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  and  powers, 
and  be  subject  to  the  limitations,  otherwise  applicable 
to  the  school  committee,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  terms  of  any  collective  bargaining  agreement  im- 
posed by  General  Laws  chapter  I50E.  In  the  case  of 
actions  taken  pursuant  to  this  subsection  as  to  which 
notice  or  hearing,  or  both,  would  otherwise  be  af- 
forded to  the  subject  school  department  employee  by 
the  school  committee,  such  notice  or  hearing,  or  both, 
shall  be  afforded  instead  by  the  superintendent  or  his 
designee.  In  the  event  that  the  superintendent  delegates 
to  a  designee  the  conduct  of  a  hearing  for  an  affected 
school  department  employee,  the  superintendent  shall 
base  his  or  her  decision  upon  the  evidence  presented  at 
such  hearing.  In  cases  in  which  the  superintendent  de- 
cides, after  such  notice  and  hearing,  to  dismiss  a  ten- 
ured teacher,  the  teacher  may  request  review  of  that 
decision  by  the  school  committee  by  filing  a  written 
request  with  the  school  committee  within  ten  days  of 
receipt  of  the  decision  of  the  superintendent.  Within 
thirty  days  after  receipt  of  such  a  request  for  review, 
the  school  committee  shall  review  the  decision  of  the 
superintendent,  based  solely  on  the  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings before  the  superintendent,  or  his  designee, 
and  may  reverse  or  modify  the  decision  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  whole  committee. 

(f)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  to  su 
pervise  and  direct  all  school  department  employees  ex- 
cept school  committee  members  and  administrative 
assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
of  1964,  and  special  assistant  corporation  counsels  to 
the  extent  that  their  legal  work  is  directed  and  super 
vised  by  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(g)  Except  as  specifically  provided  herein,  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  or  interpreted  so  as  to 
limit  in  any  way  the  existing  employment  rights  of 
school  employees,  including  rights  of  tenure  and  sen 
iority  as  provided  by  General  Laws  chapter  71  and 
General  Laws  chapter  3  I  as  well  as  those  employment 
rights  provided  under  applicable  collective  bargaining 
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agreements  and  General  Laws  chapter  150H. 

Section  IB.  (a)  The  school  committee  may  delegate, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  superintendent  the  full  au- 
thority to  approve  for  the  school  department  without 
further  authority  the  acceptance  and  expenditure  of 
grants  or  gifts  of  funds  from  the  federal  government,  a 
charitable  foundation,  a  private  corporation,  an  indi- 
vidual, or  from  the  commonwealth,  a  county,  munici- 
pality or  an  agency  thereof,  the  provisions  of  section 
53  A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  notwithstand- 
ing. 

(b)  The  superintendent  shall  provide  to  the  school 
committee,  the  city  auditor  and  the  city  office  of  budget 
and  program  evaluation  a  report  detailing  the  source, 
purpose  and  balance  on  hand  of  all  funds  received  or 
expended  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  IB 
at  least  quarterly. 

Section  ID.  The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the 
school  committee  for  approval  an  annual  budget  of  the 
school  department  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no 
later  than  the  first  Wednesday  in  February  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  such  fiscal  year.  The  school  committee 
may  adopt,  reject,  reduce  or  increase  any  item  in  the 
recommended  budget;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
school  committee  fails  to  take  definite  action  on  the  an- 
nual budget  on  or  before  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
March  if  each  year,  the  annual  budget  as  recommended 
by  the  superintendent  shall  be  deemed  approved  as  if 
formally  approved  by  the  school  committee.  After  ap- 
proval of  an  annual  budget  by  the  school  committee. 
the  superintendent  shall  submit  said  approved  budget 
to  the  mayor  who  may  approve  or  reduce  the  total  rec- 
ommended budget.  Thereafter,  not  later  than  the  sec- 
ond Wednesday  in  May  of  each  year,  the  mayor  shall 
submit  said  annual  budget  to  the  city  council  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  funds.  The  superintendent  shall  not  ap- 
prove the  appointment  of  any  person  except  to  a 
budgeted  position. 

Section  IE.  For  the  purposes  of  section  16of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
section  7  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982.  members 
of  the  school  committee  and  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  officials  responsible 
for  the  expenditure  of  the  school  department,  the  provi- 
sions of  section  18  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  2.  (a)  Subject  to  appropriations  therefor,  the 
superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  to 
make  on  behalf  of  the  school  committee  contracts,  or 
amendments  to  contracts,  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of 
equipment,  materials,  goods  or  supplies,  leases  of 
property,  alterations  and  repairs  of  school  property, 
and  for  professional  or  other  services,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  collective  bargaining  agreements  and  contracts 
for  the  transportation  of  students.  All  school  depart- 
ment contracts  or  amendments  to  contracts  shall  other- 
wise conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  city  charter. 

(b)  With  respect  to  all  contracts,  agreements  or 
amendments  thereto  made  or  entered  into  by  the  school 
department,  the  superintendent  shall  be  responsible  for 
establishing  procedures  for  auditing  and  monitoring 
the  compliance  of  the  parties  with  the  terms  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  contracts,  agreements  or  amendments 
thereto. 

Section  2.  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986.  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  2.  (a)  The  city  shall  annually  provide  an 
amount  of  money  sufficient  for  the  support  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that 
the  city  shall  not  be  required  to  provide  more  money  for 
the  support  of  the  public  schools  than  is  appropriated  in 
accordance  with  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as 


most  recently  amended  by  chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of 
1986.  In  acting  on  appropriations  for  educational 
costs,  the  City  Council  shall  vote  on  the  total  numberof 
the  appropriations  requested  by  the  Mayor,  but  neither 
the  Mayor  nor  the  City  Council  shall  allocate  appropri- 
ations among  accounts  or  place  any  restriction  on  such 
appropriations.  The  appropriation  of  the  city  shall  es- 
tablish the  total  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
public  schools,  but  may  not  limit  the  authority  of  the 
school  committee  to  determine  expenditures  within  the 
total  appropriation;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  city 
auditor  determines  that  school  department  expendi- 
tures in  any  fiscal  year  are  projected  to  be  in  excess  of 
total  budgeted  expenditures  for  that  fiscal  year,  as  sup- 
ported by  appropriation  and  other  available  funding, 
then  the  school  committee  shall  not  reallocate  or  trans- 
fer funds  from  any  item  in  the  budget  for  that  fiscal  year 
to  fund  such  projected  additional  expenditures. 

(b)  After  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  March  of  any  fis- 
cal year,  the  school  committee  shall  not  initiate  or  au- 
thorize any  new  or  additional  programs  or  categories  of 
expenditures  requiring  additional  unbudgeted  expend- 
itures unless  such  programs  or  categories  have  been  in- 
corporated and  fully  funded  in  the  budget  for  the 
subsequent  fiscal  year.  In  the  case  where  such  pro- 
grams or  categories  have  not  been  incorporated  or  fully 
funded  in  the  budget  for  the  subsequent  fiscal  year,  they 
shall  not  be  initiated  or  authorized  until  the  school  com- 
mittee shall  have  amended  its  budgeted  submission  for 
the  subsequent  fiscal  year  to  reduce  or  eliminate  other 
costs,  programs  or  categories  in  amounts  equal  to  the 
projected  annualized  costs  of  the  new  or  additional  pro- 
grams or  categories  of  expenditures. 

(c)  The  superintendent  shall  prepare  and  submit  to 
the  school  committee,  the  city  auditor  and  the  city  of- 
fice of  budget  and  program  evaluation,  a  monthly 
budget  update  report  which  shall  detail  and  itemize 
year-to-date  and  projected  school  department  expendi- 
tures and  budget  transfers. 

(d)  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, the  superintendent  may,  after  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  March  but  prior  to  the  annual  appropria- 
tion, enter  into  contracts  with  the  publishers  or  suppli- 
ers of  instructional  materials  and  books  for  the  timely 
purchase  and  delivery  of  the  same  to  be  used  in  the  Bos- 
ton schools  for  the  school  year  commencing  during  the 
fiscal  year  for  which  a  recommended  appropriation  has 
been  submitted  but  not  yet  approved;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  contracts  for  the  supply  and  delivery  of 
said  instructional  materials  and  books  shall  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  the  total  amount  of  funds  obligated 
for  such  instructional  materials  and  books  ordered 
prior  to  the  annual  appropriation  shall  be  limited  to  the 
amount  appropriated  for  such  expenditures  in  the  then 
current  annual  budget  and  shall  not  exceed  that 
amount.  Pending  the  final  annual  appropriation  for  the 
school  department,  the  city  auditor  may  approve  such 
contracts  for  the  purchase  and  delivery  of  instructional 
materials  and  books,  provided,  however,  that  such 
contracts  shall  in  all  other  respects  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  city  charter. 

Section  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  affect 
the  term  of  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  in  of- 
fice upon  its  effective  date,  nor  abrogate  or  alter  any  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement  or  other  contract  in  force 
and  effect  on  its  effective  date. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  acts  which 
it  amends  are  severable  and  if  any  one  or  more  provision, 
or  part  or  parts  thereof,  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of 
the  remaining  provisions  or  parts  thereof. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

countability criteria  for  the  schools; 

the  development  of  evaluation  programs  for  each 
public  school; 

the  development  of  viable  parent  participation  plans; 

the  revision  of  the  School  Department's  budget  proc- 
ess; 

the  timely  reporting  of  financial  information; 

the  publication  and  distribution  of  annual  perform- 
ance reports; 

the  amendment  of  School  Committee  rules  and  pro- 
cedures consistent  with  the  home  rule  petition  and 
the  Proposal  to  Improve  the  Management  Efficiency 
of  School  Governance.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Neighborhood  Jobs 

Trust. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13.  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  new, 
large-scale  real  estate  development  projects  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  especially  in  conjunction  with  other  market 
forces,  results  in  lost  employment  opportunities  for  Bos- 
ton's low-  or  moderate-income  residents  who  have  their 
existing  employment  or  promotional  opportunities  di- 
minished, or  who  are  unable  to  successfully  complete  for 
new  employment  opportunities  resulting  from  such  con- 
struction or  rehabilitation. 

Whereas,  The  existence  of  such  unemployment  or  un- 
deremployment in  the  City  of  Boston  constitutes  a  serious 
and  growing  menace,  injurious  and  inimical  to  the  safety, 
health,  morals  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  of  such  lack  of  adequate  em- 
ployment opportunities  contributes  substantially  to  crime 
necessitating  excessive  and  disproportionate  expenditure 
of  public  funds  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health 
and  safety,  for  crime  prevention,  correction,  prosecu- 
tion, punishment,  and  the  treatment  of  juvenile  delin- 
quency and  for  the  maintenance  of  adequate  police,  fire 
and  accident  protection  and  other  public  services  and  fa- 
cilities, which  constitutes  an  economic  and  social  liabil- 
ity, substantially  impairs  or  arrests  the  sound  growth  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  economic  and  social  interde- 
pendence of  different  areas  within  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
full  employment  of  all  those  who  can  and  wish  to  work 
not  only  in  the  "downtown"  commercial  areas  but  also  in 
decadent  areas  is  necessary  in  order  to:  promote  the 
sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston ;  to  achieve  permanent 
and  comprehensive  elimination  of  existing  slums  and 
substandard  and  decadent  conditions;and  to  prevent  the 
recurrence  of  such  substandard  or  decadent  conditions  or 
their  development  in  other  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  abandonment  of  existing  industries  and 
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employment  opportunities  in  such  areas  exacerbates  dec- 
adent or  substandard  conditions;  and 

Whereas,  The  menace  of  underemployment  or  unem- 
ployment is  beyond  remedy  and  control  solely  by  the  reg- 
ulatory process  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and 
such  menace  has  not  been  dealt  with  effectively  by  the 
ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise;  and 

Whereas,  Limited  public  resources  require  that  gov- 
ernment dollars  for  job  training,  retraining,  adult  literacy 
and  job  counseling  programs  be  highly  levered  by  private 
investment;  and 

Whereas,  The  development  of  employment  training 
and  employment  opportunities  eliminating  underem- 
ployment and  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  a 
public  use  and  purpose  for  which  public  money  may  be 
expended;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforesaid  conditions  have  not  been  cor- 
rected by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise  in 
a  regulated  market;  now  therefore,  the  following  is  de- 
clared to  be  in  the  public  interest: 

SECTION  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
12  (Public  Health  and  Welfare),  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  following  new  chapter  1 7  at  the  end  thereof: 
Chapter  17.  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust. 

Section  500.  Establishment  of  Neighborhood  Jobs 
Trust. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  establish  the  "Neigh- 
borhood Jobs  Trust,"  which  trust  shall  be  established  in 
the  form  and  manner  of  the  attached  Declaration  of  Trust. 
Subject  to  approval  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
the  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust  is  hereby  authorized  to  ac- 
cept and  expend  any  and  all  funds  contributed  to  it  con- 
sistent with  the  purposes  of  the  attached  Declaration  of 
Trust. 


Declaration  of  Trust 
The  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  hereby 
declares  that  he  has  received  on  behalf  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood Jobs  Trust  ("Trust"),  $1  from  a  donor,  whose 
name,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other  donors  to  this 
Trust  and  the  amounts  contributed  by  each,  shall  be  kept 
by  him  as  Trustee  as  part  of  the  Trust's  permanent  re- 
cords, and  that  he  shall  hold  said  contribution  and  all 
other  amounts  paid  to  him  hereunder,  for  the  uses  and 
pui  poses,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers  herein  set 
forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1. 1  Name. 

This  Trust  shall  be  know  as  the  Neighborhood  Jobs 
Trust.  Its  address  shall  be:  Office  of  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer, One  City  Hall  Plaza.  City  Hall ,  Boston  MA  02201 . 
Section  1 .2  Purpose. 

This  Trust  is  established  to  promote  the  public  health, 
safety,  convenience  and  welfare.  Toward  that  end,  the 
Trust  shall  seek  to  mitigate  the  extent  to  which  Boston's 
low-  or  moderate-  income  residents  lose  employment  op- 
portunities, have  their  existing  employment  or  promo- 
tional opportunities  diminished,  or  are  unable  to 
successfully  compete  for  new  employment  opportunities 
resulting  from  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  new, 
ilarge-scale  real  estate  development  projects  in  the  City  of 
Boston  or  other  market  forces.  To  protect  and  provide 
:ontinued  and  future  employment  and  promotional  op- 
portunities for  Boston's  low-  or  moderate-  income  resi- 
ients,  the  Trust  shall  assist  such  residents  by  and  through 
he  provision  of: 
1  •    Adult  literacy  programs  and  programs  leading  to  a 

high  school  diploma  or  GED; 
1  •    Entry  level  job  training  programs; 


•  Related  recruitment,  public  information  and  sup- 
port services  for  students  of  such  programs; 

•  Retraining  programs  designed  to  assist  those  who, 
although  employed,  are  employed  in  a  field  or  in- 
dustry which  is  not  likely  to  provide  for  continued 
employment  or  career  advancement  in  the  future; 
and 

•  Employment  counseling  and  placement  programs. 

All  Trust  property,  including  principal  and  income, 
shall  be  used  only  for  job  training  or  employment  oppor- 
tunity programs  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  no  part  of  the 
Trust  property  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  private 
individual  except  as  herein  provided. 

This  Trust  shall  not  operate  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  a  trade  or  business  for  profit.  This  Trust  shall  not  take 
part  in  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate 
for  public  office,  and  no  portion  of  the  Trust  funds  shall 
be  expended  on  any  attempt  to  influence  legislation. 

As  used  in  this  instrument  "low-  or  moderate-income 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston"  shall  mean  households 
located  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  is 
not  more  than  80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the 
Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  ( "HUD" )  pursuant  to  the  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as 
amended.  In  the  event  that  HUD  ceases  to  promulgate 
such  regulations,  the  Trustees  (as  hereinafter  defined) 
shall  adopt  and  promulgate  a  comparable  and  substitute 
definition  of  "low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston." 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  and  Income 
Section  2. 1  Method. 

All  distributions  of  both  principal  and  income  shall  be 
made  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees. 
Section  2.2  Distributable  Amount. 

During  each  year,  the  Trustees  may  disburse  as  gifts, 
grants  or  secured  or  unsecured  loans  an  amount  equal  to 
the  net  annual  income  of  the  Trust  plus  so  much  of  the 
principal  as  the  Trustees  in  their  discretion  may  deem  to 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Trust. 
Section  2.3  Purposes  of  Distributions. 

All  distributions  or  disbursements  of  this  trust  shall  be 
made  only  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  I  of  this 
Declaration  of  Trust. 
Section  2.4  Methods  of  Disbursements. 

Funds  may  be  disbursed  to  individuals  and  private  or 
public,  profit  or  not-for-profit  development  entities,  in 
the  form  of  gifts,  grants,  secured  loans  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  necessary  and  appro- 
priate to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Trust.  Prior  to 
accepting  any  request  for  funds,  the  Trustees  shall  estab- 
lish written  rules  and  regulations  for  evaluating  applica- 
tion to  the  Trust  for  funds,  and  for  insuring  that  the  funds 
shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  this  Trust 
and  for  no  other  purpose. 
Section  2.5  Limitation. 

The  Trustees  shall  not  engage  in  any  activity  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  funds,  except  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code),  or  any  similar  provisions 
of  subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to  entities 
organized  and  operating  exclusively  for  charitable  pur- 
poses, and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  chapter  68  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Article  III 
Board  of  Trustees 
Section  3.  I  Composition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  (the  "Board")  shall  consist  of 
three  members  (the  "Trustees")  who  shall  serve  in  a  fidu- 
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ciary  capacity  without  compensation;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  each  Trustee  may  be  reimbursed  by  the  Trust 
for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  him  or  her  in  the 
performance  of  his  or  her  duties.  The  Board  shall  consist 
of  the  following  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  be  and  re- 
main a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  while  in  office,  and 
may  remain  in  office  until  the  appointment  and  qualifica- 
tion of  his  or  her  successor: 

(a)  A  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(b)  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex 
officio;  and 

(c)  One  individual  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who  shall  be  experienced  in  law, 
job  creation,  job  training  or  employment  counsel- 
ing, or  familiar  with  the  employment  needs  of 
low-  or  moderate-  income  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  3.2  Term. 

The  term  of  the  office  of  each  Trustee  not  serving  as  ex 
officio  shall  be  two  years  and  shall  expire  on  the  second 
Friday  in  January  in  each  even  numbered  year;  provided, 
however,  that  the  term  in  office  of  the  initially  appointed 
Trustees  shall  expire  on  January  10,  1988.  Should  any 
non  ex  officio  Trustee  fail  to  attend  two  consecutive  quar- 
terly meetings,  he  or  she  shall  be  deemed  to  have  volun- 
tarily vacated  his  or  her  office  of  Trustee.  In  the  event  that 
any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  shall  vacate  his  or  her  office, 
withdraw,  resign,  die,  be  removed,  become  incapaci- 
tated or  cease  to  hold  such  position  without  his  or  her  suc- 
cessor assuming  office,  a  substitute  Trustee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  accord- 
ance with  the  applicable  subsection  of  section  3. 1  hereof 
to  serve  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  such  Trustee's  term. 
Section  3.2. 1  Fiduciary  Responsibility 

The  Trustees'  powers  are  exercisable  solely  in  their  fi- 
duciary capacity  consistent  with  and  in  furtherance  of 
purposes  specified  in  section  1 .2  and  not  otherwise. 
Section  3.3  Managing  Trustee. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex  offi- 
cio, shall  serve  as  Managing  Trustee.  The  Managing 
Trustee  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  the  financial 
and  other  records  of  the  Trust  and  administering  the  Trust 
property  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  or  enhancing  the 
Trust  property,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertain- 
ing to  Trust  management  which  are  granted  to  a  trustee  by 
the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  unless 
otherwise  restricted  by  the  terms  of  this  Trust. 
Section  3.3.1  Trustee's  Powers. 

In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  and 
Trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  receive  and  accept  property,  whether  real  or 
personal,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  appropriation  or 
transfer  from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation 
or  other  public  or  private  entity,  including  without 
limitation,  grants  of  funds  payable  in  connection 
with  any  Jobs  Payment  Exaction,  Jobs  Payment 
Contribution,  or  Jobs  Creation  Contribution  pur- 
suant to  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  to  be  held,  ad- 
ministered and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Trust;  provided,  however,  that 
no  gift,  grant,  devise  or  transfer  of  property  shall 
be  received  and  accepted  if  it  is  so  conditioned,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  as  to  jeopardize  the 
federal  income  tax  exemption  of  this  Trust  under 
section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Code,  as  now  in  force  or 
hereafter  amended. 

(b)  To  buy,  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of 
the  trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions, 
and  such  manner  and  form  as  he  or  she  shall  deem 


best,  and  to  execute,  acknowledge  deliver  and  re- 
cord any  contract  or  other  instrument  relating  to 
the  Trust  property  which  he  or  she  may  deem  nec- 
essary or  appropriate. 

(c)  For  accounting  purposes  only,  to  determine  to 
what  extent  money  and  other  property  coming 
into  his  or  her  possession  shall  be  deemed  princi- 
pal or  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between 
principal  and  income  as  determined  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  To  determine  whether  expenses  incidental  to  the 
administration  of  the  Trust  should  be  borne  by  the 
prinicipal  or  income  portions  of  Trust  property, 
and  to  apportion  the  same  between  principal  and 
income. 

(e)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as 
part  of  the  Trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing 
so  as  he  or  she  shall  determine. 

(f)  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  secu- 
rity given  to  the  Trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  deems 
advisable  subject  to  any  limitations  imposed  upon 
such  gift. 

(g)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorgani- 
zation of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  se- 
curities shall  be  held  as  part  of  Trust  property;  to 
pay  any  calls  and  assessments  imposed  upon  the 
owner  of  such  securities  as  a  condition  of  partici- 
pating therein;  and  to  consent  to  any  contract, 
lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or  sale  of  property,  by 
or  between  such  corporation  and  any  other  corpo- 
ration or  person. 

(h)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  re- 
organization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such 
committee  such  power  and  authority  with  relation 
thereto  as  the  Managing  Trustee  may  deem 
proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay.  and  to  pay,  out  of  the 
prperty  of  this  Trust,  such  portion  of  the  expenses 
and  compensation  of  such  committee  as  he  or  she 
may  deem  proper. 

(i)  To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  prox- 
ies or  powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  the  Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper, 
granting  to  such  person  or  persons  such  power 
and  authority  with  relation  to  any  property  or  se- 
curities at  any  time  held  as  a  part  of  the  Trust  prop- 
erty as  the  Managing  Trustees  shall  deem  proper. 

(j)  To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription 
or  otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of 
ownership  of  securities  held  as  part  of  the  Trust 
property. 

(k)  To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  re- 
lease, settle  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favor  of 
or  against  the  Trust,  including  claims  for  taxes, 
and  to  accept  any  property,  either  in  total  or  par- 
tial satisfaction  of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obli- 
gation and,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  to 
continue  to  hold  the  same  for  such  period  of  time 
as  the  Trustees  may  deem  appropriate. 

(1)  To  borrow  money  for  such  periods,  at  such  terms 
of  interest,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees 
consider  advisable,  and  as  security  for  such  loans 
to  mortgage  or  pledge  any  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty with  or  without  power  of  sale;  to  acquire  or 
hold  any  real  or  personal  property,  subject  to  any 
mortgage  or  pledge  on  or  of  property  acquired  or 
held  by  this  trust. 

(g)  To  execute  and  deliver  deeds,  assignments,  trans- 
fers, mortgages,  pledges,  leases,  covenants,  con- 
tracts, promissory  notes,  releases,  and  all  other 
instruments,  sealed  or  unsealed,  necessary, 
proper  or  incident  to  any  transaction  in  which 
they  engage  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  trust  or  of  any  of  the  powers  herein 
granted. 
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(n)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian 
of  any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such 
powers  as  they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust 
property  without  indication  of  fiduciary  capacity 
but  only  in  the  name  of  a  registered  nominee,  pro- 
vided the  trust  property  is  at  all  times  identified  as 
such  on  the  books  of  the  trust  and  to  hold  any  secu- 
rities in  registered  or  in  bearer  form;  to  keep  any 
orall  of  the  trust  property  or  funds  in  any  place  or 
places  in  the  United  States  of  America;  to  employ 
clerks,  accountants,  investment  counsel,  invest- 
ment agents,  and  contract  for  any  special  trust- 
related  services,  and  to  pay  reasonable  compen- 
sation and  expenses  of  all  such  services  in  addi- 
tion to  the  compensation  of  the  trustees, 
(o)  To  sell,  lease  or  exchange  any  personal,  mixed,  or 
real  property,  at  public  auction  or  by  private  con- 
tract, for  such  consideration  and  on  such  terms  as 
to  credit  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such  contracts 
and  enter  into  such  undertakings  relating  to  the 
trust  property,  as  they  consider  advisable, 
whether  or  not  such  leases  or  contracts  may  ex- 
tend beyond  the  duration  of  the  trust. 
Section  3.3.2  Instructions  to  Managing  Trustee. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  the  Board  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  shall  direct  the  Managing  Trustee  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  Managing 
Trustee  shall  follow  such  instruction. 
Section  3.4  Indemnification. 

Neither  the  Managing  Trustee  nor  any  other  Trustee 
shall  be  liable  for,  and,  to  the  extent  of  its  assets,  this  Trust 
shall  indemnify  such  person  against  any  liabilities,  in- 
cluding actual  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees  incurred  in 
defending  against  such  liabilities,  arising  out  of  his  or  her 
activities  on  behalf  of  and  for  the  Trust,  unless  such  liabil- 
ities are  the  result  of  he  willful  misconduct,  bad  faith  or 
gross  negligence  of  such  Trustee.  No  Trustee  shall  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  any  bond  or  surety  or  shall  be  liable  for 
the  act  of  ommission  of  any  other  Trustee.  The  Trustees 
may  obtain  insurance  with  respect  to  Trust  activities  and 
pay  for  such  insurance  with  Trust  funds. 
Section  3.5  Meetings. 

The  Board  shall  meet  annually  on  the  Monday  follow- 
ing the  second  Friday  in  January  and  shall  hold  at  least 
three  additional  quarterly  meetings  each  year  at  intervals 
of  approximately  three  months  for  the  purpose  of  distrib- 
uting Trust  funds,  if  any,  pursuant  to  Article  II  hereof 
among  eligible  applicants  for  such  funds  as  the  Board  in 
its  sole  discretion  may  determine.  The  Board  may  also 
meet  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  designated  for  Special 
Meetings  by  the  Managing  Trustee. 

Any  quarterly  or  special  meeting  shall  be  called  by 
written  notice  from  the  Managing  Trustee  received  by 
each  other  Trustee  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  date 
scheduled  for  such  meeting  or  without  notice  if  such  no- 
tice is  waived  in  writing  by  all  Trustees  and  such  waiver 
filed  with  the  records  of  the  Board.  Such  notice  shall  set 
forth  the  date,  time  and  place  of  meeting  and  contain  an 
agenda  of  all  actions  to  be  brought  before  the  Board. 
Section  3.5.1  Votes. 

Each  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  on  each  mat- 
ter brought  before  the  Board.  Except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided,  the  Board  shall  act  by  majority  vote  of  the 
Trustees. 
Section  3.5.2  Quorum. 

A  quorum  shall  be  constituted  at  each  meeting  if  at  least 
two  of  the  Trutees  are  present  in  person. 
Section  3.5.3  Actions  Taken  by  Written  Consent. 

Any  action  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken  by  the 
Board  may  be  taken  w  ithout  a  meeting  if  all  Trustees  enti- 
tled to  vote  consent  in  writing  to  the  taking  of  such  action 
without  a  meeting.  Such  written  consents  shall  be  treated 
for  all  purposes  as  a  vote  at  a  meeting,  and  shall  become 
part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  Board. 


Section  3.6  Other  Matters  Affecting  the  Trust. 

From  time  to  time  by  majority  vote,  the  Trustees  may 
adopt  such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Trust,  for  the  conduct  of  their  meet-

Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1.  Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  701  of  the  Acts 
of  1 986,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sections  1 ,  1 A 
and  2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tions: 

Section  1 .  (a)  The  school  committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall,  by  majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  of 
its  members,  elect  and  contract  with  a  superintendent 
of  schools  for  any  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  six 
years.  The  school  committee  exclusively  shall  fix  the 
compensation  of  such  superintendent,  which  sum  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  City.  The 
school  committee  may  remove  the  superintendent  for 
just  cause  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  whole  number 
of  its  members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing. 
The  superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be- 
come, and  during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  de- 
fined by  ordinance.  Failure  to  maintain  such  residence 
shall  be  deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employ- 
ment. 

(b)  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  school  committee  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  school 
committee.  The  school  committee  shall  take  no  action 
on  any  particular  matter  without  first  receiving  the  su- 
perintendent's recommendation  thereon.  The  superin- 
tendent shall  give  his  or  her  recommendation  before  or 
during  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  school 
committee  next  following  the  meeting  at  which  the  par- 
ticular matter  is  raised  and  at  which  the  superintendent 
is  asked  to  prepare  a  recommendation  thereon;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  superintendent  in  his  or  her 
sole  discretion  may  elect  to  present  any  such  recom- 
mendation at  the  school  committee  meeting  at  which 
the  particular  matter  is  raised  or  thereafter  but  prior  to 
the  next  regularly  scheduled  school  committee  meet- 
ing. Any  such  recommendation  of  the  superintendent 
shall  include  the  superintendent's  estimate  of  the  cost 
or  savings  involved,  if  any,  and  if  the  superintendent 
estimates  that  there  are  costs  involved,  the  recommen- 


dation shall  identify  available  budgeted  funding 
sources  or  new  funding  sources.  If  the  superintendent 
fails  to  make  a  recommendation  on  a  particular  matter 
when  raised  at  such  next  regularly  scheduled  school 
committee  meeting,  the  school  committee  may  take 
action  thereon  without  receiving  the  superintendent's 
recommendation. 

(c)  The  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  for  which  he  or  she 
was  appointed,  submit  to  the  school  committee  a  man- 
agement plan  for  all  administrators  and  community  and 
deputy  superintendents  serving  at  the  discretion  of  the 
superintendent.  The  school  committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  the  year  1989  and  every  sixth  year  thereafter 
or  in  the  year  when  a  superintendent  is  appointed  shall 
vote  by  two-thirds  majority  to  accept  or  reject  the  man- 
agement plan  submitted  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools.

Section  1A.  (a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  1A 
only,  all  individuals  engaged  to  render  services  and 
paid  pursuant  to  the  school  department's  budget  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  "School  Department  employees"  and 
their  positions  shall  be  deemed  to  be  "School  Depart- 
ment positions." 

(b)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  au- 
thority to  make  appointments  and  promotions  for  all 
School  Department  positions  except  for  the  positions 
of  Community  Superintendent,  an  election  or  appoint- 
ment of  a  chairman,  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  school 
committee,  of  school  committee  administrative  assist- 
ants appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of 
1964,  and  of  Special  Assistant  Corporation  Counsels. 
Prior  to  making  an  appointment  or  promotion  to  the 
position  of  Community  Superintendent,  the  superin- 
tendent shall  present  his  or  her  recommendation 
thereon  to  the  school  committee  at  a  regularly  sched- 
uled meeting.

upon  majority  vote  of  the  whole  number  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  committee. 

(c)  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, a  vote  of  the  school  committee  shall  not 
be  required  for  the  appointment  or  promotion  of  any 
School  Department  employee  except  as  provided  in 
this  section  1A. 

(d)  Except  as  may  be  required  by  any  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  or  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  31 
and  chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws.  and.  subject  to 
appropriation,  the  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclu- 
sive authority  lo  fix  the  compensation  of  all  School  De- 
partment employees  with  the  exception  of  school 
committee  members;  provided,  however,  that  the 
school  committee  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  su- 
perintendent as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  chapter  and 
shall  fix  the  compensation  of  school  committee  admin- 
istrative assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of 
the  Acts  of  1964. 

(e)  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  au- 
thority to  assign,  reassign,  suspend.  Ia_\  off.  demote, 
remove  and  dismiss  all  School  Department  employees 
except  school  committee  members  and  administrative 
assistants  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
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of  1964.  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  the  actions  of  the  superintendent  pur- 
suant to  this  subsection  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
actions  of  the  school  committee  under  the  General 
Laws.  In  exercising  his  or  her  authority  under  this  sub- 
section, the  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  and 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  limitations,  otherwise  ap- 
plicable to  the  school  committee,  including  but  not  lim- 
ited to  the  terms  of  any  collective  bargaining  agreement 
imposed  by  General  Laws  chapter  150E.

rights  provided  under  applicable  collective  bargaining 
agreements  and  General  Laws  chapter  150E.

at  least  quarterly. 

Section  ID.  The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the 
school  committee  for  approval  an  annual  budget  ofthe 
school  department  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no 
later  than  the  first  Wednesday  in  February  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  such  fiscal  year.  The  school  committee 
may  adopt,  reject,  reduce  or  increase  any  item  in  the 
recommended  budget;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
school  committee  fails  to  take  definite  action  on  the  an- 
nual budget  on  or  before  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
March  of  each  year,  the  annual  budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  superintendent  shall  be  deemed  ap- 
proved as  if  formally  approved  by  the  school 
committee.

Section  2.  (a)  Subject  to  appropriations  therefor,  the 
superintendent  shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  to 
make  on  behalf  of  the  school  committee  contracts,  or 
amendments  to  contracts,  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of 
equipment,  materials,  goods  or  supplies,  leases  of 
property,  alterations  and  repairs  of  school  property, 
and  for  professional  or  other  services,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  collective  bargaining  agreements  and  contracts 
for  the  transportation  of  students.  All  school  depart- 
ment contracts  or  amendments  to  contracts  shall  other- 
wise conform  to  the  requirements  ofthe  city  charter. 

(b)  With  respect  to  all  contracts,  agreements  or 
amendments  thereto  made  or  entered  into  by  the  school 
department,  the  superintendent  shall  be  responsible  for 
establishing  procedures  for  auditing  and  monitoring 
the  compliance  ofthe  parties  with  the  terms  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  contracts,  agreements  or  amendments 
thereto. 

Section  2.  Chapter  24  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  most  re- 
cently amended  by  chapter  701  ofthe  Acts  of  1986.  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  2.  (a)  The  city  shall  annually  provide  an 
amount  of  money  sufficient  for  the  support  ofthe  pub- 
lic schools  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that 
the  city  shall  not  be  required  to  provide  more  money  for 
the  support  ofthe  public  schools  than  is  appropriated  in 
accordance  with  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of 
1986.  In  acting  on  appropriations  for  educational 
costs,  the  city  council  shall  vote  on  the  total  amount  of 
the  appropriations  requested  by  the  Mayor,  but  neither 
the  mayor  nor  the  city  council  shall  allocate  appropria- 
tions among  accounts  or  place  any  restriction  on  such 
appropriations.  The  appropriation  ofthe  city  shall  es- 
tablish the  total  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
public  schools,  but  may  not  limit  the  authority  of  the 
school  committee  to  determine  expenditures  within  the 
total  appropriation:  provided,  however,  that  if  the  city 
auditor  determines  that  school  department  expendi- 
tures in  any  fiscal  year  are  projected  to  be  in  excess  of 
total  budgeted  expenditures  for  that  fiscal  year,  as  sup- 
ported by  appropriation  and  other  available  funding, 
then  the  school  committee  shall  not  reallocate  or  trans- 
fer funds  from  any  item  in  the  budget  for  that  fiscal  year 
to  fund  any  such  projected  additional  expenditures. 

(b)  After  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  March  of  any  fis- 
cal year,  the  school  committee  shall  not  initiate  or  au- 
thorize any  neworadditional  programs  or  categories  of 
expenditures  requiring  additional  unbudgeted  expend- 
itures unless  such  programs  or  categories  have  been  in- 
corporated and  fully  funded  in  the  budget  for  the 
subsequent  fiscal  year.

ever, that  such  contracts  for  the  supply  and  delivery  of 
said  instructional  materials  and  books  shall  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  the  total  amount  of  funds  obligated 
for  such  instructional  materials  and  books  ordered 
prior  to  the  annual  appropriation  shall  be  limited  to  the 
amount  appropriated  for  such  expenditures  in  the  then 
current  annual  budget  and  shall  not  exceed  that 
amount.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-Seven. 
An  Ordinance 
Creating  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a  Commission  for  Persons 
with  Disabilities. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12, 
sections  150  and  151,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
those  sections  in  their  entirety  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  new  sections: 
Chapter  7.  Commission  For  Persons  With  Disabilities 
Section  150.  Definitions 

Forthe  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defini- 
tions shall  apply  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

"Accessibility":  the  elimination  of  all  barriers  includ- 
ing environmental,  procedural  and  attitudinal  barriers 
which  can  prevent  persons  with  disabilities  from  equal 
opportunity. 

"Attitudinal  barriers":  presumptions  or  feelings  re- 
garding physical  or  mental  disabilities  and/or  persons 
with  disabilities,  which  can  in  themselves  obstruct  the  ac- 
cess of  persons  with  disabilities  to  equal  opportunities. 

"Effective  communication  methods":  the  use  of  com- 
munication aids,  including  brailled  or  taped  materials, 
readers,  and  machines  that  enlarge  print  for  persons  with 
visual  limitations.  Such  methods  may  also  include  the  use 
of  skilled  interpreters  for  persons  who  are  deaf  and  tele- 
communication devices  for  those  who  have  hearing  or 
speaking  limitations. 

"Major  life  activity":  a  function  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  caring  for  oneself,  performing  manual  task, 
walking,  seeing,  hearing,  speaking,  breathing,  learning. 
and  working. 

"Mental  impairment":  any  mental  or  psychological 
disorder  including,  but  not  limited  to,  mental  retardation, 
organic  brain  syndrome,  emotional  or  mental  illness,  and 
specific  learning  disabilities. 

"Persons  with  disabilities":  persons  who  (1)  have  a 

physical  or  mental  impairment  which  substantially  limits

1  having  such  an  impairment; 

"Physical  impairment":  any  physiological  disorder  or 
0  condition,  cosmetic  disfigurement,  or  anatomical  loss  af- 
fecting one  or  more  of  the  following  body  systems  or  or- 
i  gans:  the  neurological,  musculoskeletal,  cardiovascular, 
reproductive,  digestive,  genito-urinary,  skin,  endocrine, 
and  hemic  and  lymphatic  body  systems;  special  sense  or- 
gans and  respiratory  organs,  including  speech  organs. 


"Section  504":  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act 
of  1973,  as  amended  (29  USCS  s.  794). 
Section  151.  Purpose 

The  Commission's  purpose  is  to  facilitate  full  and  equal 
participation  in  all  aspects  of  life  by  all  persons  with  dis- 
abilities in  the  City  of  Boston.  To  accomplish  its  purpose, 
the  Commission  will  aim  the  reduce  the  architectural, 
procedural  and  attitudinal  barriers  which  affect  persons 
with  disabilities. 

Section  152.  Composition,  Appointment, 
Term  And  Compensation 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as  the  Com- 
mission for  Persons  with  Disabilities,  consisting  of  an  of- 
ficer known  as  the  Commissioner  for  Persons  with 
Disabilities,  and  eleven  (11)  other  members,  who  shalll 
be  associate  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  associate  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  the  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial  mu- 
nicipal election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected,  and  each 
shall  serve  until  his/her  successor  is  duly  appointed. 

The  Commissioner  shall  be  a  full-time  employee  of  the 
city  and  shall  be  paid  compensation.  The  associate  mem- 
bers shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  each  shall  be 
entitled  to  reimburse  for  his/her  reasonable  expense  actu- 
ally and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
his/her  duties  as  an  associate  commissioner.  The  associ- 
ate members  shall  be  considered  special  municipal  em- 
ployees for  the  purpose  of  G.L.  c.  268A. 

The  associate  members  shall  be  qualified  by  training, 
experiance  and  demonstrate  interest  in  the  rights  and 
equal  opportunities  of  persons  with  disabilities.  A  major- 
ity of  the  associate  members  shall  be  persons  with  disabil- 
ities, with  at  least  one  being  blind  or  legally  blind,  one 
being  deaf  or  hard  of  hearing,  and  the  others  comprising 
the  majority  being  persons  with  representative  types  of 
disabilities.  The  associate  members  shall  be  representa- 
tive of  the  community  in  terms  of  race,  religion,  age  and 
gender. 

Section  153.  Powers  And  Duties  Of 
The  Commission 

(a)  to  develop  and  promote  information  and  referral 
services  regarding  programs,  services,  rights,  accessi- 
bility and  opportunities  for  persons  with  disabilities 
which  foster  dignity  and  self-determination; 

(b)  to  make  recommendations  and  to  provide  coordina- 
tion and  support  to  city  departments  and  agencies  con- 
cerning public  policies,  programs,  services  and 
regulations  as  they  affect  or  may  affect  persons  with  dis- 
abilities; 

(c)  to  inform  city  departments  and  agencies  of  federal, 
state  and  city  funds  available  for  expanding  or  improving 
services  and  programs  for  persons  with  disabilities; 

(d)  to  work  toward  the  goal  of  safe,  decent,  affordable, 
accessable  housing  for  persons  with  disabilities  and  their 
families.  The  Commission  shall  work  with  federal,  state, 
city,  private  and  public  agencies  and  resources  to  this 
end; 

(e)  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  the  City 's  Division 
of  Personnel  as  to  to  provide  reasonable  accommodation, 
auxiliary  aids,  and  general  access  to  the  employment 
process  for  persons  with  disabilities.  Such  technical  as- 
sistance shall  include,  but  not  limited  to,  reviewing  job

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  CREATING 
THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  JOBS  TRUST 

Coun.  MENINO,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  City 
and  Neighborhood  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0934,  message  of  the  May  or  and 
ordinance  creating  and  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust  (re- 
ferred August  12)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  following  new  draft: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  new 
large-scale  real  estate  development  projects  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  espically  in  conjunction  with  other  market 
forces,  results  in  lost  employment  opportunities  for  Bos- 
ton's low-or  moderate-income  residents  who  have  their 
existing  employment  or  promotional  opportunities  di- 
minished, or  who  are  unable  to  successfully  compete  for 
new  employment  opportunities  resulting  from  such  con- 
struction or  rehabilitation. 
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Whereas,  The  existence  of  such  unemployment  or  un- 
deremployment in  the  City  of  Boston  constitutes  a  serious 
and  growing  menace,  injurious  and  inimical  to  the  safety, 
health,  morals  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  of  such  lack  of  adequate  em- 
ployment opportunities  contributes  substantially  to  crime 
necessitating  excessive  and  disproportionate  expenditure 
of  public  funds  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health 
and  safety,  for  crime  prevention,  correction,  prosecu- 
tion, punishment,  and  the  treatment  of  juvenile  delin- 
quency and  for  the  maintenance  of  adequate  police,  fire 
and  accident  protection  and  other  public  services  and  fa- 
cilities, which  constitutes  an  economic  and  social  liabil- 
ity, substantially  impairs  or  arrests  the  sound  growth  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  economic  and  social  interde- 
pendance  of  different  areas  within  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
full  employment  of  all  those  who  can  and  wish  to  work 
not  only  in  the  "downtown"  commercial  areas  but  also  in 
decadent  areas  in  necessary  in  order  to:  promote  the 
sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston;  to  acheive  permanent 
and  comprehensive  elimination  of  existing  slums  and 
substandard  and  decadent  conditions;  and  to  prevent  the 
recurrence  of  such  substandard  or  decadent  conditions  or 
their  development  in  other  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  abandonment  of  existing  industries  and 
employment  opportunities  in  such  areas  exacerbates  dec- 
adent or  substandard  conditions;  and 

Whereas,  The  menace  of  underemployment  or  unem- 
ployment is  beyond  remedy  and  control  solely  by  the  reg- 
ulatory process  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and 
such  menace  has  not  been  dealt  with  effectively  by  the 
ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprises;  and 

Whereas,  Limited  public  resources  require  that  gov- 
ernment dollars  for  job  training,  re-training,  adult  liter- 
acy and  job  counselling  programs  be  highly  leveraged  by 
private  investments;  and 

Whereas,  The  development  of  employment  training 
and  employment  opportunities  eliminating  underem- 
ployment and  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  a 
public  use  and  purpose  for  which  public  money  may  be 
expended;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforesaid  conditions  have  not  been  cor- 
rected by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise  in 
a  regulated  market;  now 

Therefore,  the  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public 
interest. 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12 
(Public  Health  and  Wealthfare),  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  following  new  chapter  17  at  the  end  thereof: 

Chapter  17.  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust 
Section  500.  Establishment  of  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust. 

The  Collector- Treasurer  shall  establish  the  "Neigh- 
borhood Jobs  Trust,"  which  trust  shall  be  established  in 
the  form  and  manner  of  the  attached  Declaration  of  Trust. 
Subject  to  approval  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
the  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust  is  hereby  authorized  to  ac- 
cept and  expend  any  and  all  funds  contributed  to  it  con- 
sistent with  the  purposes  of  the  attached  Declaration  of 
Trust. 

DECLARATION  OF  TRUST 
THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  JOBS  TRUST 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  hereby 
declares  that  he  has  received  on  behalf  of  The  Neighbor- 
hood Jobs  Trust  ("Trust"),  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  from  a 
donor,  whose  name,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other 
donors  to  this  Trust  and  the  amounts  contributed  by  each, 
shall  be  kept  by  him  as  Trustee  as  part  of  the  Trust's  per- 
manent records,  and  that  he  shall  hold  said  contribution 
and  all  other  amounts  paid  to  him  hereunder,  for  the  uses 
and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
set  forth. 


ARTICLE  I 
NAME  AND  PURPOSE 
Section  1 . 1  Name 

This  Trust  shall  be  known  as  The  Neighborhood  Jobs 
Trust.  Its  address  shall  be:  Office  of  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer, One  City  Hall  Plaza,  City  Hall,  Boston,  Massachu- 
setts 02201. 
Section  1.2  Purpose 

This  Trust  is  established  to  promote  the  public  health, 
safety,  convenience  and  welfare.  Toward  that  end  the 
Trust  shall  seek  to  mitigate  the  extent  to  which  Boston's 
low  or  moderate  income  residents  lose  employment  op- 
portunities, have  their  existing  employment  or  promo- 
tional opportunities  diminished,  or  are  unable  to 
successfully  compete  for  new  employment  opportunities 
resulting  from  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  new 
large-scale  real  estate  development  projects  in  the  City  of 
Boston  or  other  market  forces.  To  protect  and  provide 
continued  and  future  employment  and  promotional  op- 
portunities for  Boston's  low  or  moderate  income  resi- 
dents, the  Trust  shall  assist  such  residents  by  and  through 
the  provision  of: 

•  Adult  literacy  programs  and  programs  leading  to  a 
high  school  diploma  or  GED; 

•  Entry  level  job  training  programs; 

•  Related  recruitment,  public  information  and  support 
services  for  students  of  such  programs; 

•  Retraining  programs  designed  to  assist  those  who, 
although  employed,  are  employed  in  the  field  or  in- 
dustry which  is  not  likely  to  provide  for  continued 
employment  or  career  advancement  in  the  future; 
and 

•  Employment  counseling  and  placement  programs. 
All  trust  property,  including  principal  and  income, 

shall  be  used  only  for  job  training  or  employment  oppor- 
tunity programs  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  no  part  of  the 
trust  property  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  private  indi- 
vidual except  as  herein  provided. 

This  Trust  shall  not  operate  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  a  trade  or  business  for  profit.  This  Trust  shall  not  take 
in  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for 
public  office,  and  no  portion  of  the  Trust  funds  shall  be 
expended  on  any  attempt  to  influence  legislation. 

As  used  in  this  instrument  "low  or  moderate  income 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston"  shall  mean  households 
located  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  is 
not  more  than  eighty  percent  (80%)  of  the  median  income 
for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  ("HUD")  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974, 
as  amended.  In  the  event  that  HUD  cease  to  promulgate 
such  regulations,  the  Trustees  (as  hereinafter  defined) 
shall  adopt  and  promulgate  a  comparable  and  substitute 
definition  of  "low-or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston." 

This  Trust  shall  satisfy  the  definition  "Neighborhood 
Jobs  Trust"  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Article  26B  of  the 
Boston  Zoning  Code  and,  subject  to  approval  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor,  this  Trust  shall  be  authorized  to 
receive  and  accept  development  Impact  Contributions 
made  pursuant  to  Article  26B. 

ARTICLE  II 
DISTRIBUTION  AND  USE  OF 
PRINCIPAL  AND  INCOME 
Section  2.1  Method 

All  distributions  of  both  principal  and  income  shall  be 
made  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees. 
Section  2.2  Distributable  Amount 

During  each  year,  the  Trustees  may  disburse  as  gifts, 
grants  or  secured  or  unsecured  loans  an  amount  equal  to 
the  net  annual  income  of  the  Trust  plus  so  much  of  the 
principal  as  the  Trustees  in  their  discreation  may  deem  to 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Trust. 
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Section  2.3  Purpose  of  Distributions 

All  distributions  or  disbursements  of  this  trust  shall  be 
made  only  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  Article  I  of  this 
Declaration  of  Trust. 
Section  2.4  Methods  of  Disbursements 

Funds  may  be  disbursed  to  individuals  and  private  or 
public,  profit  or  not-for-profit  development  entities,  in 
the  form  of  gifts,  grants,  secured  or  unsecured  loans  or  in 
such  other  manner  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  necessary 
and  appropriate  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  Trust. 
Prior  to  accepting  any  request  for  funds,  the  Trustees 
shall  establish  written  rules  and  regulations  for  evalua- 
tion application  to  the  Trust  for  funds,  and  for  insuring 
that  the  funds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of 
this  Trust  and  for  no  other  purpose.  A  copy  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 
Section  2.5  Limitation 

The  Trustees  shall  not  engage  in  any  activity  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  funds,  except  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  or  any  similar  provi- 
sions of  subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to 
entities  organized  and  operating  exclusively  for  charita- 
ble purposes,  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  chapter  68 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 
Article  III 
BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 
Section  3.1  Composition 

The  Board  of  Trustees  (the  "Board")  shall  consist  of 
three  (3)  members  (the  "Trustees")  who  shall  serve  in  a 
fiduciary  capacity  without  compensation;  provided, 
however,  that  each  Trustee  may  be  reimbursed  by  the 
Trust  for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  him  or  her 
in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duties.  The  Board  shall 
consist  of  the  following  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  be 
and  remain  a  resident  of  the  of  the  City  of  Boston,  while  in 
office,  and  may  remain  in  office  until  the  appointment 
and  qualification  of  his  or  her  successor: 

(a)  A  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(b)  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex 
officio;  and 

(c)  One  ( 1 )  individual  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who  shall  be  experienced  in  law,  job  crea- 
tion, job  training  or  employment  counselling,  or  familiar 
with  the  employment  needs  of  low-or  moderate-income 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3.2  Term 

The  term  of  the  office  of  each  Trustee  not  serving  as  ex 
officio  shall  be  two  (2)  years  and  shall  expire  on  the  sec- 
ond Friday  in  January  in  each  even  numbered  year;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  term  in  office  of  the  initially 
appointed  trustees  shall  expire  on  January  10,  1988. 
Should  any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  fail  to  attend  two  (2) 
consecutive  quarterly  meetings,  he  or  she  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  voluntarily  vacated  his  or  her  office  of 
Trustee.  In  the  event  that  any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  shall 
vacate  his  or  her  office,  withdraw,  resign,  die,  be  re- 
moved, become  incapacitated  or  cease  to  hold  such  posi- 
tion without  his  or  her  successor  assuming  office,  a 
substitute  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  subsec- 
tion of  section  3 . 1  hereof  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  por- 
tion of  such  Trustee's  term. 
Section  3.2. 1  Fiduciary  Responsibility 

The  Trustees'  powers  are  exercisable  solely  in  their  fi- 
duciary capacity  consistent  with  and  in  furtherance  of 
I purposes  specified  in  section  1 .2  and  not  otherwise. 
Section  3.3  Managing  Trustee 

1  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex  offi- 
:io,  shall  serve  as  Managing  Trustee.  The  Managing 
Trustee  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  the  financial 


and  other  records  of  the  Trust  and  administering  the  Trust 
property  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  or  enhancing  the 
Trust  property,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertain- 
ing to  the  Trust  management  which  are  granted  to  a 
trustee  by  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, unless  otherwise  restricted  by  the  terms  of  this 
Trust. 
Section  3.3.1  Administrative  Costs 

The  amount  spent  on  administering  this  Trust  shall  be 
limited  to  not  more  than  fifteen  percent  (15%)  of  pro- 
jected receipts,  prorated  on  an  annual  level,  based  on  a 
five  year  projection  of  receipts,  as  of  the  date  of  creation 
of  this  Trust  by  the  Boston  City  Council  and  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  adjusted  thereafter  on  its  anni- 
versary date  each  year. 
Section  3.3.2  Trustee's  Powers 

In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  and 
Trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  receive  and  accept  property,  whether  real  or 
personal,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  appropriation  or  transfer 
from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other  public 
or  private  entity,  including  without  limitation  grants  of 
funds  payable  in  connection  with  any  Jobs  Payment  Ex- 
action, Jobs  Payment  Contribution,  or  Jobs  Creation 
Contribution  pursuant  to  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  to  be 
held,  administered  and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Trust;  provided,  however,  that  no 
gift,  grant,  devise  or  transfer  of  property  shall  be  re- 
ceived and  accepted  if  it  is  so  conditioned,  in  the  option  of 
the  Trustee,  as  to  jeopardize  the  federal  income  tax  ex- 
emption of  this  Trust  under  section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the 
Code,  as  now  in  force  or  hereafter  amended. 

(b)  To  buy,  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of 
the  Trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and 
such  manner  and  form  as  he  or  she  shall  deem  best,  and  to 
execute,  acknowledge  deliver  and  record  any  contract  or 
other  instrument  relating  to  the  Trust  property  which  he 
or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  appropriate. 

(c)  For  accounting  purposes  only,  to  determine  to 
what  extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into  his  or 
her  possession  shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income,  and 
to  apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  income  as 
determined  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  To  determine  whether  expenses  incidental  to  the 
administrator  of  the  Trust  should  be  borne  by  the  princi- 
pal or  income  portions  of  Trust  property,  and  to  apportion 
the  same  between  principal  and  income. 

(e)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as 
part  of  the  Trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he 
or  she  shall  determine. 

(0  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  secu- 
rity given  to  the  Trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  or  she 
deems  advisable  subject  to  any  limitations  imposed  upon 
such  gift. 

(g)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorgani- 
zation of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities 
shall  be  held  as  part  of  Trust  property ;  to  pay  any  calls  and 
assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of  participating 
therein;  and  to  consent  to  any  contract,  lease,  mortgage, 
purchase  or  sale  of  property,  by  or  between  such  corpora- 
tion and  any  other  corporation  or  person. 

(h)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  re- 
organization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  commit- 
tee such  power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as  the 
Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay, 
and  to  pay,  out  of  the  property  of  this  Trust,  such  portion 
of  the  expenses  and  compensation  of  such  committee  as 
he  or  she  may  deem  proper. 

(i)  To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  prox- 
ies or  powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to  such 
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person  or  persons  such  power  and  authority  with  relation 
to  any  property  or  securities  at  any  time  held  as  a  part  of 
the  Trust  property  as  the  Managing  Trustees  shall  deem 
proper. 

(j)  To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription 
or  otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership 
of  securities  held  as  part  of  the  Trust  property. 

To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  release, 
settle  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favor  of  or  against  the 
Trust,  including  claims  for  taxes,  and  to  accept  any  prop- 
erty, either  in  total  or  partial  satisfaction  of  any  indebted- 
ness or  other  obligation  and,  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the  same  for  such  period  of 
time  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  appropriate. 

(1)  To  borrow  money  for  such  periods,  at  such  rates 
of  interest,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  consider 
advisable,  and  as  security  for  such  loans  to  mortgages  or 
pledge  any  real  or  personal  property  with  or  without 
power  of  sale;  to  acquire  or  hold  any  real  or  personal 
property,  subject  to  any  mortgages  or  pledge  on  or  of 
property  acquired  or  held  by  this  trust. 

(m)  To  execute  and  deliver  deeds,  assignments, 
transfers,  mortgages,  pledges,  leases,  covenants,  con- 
tracts, promissory  notes,  releases,  and  all  other  instru- 
ments, sealed  or  unsealed,  necessary,  proper  or  incident 
to  any  transaction  in  which  they  engage  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  purposes  of  this  Trust  or  of  any  of  the 
powers  herein  granted. 

(n)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian 
of  any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegete  to  it  such  powers 
as  they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  property  without 
indication  of  fiduciary  but  only  in  the  name  of  a  registered 
nominee,  provided  the  trust  property  is  at  all  times  identi- 
fied as  such  on  the  books  of  the  trust  and  to  hold  any  secu- 
rities in  registered  or  in  bearer  form;  to  keep  any  or  all  of 
the  trust  property  or  funds  in  any  place  or  places  in  the 
United  States  of  America;  to  employ  clerks,  accountants, 
investment  counsel,  investment  agents,  and  contract  for 
any  special  trust-related  services,  and  to  pay  the  reason- 
able compensation  and  expenses  of  all  such  services  in 
addition  to  the  compensation  of  the  trustees. 

(o)  To  sell,  lease  or  exchange  any  personal,  mixed, 
or  real  property,  at  public  auction  or  by  private  contract, 
for  such  consideration  and  on  such  terms  as  to  credit  or 
otherwise,  and  to  make  such  contracts  and  enter  into  such 
undertakings  relating  to  the  trust  property,  as  they  con- 
sider advisable,  whether  or  not  such  leases  or  contracts 
may  extend  beyond  the  duration  of  the  trust. 
Section  3.3.3  Instructions  to  Managing  Trustee 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  the  Board  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  shall  direct  the  Managing  Trustee  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  Managing 
Trustee  shall  follow  such  instructions. 
Section  3.4  Indemnification 

Neither  the  Managing  trustee  nor  any  other  Trustee 
shall  be  liable  for,  and,  to  the  extent  of  its  assets,  this  Trust 
shall  indemnify  such  person  against  liabilities,  including 
actual  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees  incurred  in  defend- 
ing against  such  liabilities,  arising  out  of  his  or  her  activi- 
ties on  behalf  of  and  for  the  Trust,  unless  such  liabilities 
are  the  result  of  the  willful  misconduct,  bad  faith  or  gross 
negligence  of  such  Trustee.  No  Trustee  shall  be  required 
to  furnish  any  bond  surety  or  shall  be  liable  for  the  act  or 
omission  of  any  other  Trustee.  The  Trustee  may  obtain 
insurance  with  respect  to  Trust  activities  and  pay  for  such 
insurance  with  Trust  funds. 
Section  3.5  Meetings 

The  Board  shall  meet  annually  on  the  Monday  follow- 
ing the  second  Friday  in  January  and  shall  hold  at  least 
three  additional  quarterly  meetings  each  year  at  intervals 
of  approximately  three  months  for  the  purpose  of  distrib- 
uting Trust  funds,  if  any,  pursuant  to  Article  II  hereof 
among  eligible  applicants  for  such  funds  as  the  Board  in 


its  sole  discretion  may  determine.  The  Board  may  also 
meet  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  designated  for  Special 
Meetings  by  the  Managing  Trustee. 

Any  quarterly  or  special  meeting  shall  be  called  by 
written  notice  from  the  Managing  Trustee  received  by 
each  other  Trustee  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  date 
scheduled  for  such  meeting  or  without  notice  if  such  no- 
tice is  waived  in  writing  by  all  Trustees  and  such  waiver 
filed  with  the  records  of  the  Board.  Such  notice  shall  set 
forth  the  date,  time  and  place  of  meeting  and  contain  an 
agenda  of  all  actions  to  be  brought  before  the  Board. 
Section  3.5.1  Votes 

Each  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  one  (1)  vote  on  each 
matter  brought  before  the  Board.  Except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  the  Board  shall  act  by  majority  vote  of 
the  Trustees. 
Section  3.5.2  Quorum 

A  quorum  shall  be  constituted  at  each  meeting  if  at  least 
two  (2)  of  the  Trustees  are  present  in  person. 
Section  3.5.3  Actions  Taken  By  Written  Consent 

Any  action  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken  by  the 
Board  may  be  taken  without  a  meeting  if  all  Trustees  enti- 
tled to  vote  consent  in  writing  to  the  taking  of  such  action 
without  a  meeting.

Section  3.6  Other  Matters  Affecting  The  Trust 

From  time  to  time  by  majority  vote,  the  Trustees  may 
adopt  such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Trust,  for  the  conduct  of  their  meet- 
ings, the  carrying  out  of  their  duties  and  powers  hereun- 
der and  shall  in  any  event,  prior  to  the  approval  of  any 
distribution  pursuant  to  this  Trust,  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  their 
powers  hereunder  in  accordance  with  applicable  law. 
Such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  shall  be 
published  and  recorded  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  section 
6.4  herein. 

ARTICLE  IV 
ACCOUNTS

The  Managing  Trustee  shall  submit  to  the  Board  at  the

Section  5. 1  Dissolution  and  Amendment  of  Trust 

It  is  intended  that  this  Trust  shall  continue  in  perpetuity; 
provided,  however,  if  for  any  reason  it  becomes  impos- 
sible to  do  so,  then  this  Trust  may  be  terminated  upon 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees.  If  for  any  reason  this 
Trust  is  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  dissolved  or  wholly 
inoperative,  all  the  property  of  the  Trust  shall  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  used  solely  for  purposes 
consistent  with  section  1.2  of  this  Trust. 

Amendments  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  made

No  amendment  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall  autho- 
rize the  Trustees  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  Trust  in  any 
manner  of  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  of  section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Code.  Any  amend- 
ment made  pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  be  attached  to 
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each  original  counterpart  of  this  instrument  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  section  6.5  hereof.

Notwithstanding  any  sections  of  chapter 
1 2 1 B  sections  5  and  7  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  contrary, 
in  Boston,  the  local  public  housing  authority,  created  pur- 
suant to  chapter  1 2 1 B  section  3  of  the  General  Laws ,  may 
be  managed,  controlled  and  governed  by  nine  members, 
appointed  as  provided  herein,  of  whom  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

Four  members  of  the  housing  authority  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  subject  to  the  confirmation  by  the 
city  council;  two  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor; and  three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  rec- 
ognized city-wide  public  housing  tenants'  organization. 

The  tenant  appointments  shall  be  (1)  two  residents  of 
the  housing  authority  and  members  of  local,  broadly  rep- 
resentative public  housing  tenant  organizations  and  (2)  a 
person  experienced  in  community  organizing.  The  gu- 
bernatorial appointments  shall  be  (1)  a  representative  of 
organized  labor  and  (2)  an  attorney  experienced  in  repre- 
senting low  income  tenants.  The  mayoral  appointments 
shall  be  (1)  a  person  experienced  in  property  manage- 
ment, (2)  a  Certified  Public  Accountant,  (3)  a  person  ex- 
perienced in  housing  and  urban  planning,  and  (4)  a  senior 
representative  from  the  police  commissioner's  office. 
The  Mayor  may  serve  as  a  nonvoting  member. 

Section  2 .  Three  groups  of  three  members  each  shall  be 
appointed  to  serve  for  initial  terms  of  one.  two  and  three 
years,  respectively.  Members  in  the  first  group  shall 
serve  for  one  year  and  shall  consist  of  one  tenant  appoint- 
ment, and  the  mayoral  appointments  of  a  person  experi- 
enced in  property  management  and  the  representative 
from  the  police  commissioner's  office.  Members  in  the 
second  group  shall  serve  for  two  years  and  shall  consist  of 
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one  tenant  appointment,  the  gubernatorial  appointment 
of  a  representative  from  organized  labor  and  the  mayoral 
appointment  of  a  Certified  Public  Accountant.  The  third 
group  shall  serve  for  three  years  and  shall  consist  of  one 
tenant  appointment,  the  gubernatorial  attorney  appoint- 
ment and  the  mayoral  urban  planner  appointment.  There- 
after, as  the  term  of  a  member  expires,  his  or  her 
successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years 
from  such  expiration.  No  former  members  of  the  housing 
authority  board  shall  be  appointed  to  the  board  described 
herein.  No  member  shall  conduct  any  business  with  the 
authority  while  serving  as  a  member  of  the  board.

for  Parental  Responsibilities. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defi- 
nitions shall  apply  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

Delinquent  Acts  means  those  acts  which  violate  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  the  statutes  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Boston  or  those  acts  which  would  cause  or  tend  to  cause  a 
minor  to  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  juvenile  divi- 
sion of  the  courts. 

Minor  means  any  persons  under  the  age  of  sixteen  ( 1 6) 
years  residing  with  a  parent. 

Parent  means  mother,  father,  legal  guardian  and  any 
other  person  having  the  care  or  custody  of  a  minor  or  any 
person  acting  in  the  parents  stead  who  has  custody  or  con- 
trol of  the  child. 

Illegal  Drugs  means  controlled  substances  obtained 
without  a  legal  prescription. 

Juvenile  Delinquent  means  those  minors  whose  behav- 
ior interferes  with  the  rights  of  others  or  menaces  the  wel- 
fare of  the  community. 

Section  2.  Parental  Responsibilities. 

It  is  the  continuous  responsiblity  of  the  parent  of  any 
minor  to  exercise  reasonable  control  to  prevent  the  minor 
from  committing  any  delinquent  act.  Included  (without 
limitation)  in  this  continuous  responsibility  of  reasonable 
parental  control  are  the  following  parental  duties. 
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(a)  To  keep  illegal  drugs  or  illegal  firearms  out  of  the 
home  and  legal  firearms  locked  in  places  that  are  inacces- 
sible to  the  minor. 

(b)  To  require  the  minor  to  attend  regular  school  ses- 
sions and  to  forbid  the  minor  to  be  absent  from  class  with- 
out parental  or  school  permission. 

(c)  To  arrange  proper  supervision  for  the  minor  when 
the  parent  must  be  absent. 

(d)  To  forbid  the  minor  from  keeping  stolen  property, 
illegally  possessing  firearms  or  illegal  drugs,  or  associat- 
ing with  known  juvenile  delinquents,  and  to  seek  help 
from  appropriate  governmental  authorities  or  private 
agencies  in  handling  or  controlling  the  minor,  when  nec- 
essary, if  it  becomes  known  to  the  parent  that  the  minor 
possesses  stolen  property,  legal  or  illegal  firearms ,  illegal 
drugs,  or  in  associating  with  known  juvenile  delinquents. 

Section3.  Notification  of  parents.  Whenever  a  minor  is 
arrested  or  detained  for  the  commission  of  any  delinquent 
act  within  the  city,  the  parent  of  the  minor  shall  be  imme- 
diately notified  by  the  Police  Department  advising  the 
parent  of  such  arrest  and  detention,  the  reason  therefore, 
and  the  parent's  responsibility  under  this  ordinance.  A 
record  of  such  notifications  shall  be  kept  by  the  Police 
Department. 

Whenever  a  minor  is  absent  from  class  during  regular 
school  sessions  without  parental  or  school  permission  the 
parent  of  the  minor  shall  be  immediately  notified  by  the 
Principal  of  the  school,  advising  the  parent  of  such  ab- 
sence and  the  parent's  responsibility  under  this  ordi- 
nance. A  record  of  such  notifications  shall  be  kept  by  the 
School  Department. 

Section  4.  Parental  Violation  and  Penalty. 

If  a  minor  commits  a  delinquent  act,  the  parent  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  article  if  it  is  proven  that  any 
act,  word,  or  non-performance  of  parental  responsibility 
by  the  parent  encouraged,  contributed  toward,  caused,  or 
tended  to  cause  the  commission  of  the  delinquent  act  by 
the  minor. 

Upon  the  first  conviction  of  a  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance the  parent  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$75  nor  more  than  $100. 

Upon  the  second  conviction  of  a  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  parent  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$100  nor  more  than  $500  and  in  addition  be  sentenced  to 
probation  upon  the  condition  that  the  parent  participate 
in,  through  completion,  a  court  approved,  community 
based  treatment  program  (such  as  parenting  skills,  family 
services,  employment  and  training,  etc.). 

Upon  the  third  conviction  of  a  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance the  parent  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$250  nor  more  than  $500,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  confinement  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  not  less 
than  15  nor  more  than  90  days. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

Roxbury;  now  therefore  be  it 


Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
G.L.,c.  40,  s.  8C,  the  Conservation  Commission  be  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  receive  in  the  name  of  the  City  of 
Boston  said  Conservation  Restriction.

(iii)    Removal  or  destruction  of  trees,  shrubs  or  other 
vegetation  except  for  proper  landscape  practices 
including  planting,  cutting  and  pruning  of  trees, 
shrubs,  and  other  vegetation,  or  to  improve  the 
scenic  view  and  to  implement  disease  prevention 
measures; 
(iv)    Excavation,  dredging  or  removal  of  loam,  peat, 
gravel,  soil,  rock  or  other  mineral  substance  or 
natural  deposit  in  such  manner  as  to  affect  the  sur- 
face of  said  land; 
(v)    Use  of  said  land  except  for  outdoor  recreational 
purposes  or  purposes  permitting  said  land  to  re- 
main predominantly  in  its  natural  condition;

The  foregoing  restriction,  authorized  by  G.L.  c.  184, 
ss.  31-33,  is  intended  to  retain  the  Restricted  Area  pre- 
dominantly in  its  natural,  scenic  and  open  condition  in 
order  to  protect  the  natural  and  recreational  resources  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  terminate  upon  the  earlies  to 
occur  of  the  following: 

(1)  The  expiration  of  ninety-nine  (99)  years  from  the 
date  hereof. 

(2)  The  failure  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  perform  any  of 
the  obligations  imposed  upon  it  hereby. 

The  Conservation  Restriction  hereby  conveyed  does 
not  grant  either  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  public  any  right 
to  enter  the  Restricted  Area  except  as  follows: 

(1)  The  right  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  enter  the  said 
parcel,  at  reasonable  times,  by  its  Conservation 
Commission  or  the  designees  of  such  commission 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  remedying  any 
violation  thereof.  The  right  hereby  granted  shall  be 
in  addition  to  any  other  remedies  available  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  enforcement  of  the  forego- 
ing Restrictions. 

(2)  The  right  to  the  public  to  pass  and  repass  on  foot  for 
purposes  of  hiking,  nature  study  or  winter  sports, 
and  to  permit  the  City  through  the  Conservation 
Commission  or  designees  to  clear,  construct,  mark 
and  maintain  trails,  boardwalks  and  a  footbridge 
for  said  purposes.  Any  construction  project  here- 
under shall  be  commenced  only  after  HCHP  has 
been  notified  of  the  commencement  date  and  shall 
be  completed  within  .six  months  of  its  commence- 
ment.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  A  MEANS  FOR  SOURCE 
SEPARATION  AND  RECYCLING  OF  REFUSE 
AND  GARBAGE 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following; 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 

An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Means 

for  Source  Separation  and  Recycling 

of  Refuse  and  Garbage. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Current  methods  of  solid  waste  disposal  in- 
cluding incineration  have  become  increasingly  detrimen- 
tal to  the  environment  and  public  health;  and 

Whereas,  Reprocessing  and  recycling  avoids  the  un- 
necessary problems  related  to  conventional  methods  of 
solid  waste  disposal  including  cost,  availability  of  land; 
and 

Whereas,  Many  other  communities  and  cities  across 
the  country,  including  New  York  and  Philadelphia  have 
demonstrated  the  positive  feasibility  of  source  separation 
of  trash  into  recyclable  and  non-recyclable  materials;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  private  industry  and 
the  public  to  participate  in  recycling  of  trash  as  a  means  of 
decreasing  the  amount  of  solid  waste  which  must  be 
burned  or  buried;  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  in  the  City  of  Boston: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordinance, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  following 
terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "'Paper"  shall  mean  newspapers,  office  paper,  and 
corrogated  cardboard. 

(b)  "Plastic  Container"  shall  mean  any  individual  bot- 
tle, carton,  lid  or  tube  of  composed  plastics. 

(c)  "Glass  Container"  shall  mean  any  individual  bot- 
tle, jar  or  carton  composed  of  glass. 

(d)  "Metal  Can"  shall  mean  individual  cans  com- 
posed of  metal  and  commonly  containing  beverages  and 
food. 

(e)  "Receptacle"  shall  mean  individual  containers 
constructed  of  weatherproof,  insect  and  rodent-proof 
material  such  as  plastic  or  metal  used  by  the  city  residents 
for  recycling  purposes. 

(f)  "Recycling"  shall  mean  any  process  by  which  ma- 
terials which  would  otherwise  become  solid  waste  are 
collected,  separated  or  processed  and  returned  to  the  eco- 
nomic mainstream  in  the  form  of  raw  materials  or  prod- 
ucts. 

(g)  "Garbage"  shall  mean  animal  and  vegetable 
wastes  resulting  from  the  handling,  preparation,  cooking 
and  consumption  of  food. 

(h)  "Premises"  shall  mean  dwelling,  house,  building 
or  other  structure. 

(i)  "Yard  Waste"  shall  mean  grass,  leaves,  tree  and 
brush  cuttings  and  similar  material. 

Section  2.  Separation  and  Collection. 

(a)  Commencing  on  a  schedule  of  dates  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  city,  all  owners  or  persons  in  control  of  any 
premises  shall  be  required  to  separate  from  all  other 
refuse  that  they  set  at  curbside  or  other  pick-up  locations 
for  collection  by  the  city  or  any  other  collector  the  follow- 
ing items: 

(1)  Paper 

(2)  Plastic  Containers 

(3)  Glass  Containers 

(4)  Metal  Cans 

(5)  Garbage 

(6)  Yard  Waste 

(7)  Such  other  items  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  man- 
dated by  regulation. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.

expert  opinion  of  each  option's  content  and  disposal  of 
any  residue 

each  option's  land  area  needs 

each  option's  long  term  costs  in  terms  of  operating  life, 
environmental  effects  and  disposal  of  plant  residue; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  invite  ex- 
perts on  alternative  plant  technologies  to  incineration  in- 
cluding the  Raytheon  Corporation's  management  of  the 
Delaware  Reclamation  Plant,  Buhler  Miag  which  oper- 
ates the  Eden  Prairie  Minnesota  reclamation  plant,  Neil 
Seldman  from  the  Institute  for  Local  Self  Reliance  who 


generated  the  Philadelphia  traditional  recycling  plant  just 
passed  by  the  Philadelphia  City  Council.  Walter  Hang 
from  NY  PIRG,  an  expert  in  available  alternatives  to  in- 
cineration, John  Schall  from  the  state  DEQE.  division  of 
solid  waste  disposal,  Steven  LeBlanc  from  the  environ- 
ment research  staff  of  the  MassPIRG.  an  engineer  who 
has  focused  upon  the  Massachusetts  legal  and  technologi-

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
GRANTING  CITY  AUTHORITY  TO  PENALIZE 
THOSE  WHO  ABANDON  MOTOR  VEHICLES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor 

September  1,  1987. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval ,  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion for  an  act  to  further  provide  for  the  abandonment  of 
motor  vehicles  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  legislation  will  decriminalize  the  current  aban- 
doned vehicle  statute  by  removing  the  courts  from  the  en- 
forcement process  and  implementing  an  administrative 
procedure  operated  by  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk.  It 
imposes  a  stiff  fine,  plus  revocation  and  nonrenewal  for 
noncompliance. 

Presently,  it  is  more  lucrative  to  dispose  of  some  motor 
vehicles  on  City  of  Boston  streets  than  it  is  to  sell  them  or 
otherwise  properly  dispose  of  them.  In  fact,  over  the  past 
several  years  the  city  has  seen  a  dramatic  increase  in  the 
number  of  abandoned  vehicles.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  leg- 
islation to  deter  this  trend.  Moreover,  as  the  number  of 
abandoned  vehicles  has  increased,  so  has  the  cost  of  dis- 
posal to  the  city.  Therefore,  not  only  will  this  legislation 
act  to  improve  public  safety  and  sanitation,  but  it  will  also 
decrease  the  city's  expenditures  in  this  regard. 

Authorizing  the  city  to  administer  and  enforce  aban- 
doned vehicle  laws  gives  it  the  ability  to  control  and  re- 
solve a  growing  problem  without  reliance  upon  an 
i  already  overburdened  court  system. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  home  rule  peti- 
i  tion  as  expeditiously  as  possible  to  allow  the  city  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  resolution  of  its  abandoned  vehicle 
problem.

A  Special  Petition  Granting  the  City 

of  Boston  Authority  to  Penalize 
Those  Who  Abandon  Motor  Vehicles. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be,  and 
hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Ar- 
ticle 2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  including  without  limi- 
tation, the  provisions  of  section  22B  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  governed  by 
the  terms  of  this  act  rather  than,  and  as  an  alternative  to, 
said  section  2 1 B .  In  the  City  of  Boston,  the  following  pro- 
visions shall  apply: 

(a)  Proceedings  under  this  section  shall  not  be 
deemed  criminal. 

(b)  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  parking 
clerk  designated  or  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  263 
of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  most  recently  amended  by  sec- 
tion 13B  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982.  The  park- 
ing clerk,  in  addition  to  his  or  her  other  duties  under 
this  or  any  other  chapter,  shall  supervise  and  coordi- 
nate the  processing  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  in 
Boston.  The  parking  clerk  shall  have  the  authority  to 
hire  such  personnel  or  to  contract  by  competitive  bid 
for  such  services,  subject  to  appropriation,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  implement  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter  263  of 
the  Acts  of  1929,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section 
13A  of  chapter  190ofthe  Acts  of  1982,  whoever  aban- 
dons a  motor  vehicle,  registered  or  unregistered,  upon 
any  public  or  private  way,  or  upon  any  property  other 
than  his  or  her  own,  without  the  permission  of  the 
owner  or  lessee  of  said  property,  shall  be  fined  $500  for 
each  such  abandonment.  Further,  such  person  shall  be 
liable  for  all  costs  incurred  by  the  City  of  Boston  in 
removing  and/or  disposing  of  the  subject  motor  vehi- 
cle, including  but  not  limited  to  towing,  storage  and 
disposal  charges. 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  officer  or  every 
person  who  the  parking  clerk  has  assigned  responsibil- 
ity for  abandoned  motor  vehicles,  who  takes  cogni- 
zance of  an  apparently  abandoned  motor  vehicle,  to 
give  the  owner  of  said  vehicle  a  notice  which  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  a  tag  affixed  to  the  vehicle.  Said  tag  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  informa- 
tion regarding  the  abandoned  vehicle:  the  date,  loca- 
tion, make,  color  and,  if  available,  the  registration 
number  and  the  vehicle  identification  number.  The  tag 
shall  also  contain  a  phone  number  and/or  address  at 
which  the  owner  may  obtain  information  regarding  the 
status  of  the  motor  vehicle  and  the  hearing  procedure 
regarding  abandoned  motor  vehicles,  as  described 
herein.  The  tag  shall  also  state  that  after  a  specified  per- 
iod of  time,  the  vehicle  may  be  towed  and  disposed  of. 

(e)  After  a  tag  has  been  affixed  to  the  vehicle,  if  the 
owner's  identity  is  ascertained  and  the  motor  vehicle  is 
still  deemed  to  be  abandoned  pursuant  to  section  22C  of 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  the  parking  clerk  or  his 
designee  shall  send  a  written  notice  by  first  class  mail  to 
the  owner's  or  last  known  registered  owner's  address 
as  best  determined  through  the  registrar  of  motor  vehi- 
cles. Such  notice  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  whether 
or  not  actually  received  by  the  addressee(s),  if  mailed 
to  the  address  furnished  by  said  registrar.  The  notice 
shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  infor- 
mation regarding  the  abandoned  vehicle:  the  date,  lo- 
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cation,  make,  color  and,  if  available,  the  registration 
number  and  the  vehicle  identification  number;  the 
amount  of  the  fine  and  cost  assessed  for  the  offense; 
and  the  date,  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  established 
by  the  parking  clerk.  Notwithstanding  the  hearing 
scheduled  by  the  parking  clerk,  the  owner  may  obtain  a 
hearing  prior  to  the  scheduled  hearing  date  by  appear- 
ing at  the  office  of  the  parking  clerk  during  established 
business  hours  and  requesting  an  immediate  hearing 
regarding  the  apparently  abandoned  motor  vehicle. 

(f)  All  hearings  shall  be  held  before  a  person  herein- 
after referred  to  as  a  hearing  officer,  said  hearing  offi- 
cer to  be  the  parking  clerk  or  such  person  or  persons  as 
the  parking  clerk  may  designate.  Hearings  shall  be  in- 
formal, the  rules  of  evidence  shall  not  apply  and  deci- 
sions of  the  hearing  officer  shall  be  final  and  subject  to 
judicial  review  as  provided  by  section  14  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws.  No  appeal  or  exceptions 
shall  operate  to  stay  the  imposition  of  the  fine  and  cost, 
the  revocation  or  nonrenewal  of  the  license  or  the  pro- 
hibition of  registration  as  provided  for  herein. 

(g)  Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  parking 
clerk,  as  provided  herein,  may  appear  before  the  park- 
ing clerk,  or  his  designee,  to  contest  or  confess  the  al- 
leged violation,  either  personally  or  though  an  agent 
duly  authorized  in  writing.  In  the  alternative,  any  per- 
son notified  to  appear  before  the  parking  clerk  may 
confess  the  alleged  violation  by  mailing  to  the  parking 
clerk  the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  and  any  costs 
assessed,  provided  such  payment  is  made  only  by 
postal  note,  money  order  or  registered  check  made  out 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  Payment  of  the  established  fine 
and  any  cost  shall  operate  as  a  final  disposition  of  the 
case. 

(h)  If  the  owner  fails  to  appear  at  a  hearing,  or  fails  to 
pay  the  fine  and  costs,  the  parking  clerk  shall  notify  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles  who  shall  place  the  matter 
on  record  and  revoke  and/or  not  renew  the  license  of 
such  person  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle.  If  the  motor 
vehicle  is  registered  in  such  owner's  name  or  was  last 
registered  in  his  or  her  name,  the  registrar  shall  pro- 
hibit the  registration  and/or  renewal  of  registration  of 
any  motor  vehicle  under  his  or  her  name.  All  such 
actions  taken  by  the  registrar  shall  remain  in  effect  until 
notice  from  the  parking  clerk  that  the  matter  has  been 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law 
to  the  contrary,  including  without  limitation  the  provi- 
sions of  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws, 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  governed  by  the  following  pro- 
cedures rather  than,  and  as  an  alternative  to,  said  section 
20C. 

Proceeding  under  this  Act  or  under  section  20A1/2  of 
chapter  90  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal.  Whenever  there 
are  outstanding  against  the  registered  owner  of  a  motor 
vehicle  more  than  five  unpaid  parking  violations  issued 
by  the  City  of  Boston  or  when  the  owner  of  a  motor  vehi- 
cle has  been  issued  a  tag  and/or  sent  a  notice  for  abandon- 
ing a  motor  vehicle  pursuant  to  this  Act,  said  owner  or  the 
City  of  Boston  may  apply  to  the  clerk  of  the  division  of  the 
district  or  municipal  court  having  jurisdiction  to  have  the 
matter  of  these  alleged  violations  treated  criminally,  and 
the  district  or  municipal  court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of 
the  matter.  The  matter  shall  thereafter  be  deemed  crimi- 
nal and  the  procedures  established  for  criminal  cases  be 
followed,  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  the 
second  and  third  paragraphs  of  section  35A  of  chapter 
218  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases.  Any  such  fine  imposed 
by  the  court  shall  not  exceed  double  the  maximum  fine 
provided  in  this  act,  plus  costs.  Said  fine  imposed  by  the 
court  shall  be  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  the  commonwealth  shall  pay  back  such  amount  to 
the  said  city. 


Section  3 .  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed 
severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  uncon- 
stitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  de- 
cision of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 

Section  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
passage.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  RENTAL  HOUSING 
EQUITY  ORDINANCE  TO  REQUIRE  REMOVAL 
PERMITS

Today,  I  file  for  your  consideration  a  proposal  to  pro- 
tect affordable  housing  for  the  needy  and  working  fami- 
lies of  our  city  by  regulating  the  conversion  of  apartments 
to  condominiums  through  a  removal  permit  system. 

This  proposal  is  part  of  a  comprehensive  housing  pol- 
icy that  must  include  protections  for  both  tenants  and  ex- 
isting affordable  housing  as  well  as  the  most  aggressive 
affordable  housing  production  program  in  the  country. 
We  are  reaching  new  heights  in  housing  production.  We 
are  enjoying  an  unprecedented  surge  in  new  affordable 
housing  construction  in  Boston. 

More  than  10,000  housing  units  have  been  started  in 
the  last  four  years.  In  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year 
alone,  3,387  units  of  housing  were  produced,  putting  us 
well  ahead  of  schedule  to  reach  my  goal  of  4,000  housing 
starts. 

A  full  48  percent  of  the  record  3,387  new  housing  starts 
recorded  so  far  this  year  are  affordable  to  low-  and  mod- 
erate-income residents.  This  means  1 ,608  new  homes  for 
low-  and  moderate-income  families  and  individuals.  We 
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are  permitting  affordable  housing  starts  at  more  than  dou- 
ble the  monthly  pace  we  achieved  in  1986,  which  was, 
itself,  a  record  year.  We  are  doing  all  of  this  at  a  time  when 
housing  production  is  down  throughout  the  country  and 
the  federal  government  is  continuing  to  cut  funding  for 
affordable  housing. 

In  neighborhoods  across  the  city,  the  boards  are  com- 
ing off,  long- vacant  BHA  developments  and  families  are 
starting  to  move  into  newly  renovated  housing.  As  a 
result  of  its  comprehensive  vacancy  reduction  program 
the  BHA  will  reach  full  occupancy  by  the  end  of  1991. 
More  than  2 ,000  additional  families  will  be  living  in  BHA 
apartments. 

However,  despite  all  of  our  efforts  in  housing  produc- 
tion and  tenant  protections,  we  continue  to  lose  afforda- 
ble housing  through  condominium  conversion  at  a  record 
pace.  Already  this  year,  3,858  new  condominiums  were 
created  in  Boston,  more  than  80  percent  of  which  were 
converted  from  existing  rental  housing.  Since  1980, 
more  than  26,000  condominiums  have  been  created  in 
our  city,  most  of  which  have  been  converted  from  rental 
housing. 

We  cannot  meet  the  housing  needs  of  our  needy  and 
working  families  by  production  alone.  Frankly,  it  is  just 
simple  arithmetic.  Even  the  most  aggressive  affordable 
housing  production  program  cannot  succeed  if  we  con- 
tinue to  lose  existing  affordable  housing  through  condo- 
minium conversion  at  the  current  pace.  We  must  also  act 
to  slow  the  loss  of  affordble  housing  through  condomin- 
,ium  conversion. 

The  spread  of  condominium  conversions  throughout 
the  city  threatens  the  stability  of  our  neighborhoods.  The 
continued  loss  of  affordable  housing  means  that  our  el- 
derly, our  disabled  and  our  low-,  moderate-,  and  middle- 
income  families  have  fewer  and  fewer  opportunities  to 
find  housing  in  our  city. 

For  many,  this  means  leaving  the  neighborhood  which 
has  been  home  to  their  family  for  generations .  For  others , 
it  means  living  in  overcrowded,  substandard  housing 
while  joining  the  growing  waiting  list  for  public  housing. 
For  some,  it  means  homelessness. 

What  will  Boston  look  like  ten  years  from  now?  Who 
will  continue  to  live  here?  Will  our  neighborhoods  and 
community  institutions  survive  as  we  have  known  them 
for  generations?  These  questions  will  be  answered,  to 
some  degree,  by  the  affordability  of  available  housing 
over  the  next  decade .  There  are  few  issues  as  important  as 
the  pace  of  condominium  conversions  when  it  comes  to 
maintaining  the  supply  of  low-,  moderate-,  and  middle- 
income  housing  opportunities  in  Boston  neighborhoods. 

We  must  act  now  to  slow  the  pace  of  condominium  con- 
version. I  do  not  wish  to  ban  conversions.  In  fact,  I 
strongly  favor  the  permitting  of  condominium  conver- 
sions when  both  homeownership  and  affordability  are 
achieved.  A  recent  study  by  the  Mayor's  Policy  Office 
demonstrates  that  many  conversions  during  a  recent  six- 
month  period  did  result  in  both  homeownership  and  af- 
fordability. However,  the  study  also  shows  that  the 
average  conversion  rendered  the  apartment  unaffordable 
to  the  vast  majority  of  Boston  families  by  almost  doubling 
the  payments  necessary  to  live  in  the  apartment. 

I  am  filing  a  proposal  that  will  encourage  condominium 
conversions  that  provide  homeownership  opportunities 
for  tenants  and  will  also  serve  to  maintain  affordable 
rental  housing.  At  the  same  time,  it  will  discourage  the 
kind  of  conversions  that  displace  families  from  our  neigh- 
borhoods and  reduce  our  supply  of  affordable  housing. 

Today,  we  launch  a  campaign  to  preserve  our  existing 
stock  of  affordable  housing  and  protect  the  needy  and 
working  families  of  our  neighborhoods  by  slowing  the 
conversion  of  affordable  apartments  into  high-priced 
housing.  I  ask  your  to  examine  the  details  of  this  legisla- 


tion. Boston  neighborhoods  can  only  benefit  from  a  vig- 
orous debate  in  the  weeks  to  come.

Amending  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance 

to  Require  Removal  Permits. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency,  as  declared  and 
described  in  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and  in  the 
preamble  to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance,  chap- 
ter 34  of  the  Acts  of  1984,  continues  to  exist  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  rate  of  conversion  of  rental  housing 
units  to  condominiums,  cooperatives  or  other  forms  of 
non-rental  use  and  the  associated  evictions,  has  continued 
to  increase,  resulting  in  fewer  affordable  rental  housing 
accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  units  is 
the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent;  and 

Whereas,  Preservation  of  affordable  rental  housing  ac- 
commodations furthers  the  public  health  safety  and  wel- 
fare; and 

Whereas,  Conversion  of  rental  housing  units  to  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  ownership  results  in  high  tenant 
turnover  due  to  tenants  vacating  voluntarily  or  involun- 
tarily; and 

Whereas ,  Conversion  of  rental  housing  units  to  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  ownership  results  in  loss  of  affor- 
dable rental  housing  due  to  turnover  rent  increases;  and 

Whereas,  Conversion  of  rental  housing  units  to  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  ownership  can  and  does  result  in 
large  numbers  of  absentee  owners;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  difficult  for  tenants  of  condominium  and 
cooperative  housing  units  to  determine  the  proper  proce- 
dure for  reporting  and  resolving  maintenance  problems 
in  the  unit  when  the  owner  of  the  unit  or  his  agent  does  not 
reside  in  the  building;  and 

Whereas,  The  substantial  number  of  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  which  are  not  in  compliance  with  Ar- 
ticle II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and  the  State  Building 
Code  and  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  detract  from  and 
endanger  the  existence  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
housing;  and 

Whereas,  The  substantial  number  of  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  which  are  in  property  tax  arrears,  de- 
tract from  and  endanger  the  existence  of  safe,  sanitary 
and  affordable  housing;  now,  therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including, 
without  limitation,  Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47 
of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts;  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  acts  of  1970, 
chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1 97 1 ,  and  by  chapter  45  of  the 
Acts  of  1987,  G.L.  c.59,  G.L.  c.60,  G.L.  c.lll,  G.L. 
c.143; 

Be  It  Declared  by  the  City  Council  and  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent, 
and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  units  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  particularly  for  those  who  are  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  who  have  low-  or  moderate-annual  in- 
comes, because  of  deterioration  and  demolition  of  exist- 
ing housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  housing, 
and  due,  further,  to  the  conversion  of  rental  housing  units 
to  other  uses  or  forms  of  ownership,  particularly  conver- 
sion to  condominiums  or  cooperatives,  and,  therefore, 
the  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest: 
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Section  1.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after  sec- 
tion 10,  a  new  section  10B  as  follows: 
Section  10B:  Removal  Permits. 
(A)  Definitions. 
As  used  in  this  section  unless  the  content  otherwise  re- 
quires, the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(1)  Housing  Accommodations:  Shall  be  defined  by 
section  l(n)  of  this  ordinance. 

(2)  Removal:  Includes,  but  is  not  limited  to: 

(a)  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion 
Any  activity  by  a  landlord,  developer,  investor  or 
other  person  which  would  result  or  is  intended  to 
result  in  the  sale  and  transfer  or  legal  title  of  any 
housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative unit.  Such  activities  shall  include  but  not 
be  limited  to: 

i.  The  conversion  of  a  controlled  or  decontrolled 
unit  to  condominium  units  in  accordance  with 
General  Laws,  chapter  183 A,  or 

ii .  The  conversion  of  a  controlled  or  decontrolled 
unit  to  cooperative  units  in  accordance  with 
General  Laws,  chapters  156B,  157,  and  157B, 
or 

iii.  The  marketing  or  advertisement  of  any  unit 
for  sale  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit. 

(b)  Sale  or  Transfer 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  any  condominium  or  coop- 
erative unit  to  any  person,  trust,  corporation  or 
other  legal  entity. 

(c)  Institutional  Expansion 

The  change  in  occupancy  of  a  rental  housing  unit 
so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  rental  housing  unit,  includ- 
ing but  not  limited  to  changes  in  occupancy  to: 
medical  offices,  professional  offices,  retail  shops, 
hotels,  motels,  inns,  parking  facilities,  living 
quarters  exclusively  for  students,  faculty  or  staff 
of  an  educational  institution,  as  well  as  such  other 
changes  in  occupancy  to  any  industrial,  religious, 
commercial,  charitable,  institutional  or  business 
purpose  not  otherwise  excepted  from  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(d)  Reduction  of  Units 

The  reduction  of  the  total  number  of  rental  housing 
units  in  a  building  or  structure  by  combining  two 
or  more  units  or  any  parts  thereof. 

(e)  Renovation  of  Units 

The  substantial  rehabilitation  of  any  building  or 
structure  which  would  make  the  units  therein  eligi- 
ble for  an  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  pursuant  to  section  l(n)(iii)  and  the  ap- 
plicable regulations.  The  owner  must  obtain  a  Re- 
moval Permit  prior  to  beginning  any  such 
renovation  work.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
substantial  rehabilitation  financed  in  whole  or  in 
part  with  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
funds  if  the  building  is  owned  by  a  non-profit  cor- 
poration and  intended  for  owner  occupancy  by 
low-  and  moderate  income-persons. 

(0  Demolition 
The  demolition  of  any  controlled  or  decontrolled 
rental  housing  unit. 

(g)  Vacancy 
The  existence  of  a  vacancy  in  a  controlled  or  de- 
controlled unit  for  120  consecutive  days  or  more, 
without  a  showing  of  good  cause,  provided  that 
this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  such  a  unit  which  is 
the  primary  residence  of  a  lawful  owner  occupant. 

(3)  Removal  Permit:  A  document  issued  by  the 
Board  to  allow  removal  of  a  rent  controlled  or  va- 
cancy decontrolled  unit,  and  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions as  the  Board  may  impose. 


(B)  Scope. 

(1)  General  Rule: 

The  provisions  of  this  section  regarding  the  removal 
of  housing  accommodations  from  rental  housing  use 
shall  apply  to  all  rent  controlled  or  vacancy  decon- 
trolled rental  housing  units. 

(2)  Exceptions: 

(a)  A  bona  fide  owner-occupant  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  obtain  a  removal  permit  from  the  Board 
upon  the  sale  of  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit  if  the  sale  will  be  to  another  bona  fide  owner- 
occupant. 

(b)  When  all  of  the  legal  or  beneficial  owners  of  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit  have  resided  in 
such  unit  for  at  least  two  years,  and  such  unit  was 
his  or  their  principal  and  permanent  residence  dur- 
ing those  two  years,  said  owner(s)  shall  not  subse- 
quently be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  10B 
with  respect  to  such  unit. 

(c)  A  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  which ,  on  or 
before  October  6,  1987,  is  subject  to  an  arm's- 
length  purchase  and  sale  agreement  from  a  bona 
fide  purchaser  for  value,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  section  10B  provided  that  the  parties 
to  the  agreement  present  the  following  documenta- 
tion to  the  Board: 

(i)  a  copy  of  the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  and 
the  deposit  check,  both  of  which  are  dated  on  or 
before  October  6,  1987,  and 

(ii)  a  copy  of  the  Master  Condominium  Deed  for 
the  property  and  the  most  recent  unit  deed  for  the 
unit  both  of  which  have  been  recorded  with  the 
Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  on  or  before  Oc- 
tober 6, 1987;  or,  in  the  case  of  a  cooperative  unit, 
a  proprietary  lease  has  been  executed  leasing  a  unit 
to  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value. 

(d)  The  occupant  has  occupied  the  unit  as  his/her 
principal  and  permanent  residence  for  at  least  two 
consecutive  years;  and  the  mother,  father,  son, 
daughter,  mother-in-law,  or  father-in-law  of  the 
occupant  has  owned  the  unit  during  the  entire  oc- 
cupancy of  the  occupant  and  intends  to  transfer  ti- 
tle of  the  unit  to  the  occupant.  The  occupant  must 
submit  to  the  Board  an  affidavit  signed  under  the 
pains  and  penalties  of  perjury  stating  that  after  ob- 
taining title  to  the  unit  he/she  intends  to  continue  in 
good  faith  to  occupy  such  unit  as  his/her  principal 
and  permanent  residence. 

(C)  Removal  Permits  Required. 

Except  as  provided  in  section  10B  (B)(2),  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove  a  housing  accom- 
modation from  rental  housing  use  without  first  hav- 
ing obtained  a  removal  permit  from  the  Rent  Equity 
Board. 

(D)  Removal  Regulated. 

No  owner  or  other  person  shall  remove  any  controlled 
or  decontrolled  rental  unit,  unless  the  Board,  after  a 
hearing,  grants  a  removal  permit.  The  Board  may 
issue  such  orders  and  promulgate  such  regulations  as 
are  necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  sec- 
tion, and  to  prescribe  the  procedure  for  applications, 
notice,  hearings,  and  the  granting  and  review  of  re- 
moval permits. 

(E)  Removal  Procedure. 

( 1 )  Criteria .  In  determining  whether  to  grant  or  deny  a 
removal  permit  the  Board  shall  consider  the  aggrava- 
tion of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
rental  housing  units  in  the  city  and  its  neighborhoods 
which  may  result  from  the  removal,  especially  for 
tenants  of  low-  and  moderate-income,  and  handi- 
capped or  elderly  tenants  on  fixed  incomes.  In  mak- 
ing such  determination  the  Board  shall  review  and 
make  findings  as  to  all  relevant  factors  including, 
without  limitation,  the  following: 
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(a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

(b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  controlled  or  decontrolled  unit  proposed  to 
be  removed; 

(c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  in- 
equity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  permit; 

(d)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  of  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal  permit. 

(2)  Mandatory  Granting  of  Removal  Permit.  The 
Board  shall  be  required  to  grant  a  removal  permit 
where  the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the  Board  by 
sufficient  evidence  that  the  removal  permit  is  sought 
for  one  of  the  reasons  listed  below: 

(a)  Tenants  who  occupy  a  majority  of  all  of  the  units 
in  a  building  or  project  and  who  have  resided  in  the 
building  or  project  for  two  years  or  longer  prior  to 
the  filing  of  the  removal  permit  application: 
(i)  have  unequivocably  agreed  to  purchase  such 
building  and  convert  it  to  a  limited  equity  coop- 
erative pursuant  to  General  Laws,  chapter 
157B;or 
(ii)  will  be  purchasing  their  rental  unit  when  it  is 
converted  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit 
and  are  intending  in  good  faith  to  occupy  such 
unit  as  their  principal  and  permanent  residence. 
For  purposes  of  determining  a  "majority"  un- 
der this  subsection,  all  units  in  a  building  or 
project,  whether  occupied  or  not,  shall  be  in- 
cluded and  voting  shall  be  done  by  rental  unit 
with  all  of  the  tenants  residing  in  a  rental  unit 
treated  as  a  single  tenant.  All  units  in  a  building 
or  project  shall  be  offered  for  sale  to  the  residing 
tenants  at  the  same  or  comparable  price. 

(3)  Conditions  to  Be  Imposed  on  Removal  Permits. 
The  Board  shall  impose  the  following  conditions, 
where  applicable,  amongst  any  others  when  it  grants 
a  removal  permit: 

(a)  The  building  must  be  in  full  compliance  with  Ar- 
ticle II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  the  State  Build- 
ing Code,  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and 
any  other  applicable  municipal  code,  ordinance, 
or  state  law,  regulating  the  conditions  as  are  being 
offered  to  prospective  purchasers.  Such  tenant 
may  exercise  a  right  of  first  refusal  to  purchase 
such  unit  by  executing  a  purchase  and  sales  agree- 
ment prior  to  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  the 
date  of  receiving  a  copy  of  the  purchase  and  sale 
agreement  properly  executed  by  the  person  offer- 
ing the  unit  for  sale. 

(b)  Any  tenant  who  lives  in  a  unit  for  which  a  permit 
has  been  granted,  who  chooses  not  to  exercise  the 
right  to  purchase  the  unit  he/she  occupies  pursuant 
to  paragraph  (e)  hereof  or  who  does  not  purchase 
another  unit  or  units  in  the  same  building  or  build- 
ings, shall,  upon  vacating  said  unit  within  one  year 
from  the  date  the  permit  is  granted  by  the  Board,  be 
paid  by  the  landlord  a  relocation  expense  allow- 
ance of  $750  per  unit;  provided,  however,  that  if 
such  tenant  is  elderly,  handicapped  or  of  low  or 
moderate  income,  said  relocation  expense  allow- 
ance shall  be  $  1 ,000  per  unit. 

(c)  The  building  must  be  in  full  compliance  with  Ar- 
ticle II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  the  State  Build- 
ing Code,  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and 
any  other  applicable  municipal  code,  ordinance, 
or  state  law,  regulating  the  conditions  or  occu- 
pancy of  housing  accommodations,  or  if,  for  good 
cause,  the  building  is  not  currently  in  compliance 
with  any  of  the  above  codes,  ordinances,  or  laws, 
the  removal  permit  must  be  conditioned  upon  the 
applicant's  agreement  to  bring  the  building  into 
such  compliance  within  a  specific  time  period  de- 


termined reasonable  by  the  applicable  enforce- 
ment agency; 

(d)  A  person  or  persons  within  25  miles  of  the  build- 
ing must  be  designated  as  responsible  for  mainte- 
nance and  repairs.  The  tenant  in  each  unit  shall  be 
informed  in  writing  as  to  who  is  responsible  for 
maintenance  and  repairs,  both  as  to  common  and 
individual  unit  areas,  and  such  notice  shall  be  up- 
dated whenever  there  is  a  change  in  tenants  or  a 
change  in  who  is  responsible  for  such  mainte- 
nance; 

(e)  All  units  in  the  building  which  are  used  for  rental 
purposes  after  the  grant  of  the  removal  permit 
shall  be  governed  by  the  following  rent  protec- 
tions: 

(i)  rent-controlled  units  shall  continue  to  be  pro- 
tected by  the  current  rent  increase  formula  as  set 
out  in  sections  5  and  7  of  this  ordinance. 

(ii)  vacancy-decontrolled  unit  rent  increases  shall 
be  limited  as  follows: 

(a)  for  low-  and  moderate-income,  elderly  or 
handicapped  tenants,  to  the  percentage  in- 
crease in  the  consumer  price  index  for  the 
twelve  months  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  the  notice  of  rent  increase; 

(b)  for  all  other  tenants  not  more  than  10  per- 
cent per  year  of  the  base  rent  as  determined  on 
the  date  the  removal  permit  is  granted. 

(c)  the  provisions  of  subparts  (a)  and  (b)  shall 
apply  even  if  there  is  a  turnover  in  the  tenancy 
of  the  unit.  The  Board  may,  upon  petition  of 
the  landlord,  allow  an  additional  rental  in- 
crease upon  a  demonstration  that  the  land- 
lord's financial  hardship  outweighs  the  other 
goals  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance.  The  bur- 
den of  proving  the  justification  for  such  in- 
crease shall  be  on  the  landlord.  The  Board 
shall  promulgate  regulations  governing  pro- 
cedures for  requesting  such  increases. 

(4)  Procedures. 

(a)  The  Board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  controlled  or  vacancy  decon- 
trolled unit  upon  receipt  of  an  application  filed  by 
the  landlord  or  other  authorized  person.  Such  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
Administrator.  The  Board  shall  notify  the  appli- 
cant and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of  an  application  and 
of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in 
writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of  the  date  of 
such  notice.  At  any  time,  the  Board  may,  on  its 
own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  application. 
If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either  party,  or  if 
the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the 
Board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant  and  tenant  and 
the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a  designee  of 
the  Board.  Hearings,  final  decision  and  notifica- 
tion of  final  decision  to  the  applicant  relative  to 
permits  shall  occur  within  60  days  of  the  filing  of 
the  request  unless  the  parties  otherwise  agree.  The 
Board  may  consolidate  applications  relating  to 
housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building  or 
development.  The  Board  may  conduct  a  single 
hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applications.  The 
Administrator  may  designate  a  person  or  persons 
to  participate  in  a  removal  proceeding,  where  ap- 
propriate, in  order  to  further  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance  and  to  serve  the  public 
interest. 

(b)  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements 
(7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to 
such  hearings. 
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(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  Board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing, 
refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  for  a  controlled  or 
decontrolled  unit  and  may  dismiss  any  application 
if  a  decision  regarding  a  removal  permit  has  been 
made  with  regard  to  such  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled unit  within  the  preceding  twelve  months,  or 
if  the  Board  finds  that  the  application  is  filed  for 
purposes  of  harassment  or  for  other  purposes  not 
intended  by  this  ordinance.  In  addition,  if  the  ap- 
plication is  not  in  conformance  with  the  filing  re- 
quirement of  this  section  or  applicable 
regulations,  the  Administrator  may  administra- 
tively dismiss  such  application  without  holding  a 
hearing. 

(F)  Eviction  Provisions. 

Any  Removal  Permit  granted  in  order  to  convert,  or 
facilitate  the  conversion  or  sale  of  any  occupied  rental 
housing  unit  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  or 
otherwise  remove  such  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
plicable provisions  of  section  9  of  this  ordinance. 

(G)  Transitional  Provisions. 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  any 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  eviction  no- 
tices served  on  a  tenant  on  or  before  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Section  2.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  section 
10  in  its  entirety. 

Section  3.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  to  section 
1  (n)(l)  the  following  phrase  in  the  last  part  of  the  section 
after  the  words,  "The  owner  of  said  housing  accommo- 
dation shall  not  be  entitled  to": 

"Apply  for  a  removal  permit  pursuant  to  section  10B 

Section  4.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  to  section 
1  (n)(v)  the  following  after  the  words  "section  10": 

"and  section  10B."

Section  5.  Just  Cause.  Section  9  of  chapter  34  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by: 

A.  Inserting  in  section  (a)(viii),  after  the  language 
"daughter-in-law,"  the  language  "except  there  can  be 
no  such  eviction  for  property  converted  to  a  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  unit  as  provided  in  section  10B" ; 

B.  Striking  in  section  (a)(x)  the  language  beginning 
with  the  words  "occupied  by  a  tenant"  and  ending  with 
"section  10(k)  of  this  ordinance"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  punctuation  " ."

I  transmit  herewith  and  for  your  approval  a  home  rule 
petition  establishing  an  Archives  and  Records  Advisory 
Commission  and  an  Archives  and  Records  Management 
Division  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Commission  and  the  Division  shall  establish  and 
maintain  a  program  for  the  administration  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  records  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Division,  to 
be  located  within  the  Office  of  the  City  Clerk,  shall  be 
supervised  by  a  professional  archivist  who  shall  exercise 
the  responsibilities  of  chief  records  officer  of  the  inactive 
records  of  the  city.  Establishment  of  the  Commission  and 
the  Division  will  enable  the  city  to  implement  a  program 
of  records  retention  and  archival  management  designed 
to  protect  those  records  which  have  an  enduring  adminis- 
trative or  historic  value. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  promptly  and  favor- 
ably on  this  matter.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  by, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Establishment  of  the  Archives  and  Records 
Advisory  Commission. 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  an  Archives  and 
Records  Advisory  Commission  hereinafter  known  as  the 
Commission. 

Said  Commission  shall  consist  of  the  City  Clerk  who 
shall  serve  as  its  Chairman,  the  City  Registrar,  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Library,  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Arts  and  Humanities,  and  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  ex-officio,  or  their 
respective  designees,  and  three  members  appointed  by 
the  Mayor.  The  appointed  members  shall  serve  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected.  In  making  his  appointments,  the  Mayor  shall 
give  preference  to  those  persons  associated  with  or  repre- 
sentative of  public  or  private  institutions  concerned  with 
the  care,  custody  or  use  of  archival  materials. 

All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  nec- 
essarily incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  They 
shall  be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  pur- 
poses of  chapter  268A  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Law. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  the  Archives  and  Records 
Management  Division. 

There  shall  be  within  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  a  divi- 
sion known  as  the  Archives  and  Records  Management 
Division.  The  Division  shall  establish  and  maintain  a  pro- 
gram for  the  administration  and  preservation  of  the  re- 
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cords  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  defined  and  provided  for  by 
chapter66  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The  Divi- 
sion's program  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commission. 

The  Division  shall  be  supervised  by  a  professional  ar- 
chivist who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City  Clerk,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Commission.  The  archivist  shall 
perform  the  duties  required  by  law,  and  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  City  Clerk,  City  Registrar,  departmental  cus- 
todians, and  the  Commission,  shall  execute  the 
responsibilities  of  chief  records  officer  of  the  inactive  re- 
cords of  the  city. 

The  City  Clerk  may  employ  within  the  Division  profes- 
sional and  technical  experts  and  such  other  employees  as 
may  be  required  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  subject  to 
the  qualifications  set  by  the  Commission. 

Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  approve,  disapprove  or  modify 
all  plans  and  schedules  prepared  by  the  archivist  relative 
to  the  retention,  disposition  and  preservation  of  records. 

The  Commission  shall  advise  in  the  administration  of 
the  Division  and  render  annually  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  a  report  regarding  the  development  and  status  of 
municipal  archives  and  records  management. 

The  Commission  shall  encourage  departmental  coop- 
eration with  municipal  records  regulations  as  provided 
for  by  this  statute  and  shall  be  the  final  arbiter  regarding 
any  matters  that  may  arise  between  departments  and  Di- 
visions. 

Section  4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Division. 

The  Division  shall: 

a.  develop  procedures,  standards  and  techniques  and 
promulgate  policies  in  relation  to  records  and  archives 
management; 

b.  prepare  inventories,  indexes,  guides,  and  other  re- 
source aids  to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  public  records  of  the 
city  in  its  custody; 

c.  create  and  implement  retention  and  disposition 
schedules  in  compliance  with  regulations  issued  under 
section  1  of  chapter  66  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  relative  to  noncurrent  records,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Commission; 

d .  establish  procedures  for  the  lawful  transfer  and  dis- 
position of  all  noncurrent  records,  including  those  of  se- 
miactive  status  which  must  be  retained  for  varying 
periods  of  time,  but  which  are  not  needed  frequently  for 
the  transaction  of  current  business,  and  provide  a  central 
records  center  for  accepting,  storing,  retrieving,  servic- 
ing and  protecting  such  records; 

e .  appraise  and  preserve  all  inactive  municipal  records 
for  their  historical,  administrative,  legal,  fiscal,  cultural 
or  other  important  value; 

f.  receive,  arrange  and  describe  all  inactive  records 
which  come  into  the  Division's  possession; 

g.  establish  and  operate  an  archives  repository  in  or- 
der to  store,  secure,  process  and  conserve  said  records 
and  to  make  them  available  for  governmental  reference 
and  public  use; 

h.  receive  inactive  archival  records,  being  those  re- 
cords which  have  an  enduring  historical  or  administrative 
value  from  departments,  agencies,  offices,  commis- 
sions, boards  and  public  corporations,  whether  extant  or 
defunct,  as  well  as  the  records  of  all  officials  and  agents 
of  the  City  of  Boston  when  those  records  are  no  longer 
necessary  for  conducting  current  business. 

Section  5.  Custody  of  Public  Records. 

All  public  records,  as  defined  by  section  7  of  chapter  4 
and  section  3  of  chapter  66  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city  and  unless  other- 
wise provided  for  by  law,  shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of 
the  sole  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  or  office.  All 
records  shall  be  delivered  by  outgoing  official  and  em- 
ployees to  their  successors. 


Inactive  records  in  the  custody  of  departments  may  be 
designated  as  archival  records  by  the  archivist  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Commission.  Such 
records  shall,  after  identification  and  appraisal  by  the  ar- 
chivist to  determine  their  value,  be  transferred  to  the 
city's  archival  repository  where  they  shall  be  processed, 
conserved  and  made  available  for  reference. 

Section  6.  Duties  of  the  City's  Departments. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  any  city  department,  agency, 
board,  office,  commission  or  public  corporation  shall: 

a.  make  and  preserve  public  records  containing 
proper  documentation  of  its  organization,  functions, 
policies,  and  procedures; 

b.  establish  and  maintain  effective  controls  over  the 
creation,  maintenance  and  use  of  records  and  guard 
against  the  loss  or  the  unauthorized  or  unlawful  re- 
moval of  city  records; 

c.  apply  the  provisions  of  approved  records  retention 
schedules  to  execute  the  orderly  disposition  of  re- 
cords including  transfer  to  the  city's  central  records 
center  or  archives  repository  of  noncurrent  or  inac- 
tive records; 

d.  appoint  a  clerk  as  provided  by  section  6  of  chapter 
66  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  who  shall  act 
as  a  liaison  between  the  agency  and  the  division  on  all 
matters  relating  to  the  department's  records  and  re- 
cord-keeping practices. 

Section  7.  Disposal  of  Records. 

No  records  shall  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
by  any  department,  agency,  office,  commission,  board  or 
public  corporation  until  they  have  been  reviewed  by  the 
archivist  and  written  approval  has  been  obtained  from  the 
City  Clerk  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Records  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

The  City  Clerk  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  shall  base 
their  determinations  on  the  potential  administrative,  fis- 
cal, legal,  research  or  historical  values  of  the  record  and 
the  applicable  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  record  retention  schedules  promulgated  by 
the  Division. 

Requests  to  dispose  of  records  shall  be  accompanied  by 
a  description  of  the  records  by  series,  inclusive  dates, 
quantities  and  with  reference  to  approved  state  and  city 
retention  schedules  and  shall  include  notification  of  time, 
place  and  method  of  disposal. 

Upon  disposal  of  the  records,  the  department,  agency, 
office,  commission,  board  or  public  corporation  which 
requested  the  disposal  shall  submit  to  the  archivist  a  cer- 
tificate of  disposal  listing  the  records  and  certifying  to 
their  disposal.  The  Division  shall  insure  the  proper  de- 
struction of  all  disposable  records,  in  accordance  with  the 
preceding  provisions,  within  ninety  days  of  the  date  of 
eligibility. 

Records  designated  as  archival  shall  be  retained  for 
historical  or  research  purposes  and  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  municipal  archives  for  permanent  custody. 

Section  8.  Recovery  of  Public  Records. 

The  Division  shall  seek  the  return  of  public  records  of 
the  city  which  have  been  alienated  from  its  possession  or 
provide  for  the  reproduction  of  alienated  records,  or  pro- 
vide information  concerning  the  location  of  these  re- 
cords, if  they  have  been  maintained  in  a  safe  and  usable 
manner  and  are  available  for  public  use. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Commis- 
sion, the  Corporation  Counsel  may  take  action  to  recover 
any  municipal  records,  artifacts  or  documents  deemed  to 
have  historical  significance  which  were  previously  sold, 
transferred,  loaned  or  otherwise  removed  from  the  city 
without  proper  authorization.

ORDINANCE  CREATING 
COMMISSION  FOR  PERSONS  WITH  DISABILITIES 

Coun.  MENINO  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12, 
sections  150  and  151,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
those  sections  in  their  entirety  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  new  sections: 

Chapter  7.  Commission  for  Persons  with  Disabilities 

Section  150.  Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defi- 
nitions shall  apply  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

"Accessibility":  the  elimination  of  all  barriers  includ- 
ing environmental,  procedural  and  attitudinal  barriers 
which  can  prevent  persons  with  disabilities  from  equal 
opportunity. 

"Attitudinal  barriers":  presumptions  or  feelings  re- 
garding physical  or  mental  disabilities  and/or  persons 
with  disabilities,  which  can  in  themselves  obstruct  the  ac- 
cess of  persons  with  disabilities  to  equal  opportunities. 

"Effective  communication  methods":  the  use  of  com- 
munication aids,  including  brailled  or  taped  materials, 
readers,  and  machines  that  enlarge  print  for  persons  with 
visual  limitations.  Such  methods  may  also  include  the  use 
of  skilled  interpreters  for  persons  who  are  deaf  and  tele- 
communication devices  for  those  who  have  hearing  or 
speaking  limitations. 

"Major  life  activity":  a  function  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  caring  for  oneself,  performing  manual  tasks, 
walking,  seeing,  hearing,  speaking,  breathing,  learning, 
and  working. 

"Mental  impairment":  any  mental  or  psychological 
disorder  including,  but  not  limited  to,  mental  retardation, 
organic  brain  syndrome,  emotional  or  mental  illness ,  and 
specific  learning  disabilities. 

"Persons  with  disabilities":  persons  who  (1)  have  a 
physical  or  mental  impairment  which  substantially  limits 
one  or  more  of  such  person's  major  life  activities;  or  (2) 
have  a  record  of  such  impairment;  or  (3)  are  regarded  as 
having  such  an  impairment; 

"Physical  impairment":  any  physiological  disorder  or 
condition,  cosmetic  disfigurement,  or  anatomical  loss  af- 
fecting one  or  more  of  the  following  body  systems  or  or- 
gans: the  neurological,  musculskeletal,  cardiovascular, 
reproductive,  digestive,  genito-urinary,  skin,  endocrine, 
and  hemic  and  lymphatic  body  systems;  special  sense  or- 
gans and  respiratory  organs,  including  speech  organs. 

"Section  504":  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act 
of  1973,  as  amended  (29  USCS  s.794). 

Section  151.  Purpose. 

The  Commission's  purpose  is  to  facilitate  full  and  equal 
participation  in  all  aspects  of  life  by  all  persons  with  dis- 
abilities in  the  City  of  Boston.  To  accomplish  its  purpose, 
the  Commission  will  aim  to  reduce  the  architectural ,  pro- 
cedural and  attitudinal  barriers  which  affect  persons  with 
disabilities. 

Section  152.  Composition,  Appointment,  Term  and 
Compensation. 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as  the  Com- 
mission for  Persons  with  Disabilities,  consisting  of  an  of- 
ficer known  as  the  Commissioner  for  Persons  with 
Disabilities,  and  eleven  other  members,  who  shall  be  as- 
sociate members  of  the  Commission. 


The  Commissioner  and  the  associate  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  the  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial  mu- 
nicipal election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected,  and  each 
shall  serve  until  his/her  successor  is  duly  appointed. 

The  Commissioner  shall  be  a  full-time  employee  of  the 
city  and  shall  be  paid  compensation.  The  associate  mem- 
bers shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  each  shall  be 
entitled  to  reimbursement  for  his/her  reasonable  ex- 
penses actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  perform- 
ance of  hisher  duties  as  an  associate  commissioner.  The 
associate  members  shall  be  considered  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  G.L.  c.  268A. 

The  associate  members  shall  be  qualified  by  training, 
experience  and  demonstrated  interest  in  the  rights  and 
equal  opportunities  of  persons  with  disabilities.  A  major- 
ity of  the  associate  member  shall  be  persons  with  disabili- 
ties, with  at  least  one  being  blind  or  legally  blind,  one 
being  deaf  or  hard  of  hearing,  and  the  others  comprising 
the  majority  being  persons  with  representative  types  of 
disabilities.  The  associate  members  shall  be  representa- 
tive of  the  community  in  terms  of  race,  religion,  age  and 
gender. 

Section  153.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  following  powers  and 
duties: 

(a)  to  develop  and  promote  information  and  referral 
services  regarding  programs,  services,  rights,  accessi- 
bility and  opportunities  for  persons  with  disabilities 
which  foster  dignity  and  self-determination; 

(b)  to  make  recommendations  and  to  provide  coordi- 
nation and  support  to  city  departments  and  agencies  con- 
cerning public  policies,  programs,  services  and 
regulations  as  they  affect  or  may  affect  persons  with  dis- 
abilities; 

(c)  to  inform  city  departments  and  agencies  of  federal , 
state  and  city  funds  available  for  expanding  or  improving 
services  and  programs  for  persons  with  disabilities; 

(d)  to  work  toward  the  goal  of  safe,  decent,  afforda- 
ble, accessible  housing  for  persons  with  disabilities  and 
their  families.  The  Commission  shall  work  with  federal, 
state,  city,  private  and  public  agencies  and  resources  to 
this  end; 

(e)  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  the  city's  Divi- 
sion of  Personnel  as  to  how  to  provide  reasonable  accom- 
modation, auxiliary  aids,  and  general  access  to  the 
employment  process  for  persons  with  disabilities.  Such 
technical  assistance  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
reviewing  job  specifications,  application  forms,  and  pro- 
cedures relating  to  hiring,  promotion  and  firing,  includ- 
ing (i)  physical  accessibility  of  the  application  process; 
(ii)  program  accessibility,  including  the  availability  of  ef- 
fective communications  methods;  (iii)  availability,  use 
and  publicity  of  affirmative  action  plans;  and  (iv)  review 
of  personnel  testing  procedures; 

(f)  to  address  the  transportation  needs  of  persons  with 
disabilities  in  the  city  and,  in  concert  with  the  Mayor's 
representative  on  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  Advisory  Committee,  representatives  from  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority  (MBTA), 
and  the  Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construc- 
tion (EOTC),  to  develop  programs  for  meeting  the  trans- 
portation needs  of  persons  with  disabilities,  and  to 
monitor  any  policies  related  thereto; 

(g)  to  implement,  in  conjunction  with  the  city's  De- 
partment of  Inspectional  Services ,  chapter  40  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1979,  entitled  "Promoting  Access  to  Public 
Buildings  by  the  Physically  Handicapped,"  which  is  in- 
tended to  promote  full  access  to  public  buildings  by  per- 
sons with  disabilities; 

(h)  to  work  for  the  advancement  of  the  legal  and  civil 
rights  of  all  persons  with  disabilities  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
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(i)  to  coordinate  city  departmental  compliance  with 
section  504  and  all  federal,  state,  and  city  rules  and  regu- 
lations requiring  programs,  activities  and  services  to  be 
readily  accessible  to  and  usable  by  persons  with  disabili- 
ties; 

(j)  to  monitor  compliance  with  city  departmental  self- 
evaluation  and  transition  plans  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Mayor  for  corrective  action  as  required; 

(k)  to  develop  training  and  development  programs  for 
city  personnel  to  increase  their  awareness  of  real  and  arti- 
ficial barriers  faced  by  persons  with  disabilities; 

(1)  to  administer,  in  cooperation  with  the  city's  Trans- 
portation Department,  the  Temporary  Identification  Card 
Program,  established  by  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Tide  6,  section  202;  and 

(m)  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  subject  to  applica- 
ble laws,  grants  or  gifts  of  funds  and  other  property; 

(n)  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of 
Commission  business,  which  shall  be  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  approved  and  signed 
by  the  Mayor,  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk. 

Section  154.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commissioner. 

The  Commissioner  shall  have  the  following  specific 
powers  and  duties: 

(a)  to  hire  staff  for  the  Commission  consistent  with  the 
Commission's  purpose.  The  Commissioner  shall  hire,  at 
a  minimum,  a  Director  for  Civil  Rights,  who  shall  also  be 
the  city's  504  coordinator; 

(b)  to  act  as  spokesperson  for  the  Commission; 

(c)  to  participate  in  and  oversee  the  day-to-day  affairs 
of  the  Commission; 

(d)  to  perform  all  the  functions  of  a  department  head 
including,  but  not  limited  to  and  subject  to  applicable 
laws,  entering  into  agreements  with  individuals  or  entit- 
ies and  preparing  the  annual  budget. 

Section  155.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Associate  Mem- 
bers. 

The  associate  members  shall  have  the  following  spe- 
cific powers  and  duties: 

(a)  to  advise  the  Commissioner  on  policy  and  planning 
and  the  need  for  programs  and  services  for  persons  with 
disabilities; 

(b)  to  consult  with  the  Commissioner  in  evaluating 
and  modifying  the  city's  policies  as  they  related  to  fed- 
eral, state  and  city  laws  and  regulations  concerning  the 
civil  rights  of  persons  with  disabilities; 

(c)  to  assist  the  Commissioner  in  establishing  priori- 
ties for  the  Commission's  activities;  and 

(d)  to  review  at  least  annually  the  programs,  policies 
and  budget  of  the  Commission  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions as  to  such  programs,  policies  and  budget. 

Section  156.  Relationship  with  City  Agencies. 

The  services  of  all  city  departments,  agencies,  com- 
missions and  offices  shall  be  made  reasonably  available 
to  the  Commission  for  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  head  of  any  city  department,  agency,  commis- 
sion or  office  shall  provide  information  in  the  possession 
of  such  department,  agency,  commission  or  office  when 
the  Commission  so  requests  and  where  such  information 
relates  to  the  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  Com- 
mission. Such  information  may  include  departmental 
self-evaluation  and  transition  plans  pursuant  to  section 
504  and  its  implementing  regulations. 

Section  2.  If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance 

shall  be  held  to  be  invalid,  such  provisions  or  section  shall 

b  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining 

l    provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  re- 

i    main  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

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Section  1 .  No  person  shall  take  groundwater  from  the 
ground  in  an  amount  exceeding  400  gallons  in  a  twenty- 
four-hour  period,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit 
granted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services. 

Section  2 .  The  fee  for  such  permit  shall  be,  in  the  case 
of  taking  less  than  1 ,000  gallons  per  day,  $50  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  ninety  days,  and  in  the  case  of  taking  1 ,000 
or  more  gallons  per  day,  $300,  plus  the  cost  reasonably 
incurred  by  said  commissioner  in  assessing  the  impact  of 
such  permit  and/or  preparing  a  strategy  for  recharging 
the  water  table. 

Section  3 .  The  permit  for  taking  of  groundwater  shall 
be  granted  forthwith  upon  a  showing  that  the  same  would 
have  no  significant  adverse  effect  on  the  water  table,  or, 
in  the  alternative,  upon  the  condition  that  petitioner  shall 
take  appropriate  action  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Inspectional  Services  to  avoid  or  rninirnize  adverse  ef- 
fects of  the  taking,  and  no  permit  shall  issue  otherwise.

(1)    Qualifying  residents  of  East  Boston  shall  mean 
persons  who  make  their  legal  domicile  there  and 
who: 

(1)  Register  a  motor  vehicle  from  and  garage  it  at 
an  address  in  East  Boston. 

(2)  Are  entitled  to  display  on  the  vehicle  a  non- 
transferable decal,  sticker,  plate,  or  other  identify- 
ing insignia  issued  by  the  Boston  Transportation 
Department  at  cost  not  exceeding  $10  per  annum. 

(3)  Agree  by  signature  to  abide  by  regulations  of 
the  Boston  Transportation  Department  governing 
issuance  of  such  decal  or  identifying  insignia. 

(4)  Authorize  by  signature  the  Boston  Transporta- 
tion Department  to  revoke  or  void  by  certified  mail 
notice  the  decal  or  other  identifying  insignia  when- 
ever: 

(a)  the  resident  has  accumulated  at  any  one  time 
more  than  four  parking  tickets  issued  in  the  City 
of  Boston  which  are  delinquent  because  of  fail- 
ure to  pay  the  fines  within  twenty-one  days  of 
issuance.  Notice  of  revocation  of  a  decal  shall  be 
stayed  if  an  appeal  has  been  filed  and  a  hearing 
pending  on  any  ticket  or  tickets  that  could  re- 
duce delinquencies  to  fewer  than  five.

Q.    Did  the  Boston  City  Hospital  purchase  a  CT  Scan? 

A.    Yes. 

Q.    When  purchased,  purchase  price? 

A.    In  1976  a  head  scanner  was  purchased  for 
$538,000. 

In  1981  BCH  purchased  two  full-body  scanners. 
The  total  lease  purchase  cost  was  $960,000. 


Q.  Where  is/was  it  located  in  Boston  City  Hospital? 
Was  it  subsequently  moved?  When?  Where?  Where  is  CT 
Scan  located  now? 

A .  The  head  scanner  was  located  in  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital Radiology  Department  until  1981,  when  it  was 
moved  to  University  Hospital.  It  is  not  presently  in  use. 
one  full-body  scanner  is  located  in  the  BCH  Radiology 
Department.  The  other  full-body  scanner  is  located  in  the 
UH  Radiology  Department.  Both  were  installed  in  1981 . 
Both  are  operated  by  BCH  personnel. 

Q.  Who  receives  third-party  payments  for  its  use? 
How  much?  Per  year? 

A.  For  the  CT  Scanner  located  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  we  receive  third-party  payments  for  CT  serv- 
ices provided  on  this  machine. 

For  the  CT  Scanner  located  at  the  University  Hospital, 
Boston  City  Hospital  receives  third-party  payments  for 
all  patients  except  University  Hospital  inpatients.  In  an 
agreement  with  University  Hospital,  they  pay  BCH  a  set 
amount  each  year  for  CT  Scanning  services  provided  to 
their  inpatients. 

The  total  amount  of  revenue  generated  by  the  two  CT 
Scanning  machines  was  approximately  $2.01  million  for 
the  year  ending  9/30/86.  Approximately  55  percent  of 
this  revenue  was  generated  by  the  machine  located  at 
University  Hospital  and  45  percent  by  the  machine  lo- 
cated at  BCH. 

of  the  total  amount  of  $2.01  million  in  revenue,  ap- 
proximately $1.23  million  was  received  by  BCH  from 
third  parties.  The  remaining  $780,000  was  received  di- 
rectly from  University  Hospital  for  services  provided  to 
their  inpatients. 

Q.  Who  receives  reimbursement  for  patient  transpor- 
tation to  CT  Scan  facility?  How  much? 

A.  On  the  rare  occasion  of  a  BCH  patient  needing 
emergency  CT  services  and  the  BCH  machine  being 
down  for  service  or  repairs,  BCH  patients  are  transported 
to  University  Hospital  by  ambulance  for  CT  services. 

If  the  patient  is  a  Medicare  patient,  BCH  pays  the  con- 
tracted ambulance  company  transporting  the  patient 
$78.75  for  each  way  of  the  round  trip.  BCH  is  reimbursed 
by  Medicare  for  this  cost  via  the  Medicare  DRG  reim- 
bursement mechanism.  All  other  BCH  patients  excepting 
those  deemed  by  BCH  to  be  unable  to  pay  for  these  serv- 
ices, are  billed  directly  by  the  ambulance  company.  As 
per  the  terms  of  the  contract  agreement,  the  ambulance 
company  absorbs  the  cost  of  those  patients  deemed  un- 
able to  pay.

Q.  Does  Boston  City  Hospital  have  equipment  to  ad- 
minister cardiac  catheterization? 

A.    No. 

Q.  Did  it  ever  have  said  equipment?  When?  Where  is 
it  located  at  Boston  City  Hospital? 

A.  Yes.  Prior  to  1973,  BCH  operated  a  cardiac 
catherization  lab  in  the  heart  station  located  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Peabody  Building.  Historically,  Boston  City 
Hospital  has  served  as  a  major  teaching  hospital  for  Bos- 
ton University,  Tufts,  and  Harvard  Medical  Schools. 
Since  1973,  BCH  has  been  affiliated  exclusively  with 
Boston  University's  School  of  Medicine.  At  this  same 
time,  in  1973,  cardiac  catheterization  was  transferred  to 
University  Hospital. 

Q.  If  Boston  City  Hospital  does  not  have  said  equip- 
ment now,  where  are  patients  taken  for  said  tests? 

A.    University  Hospital. 

Q.    How  are  patients  transported? 

A.    By  contract  ambulance  for  BCH  inpatients. 

Q.  Who  is  reimbursed  by  third  parties  for  said  test? 
How  much  per  patient? 

A.  Boston  City  Hospital  is  reimbursed  approxi- 
mately $1,290  per  test  by  third  parties  for  the  costs  of 
cardiac  catheterization  tests  performed  by  University 
Hospital  on  B.C. H.  inpatients. 

Q.  Who  is  reimbursed  for  patient  transportation? 
How  much  per  patient? 

A.  If  the  patient  is  a  Medicare  patient,  B.C.H.  pays 
the  contracted  ambulance  company  for  transporting  the 
patient  $78.75  for  each  way  of  the  round  trip.  B.C.H.  is 
reimbursed  by  Medicare  for  this  cost  through  the  Medi- 
care DRG  reimbursement  mechanism.  All  other  B.C.H. 
patients,  excepting  those  deemed  by  B.C.H.  to  be  unable 
to  pay  for  these  services,  are  billed  directly  by  the  ambu- 
lance company.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  THAT  COMMITTEE  ON  ECO- 
NOMIC EQUITY  HOLD  HEARING  RE  DAY 
CARE  IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Economic  Equity,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0241,  order  that  Committee  on 
Economic  Equity  hold  hearing  re  day  care  in  Boston  (re- 
ferred February  4)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  two 
attached  ordinances. 


The  City  Council's  special  committee  on  Economic 
Equity  conducted  a  hearing  on  Docket  No.  0241  —  order 
that  the  Committee  on  Economic  Equity  hold  a  hearing  to 
take  testimony  and  accept  evidence  on  the  issue  of  day 
care  in  Boston.  Since  the  hearing  on  Docket  No.  0241 
earlier  this  year,  the  Committee  has  been  compiling  data 
as  well  as  studying  a  number  of  alternatives  adopted  by 
state  and  municipal  governments.  Statistics  point  to  the 
dire  need  for  more  quality,  affordable  child  care  slots  in 
Boston  and  the  Commonwealth.  More  than  half  of  the 
women  with  children  under  six  years  of  age  are  working 
outside  the  home,  and  while  more  employers  are  offering 
on-site  child  care,  only  a  fraction  of  parents  in  the 
workforce  are  able  to  take  advantage  of  child  care  at  the 
workplace. 

The  Committee  took  testimony  from  a  representative 
of  the  Secretary  of  Economic  Affairs  which  administers 
the  Corporate  Child  Care  Program  (CCCP).  The  CCCP 
offers  businesses  informational  and  technical  assistance 
as  well  as  a  revolving  loan  fund  for  the  initial  startup  costs 
of  day  care  centers.  The  CCCP  is  part  of  the  Governor's 
Day  Care  Initiative  which  was  also  outlined  at  the  hear- 
ing. This  Day  Care  Partnership  has  resulted  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  twelve  resource  and  referral  centers  across 
the  Commonwealth.  These  local  referral  agencies  pro- 
vide assistance  to  parents  in  search  of  child  care  and  tech- 
nical assistance  to  businesses  offering  employees  child 
care.  The  Day  Care  Partnership  has  also  resulted  in  six 
new  child  care  centers  in  state  facilities,  bringing  the  total 
to  thirty  statewide.  These  centers  provide  on-site  child 
care  for  state  employees  and  are  for  the  most  part  admin- 
istered by  local  nonprofit  agencies  which  occupy  the 
space  at  little  or  no  charge. 

Testimony  was  also  taken  Irom  private  sector  employ- 
ers who  provide  care  for  employees.  All  in  attendance 
found  that  on-site  child  care  improved  employees  morale 
and  attendance. 


The  consensus  of  those  at  the  hearing  was  that  a  two- 
phased  approach  should  be  taken  by  the  City  Council. 
The  first  should  deal  with  creation  of  a  child  care  center 
for  city  employees  in  a  city-owned  or  rented  building, 
while  the  second  should  be  the  development  of  a  child 
care  policy  as  it  relates  to  new,  large-scale  construction  in 
Boston.  The  Massachusetts  Legislature  is  currently  de- 
bating a  measure  (H .  44 1 2)  that  would  require  developers 
of  new  buildings  to  provide  on-site  child  care  or  contrib- 
ute to  a  child  care  fund.  Full  support  should  be  given  to 
the  efforts  on  behalf  of  child  care  linkage  on  the  state  level 
and  H.  4412,  but  action  should  be  taken  in  Boston  imme- 
diately in  light  of  the  building  boom  we  are  currently  ex- 
periencing. Therefore  the  Committee  on  Economic 
Equity  makes  the  following  reccommendations. 

The  Committee  reccommends  adoption  of  the  two  at- 
tached ordinances.  The  first  provides  for  the  creation  of  a 
child  care  center  for  City  of  Boston  employees  in  a  city 
owned  or  leased  building  by  January  of  1 989.  The  second 
requires  the  Personnel  Department  to  notify  city  employ- 
ees every  year  of  the  city's  policy  regarding  child  care  as 
well  as  a  complete  listing  of  all  licensed  child  care  centers 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Committee  on  Economic  Equity  also  recommends 
the  adoption  of  a  zoning  text  amendment  to  the  City  of 
Boston  Zoning  Code  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority Board  and  the  Boston  Zoning  Commission.  This 
would  allow  developers  of  large-scale  projects  to  choose 
among  a  number  of  options  such  as  the  construction  of  an 
on-site  child  care  center,  the  contribution  of  funds  to  a 
non-profit  agency  for  the  creation  of  additional  slots  or 
the  provisions  of  a  resource  and  referral  center  for  em- 
ployees of  the  project. 

These  first  steps  in  the  development  of  a  comprehen- 
sive child  care  policy  for  the  City  of  Boston  will  better 
enable  the  city  to  deal  with  its  changing  workforce.  The 
City  of  Boston  is  losing  many  qualified  committed  people 
to  the  private  sector  where  child  care  is  offered  by  many 
companies.  The  city  must  do  all  it  can  to  ensure  that  this 
trend  among  city  employees  does  not  continue  and  Bos- 
ton's current  economic  boom  results  in  quality  affordable 
child  care  becoming  a  reality  for  as  many  people  as  possi- 
ble.

SION FOR  PERSONS  WITH  DISABILITIES 

Coun.  MENINO,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  City 
and  Neighborhood  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  1 160,  ordinance  creating  a  com- 
mission for  persons  with  disabilities  (referred  October  7) 
—  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  follow- 
ing new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 
An  Ordinance  Creating  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  Commis- 
sion for  Persons  with  Disabilities. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12, 
sections  150  and  151,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
those  sections  in  their  entirety  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  new  sections: 

Chapter  7  —  Commission  for  Persons  with  Disabili- 
ties Section  150.  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defi- 
nitions shall  apply  unless  the  context  otherwise  re- 
quires: 

"Accessibility":  the  elimination  of  all  barriers  in- 
cluding environmental,  procedural,  attitudinal  and 
communication  barriers  which  can  prevent  persons 
with  disabilities  from  equal  opportunity. 

"Attitudinal  barriers":  presumptions  or  feelings  re- 
garding physical  or  mental  disabilities  and/or  persons 
with  disabilities,  which  can,  in  themselves,  obstruct 
the  access  of  persons  with  disabil  ities  to  equal  opportu- 
nities. 

"Effective  communication  methods":  the  use  of 
communication  aids,  including  brailled  or  taped  mate- 
rials, readers,  and  machines  that  enlarge  print  for  per- 
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sons  with  visual  limitations.  Such  methods  shall  also 
include  the  use  of  certified  interpreters  for  persons  who 
are  deaf  and  telecommunication  devices  for  those  who 
have  hearing  or  speaking  limitations. 

"Major  life  activity":  a  function  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  caring"  for  oneself,  performing  manual 
tasks,  walking,  seeing,  hearing,  speaking,  breathing, 
learning,  and  working. 

"Mental  impairment":  any  mental  or  psychological 
disorder  including,  but  not  limited  to,  mental  retarda- 
tion, organic  brain  syndrome,  emotional  or  mental  ill- 
ness, and  specific  learning  disabilities. 

"Persons  with  disabilities":  persons  who  (1)  have  a 
physical,  mental  or  sensory  impairment  which  sub- 
stantially limits  one  or  more  of  such  person's  major  life 
activities;  or  (2)  have  a  record  of  such  impairment;  or 
(3)  are  regarded  as  having  such  an  impairment; 

"Physical  impairment":  any  physiological  disorder 
or  condition,  cosmetic  disfigurement,  or  anatomical 
loss  affecting  one  or  more  of  the  following  body  sys- 
tems or  organs:  the  neurological,  musculoskeletal, 
cardiovascular,  reproductive,  digestive,  genito-uri- 
nary,  skin,  endocrine,  and  hemic  and  lymphatic  body 
systems;  special  sense  organs  and  respiratory  organs, 
including  speech  organs. 

"Section  504" :  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act 
of  1973,  as  amended  (29  USCS,  s.  794). 

"Sensory  impairment":  any  sensory  disorder,  con- 
dition, or  anatomical  loss  of  the  special  sense  organs. 
Section  151.  Purpose. 

The  commission's  purpose  is  to  facilitate  full  and 
equal  participation  in  all  aspects  of  life  by  all  persons 
with  disabilities  in  the  City  of  Boston.  To  accomplish 
its  purpose,  the  commission  will  aim  to  reduce  the  ar- 
chitectural prodecural  attitudinal  and  communication 
barriers  which  affect  persons  with  disabilities. 

Section  152.  Composition,  Appointment,  Term  and 
Compensation. 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known  as  the  Com- 
mision  for  Persons  with  Disabilities,  consisting  of  an 
officer  known  as  the  Commissioner  for  Persons  with 
Disabilities,  and  eleven  other  members,  who  shall  be 
associate  members  of  the  commission. 

The  commissioner  and  the  associate  members  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  the  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected,  and 
each  shall  serve  until  his/her  successor  is  duly  ap- 
pointed. 

The  Commissioner  shall  be  a  full-time  employee  of 
the  city  ahd  shall  be  paid  compensation.  The  associate 
members  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  each 
shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  his/her  reason- 
able expenses  actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  his/her  duties  as  an  associate  commis- 
sioner. The  associate  members  shall  be  considered  spe- 
cial municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of  G.L.  c. 
268a. 

The  associate  members  shall  be  qualified  by  train- 
ing, experience  and  demonstrated  interest  in  the  rights 
and  equal  opportunities  of  persons  with  disabilities.  A 
majority  of  the  associate  members  shall  be  persons 
with  disabilities,  with  at  least  one  being  blind  or  legally 
blind,  or  one  being  deaf  or  hard  of  hearing,  and  the 
others,  comprising  the  majority,  being  persons  with 
representative  types  of  disabilities.  The  associate 
members  shall  be  representative  of  the  community  in 
terms  of  race,  religion,  age  and  gender. 

Section  153.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission 
The  Commission  shall  have  the  following  powers 

and  duties: 

(a)  to  develop  and  promote  information  and  referral 
services  regarding  programs,  services,  rights,  ac- 
cessibility and  opportunities  for  persons  with  dis- 


abilities which  foster  dignity  and  self-determination; 

(b)  to  make  recommendations  and  to  provide  coordina- 
tion and  support  to  city  departments  and  agencies 
concerning  public  policies,  programs,  services  and 
regulations  as  they  affect  or  may  affect  persons  with 
disabilities; 

(c)  to  inform  city  departments  and  agencies  of  federal, 
state  and  city  funds  available  for  expanding  or  im- 
proving services  and  programs  for  persons  with  dis- 
abilities; 

(d)  to  work  toward  the  goal  of  safe,  decent,  affordable, 
accessible  housing  for  persons  with  disabilities  and 
their  families.  The  commission  shall  work  with  fe- 
deal,  state,  city,  private  and  public  agencies  and  re- 
sources to  this  end; 

(e)  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  the  city's  Divi- 
sion of  Personnel  as  to  how  to  provide  reasonable  ac- 
commodation, auxiliary  aids,  and  general  access  to  the 
employment  process  for  persons  with  disabilities. 
Such  technical  assistance  shall  include,  but  not  limited 
to,  reviewing  job  specifications,  application  forms, 
and  procedures  relating  to  hiring,  promotion  and  fir- 
ing, including  (i)  physical  accessibility  of  the  applica- 
tion process;  (ii)  program  accessibility,  including  the 
availability  of  effective  communication  methods;  (iii) 
availability,  use  and  publicity  of  affirmative  action 
plans;  and  (iv)  review  of  personnel  testing  procedures; 

(f)  to  address  the  transportation  needs  of  persons  with 
disabilities  in  the  city  and,  in  concert  with  the  May- 
or's representative  on  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Trans- 
portation Authority  Advisory  Committee, 
representatives  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Trans- 
portation Authority  (MBTA),  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  (Massport)  and  the  Executive  Office 
of  Transportation  and  Construction  (EOTC),  to  de- 
velop programs  for  meeting  the  transportation  needs 
of  persons  with  disabilities,  and  to  monitor  any  poli- 
cies related  thereto; 

(g)  to  implement,  in  conjunction  with  the  city's  De- 
partment of  Inspectional  Services,  chapter  40  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1979,  entitled  "Promoting  Access  to 
Public  Buildings  by  the  Physically  Handicapped," 
which  is  intended  to  promote  full  access  to  public 
buildings  by  persons  with  disabilities; 

(h)  to  work  for  the  advancement  of  the  legal  and  civil 
rights  of  all  persons  with  disabilities  in  the  City  of 
Boston; 

(i)  to  coordinate  city  departmental  compliance  with 
section  504  and  all  federal,  state,  and  city  rules  and 
regulations  requiring  programs,  activities  and  serv- 
ices to  be  readiliy  accessible  to  and  usable  by  persons 
with  disabilities; 

(j)  to  monitor  compliance  with  city  departmental  self- 
evaluation  and  transition  plans  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Mayor  for  corrective  action  as 
required; 

(k)  to  develop  training  and  development  programs  for 
city  personnel  to  increase  their  awareness  of  real  and 
artificial  barriers  faced  by  persons  with  disabilities; 

(1)  to  administer,  in  cooperation  with  the  city's  Trans- 
portation Department,  the  Temporary  Identification 
Card  Program,  established  by  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  6,  section  202;  and 

(m)  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  subject  to  applica- 
ble laws,  grants  or  gifts  of  funds  and  other  property; 

(n)  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of 
commission  business,  which  shall  be  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  corporation  counsel,  approved  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor,  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk. 
Section  154.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commis- 
sioner. 
The  Commissioner  shall  have  the  following  specific 

powers  and  duties: 

(a)  to  hire  staff  for  the  Commission  consistent  with  the 
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Commission's  purpose.  The  Commissioner  shall 
hire,  at  a  minimum,  a  Director  for  Civil  Rights,  who 
shall  also  be  the  City's  504  Coordinator; 

(b)  to  act  as  spokeperson  for  the  Commission; 

(c)  to  participate  in  and  oversee  the  day-to-day  affairs 
for  the  Commission; 

(d)  to  perform  all  the  functions  of  a  department  head 
including,  but  not  limited  to  and  subject  to  applicable 
laws,  entering  into  agreements  with  individuals  or 
entities  and  preparing  the  annual  budget. 

Section  155.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Associate 
Members. 

The  associate  members  shall  have  the  following  spe- 
cific powers  and  duties; 

(a)  to  advise  the  Commissioner  on  policy  and  planning 
and  the  need  for  programs  and  services  for  persons 
with  disabilities; 

(b)  to  consult  with  the  Commissioner  in  evaluating  and 
modifying  the  City's  policies  as  they  relate  to  fed- 
eral, state  and  city  laws  and  regulations  concering 
the  civil  rights  of  persons  with  disabilities; 

(c)  to  assist  the  Commissioner  in  establishing  priorities 
for  the  Commission's  activities;  and 

(d)  to  review,  at  least  annually,  the  programs,  policies 
and  budget  of  the  Commission  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations as  to  such  programs,  policies  and 
budget. 

Section  156.  Responsibilities  of  City  Agencies. 

The  services  of  all  city  departments,  agencies,  com- 
missions and  offices  shall  be  made  reasonably  availa- 
ble to  the  commission  for  effectuating  the  policy  of  this 
ordinance.  The  head  of  any  city  department,  agency, 
commission  or  office  shall  provide  information  in  the 
possession  of  such  department,  agency,  commission  or 
office  when  the  commission  so  requests  and  where 
such  information  relates  to  the  functions  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  commission.  Such  information  may  in- 
clude departmental  self-evaluation  and  transition  plans 
pursuant  to  section  504  and  its  implementing  regula- 
tions. 

Each  department  head  shall  designate  a  liaison  to  the 
Commission.  The  responsibilities  of  each  liaison  shall 
include: 

1 .  Attendance  at  trainings  and  work  group  sessions  as 
requested;  and 

2.  Coordination  of  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  and/or  other  disability  related  civil  rights  man- 
dates, including  monitoring  assistance  and  informa- 
tion distribution. 

Section  2.  If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid,  such  provision  or  section  shall 
be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining 
provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  re- 
main in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

UITY ORDINANCE  TO  REQUIRE  REMOVAL 
PERMITS  FOR  MOBILE  HOMES  AND  MOBIL 
HOME  PARKS 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 
An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Or- 
dinance to  Require  Removal  Permits  for  Mobile 
Homes  and  Mobile  Home  Parks. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  There  continues  in  Boston  an  affordable 
housing  crisis  with  a  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  affordable 
housing,  most  particularly  for  low  or  moderate  income, 
or  for  elderly  residents  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  only  one  mobile  home  park  located 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Most  of  the  tenants  of  the  mobile  home  park 
are  either  low  or  moderate  income  or  elderly  who  would 
otherwise  not  be  able  to  find  safe,  decent,  affordable 
housing  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  owner  of  the  mobile  home  park,  called 
the  Boston  Trailer  Park,  recently  filed  a  notice  with  the 
city  to  discontinue  use  of  the  mobile  home  park  as  such; 
and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  the  park  to  another  use 
would  result  in  a  housing  emergency  for  the  160  residents 
who  have  invested  money  in  their  mobile  homes;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  to  protect  said  resi- 
dents from  undue  hardship; 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  through  home  rule,  was 
granted  the  authority  to  regulate  the  removal  of  housing 
accommodations  through  the  issuance  of  removal 
pemits;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987  added 
mobile  homes  and  mobile  home  parks  to  the  definition  of 
houisng  accommodations  as  defined  in  chapter  34  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1984;  now  therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including 
without  limitation,  Article  2  and  Article  47  of  the  Amend- 
ments of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chap- 
ter 843  of  the  Acts  of  1 97 1  and  by  chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of 
1987,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordinance, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

A.  "Mobile  home  park"  —  as  defined  in  section  32F  of 
chapter  140  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

B.  "Mobile  home"  —  as  defined  in  section  l(n)(vii)  of 
chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended. 

C.  "Removal"  —  When  used  in  this  ordinance,  the 
term  "removal"  shall  included  any  change  of  use  or  dis- 
continuance of  the  use  of  part,  or  all  of  the  land  owned  and 
licensed  as  a  mobile  home  park,  including,  but  not  lim- 
ited to,  the  licensee's  conversion  of  the  mobile  home 
park,  or  part  thereof,  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
corporation. 

Section  2.  Section  l(n)(vii)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984  as  amended,  is  further  amended  by  delet- 
ing in  the  first  sentence,  the  words  "mobile  home  lots" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "mobile  home 
parks." 

Section  3.  Permits  for  Removal  of  Mobile  Home  Ac- 
commodations in  Mobile  Home  Parks  and  Mobile  Home 
Parks.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  a  new 
section  to  be  appropriately  numbered  and  incorporated 
into  the  City  Code  by  the  City  Clerk  as  follows: 

A.  Removal  Permits  Required. 
(1)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  owner  of  a  mobile 
home  park  to  remove  any  mobile  home  accommoda- 


tion in  a  mobile  home  park  or  discontinue  the  use  of 
part  or  all  of  the  land  owned  and  licensed  as  a  mobile 
home  park  without  having  first  obtained  a  removal 
permit  from  the  Rent  Equity  Board  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions contained  herein. 

(2)  Such  provisions  shall  apply  whether  or  not  the 
license  for  such  premises  is  still  in  effect.  The  Board 
may  establish  reasonable  regulations  governing  the 
criteria  and  the  procedures  to  be  followed  regarding 
application  for  and  issuance  of  removal  permits. 

B.  Permit  Criteria.  In  determining  whether  to  grant  a 
removal  permit,  the  board  shall  consider  the  aggra- 
vation of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
mobile  home  park  accommodations  in  Boston, 
which  may  result  from  the  discontinuance  of  use  as  a 
mobile  home  park,  especially  for  tenants  of  low  or 
moderate  income  or  elderly  persons  on  fixed  in- 
comes. In  making  such  a  determination  the  board 
shall  review  and  make  findings  as  to  all  relevant  fac- 
tors including,  without  limitation,  the  following: 

(1)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons 
whom  this  ordinance  seeks  to  protect; 

(2)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  resid- 
ing in  the  controlled  unit  proposed  to  be  removed; 

(3)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  in- 
equity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  permit; 

(4)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  of  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal  permit. 

C.  Removal  Procedure. 

(1)  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  mobile  home  park  upon  receipt  of 
an  application  filed  by  the  landlord  or  other  autho- 
rized person. 

(2)  The  board  shall  scheule  a  public  hearing  within 
sixty  days  of  receipt  of  the  application.  The  board 
shall  notify  the  applicant  and  all  residents  of  the  mo- 
bile home  park  of  the  hearing. 

(3)  The  removal  permit  hearings  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  require- 
ments (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to 
such  hearings. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  section  5  (ii),  (iii)  and  (iv)  of 
chapter  6,  the  Ordinances  of  1987  shall  apply  to  such 
hearings. 

Section  4.  Notice.  Within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  the  Rent  Equity  Board  shall  notify  all  resi- 
dents of  mobile  home  parks  in  the  City  of  Boston  of  the 
protections  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  passage. 

Section  6.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  severable  and  if  any  one  or  more  provi- 
sions, or  parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall  be  held 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts 
thereof.

Over  the  past  several  months  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil's Special  Committee  on  Economic  Equity  has  held 
several  public  hearings  on  the  possiblity  of  establishing  a 
child  care  center  in  a  city-owned  or  leased  building  lor 
use  by  City  of  Boston  employees.  The  Committee  has 
been  fortunate  in  that  it  has  been  able  to  rely  on  the  exper- 
tise of  a  number  of  child  care  advocates  and  providers  in 
the  Boston  area  as  well  as  a  number  of  city  and  state 
officials.  With  this  valuable  input,  the  Committee  rec- 
ommends passage  of  an  ordinance  requiring  the  City  of 
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Boston  to  set  aside  space  in  a  city-owned  or  leased  build- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  a  child  care  center  for  the  children 
of  City  of  Boston  employees  by  January  1  of  1989.  In 
addition,  the  Committee  recommends  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance requiring  the  City  of  Boston  Personnel  Depart- 
ment to  update  each  city  employee  on  what  child  care 
services  are  available  in  the  area.  The  Committee  recog- 
nizes that  a  child  care  center  will  not  adequately  meet  the 
growing  need  for  child  care  by  city  employees  and  feels 
that  a  referral  source  will  help  ease  the  difficulties  often 
encountered  by  parents  in  search  of  child  care.  Because 
much  of  the  information  the  Committee  has  received  has 
been  in  the  form  of  written  testimony,  state  publications 
and  the  result  of  on-site  visits,  this  committee  report 
seeks  to  outline  the  major  components  which  have  re- 
sulted in  the  recommendation  for  passage  of  Dockets 
Nos.  1240  and  1241,  those  components  being  need  and 
benefits,  site  selection  and  estimated  costs. 

Need  for  and  Benefits  of  Employee  Child  Care 

With  the  rise  of  women  in  the  workforce,  the  number 
of  typical  American  families,  with  two  parents,  two  or 
more  children  and  the  father  being  the  sole  wage-earner, 
has  declined  dramatically  in  the  past  twenty  years.  To- 
day, fewer  than  10  percent  of  American  families  fit  that 
model  with  single  parent  households  accounting  for  16 
percent  and  the  remainder  having  both  parents  working 
outside  of  the  home.  With  this  dramatic  increase  in  the 
number  of  women  in  the  workforce,  there  has  been  a 
commensurate  increase  in  the  need  for  quality  affordable 
child  care.  In  1986  nearly  60  percent  of  the  women  in 
America  with  children  under  the  age  of  six  years  were 
working  full  time  outside  of  the  home.  And  while  gov- 
ernment spending  on  the  federal,  state  and  local  level  has 
increased  by  nearly  50  percent  in  the  past  ten  years,  the 
need  for  child  care  still  far  outstrips  the  supply. 

Massachusetts  has  made  great  strides  in  increasing  the 
supply  of  child  care,  the  number  of  licensed  child  care 
slots  has  increased  from  52,020  in  1977  to  112,  971  in 
December  of  1986.  The  greatest  increase  in  slots  can  be 
found  in  infant  care  which  saw  an  increase  of  25  percent 
while  toddler  and  preschool  enrollment  saw  increases  of 
10  percent  and  12  percent,  respectively.  However,  the 
greatest  need  continues  to  be  preschool  children  (see 
chart  A).

Although  the  cost  of  child  care  varies  greatly,  the 
Child  Care  Resource  Center  of  Cambridge  estimates  that 
the  cost  of  Boston  area,  center-based  infant  care  ranges 
between  $5,300  and  $9,300,  toddler  care  between 
$6,100  and  $8,200  and  preschool  care  between  $2,600 
and  $6,200.  For  many  families,  these  costs  are  much 


higher  than  they  can  afford.  While  the  federal  govern- 
ment suggests  that  a  family  earning  $15,000  or  more 
should  devote  no  more  than  10  percent  to  child  care, 
many  spend  up  to  30  percent  of  their  income  on  child 
care.  Because  of  these  high,  and  in  many  cases  prohibi- 
tive costs,  many  families  resort  to  placing  their  children 
in  either  unlicensed  and/or  poor  quality  facilities,  or 
worse  yet  leave  them  unattended  for  part  or  all  of  the  day . 

Recognizing  this  need,  many  private  companies  as 
well  as  the  Commonwealth  have  become  increasingly 
sensitive  to  the  child  care  needs  of  their  employees,  both 
male  and  female.  Over  the  past  ten  years  more  and  more 
private  companies  offer  some  type  of  child  care  for  em- 
ployees as  the  partial  list  below  indicates.

In  addition  to  the  private  companies  listed  above,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  thirty-three  child 
care  centers  operating  throughout  the  state  in  state  office 
buildings  and  college  campuses.  Boston  City  Hospital 
also  has  a  child  care  center  for  employees,  but  because  of 
space  limitations  is  only  able  to  serve  sixteen  children. 

Ranging  from  high  tech  companies  to  nursing  homes, 
all  of  these  companies  have  recognized  that  adequate 
child  care  services  are  needed  to  maintain  a  stable  and 
efficient  work  force.  A  recent  Fortune  magazine  study 
found  that  employee  productivity  was  down  due  to  par- 
ents' dual  responsibilities,  forty-one  percent  of  parents 
said  they  missed  at  least  one  day  of  work  in  the  past  three 
months  because  of  family  duties.  A  full  seventy-seven 
percent  of  mothers  and  seventy-three  percent  of  fathers 
took  time  off  work  in  order  to  take  care  of  their  children. 
The  presence  of  on-site  child  care  results  in  increased 
productivity  and  morale  accompanied  by  a  decrease  in 
absenteeism.  In  addition,  employees  are  able  to  claim  a 
tax  credit  for  child  care  through  the  withholding  mecha- 
nism. Parents  paying  child  care  costs  are  eligible  for  a  tax 
credit  of  up  to  $720  for  one  child  or  $1 ,440  for  more  than 
one  child.  With  so  many  private  companies  offering  on- 
site  child  care  prospective  employees  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  base  their  job  decision  on  the  availibility  of  such 
resources.  Clearly,  with  the  trend  towards  more  on-site 
child  care,  the  employer  with  no  child  care  options  loses. 
Site  Selection 

Once  the  decision  has  been  made  to  provide  employee 
child  care,  the  site  selection  process  must  begin.  The  se- 
lection of  a  site  is  usually  the  determining  factor  in  the 
success  or  failure  of  a  child  care  center.  Office  for  Chil- 
dren regulations  require  that  a  number  of  concerns  be 
met  when  selecting  a  site  for  a  center,  among  them  are: 

1 .  Location:  Ground  floor  or  basement  for  emergency 
evacuation. 

2.  Egress:  Separate  and  independent  means  of  egress, 
remote  from  one  another  and,  if  possible,  leading  to 
grade. 

3.  Safety:  Center  should  not  be  located  in  same  build- 
ing with  or  within  200  feet  of  a  high  hazard  occupancy 
(manufacturing,  industrial). 

4.  Open  Space:  Center  must  be  directly  accessible  to 
outdoor  open  space  for  children's  play. 

In  addition  to  these  strict  requirements,  the  Office  for 
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Children  and  the  Department  of  Capital  Planning  and 
Operations  suggests  that  a  number  of  other  concerns  be 
taken  into  consideration  when  selecting  an  appropriate 
site  for  a  child  care  center.  Among  those  suggestions  are: 

1 .  Center  should  be  located  near  employees'  place  of 
work  to  facilitate  drop  off  and  pick  up. 

2.  Center  should  be  located  near  community  re- 
sources such  as  museums  and  library. 

3.  Center  should  have  good  ventilation  and  adequate 
supply  of  natural  light. 

4.  Center  should  be  close  to  public  transportation. 

A  number  of  city  officials  including  the  director  of 
Capital  Planning  have  been  consulted  regarding  possible 
sites  for  a  child  care  center.  While  Boston  City  Hall 
seems  to  be  the  natural  choice  for  a  center  for  city  em- 
ployees, a  number  of  concerns  have  been  raised.  The 
removal  of  asbestos  from  the  building  has  been  ongoing 
for  the  past  year  and  may  take  up  to  two  to  three  more 
years.  While  it  is  possible  that  the  work  could  be  done  on 
a  child  care  center  first,  the  issue  must  be  a  factor  in  site 
selection.  Another  issue  that  was  raised  is  the  lack  of  a 
suitable  outdoor  space  available.  However,  it  appears 
that  this  concern  can  be  addressed  fairly  easily  by  the 
apportionment  of  an  area  of  City  Hall  Plaza  for  an  out- 
door play  area.  Other  downtown  city-owned  buildings 
must  be  ruled  out  because  of  the  complete  lack  of  outdoor 
space,  these  include  26  Court  Street  and  15  Beacon 
Street.  In  addition,  these  buildings  are  quite  old  and 
would  require  extensive  renovations  to  become  suitable 
child  care  centers.  A  number  of  other  sites,  including  the 
Boston  schools,  may  be  suitable  for  child  care  centers. 
The  Boston  Community  Schools  currently  operate 
twenty-two  child  care  centers  across  the  city  and  many  of 
these  sites  might  be  able  to  be  expanded  to  accommodate 
a  city  employee  center. 

The  Committee  feels  that  Boston  City  Hall  would  be 
the  ideal  location  for  an  employee  child  care  center  but 
realizes  that  the  issue  of  asbestos  and  suitable  space  must 
be  addressed.  The  Committee  recommends  the  forma- 
tion of  a  site  selection  team  comprised  of  the  Director  of 
Capital  Planning,  the  Commissioners  of  Real  Property 
and  Public  Facilities,  Director  of  Community  Schools 
and  child  care  advocates  and  providers. 
Estimated  Costs 

Although  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  cost  of  a  child 
care  center  in  a  city-owned  or  leased  building,  one  can 
obtain  a  rough  estimate  based  on  figures  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Capital  Planning  and  Operations.  Both 
initial  capital  costs  and  operating  cost  must  be  figured  on 
a  center  whose  size  and  level  of  service  is  known.  As- 
suming that  the  city  would  want  its  pilot  child  care  center 
to  be  modest  in  size,  the  Committee  chose  to  base  its  cost 
estimates  on  a  center  serving  thirty-nine  children.  The 
center  would  serve  nine  toddlers  (between  fifteen  and 
thirty-three  months)  and  thirty  preschoolers  (thirty-three 
months  to  six  years).  Based  on  Office  for  Children 
guidlines  regarding  activity  space  a  center  serving  the 
above  number  of  children  would  require  a  total  area  of 
2,328  square  feet.  Below  is  a  breakdown  of  how  that 
space  would  be  allocated.

the  construction  of  child  care  centers  in  state  office  build- 
ings and  colleges  across  the  state,  the  cost  of  the  renova- 
tion of  space  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the  city  either 
through  direct  funding  or  through  the  Community  Devel- 
opment Block  Grant  (CDBG)  funding,  or  a  combination 
of  both.  A  number  of  cities  and  towns  have  taken  advan- 
tage of  the  CDBG  funding  to  create  child  care  centers  for 
city  employees. 
Estimated  Operating  Costs 

Office  for  Children  regulations  required  the  following 
staffing  levels  for  licensed  child  care  centers. 

Toddlers:  one  teacher  and  one  entry  level  teacher  per 

nine  toddlers. 

Preschoolers:  one  teacher  and  one  entry  level  teacher 

per  twenty  preschoolers. 

In  addition,  a  full-time  center  director,  half-time  book- 
keeper and  half-time  secretary  would  b£  required.  Fol- 
lowing the  model  of  the  state  child  care  centers,  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  the  center  be  operated  by  a  non-profit 
child  care  provider.

In  most  cases  if  not  all  of  the  operating  costs  of  a  child 
care  center  is  covered  by  the  fees  charged  to  users  of  the 
center.  The  above  annual  operating  cost  of  $248,360  di- 
vided evenly  among  the  thirty-nine  children  at  the  center 
would  work  out  to  a  weekly  child  care  cost  of  $122. 
While  this  is  very  high,  it  is  in  line  with  some  child  care 
centers  across  the  city.  The  operating  costs  would  be  off- 
set by  state  aid  such  as  nutritional  programs  which  usu- 
ally cover  the  costs  of  food.  In  addition,  CDGB  funds  are 
available  for  the  operation  of  child  care  centers,  lower- 
ing if  not  eliminating  any  financial  burden  which  a  child 
care  center  may  place  on  the  city. 

Given  the  many  uncertainties  of  a  child  care  center  for 
city  employees  it  is  difficult  to  predict  the  capital  and 
operating  costs  of  such  a  center.  The  Committee  has 
however,  attempted  to  estimate  costs  based  on  a  modest 
center.  It  is  hoped  that  the  only  expenses  which  may  have 
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to  be  borne  by  the  city  is  the  initial  capital  cost  of  estab- 
lishing a  center.  With  a  variety  of  funding  sources  such 
as  state  aid  and  CDBG  funds  it  is  hoped  that  the  child  care 
center  will  be  self  sufficient  just  as  the  centers  in  state 
office  buildings  are. 

The  Committee  believes  that  Boston  should  take  the 
lead  in  providing  child  care  for  its  workers,  setting  an 
example  for  private  employers  who  have  up  to  this  point 
recognized  the  dire  need  for  on-site  employee  child  care. 
The  Committee  therefore,  recommends  passage  of 
Docket  No.  1240  and  Docket  No.  1241.

Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  serious 
threat  to  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  due 
to  unregulated  advertising  devices,  and  commercial  ad- 
vertising dispensers,  newspaper  dispensers  in  public 
ways,  and 

Whereas,  Said  devices  and  dispensers  obstruct  the 
clear  passage  of  pedestrians,  deny  access  to  utility  and 
sign  poles,  hinder  the  flow  of  traffic,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  blocking  loading  zones  and  handicap  access 
ramps;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  a  paramount  interest 
in  ensuring  free  passage  and  access  on  the  public  ways  in 
the  furtherance  of  the  safety  and  welfare  of  its  citizens; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  authority  under  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  regulate  the  placement  of 
said  devices  and  dispensers  on  its  public  ways;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  Boston's  streets  and  sidewalks  are 
narrow  and  unusually  restrictive  due  to  the  ancient  and 
historic  development  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  significant  interest  in 
preserving  the  aesthetic  quality  of  the  city,  particularly  in 
or  near  certain  structures,  districts,  and  places;  therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  including  without  limitation,  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909;  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948; 
chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949;  chapter  376  of  the  Acts 
of  195 1 ;  chapters  85,  section  8,  and,  40,  section  21  of  the 
General  Laws  and  under  every  other  power  and  author- 
ity; be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1 .  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to 
protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
the  City  of  Boston  by  regulating  the  placement  of  Com- 
mercial Advertising  Devices,  Commercial  Advertising 
Dispensers,  and  Newspaper  Dispensers  on  public  ways. 

Section  2  Definitions.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  regulation  issued  hereunder,  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  meanings  set  out:- 

2.1  Advertising  Device.  Any  structure  or  device  in- 
tended to  be,  or  to  bear  or  support,  a  'sign'  as  that  term  is 
defined  by  ordinance,  whether  or  not  the  same  is  move- 
able or  portable,  except  a  sign:- 

(i)  Carried  or  worn  by  a  human  being  or  a  live 
animal;  or 
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(ii)  Affixed  to  a  registered  motor  vehicle  while 
lawfully  operated  or  parked  in  or  on  a  public  way;  or 

(iii)  Attached  to  a  structure  pursuant  to  a  valid, 
building  permit;  or 

(iv)  Advertising  or  announcing  the  availability  of 
merchandise  sold  and/or  displayed  in  the  public  way 
pursuant  to  a  valid  permit,  provided  such  sign  is  not 
freestanding,  but  is  part  of  or  is  supported  by,  the 
device  or  structure  wherein  the  merchandise  is  so 
sold  and/or  displayed;  or 

(v)  On  a  barrel,  basket,  or  similar  device  intended 
for  deposit  of  litter  or  trash,  placed  with  permission 
of  the  commissioner  when  any  advertising  thereon  is 
limited  to  the  name  and/or  logogram  of  the  estab- 
lishment, person  or  organization  providing  and 
maintaining  the  same. 

2.2  Applicant.  Any  person  (which  term  shall  include 
natural  persons,  partnerships,  trusts,  corporations,  busi- 
nesses, associations,  organizations,  or  other  entity  and 
any  agent,  servant,  employer  or  employee  of  any  such) 
who  applies  for  a  permit  to  operate  or  maintain  an  Adver- 
tising Device,  a  Newspaper  Dispenser  or  a  prohibited 
Commercial  Advertising  Dispenser  in  a  public  way. 

2.3  Commercial  Advertising.  A  bulletin,  document  or 
any  publication  which  constitutes  commercial  speech  un- 
der the  standards  set  forth  by  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  those  publications 
whose  sole  or  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  information 
regarding  the  availability,  nature  or  prices  of  products  or 
services  and  proposes  a  commercial  transactions  which 
would,  if  executed,  affect  the  economic  interests  of  the 
speaker  and  its  audience. 

2.4  Commercial  Advertising  Dispenser  (Advertising 
Dispenser).  Any  structure,  whether  mechanical  or  not, 
including  a  newsrack,  which  dispenses  commercial  ad- 
vertising, whether  for  payment  or  not. 

2.5  Commissioner.  The  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  or  the  Commissioner's  designee,  except  that 
when  the  public  way  in  question  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission,  the  word  "com- 
missioner" shall  mean  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission, or  the  Commission's  designee. 

2.6  Newspaper.  A  bulletin,  periodical  or  other  similar 
publication  printed  and  distributed  at  regular  intervals, 
containing  information  of  a  general  or  special  nature,  of 
interest  to  the  general  public  or  any  segment  thereof,  and 
not  within  the  definition  of  commercial  advertising  as  set 
forth  in  section  2.3. 

2.7  Newspaper  Dispenser.  (Dispenser).  Any  struc- 
ture, whether  mechanical  or  not,  including  a  newsrack, 
which  dispenses  newspapers  whether  for  payment  or 
not. 

2.8  Owner.  Any  person  who  holds  title  to,  maintains, 
controls,  possesses,  or  is  responsible  in  any  way  for  an 
Advertising  Device,  an  Advertising  Dispenser  or  a 
Newspaper  Dispenser. 

2.9  Public  Way.  Any  street,  sidewalk,  alley,  park, 
parkway,  park  road,  highway,  or  any  other  way  within 
the  City  of  Boston,  open  to  public  travel. 

2.10  Permittee.  Any  person  who  owns,  operates, 
maintains,  or  is  otherwise  responsible  for,  a  Newspaper 
Dispenser  pursuant  to  a  permit  granted  under  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  3.  Commercial  Advertising  Dispensers  and 
Advertising  Devices. 

3.1  No  person  shall  place,  cause  to  be  placed  and  no 
owner  shall  suffer  to  remain,  in  a  public  way,  any  Adver- 
tising Device  or  Commercial  Advertising  Dispenser. 

Section  4.  Newspaper  Dispenser. 

4. 1  Permit  Required.  No  person  shall  place,  cause  to 
be  placed,  and  no  owner  shall  suffer  to  remain,  in  a  pub- 
lic way,  any  Newspaper  Dispenser  without  a  permit  is- 
sued by  the  Commissioner  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and 


any  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  hereto. 

4.2  Regulations. 

a)  The  Commissioner  shall  promulgate  regulations 
concerning  the  issuance  of  permits  for  placement  of 
Newspaper  Dispensers  in  a  public  way.  These  regula- 
tions shall  include  provisions  with  respect  to  the  time, 
manner  and  location  of  such  placement.  The  regulations 
shall  require  the  filing  of  a  written  application  identifying 
the  owner(s)  and  the  applicant(s)  for  each  dispenser,  de- 
scribing the  dispenser  and  the  material  to  be  dispensed 
and  including  a  plan  of  the  location,  shape  and  dimen- 
sions of  the  space  which  the  dispenser  seeks  to  occupy. 

b)  The  Commissioner  shall  promulgate  regulations  re- 
quiring each  dispenser  to  completely  enclose  the  news- 
paper and  to  be  equipped  with  a  self-closing,  self- 
latching  door  or  other  mechanism  requiring  manual  or 
mechanical  release  at  each  use. 

c)  The  Commissioner  shall  promulgate  regulations  es- 
tablishing a  system  of  issuing  a  distinctive  identification 
number  to  each  dispenser  and  specifying  the  manner  in 
which  the  number  be  displayed  on  each  dispenser. 

d)  The  Commissioner  shall  promulgate  regulations  re- 
quiring that  dispensers  be  sufficiently  weighted  and 
firmly  secured  to  prevent  their  inadvertent  movement  by 
persons  leaning  on  them,  or  by  strong  winds.  Said  regu- 
lations shall  require  that  where  an  applicant  seeks  to  se- 
cure a  dispenser  to  the  property  of  any  public  or  private 
entity,  applicant  shall  obtain  from  that  entity,  and  pro- 
vide to  the  Commissioner  proof  of  the  permission  of  that 
property  owner  prior  to  issuance  of  the  permit. 

e)  The  Commissioner  may  promulgate  regulations 
more  strictly  limiting  the  placement  of  dispensers  in  one 
or  more  of  the  following  situations: 

(i)  in  residential  neighborhoods  and/or  zoning  districts 
as  opposed  to  non-residential  neighborhoods  and 
districts; 

(ii)  at  intersections; 

(iii)  near  established  newstands  or  stores  which  sell 
newspapers; 

(iv)  in  a  Historic  District,  Landmark  District,  Archi- 
tectural District,  Protection  Area,  or  Architectural 
Conservation  District,  or  within  two  hundred  and 
fifty  (250)  feet  of  a  Landmark,  or  of  any  "Historic 
Place"  on  the  route  designated  by  the  Freedom  Trail 
Commission. 

f)  The  Commissioner  may  promulgate  regulations 
governing: 

(i)  The  dimensions  of  dispensers; 

(ii)  The  number  of  dispensers  permitted  in  immediate 
proximity  to  one  another; 

(iii)  The  number  of  dispensers  dispensing  the  same 
newspaper  within  a  specific  proximity  to  one  an- 
other; 

(iv)  The  placement  of  dispensers  where,  due  to  the  nar- 
rowness of  the  public  way,  placement  would  sub- 
stantially interfere  with  free  passage  on  foot,  on  a 
walker  or  in  a  wheelchair  or  with  the  free  movement 
of  public  safety  vehicles;  and 

(v)  The  placement  of  dispensers  in  proximity  to  utility 
or  governmental  structures,  handicap  accesses,  and 
the  ingresses  and  egresses  of  vehicles  and  buildings. 

4.3  Handicap  Ramps  and  Driveways.  Notwithstand- 
ing any  other  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  of  any  regu- 
lations promuglated  hereunder,  no  permit  shall  issue  to 
allow  placement  of  a  dispenser,  and  no  person  shall 
place,  cause  to  be  placed  a  dispenser,  or  cause  to  remain 
any  dispenser  within  a  driveway  or  handicap  ramp,  or 
within  five  feet  of  any  part  of  either  "curb  return"  of  a 
driveway  or  a  handicap  ramp,  or  in  the  case  of  a  drive- 
way or  ramp  without  a  curb  return,  within  five  feet  of  the 
point  where  the  curb  edgestone  or  edging  begins  a 
change  in  grade  toward  the  driveway  or  ramp  on  each 
side  thereof,  or  in  the  case  of  a  termination  of  the  curb. 
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edgestone  or  edging  without  a  change  in  grade  or  a  re- 
turn, within  five  feet  of  the  point  the  same  terminates  on 
each  side  of  the  driveway  or  ramp. 

4.4  Maintenance  and  Indemnification.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  promuglate  regulations  providing  that  as  a 
condition  of  the  grant  of  the  permit,  the  permittee  shall 
agree  to: 

(i)  Indemnify  and  hold  harmless  the  city  against  all 
claims  arising  out  of  the  placement,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  the  dispenser; 

(ii)  Restore  the  public  way  after  removal  of  the  dis- 
penser to  its  original  condition; 

(iii)  Maintain  the  public  way  around  and  at  the  dis- 
penser; and 

(iv)  Limit  advertising  on  the  dispenser  to  information 
and  publicity  related  to  the  display,  sale,  purchase 
and  distribution  of  the  newspaper  for  which  the  per- 
mit is  granted. 

4.5  Color.  The  commissioner  may  promulgate  regula- 
tions specifying  limits  on  the  color  or  colors  of  dis- 
pensers which  regulations  may  apply  to  all  dispensers,  or 
to  dispensers  in  one  or  more  particular  neighborhoods, 
districts,  or  locations. 

4.6  Permit  Fee  and  Term.  The  annual  fee  to  cover  the 
costs  of  using  space  in  the  public  way  and  issuing  and 
administering  the  permit  therefor  shall  be  $25.  Permits 
issued  hereunder  shall  be  for  a  period  of  one  year  com- 
mencing on  the  date  of  issuance,  except  that  the  commis- 
sioner may  extend  permits  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  common  date  of  expiration  for  permits  held  by  a  single 
permittee.  Such  an  extension  shall  be  valid  upon  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  $3  for  each  month  or  part  thereof  the 
permit  is  so  extended. 

4.7  Penalties.  Violation  of  this  ordinance  or  any  regu- 
lations promulgated  hereunder  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fineof$25  for  each  offense,  each  day  of  violation  consti- 
tuting a  separate  and  distinct  offense.  More  than  one  vio- 
lation in  any  year  may  result  in  revocation  of  the  permit 
and  removal  of  the  dispenser  by  the  commissioner.  At 
least  ten  days  prior  to  imposing  any  penalty  under  this 
section,  the  commissioner  shall  give  notice  of  the  viola- 
tion to  the  owner  by: 

(i)  Posting  the  notice  on  the  advertising  device,  adver- 
tising dispenser,  newspaper  dispenser;  and 

(ii)  Where  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  is  known 
or  can  be  readily  determined,  mailing  the  notice  first 
class,  postage  prepaid  to  the  owner.  Notice  shall  in- 
clude the  date  of  mailing  and  posting,  the  location  of 
the  advertising  device,  advertising  dispenser,  or  dis- 
penser, identification  number,  if  any,  and  the  nature 
of  the  viloation.  The  notice  shall  inform  the  owner 
that  the  advertising  device,  advertising  dispenser,  or 
dispenser,  will  be  removed  by  the  commissioner  at 
the  expiration  often  days  from  the  date  the  notice  is 
mailed  and/or  posted  unless:  the  violation  is  cured; 
or  the  owner  requests  in  writing  a  hearing  before  the 
commissioner.  In  the  event  the  violation  is  not  cured 
and/or  no  hearing  is  requested  within  the  time  al- 
lowed, or,  if  after  hearing,  the  violation  is  sustained 
and  continuing,  the  commissioner  shall  remove  the 
advertising  device,  advertising  dispenser  or  dis- 
penser and  store  it  for  thirty  days,  after  which  time, 
it  shall  be  deemed  abandoned  and  the  property  of  the 
city  to  dispose  of  as  the  commissioner  shall  see  fit. 
Any  advertising  device,  advertising  dispenser  or 
dispenser  removed  by  the  commissioner  hereunder 
and  not  disposed  of  may  be  retrieved  from  storage 
upon  presentation  of  suitable  evidence  of  ownership 
and  payment  of  a  removal  fee  of  $10  and  a  storage 

fee  of  $2  a  day,  to  a  maximum  removal  and  storage 
fee  of  $75.  Payment  of  such  fee  shall  not  operate  to 
dismiss  any  violation  occurring  or  any  fine  imposed 
as  a  result  thereof,  prior  to  removal. 


4.8  Emergency  Removal.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  regulation  promul- 
gated hereunder,  the  commissioner  may  remove  imme- 
diately any  advertising  device,  advertising  dispenser,  or 
dispenser  which  the  commissioner  determines  poses  an 
immediate  and  substantial  threat  to  the  public  safety,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  blocking  pedestrian  traffic  or 
passage  of  public  safety  vehicles.  Within  three  days 
thereafter  the  commissioner  shall  give  notice  to  the 
owner  by  mail  as  provided  in  section  4.7. 

4.9  Enforcement.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a 
part  of  the  environmental  ordinances  and  may  be  en- 
forced under  the  provisions  of  section  2  ID  of  chapter  40 
of  the  General  Laws  by  the  commissioner,  commission- 
er's designee,  or  any  person  empowered  to  enforce  the 
environmental  ordinances.  The  act  of  occupying  a  public 
way  without  displaying  a  valid  permit  shall  continue  to 
be  a  separate  offense,  not  subject  to  the  requirements  of 
this  section  as  to  notice  and  hearing,  provided  that  the 
display  of  a  valid  distinctive  number  issued  pursuant  to 
section  4.2(c)  for  a  currently  valid  permit  shall  be 
deemed  display  of  the  permit. 

Section  5.  Appeals. 

5. 1  Grant  or  Denial  of  a  Permit. 

(i)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  grant  or  denial  of  a 
permit  application  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  may 
appeal  in  writing  to  the  commissioner  within  ten 
days  of  the  grant  or  denial  thereof.  Said  appeal  shall 
state  the  name  and  address  of  the  appellant  and  the 
grounds  for  the  appeal  and  may  request  a  hearing  or 
reconsideration  without  hearing.  Upon  request,  or 
upon  a  finding  by  the  commissioner  it  would  further 
the  fair  and  effective  application  of  this  ordinance, 
the  Commissioner  shall  schedule  a  hearing  promptly 
and  provide  not  less  than  five  days  notice  thereof,  by 
first-class  mail,  postage  prepaid  addressed  to  the  ap- 
pellant and  to  any  other  interested  person  as  deter- 
mined by  the  commissioner.  If  no  hearing  is  held, 
the  commissioner  shall  consider  the  appeal  and  give 
notice  of  decision  and  the  filing  of  the  decision  at  the 
Public  Works  Department  to  appellant  within  ten 
days  of  receipt  of  the  appeal.  If  a  hearing  is  held,  the 
commissioner  shall  give  notice  of  decision  and  no- 
tice of  filing  of  the  decision  at  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment to  all  interested  persons  within  ten  days  af- 
ter the  date  of  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing.  In  either 
event  the  commissioner's  decision  shall  be  final. 

(ii)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final  decision  of  the 
commissioner  may,  within  fifteen  days  of  such  final 
decision,  appeal  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
This  remedy  shall  be  exclusive. 

5.2  Denial  of  a  Permit  on  Certain  Grounds.  Any  per- 
son aggrieved  by  the  denial  of  a  permit  solely  on  the 
grounds  that  the  material  to  be  dispensed  is  commercial 
advertising,  rather  than  a  newspaper,  may  appeal  the  de- 
nial directly  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  Pro- 
vided that  an  appeal  has  been  filed  and  a  copy  of  the 
complaint  has  been  served  on  the  commissioner,  the  ap- 
plicant may  receive  a  provisional  permit  allowing  place- 
ment of  a  dispenser  at  applicant's  own  risk.  A  provi- 
sional permit  shall  be  granted  upon  payment  of  the  fee 
established  and  satisfaction  of  all  other  requirements 
contained  in  this  ordinance  and  any  regulations  promul- 
gated hereunder.  A  provisional  permit  is  subject  to  all  of 
the  terms  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  expire  upon  entry  of 
a  final  judgment  of  the  first  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  nature  of  the  material  to  be  distributed. 

5.3  Appeal  of  Penalties. 

(i)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  imposition  of  one  or 
more  penalties  under  this  ordinance  may  appeal  the 
same  in  writing  to  the  commissioner  within  ten  days 
of  the  imposition  thereof,  or  within  such  further  time 
as  the  commissioner  may,  for  good  cause  shown, 
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allow.  Said  appeal  shall  state  the  name  and  address 
of  the  appellant  and  the  grounds  for  the  appeal,  and 
may  request  a  hearing  or  reconsideration  without 
hearing.  Upon  request  or  upon  a  finding  by  the  com- 
missioner it  would  best  enable  the  fair  and  effective 
application  of  this  ordinance,  the  commissioner 
shall  schedule  a  hearing  promptly  and  provide  not 
less  than  five  days  notice  thereof,  by  first-class  mail, 
postage  prepaid  addressed  to  the  appellant,  and  to 
any  other  interested  person  as  determined  by  the 
commissioner.  If  no  hearing  is  held,  the  commis- 
sioner shall  consider  the  appeal  and  give  notice  of 
decision  and  filing  of  decision  with  the  Public  Works 
Department  to  appellant  within  ten  days  of  receipt  of 
the  appeal.  If  a  hearing  is  held,  the  commissioner 
shall  give  notice  of  decision  and  filing  of  the  decision 
to  all  interested  persons  within  ten  days  after  the  date 
of  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing.  In  either  event  the 
commissioner's  decision  shall  be  final, 
(ii)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final  decision  of  the 
commissioner  may,  within  fifteen  days  of  the  filing 
of  such  final  decision  file  an  appeal  in  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  and  serve  the  commissioner. 
This  remedy  shall  be  exclusive. 
Section  6.  Other  Requirement.  Compliance  with  this 
ordinance  and/or  any  regulation  promulgated  hereunder 
shall  not  exempt  any  person  from  any  other  provision  of 
law,  ordinance  or  regulation. 

Section  7.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  severable  and  if  any  section,  part,  or  por- 
tion hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  for  any  purpose  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  remaining  section, 
part  or  portion  hereof. 

Section  8.  Codification.  For  the  purpose  of  codifica- 
tion, the  city  clerk  may  renumber  any  section,  subsec- 
tion, or  part  hereof,  and  change  any  numbered  reference 
herein  contained  to  reflect  such  renumbering. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed.

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft,  as  amended,  was  passed.

LOOKING  TOY  GUNS  AS  OF  JANUARY  18, 1988

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  should  take  all  pre- 
cautions available  to  improve  the  public  safety  while  not 
unduly  interfering  with  citizens'  enjoyment  of  life  and 
liberty;  and

to  be  nearly  indistinguishable  from  real  guns;  and 

Whereas,  Because  toy  guns  can  easily  be  mistaken  for

forcing this  ban.

ORDER  BANNING  SALE  AND  MARKETING  OF 
REALISTIC-LOOKING  TOY  FIREARMS 

Coun.  MENINO  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  The  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 
An  Ordinance  Banning  the  Sale  and  Marketing  of 
Realistic  Looking  Toy  Firearms. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
14,  sect.  274,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  sec- 
tion 274  the  following  new  section  and  caption: 

"Section  274a.  Restricting  the  Sale  of  Realistic 
Looking  Toy  Firearms"  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  sell,  market 
or  promote  the  transaction  of  a  toy  firearm  which  is 
realistic-looking  or  could  reasonably  be  perceived  as 
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an  actual  firearm  as  defined  by  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  140,  section  121 .  Said  realistic-looking 
toy  firearms  shall  be  determined  by  the  Boston  Police 
Department.  The  Boston  Police  Department  shall 
identify,  keep  current,  and  post  a  list  which  specifies 
the  realistic-looking  firearm  by  its  product  name,  its 
make,  and  if  available,  its  model  number. 
Any  person  who  observes  the  sale,  the  marketing  or 
the  promotion  of  said  realistic  toy  firearm  may  register 
a  complaint  with  the  Boston  Police  Department,  in 
writing  or  verbally.  The  police,  in  response  to  each 
complaint,  shall  verify  in  person  forthwith  the  authen- 
ticity of  the  registered  complaint  and,  if  the  complaint 
is  determined  to  be  valid,  shall  issue  a  citation  to  the 
owner  of  the  establishment  which  has  been  found  to 
sell,  market  or  promote  the  transaction  of  the  realistic- 
looking  firearm. 

The  Boston  Police  shall  have  obligation  to  cite  the 
owner  and  to  issue  a  warning  for  the  first  offense,  to 
levy  a  fine  of  $500  for  the  second  offence,  and  a  fine  of 
$1,000  for  all  subsequent  offences.  The  owner  shall 
immediately  remove  from  sale,  marketing,  and  pro- 
motion all  realistic-looking  firearms  found  to  be  in  vio- 
lation. The  police  shall  return  to  the  estasblishment, 
unannounced,  for  periodic  checks  within  the  next 
thirty  days,  to  ensure  that  the  owner  has  not  resumed 
the  sale,  the  marketing,  or  the  promotion  of  realistic- 
looking  toy  firearms. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  January 
18,  1988.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  PROMOTING  MINOR- 
ITY AND  WOMEN-OWNED  BUSINESS  EN- 
TERPRISES IN  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  BOLLING,  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven 

An  Ordinance  Promoting  Minority  and 

Women-Owned  Business  Enterprises 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 
Section  1.  Findings  and  Purpose. 

It  is  hereby  found  that,  as  a  result  of  the  continuing 
effects  of  past  discrimination,  the  way  in  which  the  City 
of  Boston's  contracting  system  has  functioned,  and  diffi- 
culties in  obtaining  credit,  financing  and  bonding  from 
the  private  sector,  minority  and  women-owned  busi- 
nesses have  been  woefully  underrepresented  among 
businesses  awarded  contracts  with  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  inability  of  minority  and  women  businesses  to  se- 
cure contracts  with  the  city  has  also  contributed  to  the 
lack  of  a  viable  minority  and  women-owned  business 
sector  in  Boston's  private  economy.  Non-discrimination 
alone  in  the  awarding  of  city  contracts  is  not  sufficient  to 
remedy  the  continuing  effects  of  these  past  practices. 
Therefore,  the  need  exists  for  affirmative  steps  to  be 
taken  to  ensure  that  minority  and  women  businesses  are 
utilized  to  the  fullest  extent  possible.  As  there  is  an  exist- 
ing pool  of  capable  and  qualified  minority  and  women 
business  enterprises,  ready  and  willing  to  do  business 
with  the  City,  this  resource  must  be  used  so  that  the  city's 
contractors  will  reflect  the  diversity  of  Boston's  popula- 
tion. In  order  to  ensure  the  full  participation  of  minority 
and  women-owned  businesses  as  competitive  vendors  in 
the  city's  contractual  system,  this  ordinance  is  necessary 
to  ameliorate  the  continuing  impacts  of  past  discrimina- 
tion and  current  economic  policies.  The  purpose  of  this 
legislation  is  to  promote  the  full  and  equitable  participa- 
tion of  minority  and  women-owned  businesses  in  the 


provision  of  goods  and  services  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  Definitions. 

"Certification,"  the  process  by  which  a  business  en- 
terprise meets  the  standards  promulgated  by  the  Compli- 
ance and  Enforcement  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Jobs  and  Community  Services  ("OJCS")  and  the  State 
Office  of  Minority  Business  Assistance  ("SOMBA"). 

"City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

"City  Agencies  and  Departments,"  those  agencies 
and  departments  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mayor  or 
persons  appointed  by  him,  to  include  the  Boston  Public 
Library  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

"Contract,"  a  legally  enforceable  agreement  for  the 
provision  of  supplies,  labor,  materials,  services,  con- 
struction, franchises,  concessions,  or  leases  granted  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

"Controlled,"  means  a  business  whose  management 
policies  and  daily  business  operations  are  dominantly 
controlled  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
Control  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  dominant 
control  over: 

1 .  the  purchase  of  goods,  equipment,  business  inven- 
tory, and  services, 

2.  the  hiring  and  firing  of  employees, 

3.  the  corporate  accounts  and  other  financial  affairs, 
and 

4.  solicitation  and  negotiation  of  contracts  and  the  of- 
fering and  acceptance  or  rejection  of  bids. 

"Fiscal  Year,"  the  period  from  July  1,  through  June 
30. 

'  'Impacted  Area, "  means  an  area  of  the  city  where  the 
proportion  of  minority  residents  is  greater  than  the  pro- 
portion of  minority  residents  in  the  city  as  a  whole,  as 
determined  by  OJCS  through  the  use  of  census  data. 

"Minority  Person,"  a  citizen  or  legal  resident  alien  of 
the  United  States  who  is  Black,  Hispanic,  Native  Ameri- 
can, Asian  or  Cape  Verdean,  as  defined  by  SOMBA. 

"Minority /Women  Business  Enterprise  (M/WBE)," 
means  a  certified  business  which  is  owned,  controlled, 
and  managed  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women 
who  are  citizens  or  legal  resident  aliens  of  the  United 
States. 

"Owned,"  means  a  business  which  is  at  least  51  per- 
cent owned  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
In  the  case  of  a  corporation,  at  least  51  percent  of  all 
classes  of  voting  stock  and/or  interests  of  such  cor- 
porations must  be  owned  by  one  or  more  minority 
persons  or  women. 

In  the  case  of  a  partnership,  at  least  51  percent  of 
such  partnership  interest  must  be  owned  by  one  or 
more  minority  persons  or  women. 
In  the  case  of  a  limited  partnership,  the  minority  per- 
sons or  women  must  act  as  general  partners  and  own 
at  least  51  percent  of  the  general  partnership  interest 
of  such  entity. 

In  the  case  of  a  joint  venture,  at  least  51  percent  of 
the  controlling  interest  of  such  joint  venture  must  be 
owned  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
In  the  case  of  a  sole  proprietorship,  the  minority  per- 
son or  woman  must  own  and  control  the  business. 
In  any  other  form  of  business  organization,  one  or 
more  minority  persons  or  women  must  own  at  least 
51  percent  of  the  business. 

An  ownership  interest  held  by  one  or  more  minority 
persons  or  women  shall  not  qualify  as  being  an  inter- 
est held  by  said  persons  if  an  agreement,  option, 
scheme,  security  interest,  or  document  would,  if  ex- 
ercised, result  in  less  than  51  percent  ownership  of 
the  business  and/or  dominant  control  of  the  business 
by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
Section  3.  Minority  and  Women  Percentage  Require- 
ment. 
A.  Goods  and  Services 
The  city  shall  require  that  a  minimum  of  15  percent 
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in  the  procurement  of  all  goods  and  services  be  sup- 
plied by  certified  Minority  Business  Enterprises 
(M'BEs),  and  a  minimum  of  5  percent  in  the  procure- 
ment of  all  goods  and  services  be  supplied  by  certi- 
fied Women  Business  Enterprises  (WBEs),  out  of 
the  contract  dollars  awarded  by  the  city  and  its  de- 
partments during  each  fiscal  year. 
B.  Construction 
A  minimum  of  1 5  percent  of  the  contract  dollars  of 
each  construction  related  contract  awarded  by  the 
city  during  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  awarded  to  certi- 
fied MBEs.  The  15  percent  minimum  shall  be  in- 
creased to  30  percent  of  the  contract  dollars  of  each 
construction  related  contract  let  within  an  impacted 
area.  A  minimum  of  5  percent  of  the  contract  dollars 
of  each  construction  related  contract  awarded  dur- 
ing each  fiscal  year  shall  be  awarded  to  certified 
WBEs. 
This  ordinance  specifically  includes  all  monies  ex- 
pended through  trie  Capital  Budget  and  the  Operating 
Budget.  If  a  department  determines  that  circumstances 
exist  which  prevent  it  from  meeting  the  percentages, 
such  department  may  request  an  exemption.  All  re- 
quests of  this  nature  shall  be  subject  to  the  written  pro- 
cedures governing  the  implementation  and  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Minority  and  Women's  Business  Outreach. 

The  Minority/Women  Business  Enterprise  coordina- 
tor within  the  Department  of  Purchasing  shall  assist  city 
departments  in  locating  qualified  minority  and  women 
vendors  through  effective  outreach  to  appropriate  busi- 
nesses and  organizations,  in  accordance  with  procedures 
to  be  developed,  and  through  the  development  of  a  listing 
of  minority  and  women  vendors,  to  be  published  on  an 
annual  basis. 

Section  5:  Policy  Implementation. 

The  Mayor  shall  develop  and  issue  written  procedures 
governing  the  implementation  and  enforcement  of  this 
ordinance  which  procedures  shall  include  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Minority  and  Women  Business  Advisory 
Council.  Copies  of  this  order  shall  accompany  such  writ- 
ten procedures  and  be  disseminated  to  all  city  staff 
charged  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  procurement  proc- 
ess. All  necessary  training  and  orientation  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  supplement  staff  understanding  of  these  mea- 
sures. All  directors  of  city  departments  and  agencies 
shall  ensure  the  fullest  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the 
systems  and  procedures  which  ensure  implementation 
and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  Compliance  and  Enforcement. 

All  city  departments  shall  make  every  effort  to  comply 
with  this  ordinance  either  through  contracts  awarded  by 
the  individual  department  or  agency  or  through  Adminis- 
trative Services  acting  on  the  behalf  of  such  department 
or  agency.  The  director  of  Administrative  Services  shall 
be  responsible  for  monitoring  and  enforcing  this  ordi- 
nance. 

1 .  The  director  of  Administrative  Services  shall  moni- 
tor this  ordinance  by  the  following  methods: 

(a)  establishing  periodic  reporting  procedures; 

(b)  requiring  explanatory  narratives  if  the  percent- 
age requirements  of  this  ordinance  are  not  met;  and 

(c)  any  other  action  deemed  appropriate. 

2.  In  the  event  of  noncompliance  by  a  city  department, 
the  director  of  Administrative  Services  may  do  any  or 
all  of  the  following: 

(a)  require  the  offending  department  to  submit,  for 
subsequent  bids,  an  analysis  of  the  bid  process  to  the 
M/WBE  coordinator;  and 

(b)  set  aside  a  portion  of  a  city  department's  contract 
dollars  targeted  for  certified  M/WBEs,  and/or  cre- 
ate a  program  in  which  certain  categories  and/or 
amounts  of  contracts  are  specifically  designated  by 


the  department  head,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
M/WBE  coordinator  and  the  director  of  Administra- 
tive Services,  for  competitive  bidding  by  certified 
M/WBEs;  and 

(c)  require  the  offending  department  to  obtain  the 
signature  of  the  M/WBE  coordinator  before  award- 
ing a  contract;  and 

(d)  any  other  action  deemed  appropriate. 

3.  In  the  event  of  noncompliance  by  businesses  con- 
tracting with  the  city,  remedies  may  include  any  or  all 
of  the  following: 

(a)  termination  of  the  contract; 

(b)  withholding  all  or  part  payment  until  the  finding 
of  noncompliance  is  resolved;  and 

(c)  subsequent  disqualification  of  the  business  from 
eligiblity  to  receive  contracts  from  the  city  for  a 
specified  period  of  time;  and 

(d)  any  other  action  deemed  appropriate  and  within 
the  discretion  and  authority  of  the  city. 

4.  With  respect  to  statutorily  independent  agencies, 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  adoption  and  com- 
pliance with  this  ordinance  through  the  following  pro- 
cedure: The  city  and  said  agencies  shall  negotiate  and 
enter  into  a  memorandum  of  agreement,  or  any  other 
legally  enforceable  agreement,  wherein  said  agencies 
shall  agree  to  promulgate  regulations  which  will  effec- 
tuate this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  provision,  or  portion  thereof,  should  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  unconstitutionality  or  inva- 
lidity shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  which 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  8.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage  and  is 
intended  to  supersede  the  Executive  Order  of  July  1 , 
1978,  relating  to  Minority  Business  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  It  is  subject  to  review  by  the  City  Council  on  an 
annual  basis  to  reassess  the  continuing  desirability  and 
viability  of  the  program.  This  ordinance  shall  remain  in 
effect  until  such  time  as  the  City  Council  makes  a  deter- 
mination that  the  objectives  of  this  ordinance  have  been 
met.  Only  after  such  a  finding  has  been  reached  may  the 
City  Council  vote  to  terminate  this  ordinance,  and  the 
ordinance  will  remain  in  effect  until  there  is  such  a  vote.

COMMERCIAL  ADVERTISING  DISPENSERS 
AND  NEWSPAPER  DISPENSERS  IN  PUBLIC 
WAYS

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  9,  1987,  Docket  No.  0564,  "Regulating  the 
Placement  of  Advertising  Devices,  Commercial  Adver- 
tising Dispensers  and,  Newspaper  Dispensers  in  Public 
Ways." 

My  reason  for  disapproval  has  to  do  with  a  case  pres- 
ently pending  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

The  proposed  ordinance,  in  essence,  seeks  to  regulate 
"newsracks"  in  two  ways.  First,  it  seeks  to  require  city 
permission  as  to  how  and  where  such  devices  may  be 
placed  on  public  ways.  Many  communities  have  at- 
tempted such  regulation  in  recent  years  and  their  efforts 
have  often  been  rebuked  by  the  courts,  largely  on  First 
Amendment  grounds. 

Through  the  leadership  of  Councillor  Iannella,  the 
Council  has  made  a  highly  commendable  attempt  in 
drafting  the  ordinance  to  come  to  grips  with  the  various 
and  sometimes  conflicting  lower  court  decisions  on  this 
issue.  However,  the  Supreme  Court  now  has  this  very 
issue  before  it  in  the  case  of  City  of  Lake  wood  v.  Plain 
Dealer  Publishing  Co.,  a  case  which  has  already  been 
argued.  The  court  will  issue  its  ruling  on  this  case  in  this 
term,  hopefully  providing  clear  and  precise  guidance  to 
municipal  government  as  to  what  is  and  what  is  not  per- 
i  missible  under  the  law.  When  we  are  so  close  to  receiv- 
ing the  definitive  legal  pronouncement  from  the  Supreme 
Court  on  this  issue,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  pru- 
i  dent  for  us  to  await  the  court's  ruling.  For  this  reason,  I 
'  am  vetoing  the  ordinance  presented  to  me. 

There  is  a  second  focus  to  this  ordinance  which  is  not 
dependent  on  the  Supreme  Court's  ruling.  The  second 
major  focus  is  the  regulation  of  the  manner  in  which 
"newsracks"  are  maintained  in  terms  of  safety,  health 


and  cleanliness.  This  is  an  area  in  which  the  legal  author- 
ity for  municipal  action  is  much  clearer. 

I  agree  with  the  Council,  and  particularly  with  Coun- 
cillor Iannella  who  has  been  so  attentive  to  this  issue,  that 
we  can  and  we  should  act  to  protect  the  public  in  this 
regard.  Therefore,  I  will  ask  my  staff  to  immediately 
work  with  the  Council  to  craft  an  appropriate  ordinance 
to  address  the  public  health  and  safety  issues  raised  in 
connection  with  the  maintenance  of  "newsracks"  in  our 
city.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE 
PROVIDING  FOR  CHILD  CARE  FACILITIES

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  9,  1987,  Docket  No.  1240.  "An  Ordinance 
Providing  for  Child  Care  Facilities." 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  the  same  as  my  reasons 
for  my  disapproval  today  of  Docket  No.  1241 ,  that  is  that 
the  terms  of  the  proposed  ordinance  are  vague  and  con- 
fusing, and  may  possibly  violate  provisions  of  the  City 
Charter  which  prohibit  Council  involvement  in  the  exec- 
utive functions  of  the  government. 

A  team  of  administration  officials  —  representing  the 
Office  of  Personnel  Management,  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Jobs  and  Community  Services,  the  Women's  Commis- 
sion, the  Mayor's  Office  of  Capital  Planning,  the  Policy 
Office,  and  Administrative  Services  —  has  been  meeting 
to  review  the  needs  of  city  employees  with  respect  to 
daycare  and  to  identify  potential  sites  and  costs.  In  addi- 
tion, a  joint  child  care  committee,  including  union  and 
administration  officials,  has  been  established  as  a  result 
of  recent  collective  bargaining  agreements  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exploring  child  care  options. 

The  Flynn  administration  and  the  City  Council  have 
successfully  worked  together  to  expand  and  improve 
child  care  services  throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  Dur- 
ing the  past  four  years,  we  have: 

•  Extended  support  and  assistance  to  nearly  eighty 
childcare  centers,  serving  about  2.500  children,  and 
allocated  over  $4,864,595.  Additionally,  when  di- 
rect and  in-kind  support  from  the  Community 
Schools  Program  is  added  into  the  equation  — 
nearly  $885,000  annually  —  another  $3  million  in 
City  of  Boston  support  has  been  allocated  to  this  is- 
sue. 

•  Nearly  doubled  our  commitment  by  increasing 
CDBG  funding  for  about  a  do/en  childcare  centers 
across  Boston  from  $271 .600  to  $495,577. 

•  Provided  funds  for  the  renovation  and  rehabilitation 
of  childcare  facilities  -  $718,797  in  just  three 
years. 

•  Contributed  over  $30,000  to  "Resource  and  Refer- 
ral" services  to  parents 

•  Provided  direct  childcare  services  to  Boston  fami- 
lies through  the  B.iston  Community  Schools  Pro- 
gram. Providing  pre-school  and  afterschool  care  to 
children  in  fifteen  <>t  Boston's  neighborhoods  —  the 
Community  Schools  Program  serves  nearly  1 ,000 
families  per  year  —  nearly  75  percent  of  them  fami- 
lies with  pre-school  children. 
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•  Built  as  part  of  the  $40  million  capital  commitment 
to  improving  parks  over  forty  tot  lots  in  the  City  of 
Boston  since  1984.  Another  twenty  tot  lots  will  be 
initiated  this  year  with  $1  million  in  capital  funds. 
The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  made  space  in  its 
developments  for  the  operation  of  seventeen  child  care 
centers.   During  the  past  fiscal  year  approximately 
$400,000  in  funding  for  renovation  and  construction  was 
devoted  to  rehabilitation  of  child  care  space.  Additional 
funds  from  the  BHA  ■"modernization"  budget  has  re- 
sulted in  total  reconstruction  of  daycare  facilities  in  a 
number  of  developments. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  worked  to 
negotiate  child  care  provisions  —  for  either  on-site  or 
off-site  care  —  into  five  major  developments:  North  Sta- 
tion, Park  Square,  the  South  End,  Lowell  Square,  the 
Kingston-Bedford  garage  site,  and  Parcel  18  in  Roxbury. 
I  hope  to  continue  the  progress  we  have  made  by  work- 
ing together  with  the  City  Council  and  the  unions  to  en- 
hance child  care  services  for  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

•  Provided  funds  for  the  renovation  and  rehabilitation 
of  childcare  facilities  —  $718,797  in  just  three 
years. 

•  Contributed  over  $30,000  to  "Resource  and  Refer- 
ral" services  to  parents. 

•  Provided  direct  childcare  services  to  Boston  fami- 
lies through  the  Boston  Community  Schools  Pro- 
gram. Providing  pre-school  and  afterschool  care  to 
children  in  fifteen  of  Boston's  neighborhoods  —  the 
Community  Schools  Program  serves  nearly  1 ,000 
families  per  year  —  nearly  75  percent  of  them  fami- 
lies with  pre-school  children. 

•  Built  as  part  of  the  $40  million  capital  commitment 
to  improving  parks  over  forty  tot  lots  in  the  City  of 
Boston  since  1984.  Another  twenty  tot  lots  will  be 
initiated  this  year  with  $1  million  in  capital  funds. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  made  space  in  its 
developments  for  the  operation  of  seventeen  child  care 
centers.  During  the  past  fiscal  year  approximately 
$400,000  in  funding  for  renovation  and  construction  was 
devoted  to  rehabilitation  of  child  care  space.  Additional 
funds  from  the  BHA  "modernization"  budget  has  re- 
sulted in  total  reconstruction  of  daycare  facilities  in  a 
number  of  developments . 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  worked  to 
negotiate  child  care  provisions  —  for  either  on-site  or 
off-site  care  —  into  five  major  developments:  North  Sta- 
tion, Park  Square,  the  South  End,  Lowell  Square,  the 
Kingston-Bedford  garage  site,  and  Parcel  18  in  Roxbury. 

I  hope  to  continue  the  progress  we  have  made  by  work- 
ing together  with  the  City  Council  and  the  unions  to  en- 
hance child  care  services  for  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

(b)  Are  there  two  seniority  lists  where  layoffs 
are  concerned?  If  so,  please  explain  and 
detail  how  the  lists  are  compiled. 

(c)  The  number  of  non-minorit)  employees 
laid  off  by  the  School  Department  who 
had  more  seniority  than  members  of  mi- 
nority classes  retained. 

(d)  The  number  of  non-minorit)  employees 
laid  off  in  1986/87.  The  number  of  mi- 
nority indh  iduals  laid  ofi  in  1986/87. 

Response  1. 

The  School  Department's  policy  with  regards  to  lay- 
offs of  permanent  teachers  is  contained  in  the  Huston 
Teachers  Union  contract.  Specifically  the  following  pro- 
visions address  layoff  procedures 

"Article  IV.C.16.  Layoff  and  Recall  Procedure"  (p. 
571 

(a)  This  layoff  and  recall  procedure  will  not  apply  to 
non-tenured  teachers  but  will  apply  to  teat  hers 
with  tenure  and  nurses  or  other  persons  perma- 
nently appointed. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  all  nurses  with 
more  than  three  consecutive  years  of  service  are 
deemed  to  be  "permanently  appointed"  and 
nursing  service  will  be  considered  a  separate  pro- 
gram area. 

(b)  An  employee  will  be  given  written  notice  ol  lay- 
off by  May  15  of  the  professional  work  year  pre- 
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ceding  the  professional  work  year  in  which  the 
layoff  is  to  take  place.  For  example,  an  employee 
to  be  laid  off  effective  September  must  be  given 
written  notice  on  or  before  the  prior  May  15. 

(c)     Employees  will  be  laid  off  in  reverse  order  of 
seniority  within  a  program  area.  A  senior  em- 
ployee within  a  program  area  with  notice  of  lay- 
off may  exercise  seniority  by  displacing  the  most 
junior  teacher  in  all  of  the  other  program  areas  in 
which  he  is  qualified. 
"Article  I.D.  1 .  Fair  Practices"  (p.  4) 
1 .  Non-discrimination 
The  parties  agree  that  in  situations  where  the  School 
Department  is  under  a  Federal  Court  Order  to  reach 
a  specified  percentage  of  black  or  other  minority 
teachers  by  a  time  certain,  such  compliance  shall  be 
attained  through  annual  incremental  progress.  In  sit- 
uations where  the  percentage  of  black  and  other  mi- 
nority teachers  within  a  school  building  is  signifi- 
cantly less  than  the  system-wide  percentage  for  that 
particular  level,  the  Union  and  the  Department  will 
jointly  identify  schools  in  need  of  such  effort  and 
will  develop  an  agreed  upon  procedure  to  address 
this  problem. 
"Article  IV. C.  19.  Miscellaneous"  (p.  60) 
The  excessing  layoff  and  recall  procedures  are  sub- 
ject to  all  applicable  state  and  federal  laws  and  law- 
ful orders  pursuant  thereto. 

The  parties  will  cooperate  in  addressing  any  special 
problems  that  may  exist  in  any  school  in  relation  to 
this  policy. 
These  provisions  operate  in  consonance  with  the  Fed- 
eral Court  Order  on  Faculty  Desegregation  which  re- 
quires the  School  Department  to  increase  its  minority 
percentages  within  the  teacher  rank  each  year  (.5  percent 
black  and  .25  percent  other  minority)  until  we  reach  25 
percent  black  and  10  percent  other  minority.  As  the 
School  Department's  latest  statistics  indicate  that  we  are 
at  22.43  percent  black  and  9.07  percent  other  minority  in 
the  teacher  rank,  we  must  comply  with  latest  orders  is- 
sued in  September,  1985.  (See  attached  order.)  There- 
fore, in  order  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Federal  Court 
Order,  we  must  maintain  all  qualified  eligible  minority 
teachers. 

With  respect  to  the  layoff  of  provisional  teachers,  this 
year  the  School  Department  reemployed  (did  not  issue 
April  1 5  notices)  to  teachers  who  fell  under  the  following 
categories: 

1 .  All  black  and  other  minority  provisional  teachers 
who  have  received  satisfactory  performance  evalu- 
ations and  who  are  either  certified  or  are  enrolled  in 
a  program  leading  to  certification  to  ensure  compli- 
ance with  Federal  Court  Orders. 

2.  All  provisional  teachers  serving  in  Special  Educa- 
tion, Bilingual  Education,  Elementary,  Chemistry, 
Biology,  Earth  Science,  Physics,  Foreign  Lan- 
guages, Latin  and  Project  Promise  who  have  re- 
ceived satisfactory  performance  evaluations  and 
who  are  either  certified  or  enrolled  in  a  program 
leading  to  certification. 

3.  All  certified  provisional  teachers  serving  in  Read- 
ing, General  Science  and  Library  Services  who 
have  received  satisfactory  performance  evalua- 
tions. 

4.  All  ROTC  instructors. 

Temporary  (substitute)  teachers  are  all  given  reason- 
able assurance  letters,  i.e.,  offered  employment  for  the 
following  school  year  due  to  the  fact  that  the  system  al- 
ways needs  qualified  substitute  teachers.  Substitute 
teachers  who  are  evaluated  as  unsatisfactory  are  given 
termination  notices. 
Response  la. 


Teachers  are  laid  off  in  accordance  with  seniority  as 
negotiated  in  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  contract.  Sen- 
iority by  its  definition  is  held  within  subject  areas  as  ne- 
gotiated with  the  Boston  Teachers  Union. 

Administrators  covered  by  the  contract  with  the 
Boston  Association  of  supervisors  and  administrators  are 
laid  off  in  accordance  with  contractual  agreements  by 
seniority  within  job  classification. 

Managerial  employees  serve  at  will  and  are  generally 
laid  off  due  to  budget  cut  backs  and  elimination  of  posi- 
tions. 

Administrators  usually  have  fall-back  rights  to  the 
teacher  rank. 

Most  other  employees  are  covered  by  Civil  Service 
procedures  which  adhere  to  the  seniority  concept  in  the 
event  of  layoffs. 

Response  lb. 

There  is  only  one  seniority  list  for  permanent  teachers. 
In  conducting  the  layoff  procedures  specified  in  the  con- 
tract, minority  teachers  are  retained  to  the  extent  the  sys- 
tem is  required  to  maintain  racial  percentages  as  speci- 
fied by  the  Federal  Court  Order.  This  procedure  is 
consistent  with  the  negotiated  terms  of  the  BTU  contract.

Notices  of  layoff  were  sent  to  thirty-one  permanent 
and  227  provisional  teachers.  For  permanent  teachers 
the  layoff  notices  were  sent  in  order  of  seniority.  Provi- 
sional teachers  have  no  seniority  rights  under  contract  or 
under  law. 

In  the  instances  of  permanent  teachers,  thirty  junior 
minority  teachers  were  not  included  in  the  layoff  proc- 
ess.

Notices  of  layoff  were  sent  to  thirty-one  permanent 
teachers  in  specified  vocational/career  education  subject 
areas.  Of  the  thirty-one  permanent  teachers,  there  were 
twenty-nine  non-minorities  and  two  minorities. 

Notices  were  also  sent  to  227  provisional  teachers.  Of 
these,  seventy-four  were  issued  to  non-minorities  and 
153  were  issued  to  minorities.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  events,  investiga- 
tive measures,  court  appearances,  and  preventative  steps 
taken  by  the  C.D.U.  as  a  result  of  the  racially  motivated 
attack  on  two  black  students  at  the  Edwards  School. 
Incident 

After  being  notified  of  the  incident  by  the  Boston 
School  Police,  the  C.D.U.  dispatched  Detective  James 
Neal  to  the  Edwards  School  for  the  purpose  of  conduct- 
ing an  investigation  into  the  matter.  Detective  Neal 
brought  with  him  the  C.D.U.  mug  books  because  the 
principal  at  the  Edwards  School  had  been  told  by  the  sus- 
pect in  the  attack  that,  "he  could  be  found  in  any  mug 
book."  Prior  to  the  notification  of  the  C.D.U.,  Area  A 
Detective,  Robert  Donahue,  had  been  notified  and  had 
responded  to  the  Edwards  School  and  conducted  a  pre- 
liminary investigation.  Detective  Donahue  and  Detec- 
tive Neal  interviewed  five  individuals  at  the  Edwards 
School  and  received  positive  identification  of  a  suspect 
from  the  C.D.U.  mug  book  of  one  Michael  McGonagle. 
Court  Action 

After  obtaining  a  suspect  identification,  Detective  Ro- 
bert Donahue  applied  for  compliants  for  assault  and  bat- 
tery, chapter  265,  section  13 A,  and  on  his  application 
form  checked  off  the  box  marked  hearing.  However,  De- 
tective Neal  also  filed  an  application  for  complaint  on 
charges  of  violation  of  the  State's  Civil  Rights  Law. 
chapter  265,  section  37.  and  requested  a  warrant  under 
chapter  265,  section  37. 

If  bodily  injury  results  from  an  assault  it  is  punishable 
up  to  ten  years  in  State's  prison  which  therefore  makes  it 
a  felony.  The  general  practice  of  the  courts  is  to  set  up  a 
hearing  for  a  misdemeanor  charge.  However,  when  pre- 
sented an  application  for  a  felony  charge  the  general 
practice  is  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  investigating 
officer.  The  Clerk  Magistrate,  Mr.  John  Hamano,  for 
reasons  known  only  to  him.  granted  a  hearing  and  issued 
a  summons  to  the  defendant  McGonagle  for  October  8. 
1987. 

Some  two  and  a  half  hours  later.  Detective  James  Neal 
and  Sergeant-Detective  Edward  Favreau  again  re- 
sponded to  Charlestown  District  Court  and  again  re- 
quested that  Clerk  Hamano  issue  a  warrant  for  the  arrest 
of  Michael  McGonagle.  On  this  occasion,  both  C.D.U. 
officers  were  armed  with  the  public  record  of  the  defend- 
ant, which  is  extensive,  and  the  knowledge  that  he  was 
out  on  bail  for  two  separate  felonies,  one  for  armed  rob- 
bery while  masked  and  a  second  for  assault  and  battery 
by  means  of  a  dangerous  weapon,  to  wit,  a  knife.  Clerk 
Hamano  again  refused  to  issue  an  arrest  warrant. 

On  Wednesday,  September  23,  1987  (the  day  after  the 
attack)  the  principal  of  the  Edwards  School  called  the 
C.D.U.  office  to  inform  Detective  Neal  that  Michael 
McGonagle  was  again  on  Main  Street  in  front  of  the 
school.  Detective  Neal,  along  with  Superintendent  Jo- 
seph Carter  and  Sergeant-Detective  William  Johnston 
again  responded  to  the  Charlestown  District  Court  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  testimony  in  a  judge's  hearing  in 
the  hope  of  securing  an  arrest  warrant  from  Judge  Mary 
Brennan.  Judge  Brennan.  however,  could  not  legally 
grant  a  hearing  because  process  had  not  been  denied  by 
the  clerk.  Upon  completion  of  the  presentation  Clerk  Ha- 
mano again  stated  that  an  arrest  warrant  would  not  be 
granted  and  cited  the  Mass.  Rules  of  Criminal  Proce- 
dure, Rule  6,  sections  A  &  B. 
Civil  Court  Action 

To  prevent  further  incidents ,  the  C .  D .  U .  contacted  the 
Attorney  General's  Office  requesting  a  temporary  re- 
straining order  against  the  defendant.  Affidavits  were 


taken  from  the  various  witnesses  and  evidence  was  pre- 
sented before  Judge  Robert  Steadman  of  the  Suffolk  Su- 
perior Court  who  issued  a  restraining  order  barring  from 
certain  actions  covered  in  seven  requests  for  relief  within 
the  restraining  order.  On  August  2,  1987,  this  order  be- 
came an  injunction  permanently  barring  the  defendant 
from  the  same  seven  actions. 
Preventative  Actions  by  C.D.U. 

On  September  24,  1987.  Sergeant-Detective  Johnston 
instituted  an  anti-crime  strategy  whereby  C.D.U.  offi- 
cers would  provide  security  to  students  of  the  Edwards 
School  during  the  opening  and  closing  of  school.  This 
strategy  is  still  in  effect  even  though  the  school  bus  strike 
has  ended. 

During  the  course  of  the  investigation  and  the  subse- 
quent media  coverage,  the  C.D.U.  continually  advised 
the  families  of  the  victims  as  to  the  legal  options  and 
court  actions,  the  progress  of  the  investigation  and  the 
various  preventative  measures  taken. 
Court  Hearing 

On  Monday.  October  5.  1987.  a  hearing  on  the  A  &  B 
and  Civil  Rights  Complaints  was  held  before  Charles- 
town District  Clerk  of  Court  Timothy  Murphy.  Testi- 
mony was  presented  by  Detectives  James  Neal  and  Ro- 
bert Donahue,  both  victims,  as  well  as  the  principal  of 
the  Edwards  School  and  fiis  chief  administrator.  Clerk 
Murphy  granted  complaints  on  both  charges.  The  de- 
fendant was  then  arraigned  before  Judge  Mary  Brennan 
who  placed  a  bail  of  $5,000  cash  on  the  defendant  and 
scheduled  a  trial  date  of  October  14.  1987.  This  date  was 
subsequently  postponed  to  November  16,  1987. 
Further  Court  Action 

Michael  McGonagle  was  found  guilty  of  the  armed 
robbery  charge  and  sentenced  to  five  to  seven  years  in 
State's  prison  by  Judge  John  Mulligan  in  Suffolk  Supe- 
rior Court.

In  response  to  the  17F  order  concerning  the  South 
Boston  Police  Station,  the  staff  at  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  has  provided  the  following  information. 

Item  No.  1  —  Study  to  Rehabilitate  the  Existing  Facil- 
ity. 

The  Architect  and  Engineering  Division  within  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  completed  a  study  of  the 
South  Boston  Police  Facility  which  resulted  in  the  fol- 
lowing: 

The  Boston  Police  Department,  in  its  reorganization. 
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is  emphasizing  the  decentralization  of  police  functions. 
In  view  of  this,  each  neighborhood  station  will  have  to 
provide  complete  services  ranging  from  fingerprinting  to 
investigations  to  vehicle  maintenance.  In  order  to  meet 
this  goal  effectively  and  efficiently,  a  police  station  must 
meet  several  design  requirements.  To  do  this,  major 
problems  had  to  be  considered  in  relation  to  the  current 
facility. 

The  first  of  the  problems  with  the  existing  building  was 
the  lack  of  design  flexibility.  Door,  window,  floor  and 
stairwell  locations  all  impose  severe  constraints  on  any 
future  design.  For  a  full-service  program  to  operate  ef- 
fectively, it  is  important  that  the  building  layout  and  cir- 
culation routes  be  efficient,  direct,  easily  understood, 
and  supervisable.  Not  only  is  the  present  two-story  brick 
building  limited  in  alterations  by  its  structure,  but  the 
current  u-shape  of  the  building  also  provides  for  a  circui- 
tous layout. 

Other  major  concerns  for  the  Police  Station  in  South 
Boston  deal  with  the  access  to  and  size  of  the  site.  Be- 
cause of  the  increase  in  services  provided  by  a  full- 
service  station,  there  will  be  a  greater  need  for  parking 
and  organized  vehicular  movement  on  the  site.  This 
leads  to  an  increased  need  for  space  which  cannot  be  met 
under  the  existing  conditions.  Increased  space  is  also 
needed  due  to  the  addition  of  specialized  units  that  pro- 
vide the  support  for  a  full-service  program  and,  most 
importantly,  for  the  ambulance  garage  that  will  be  part  of 
this  new  facility.  The  new  station  will  be  located  on  ap- 
proximately 23,000  sq.  ft.  of  land  and  will  adequately 
increase  the  area  needed  to  house  the  full-service  station. 

The  address  of  the  new  South  Boston  Police  Station 
will  be  101  West  Broadway.  In  order  to  construct  the 
new  station,  some  of  the  property  surrounding  the 
present  site  had  to  be  acquired  by  the  city.  The  most  re- 
cent assessment  of  this  property  is  $301 ,400.  The  cost  to 
date  of  acquiring  the  parcels  is  $407,200.  The  cost  of 
construction  for  the  new  facility  will  be  $2,265,000. 
This  will  allow  the  South  Boston  Police  Station  to  be  up- 
graded to  a  full-service,  neighborhood  program.

5.  What,  if  any.  public  review  or  public  hearing  process 
is  followed  prior  to  the  commitment  of  any  NDF  money? 

Proposals  are  reviewed  for  public  benefit,  positive 
neighborhood  impact,  and  community  support.  Let- 
ters and  petitions  of  support  are  solicited.  In  addition, 
each  project  normally  undergoes  a  series  of  public- 
hearings.  For  example,  the  Bradford  Estates  project  in 
Franklin  Field  has  held  seven  hearings  over  the  course 
of  three  years  with  an  additional  City  Council  hearing 
for  its  State  CDAG  application.  The  706  Huntington 
project  in  Mission  Hill  had  three  hearings,  two  of 
which  were  held  before  City  Council  relating  to  apply- 
ing for  federal  Housing  Development  Grant  (HDG) 
funds.  The  Carol  Avenue  project  in  Brighton  held  two 
public  hearings,  one  of  which  was  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Government  Land  Bank.

Neighborhood  Development  Fund 
Program  Guidelines 
I.     Introduction 
The  City  of  Boston  has  established  a  new  funding 
source  for  neighborhood  economic  ami  housing  revi- 
talization  known  as  the  Neighborhood  Development 
Fund  (NDF). 

Revenues  tor  this  fund  will  originate  from  the  repay- 
ment of  present  and  future  UDAG  loans.  All  acti\  ities 
funded  by  the  NDF  will  he  subject  t<>  Title  I  eligibility 
regulations.  Special  conditions  attached  to  the  use  ol 
specific  UDAG  paybacks  (such  as  Copley  Place)  will 
also  be  adhered  to  by  the  NDF. 
Awards  will  be  made  on  a  quarterly  basis  for  housing, 
commercial,  and  industrial  projects,  All  projects  must 
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either  benefit  low-  and  moderate-income  Boston  resi- 
dents or  prevent  or  eliminate  slums  and  blight.  It  is 
anticipated  that  awards  will  be  in  the  form  of  revolv- 
ing, low-interest  loans  where  it  can  be  demonstrated 
that  the  project  would  not  be  feasible  without  such  as- 
sistance. 

II.  Types  of  Projects 

Housing,  commercial,  industrial  and  mixed-use  pro- 
posals are  all  eligible.  More  specifically,  NDF  funds 
may  assist  the  following  project  types: 
Commercial  Real  Estate  Development  Projects:  De- 
velopment projects  in  which  100  percent  of  net  usable 
building  floor  area  will  be  utilized  for  retail  and/or  of- 
fice use.  Projects  may  be  rehabilitation  or  new  con- 
struction, and  may  be  carried  out  by  for-profit  or  non- 
profit entities. 

Residential  Real  Estate  Development  Projects:  Devel- 
opment projects  with  eight  or  more  dwelling  units  are 
eligible.  Projects  may  be  either  rehabilitation  or  new 
construction,  and  may  be  carried  out  by  for-profit  or 
non-profit  entities. 

Mixed-Use  Real  Estate  Development  Projects:  Devel- 
opment projects  in  which  there  is  a  mix  of  retail  and/or 
office  uses  and  housing.  Retail  and/or  office  uses  must 
occupy  the  street-level  floor.  Basement  storage  space 
for  retail  use  is  not  considered  commercial  space. 
Industrial  Real  Estate  Development  Projects:  Devel- 
opment projects  which  will  include  some  or  all  of  the 
following  activities:  manufacturing,  assembly,  ware- 
housing and  distribution  of  goods.  Projects  may  be  re- 
habilitation or  new  construction,  and  may  be  carried 
out  by  for-profit  or  non-profit  entities. 

Additional  Project  Categories:  Additional  types  of 
projects  may  also  be  eligible  based  on  Title  I  regula- 
tions and  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

III.  Project  Selection  Criteria: 

The  following  criteria  will  be  applied  to  all  proposals: 

•  Development  team  demonstrates  the  experience, 
capacity  and  financial  strength  to  successfully  de- 
velop and  manage  the  project. 

•  Project  is  economically  feasible  and  marketable  and 
has  a  minimum  private  to  public  leveraging  ratio  of 
$2.5:1.0. 

•  Project  concept  is  suitable  for  the  site  and  neighbor- 
hood, and  the  design  is  appropriate  for  the  market 
concept. 

•  Project  is  in  a  high  state  of  readiness  for  construc- 
tion. 

•  Neighborhood  impact  will  be  positive  and  the  proj- 
ect has  community  support. 

All  projects  must  also  provide  significant  public  bene- 
fits. Strong  consideration  will  be  given  to  those  proj- 
ects which  directly  benefit  low-  and  moderate-income 
people.  Such  benefits  might  include: 

•  Creation/retention  of  permanent  jobs  for  low-  and 
moderate-income  Boston  residents;  or 

•  Creation  of  housing  units  for  low-  and  moderate- 
income  Boston  residents. 

Other  significant  public  benefits  include: 

•  Additional  property  taxes  to  the  city. 

•  Provision  of  essential  neighborhood  commercial 
services. 

•  Reuse  of  key  vacant  or  deteriorated  buildings  and 
land. 

•  Potential  for  economic  spinoff  and  leverage  of  addi- 
tional development  and  investment  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood. 

•  Elimination  of  a  major  blighting  influence  in  the 
neighborhood. 

•  Creation  of  minority  business  opportunities. 

IV.  Requirements  of  the  Developer 

The  following  will  be  required,  where  appropriate,  of 
all  applicants: 


•  Identified  development  team. 

•  A  complete  development  proposal,  including  a  pro- 
posed ownership  and  operating  plan  and  anticipated 
completion  date. 

•  Full  itemization  of  estimated  construction  costs. 

•  Full  five-year  development  and  operating  pro  for- 
mas  which  indicate  the  necessity  of  secondary  fi- 
nancing from  the  NDF. 

•  A  bank  Letter  of  Interest  for  construction  and  per- 
manent financing. 

•  A  developer's  Letter  of  Commitment,  a  HUD  6004, 
a  financial  information  statement  and  a  description 
of  past  projects  undertaken,  if  any. 

•  Evidence  of  developer  site  control. 

•  Preliminary  architectural  designs  and  drawings. 

V.  Standard  Requirements 

Pursuant  to  statutes  and  regulations  governing  the  use 
of  Federal  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
funds,  applicants  awarded  NDF  financial  assistance 
must  comply  with  the  following: 

(a)  Federal  environmental  clearance  procedures.  The 
City  of  Boston  will  prepare  an  environmental  as- 
sessment leading  to  a  "level  of  clearance  finding" 
based  on  information  provided  by  the  applicant. 
Should  an  Environmental  Impact  Statement  be 
necessary,  the  applicant  is  responsible  for  its  prep- 
aration. 

(b)  Davis-Bacon  construction  wage  levels,  if  applica- 
ble. Each  project  will  be  evaluated  individually.  It 
should  be  assumed  that  Davis-Bacon  will  apply 
except  where  the  applicant  can  document  that  the 
NDF  funds  will  not  be  used  for  construction  labor 
costs,  but  will  be  used  only  for  such  other  costs  as 
property  acquisition,  certain  soft  costs  and  fees,  or 
equipment  or  personal  property. 

(c)  Federal  equal  employment  opportunity  and  af- 
firmative action  requirements,  and  all  other  fed- 
eral regulations  relative  to  the  use  of  the  Commu- 
nity Development  Block  Grant. 

(d)  City  of  Boston  Ordinances  and  Mayoral  Executive 
Orders  on  Employment  and  Minority  Business 
Utilization  for  construction  projects  funded 
through  the  City  of  Boston. 

(e)  Other  city,  federal  and  state  regulations  concern- 
ing asbestos  removal  may  apply  as  necessary.  Ap- 
plicants and  their  principals  must  be  current  in 
their  property  tax  payments  on  all  property  owned 
within  the  City  of  Boston. 

VI.  NDF  Administration 

An  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Corporation  and  the 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment  Ag- 
ency (NDEA)  will  make  final  decisions  on  all  loan 
awards. 

NDEA  staff  support  will  provide  preliminary  review 
and  analysis  of  proposals  with  regard  to  eligibility,  fi- 
nancial feasibility,  use,  and  consistency  with  program 
criteria. 

Applications  will  be  reviewed  quarterly.  All  applica- 
tions will  be  due  sixty  days  prior  to  the  end  of  the  quar- 
ter. The  NDF  technical  assistance  staff  (NDEA)  will, 
upon  request,  provide  advance  consultation  and  tech- 
nical assistance  regarding  the  feasibility  of  proposed 
projects  and  the  development  of  the  proposal. 
VIII.  Financial  Management 
The  NDF  is  formally  established  with  the  city  auditor 
as  an  appropriation  of  the  Community  Development 
Block  Grant. 

Any  commitments/expenditures  from  the  Neighbor- 
hood Development  Fund  will  be  authorized  by  the 
CDBG  comptroller  at  NDEA  for  Title  I  eligible  activi- 
ties upon  written  approval  of  the  executive  committee. 
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The  finance  directors/treasurers  of  agencies  involved 
forward  directly  to  the  CDBG  comptroller  at  NDEA 
all  principal  and  interest  payments  recefVed  on  said 
loans  to  date. 

All  payments  received  will  be  invested  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  city  treasurer  with  accrued  interest  added  to 
the  NDF  appropriation. 

The  finance  directors/treasurers  shall  provide  sched- 
ules of  loan  repayments  for  each  UDAG.  The  sched- 
ules shall  be  updated  as  required,  or  at  least  semi- 
annually.

This  figure  is  based  upon  marital  deductions 
noted  on  W-4  forms  and  is  not  necessarily  the  same 
as  the  actual  number  of  married  men.  Marital  status 
is  not  relevant  data  for  personnel  decisions  and 
therefore  is  not  required  on  personnel  files. 

3.  The  total  number  of  married  women  employed  is 
2,948.  This  figure  is  based  upon  marital  deductions 
noted  on  W-4  forms  and  is  not  necessarily  the  same 
as  the  actual  number  of  married  women.  Marital 
status  is  not  relevant  data  for  personnel  decisions 
and  therefore  is  not  required  on  personnel  files. 

4.  There  is  not  information  available  to  estimate  accu- 
rately the  total  number  of  employees  eligible  for 
maternity/paternity  leave. 

5 .  Since  we  cannot  estimate  the  number  of  employees 
eligible  for  maternity/paternity  leave,  we  cannot 
calculate  the  lost  "manhoursorthecost." 

6.  The  current  practice  for  paternity  leave  varies 
among  collective  bargaining  agreements.  There  is 
an  unpaid  leave  the  fathers  may  utilize  called  pa- 
rental leave.  A  typical  example  is  shown  by  the  Lo- 
cal 285  agreement  as  follows: 

"Parental  Leave.  Subject  to  the  operating  needs  of 
the  department,  any  employee  shall  be  granted  one 
week  unpaid  parental  leave  in  order  to  attend  the 
birth,  adoption,  or  care  of  a  new  child  in  the  em- 
ployee's immediate  household.  At  the  discretion  of 
the  appointing  authority,  an  employee  may  be 
granted  an  additional  one  week  unpaid  leave.  The 
employee  may  choose  to  use  any  accumulated  va- 
cation and/or  personal  days  for  parental  leave  pur- 
poses." 

7.  A  typical  example  of  maternity  leave  policy  is 
shown  in  the  Local  285  agreement  as  follows: 
"Whenever  an  employee  becomes  pregnant,  she 
shall  furnish  the  appointing  authority  with  a  certifi- 
cate from  her  physician  stating  the  expected  date  of 
her  delivery.  She  may  continue  to  work  so  long  as 
her  physician  certifies  that  she  is  able  to  do  so.  Ma- 
ternity leave  without  pay  shall  be  granted,  com- 
mencing with  cessation  of  actual  work  under  the 
preceding  sentence,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one 
year  after  delivery. 

An  employee  returning  from  an  authorized  mater- 
nity leave  on  a  full-time  basis  shall  be  reinstated  to 
her  same  position  or  similar  position  of  equal  clas- 
sification. The  city  shall  endeavor  to  assign  the 
hours  per  week  similar  to  those  assigned  prior  to 
the  maternity  leave. 

An  employee  will  be  reinstated  on  a  part-time  basis 
to  her  same  position  or  a  similar  position  of  equal 
classification,  to  be  decided  by  the  appointing  au- 
thority and  with  the  approval  of  the  supervisor  of 
personnel,  providing  she  notifies  in  writing  the  ap- 
pointing authority  of  her  intention  to  assume  part- 
time  work  four  weeks  prior  to  her  date  of  return. 
An  employee  who  eiects  to  assume  part-time  work 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  her  former  position  on  a  full- 
time  basis.  Following  one  year  of  employment  in  a 
part-time  position,  the  employee  shall  have  the 
right  to  resume  full-time  work,  or  the  appointing 
authority  may  require  the  employee  to  resume  a 
full-time  position,  providing  notice  is  given  by  ei- 
ther party  four  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  return  to 
full -time  work."

Whereas,  It  has  consistently  been  the  policy  of  this  ad- 
ministration to  promote  equality  of  opportunity  in  the  ec- 
onomic life  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  revenue  generated  by  city 
contracts  greatly  impacts  the  local  economy  and  business 
development  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  Women  and  minority  businesses  have  not 
been  able  to  participate  in  an  equitable  manner  in  the 
receipt  of  city  contracts  due  to  the  continuing  effects  of 
past  discrimination  within  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  These  past  practices  have  resulted  in  the  un- 
derrepresentation  and  underutilization  of  minority  and 
women  businesses  in  the  receipt  of  city  contracts;  and 

Whereas,  Non-discrimination  alone  in  the  awarding  of 
city  contracts  is  not  sufficient  to  remedy  the  continuing 
effects  of  these  past  practices,  the  need  exists  for  affirma- 
tive steps  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  minority  and  women 
businesses  are  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent  possible;  and 
Whereas,  There  is  an  existing  pool  of  capable  and 
qualified  minority  and  women  business  enterprises, 
ready  and  willing  to  do  business  with  the  city,  this  re- 
source must  be  used  so  that  the  city's  contractors  will 
reflect  the  diversity  of  Boston's  population;  now.  there- 
fore, 

I  hereby  issue  this  order  to  all  city  departments  and 
personnel,  to  ensure  the  equitable  participation  of  minor- 
ity and  women  businesses  in  the  city's  contracting  arena. 
Article  I:  Policy. 
It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  encourage,  as- 
sist and  provide  the  maximum  opportunity  for  minor- 
ity and  women  owned  businesses  to  participate  in  the 
city's  contracting  arena.  To  this  end,  the  city  will  in- 
crease both  the  number  of  Minority  and  Women  Busi- 
ness Enterprises  that  receive  city  contracts  and  the 
amount  of  contractual  dollars  awarded  to  Minority  and 
Women  Business  Enterprises.  The  goals  of  the  Minor- 
ity and  Women  Business  Enterprise  Development  Pro- 
gram are  consistent  with  this  administration's  philoso- 
phy of  inclusion  for  all  of  Boston's  residents  in  the 
prosperity  of  the  city.  Thus,  the  city  shall  promote  and 
affirmatively  market  contract  opportunities  for  minor- 
ity and  women-owned  businesses  by  established  par- 
ticipation requirements  consistent  with  this  order. 
Article  II.  Standards. 
A.  Goods  and  Services. 
The  city  shall  require  that  a  minimum  of  15  percent  in 


the  procurement  of  all  goods  and  services  including 
professional  and  consulting  services  be  supplied  by 
certified  Minority  Business  Enterprise  (MBEs),  and  a 
minimum  of  5  percent  in  the  procurement  of  all  goods 
and  services  including  professional  and  consulting 
services  be  supplied  by  certified  Women  Business  En- 
terprises (WBEs),  out  of  the  eligible  contract  dollars 
awarded  by  the  City  and  its  departments  during  each 
Fiscal  Year.  This  requirement  shall  include  all  legally 
enforceable  agreements,  including  service  and  pur- 
chase orders,  without  regard  to  specific  awarding  or 
advertising  processes  for  the  provision  of  supplies,  la- 
bor, materials,  and  services,  including  professional 
and  consulting  services,  franchises,  concessions,  and 
leases. 

B.  Construction. 

A  minimum  of  15  percent  of  the  eligible  contract  dol- 
lars of  each  construction  related  contract  awarded  dur- 
ing each  fiscal  year  shall  be  awarded  to  certified 
MBEs.  The  15  percent  minimum  shall  be  increased  to 
30  percent  of  the  eligible  contract  dollars  of  each  con- 
struction related  contract  let  within  an  impacted  area. 

A  minimum  of  5  percent  of  the  eligible  contract  dollars 
of  each  construction  related  contract  awarded  during 
each  fiscal  year  shall  be-awarded  to  certified  WBEs. 
Article  III.     Implementation. 
A.    Operational  Responsibilities. 

1 .  The  Director  of  Administrative  Services. 

The  director  of  Administrative  Services  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  development,  coordination,  and 
implementation  of  the  order  by  city  departments 
and  the  initiation  of  corrective  action,  where  nec- 
essary. The  director  of  Administrative  Services 
will  work  closely  with  the  Mayor's  senior  advisor 
on  Equal  Rights  and  the  Mayor's  policy  director 
on  issues  relating  to  the  Order. 

2.  The  M/WBE  Coordinator. 

The  M/WBE  coordinator  will  assist  the  director  of 
Administrative  Services  in  the  development  and 
coordination  of  this  order  and  will  assume  pri- 
mary responsibility  for  monitoring  departmental 
compliance  with  the  order.  The  coordinator  will 
report  to  the  director  of  Administrative  Services 
and  will  work  in  conjunction  with  the  purchasing 
agent  and  the  director  of  the  Office  of  Contract 
Management  to  implement  this  policy.  The  coor- 
dinator will  work  closely  with  the  Mayor's  senior 
advisor  on  equal  rights,  the  Mayor's  policy  direc- 
tor and  the  deputy  director  of  the  Office  of  Jobs 
and  Community  Services  (hereinafter  the  deputy 
director  for  compliance  and  enforcement). 
Among  the  responsibilities  of  the  coordinator  will 
be  to: 

a.  Assist  the  director  of  Administrative  Services 
in  the  preparation,  dissemination,  implemen- 
tation, revision,  and  monitoring  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  Implementation  Plan  for  contract- 
ing with  M/WBEs. 

b.  Work  with  department  heads,  managers,  su- 
pervisory personnel,  and  appointing  authori- 
ties to  develop  departmental  implementation 
plans. 

c.  Staff  and  assist  the  efforts  of  the  Minority  and 
Women  Business  Advisory  Council. 

d.  Develop  and  implement  an  effective  outreach 
program  for  M/WBEs  to  encourage  their 
maximum  participation  in  the  city's  contract- 
ing process. 

e.  Provide  assistance  to  departments  in  the  iden- 
tification of  minority  and  women  vendors. 

f.  Assess  individual  department's  compliance 
with  their  implementation  plan  and.  where 
necessary,  recommend  corrective  action  to 
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the  department  head  and  the  director  of  Ad- 
ministrative Services. 

g.  Coordinate  regular  training  programs  for  city 
personnel. 

h.  Prepare  quarterly  and  annual  reports  for  the 
Mayor  on  the  performance  of  all  city  depart- 
ments. 

i.  Develop  effective  communication  with  and 
serve  as  the  city's  liaison  to,  federal  and  state 
agencies,  and  local  business  associations  and 
professional  organizations. 

3.  The  Mayor's  Policy  Director. 

The  Mayor's  policy  director  will  work  with  the 
Mayor's  senior  advisor  on  equal  rights  and  the  di- 
rector of  Administrative  Services  on  policy  direc- 
tion and  on  the  review  of  program  implementation 
and  compliance. 

4.  The  Mayor's  Senior  Advisor  on  Equal  Rights. 
The  Mayor's  senior  advisor  on  equal  rights,  re- 
porting to  the  Mayor,  will  oversee  the  policy  di- 
rection of  the  order  by  the  city.  In  addition,  the 
senior  advisor  will  serve  on  the  Minority  and 
Women  Business  Advisory  Council. 

5.  The  Purchasing  Agent  and  the  Director  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Contract  Management. 

The  purchasing  agent  and  the  director  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Contract  Management  will  play  an  essen- 
tial role  in  the  implementation  of  this  order. 
Among  their  responsibilities  will  be  to: 

a.  Maintain  a  list  of  goods  and  services  used  by 
the  city  and  inform  minority  and  women  ven- 
dors of  potential  contract  opportunities. 

b.  Identify  contract  opportunities  in  which  the 
city  has  traditionally  underutilized  minority 
and  women  business  participation. 

c.  Take  affirmative  action  to  develop  and  en- 
courage minority  and  women  business  partic- 
ipation. 

d.  Disseminate  the  "City  Record"  to  minority 
and  women  business  enterprise  vendors. 

6.  The  Deputy  Director  for  Compliance  and  En- 
forcement. 

The  deputy  director  for  compliance  and  enforce- 
ment will  monitor,  implement,  and  enforce  the 
M/WBE  plan  for  construction  related  contracts 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
creating  the  Boston  Employment  Commission. 
The  deputy  director  will  work  with  the  State  Of- 
fice of  Minority  Business  Assistance  in  certifying 
M/WBEs.  The  deputy  director  shall  forward  cop- 
ies of  all  compliance  and  enforcement  reports  to 
the  director  of  Administrative  Services,  the 
M/WBE  coordinator  and  the  Boston  Employment 
Commission. 

B.       Operational  Plan. 

1.  The  city  will  publish  every  two  years,  or  more 
often  as  necessary,  a  City  M/WBE  Implementa- 
tion Plan.  The  components  of  the  city's  plan  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to:  ( 1 )  departmental  re- 
quirements for  submitting  implementation  plans 
and  inclusion  of  these  plans  in  the  department's 
annual  budget  submissions;  (2)  procedures  to  ad- 
dress grievances;  (3)  review  of  the  vendor  pay- 
ment process;  (4)  procedures  by  which  city  de- 
partments and  contractors  document  their 
good-faith  efforts  to  comply  with  this  order;  (5) 
quarterly  and  annual  reports;  (6)  outreach  efforts 
to  minority  and  women  vendors;  (7)  training  for 
appropriate  city  personnel;  (8)  guidelines  for  the 
uniform  compilation  and  reporting  of  statistical 
M/WBE  data;  (9)  development  of  appropriate 
contract  language  for  implementing  this  policy; 
(10)  enforcement  procedures;  and  (11)  mainte- 
nance of  a  list  of  eligible  M/WBEs,  a  reference 


library  of  all  sources  to  be  used  to  locate  M/WBE, 
and  the  dissemination  of  such  information  to  city 
departments. 

2.  The  following  factors  are  necessary  requirements 
for  departmental  compliance  with  this  order: 

a.  Preparation  of  an  annual  departmental  imple- 
mentation plan,  to  be  submitted  with  the 
budget,  which  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to, 
goals,  objectives,  performance  criteria  and 
tasks  for  complying  with  the  M/WBE  pro- 
gram. 

b.  Effective  coordination  of  departmental  ef- 
forts with  the  M/WBE  coordinator  in  order  to 
fully  comply  with  this  order. 

c.  Maintenance  of  a  reference  list  of  M/WBEs 
for  departmental  contracts. 

d.  Documentation  of  good-faith  efforts  to  con- 
tact M/WBEs  for  bids. 

e.  Maintenance  of  records  denoting  M/WBEs 
contacted,  the  method  by  which  they  were 
contacted,  and  their  responses. 

f.  Targeting  of  advertisements  in  areas  likely  to 
attract  M/WBEs  and  the  release  of  those  ad- 
vertisements in  a  timely  manner. 

g.  Maintenance  of  copies  of  invitations  to  bid 
and  requests  for  proposals. 

h.  Designation  of  the  senior  administration  and 
finance  staff  person  for  each  department,  or 
the  equivalent  senior  staff  person  in  depart- 
ments without  administration  and  finance 
staff,  to  coordinate  the  development  and  im- 
plementation of  the  M/WBE  program. 

i.  Submission  of  quarterly  and  annual  reports, 
on  a  timely  basis,  to  include  the  total  number 
and  dollar  value  of  contracts  awarded  and  ex- 
pensed to  M/WBEs  and  documentation  of  the 
methods  used  to  ensure  the  full  participation 
of  M/WBEs.  These  methods  may  include 
promoting  joint  ventures,  subcontracting,  di- 
viding large  contracts  into  smaller  units,  es- 
tablishing sheltered  market  programs,  and 
the  conducting  of  departmental  training  ses- 
sions. 

j.  Attainment  of  the  required  percentage  of  uti- 
lization of  M/WBEs. 

3.  If  a  department  is  determined  to  be  in  noncompli- 
ance with  this  order,  the  Minority  Business  Advi- 
sory Council  will  be  notified  and  progressive  en- 
forcement will  be  achieved  by  the  following  steps: 
Step  1 

Departments  shall  submit  requests  for  proposals 
and  requests  for  bids,  along  with  a  list  of  vendors 
to  be  contacted  to  the  director  of  Administrative 
Services  and  to  the  M/WBE  coordinator  five  (5) 
days  prior  to  distribution  and/or  advertisement. 
Step  2. 

Prior  to  the  department's  awarding  of  a  contract, 
the  contract  must  carry  the  signature  of  the 
M/WBE  Coordinator  in  addition  to  those  required 
by  state  law,  city  ordinance,  or  administrative  reg- 
ulations. 
Step  3. 

Prior  to  the  awarding  of  a  contract .  i  lie  department 
will  submit  an  analysis  of  the  bid  process  to  in- 
clude the  names  of  businesses  contacted,  name  of 
business  selected,  and  other  information  required 
by  the  M/WBE  coordinator.  The  anal)  sis  must  be 
filed  with  the  director  ot  Administrative  Services 
and  the  M/WBE  coordinator  to  ensure  that  eligible 
M/WBE  vendors  had  been  contacted.  If  the 
M/WBE  coordinator  determines  that  eligible 
M/WBE  vendors  were  not  contacted,  the  depart- 
ment may  be  required  by  the  director  of  Adminis- 
trative Services  to  solicit  new  bids. 
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Step  4. 

At  one  direction  of  the  Mayor,  the  contract  award 
process  will  be  handled  by  an  internal  awarding 
committee. 
Step  5. 

Any  other  action  deemed  appropriate  which  may 
include  the  director  of  Administrative  Services 
authorizing  the  city  auditor  to  encumber  up  to  15 
percent  of  that  portion  of  a  department's  budget 
earmarked  for  contractual  services. 
C .    Minority  and  Women  Business  Advisory  Council . 
The  Mayor  shall  establish  a  Minority  and  Women 
Business  Advisory  Council.  The  members,  not  to  ex- 
ceed eleven,  will  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  com- 
posed of  city  officials  and  persons  outside  of  the  ad- 
ministration. The  city  officials  shall  not  exceed  three 
persons  and  shall  consist  of  the  Mayor's  Senior  Advi- 
sor on  Equal  Rights,  the  Mayor's  Advisor  on  Wom- 
en's Issues  or  a  representative  of  the  city's  Women's 
Commission  and  the  Mayor's  policy  director.  The 
council  shall  be  chaired  by  a  representative  of  the 
M/WBE  community  and  shall  be  staffed  by  the 
M/WBE  coordinator. 

The  Mayor  shall  recommend  to  the  City  Council  that 
Council  members  shall  be  made  special  municipal  em- 
ployees for  the  purposes  of  Massachusetts  General 
Law,  chapter  268A. 

Members  shall  be  appointed  or  reappointed  for  three- 
year  terms  except  that  the  initial  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil shall  be  appointed  on  a  staggered  basis  with  one- 
third  of  the  council's  term  expiring  after  three  years, 
one-third  after  two,  and  one-third  after  one  year. 
The  Council  shall  meet  not  less  than  monthly. 
Article  IV.    Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Executive  Order,  the  following 
definitions  shall  apply: 

"Certification,"  means  the  process  by  which  a  business 
enterprise  meets  the  standards  promulgated  by  the  Com- 
pliance and  Enforcement  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office 
of  Jobs  and  Community  Services  and  the  State  Office  of 
Minority  Business  Enterprise. 
"City,"  means  the  City  of  Boston. 
"City  Department,"  means  those  departments  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Mayor  or  persons  appointed  by  him,  to 
include  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals. 

"Contract,"  means  a  legally  enforceable  agreement  for 
the  provision  of  supplies,  labor,  materials,  services,  con- 
struction, franchises,  concessions,  or  leases  granted  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

"Controlled,"  means  a  business  whose  management 
policies  and  daily  business  operations  are  dominantly 
controlled  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
Control  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  dominant 
control  over: 

1 .  the  purchase  of  goods,  equipment,  business  inven- 
tory, and  services; 

2.  the  hiring  and  firing  of  employees; 

3.  the  corporate  accounts  and  other  financial  affairs; 
and 

4.  solicitation  and  negotiation  of  contracts  and  the  of- 
fering and  acceptance  or  rejection  of  bids. 

"Eligible  Contract  Dollars,"  shall  refer  to  the  total  dol- 
lar amount  of  contracts  awarded  or  expenses  as  set  forth 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Executive  Order  and  guide- 
lines and  procedures  issued  pursuant  thereto. 
"Fiscal  Year,"  means  the  period  from  July  1,  through 
June  30. 

"Impacted  Area,"  means  an  area  of  the  city  where  the 
proportion  of  minority  residents  is  greater  than  the  pro- 
portion of  minority  residents  in  the  city  as  a  whole,  as 
determined  by  OJCS  through  the  use  of  census  data. 
"Minority  Person,"  means  a  citizen  or  legal  resident 
alien  of  the  United  States  who  is  Black,  Hispanic,  Native

"Minority /Women   Business   Enterprise   (M/WBE)," 
means  a  business  which  is  owned,  controlled,  and  man- 
aged by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
'  'Owned, ' '  means  a  business  which  is  at  least  5 1  percent 
owned  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 

1.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation,  at  least  51  percent  of  all 
classes  of  voting  stock  and/or  interests  of  such  cor- 
poration must  be  owned  by  one  or  more  minority 
persons  or  women. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  partnership,  at  least  51  percent  of 
such  partnership  interest  must  be  owned  by  one  or 
more  minority  persons  or  women. 

3.  In  the  case  of  a  limited  partnership,  the  minority 
persons  or  women  must  act  as  general  partners  and 
own  at  least  51  percent  of  the  general  partnership 
interest  of  such  limited  partnership. 

4.  In  the  case  of  a  joint  venture,  at  least  51  percent  of 
the  controlling  interest  of  such  joint  venture  must 
be  owned  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or 
women. 

5.  In  the  case  of  a  sole  proprietorship,  the  minority 
person  or  woman  must  own  and  control  the  busi- 
ness. 

6.  In  any  other  form  of  business  organization,  one  or 
more  minority  persons  or  women  must  own  at  least 
51  percent  of  the  business. 

7.  An  ownership  interest  held  by  one  or  more  minor- 
ity persons  or  women  shall  not  qualify  as  being  an 
interest  held  by  said  person(s)  if  an  agreement,  op- 
tion, scheme,  security  interest,  or  document 
would,  if  exercised,  result  in  less  than  51  percent 
ownership  of  the  business  and/or  dominant  control 
of  the  business  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or 
women. 

Article  V.     General  Implementation  Policy. 

A.  This  executive  order  applies  to  all  city  and  county 
agencies.  With  respect  to  statutorily  independent 
agencies,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure 
adoption  and  compliance  with  this  executive  or- 
der. 

B .  In  order  to  assure  total  compl  iance  with  this  order,

C.  Promulgated  in  conjunction  with  this  executive 
order  is  an  implementation  plan  which  shall  take 
effect  immediately. 

D.  This  executive  order  is  subject  to  review  by  the 
Mayor  on  an  annual  basis  to  reassess  the  continu- 
ing desirability  and  viability  of  the  program. 

This  policy  is  effective  immediately,  and  is  intended  to 
supersede  the  executive  order  of  July  1.  1978.  relating  to 
minority  business  for  the  City  of  Boston.  It  shall  remain 
in  effect  until  its  objectives  are  met.

Actions  of  the  city  should  help  ameliorate 
the  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and 
reasonably  priced  housing  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  In  some  neighborhoods  there  continues  to  be 
a  lack  of  opportunity  for  homeownership;  and 

Whereas,  Many  abandoned  lots  and  houses  are  cur- 
rently in  the  process  of  being  sold  to  create  new  housing; 
and 

Whereas,  The  city,  whenever  possible,  should  make 
new  housing  affordable  to  lifelong  residents  of  the  neigh- 
borhoods in  which  the  housing  is  created:  and 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordinance 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

A  Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Household:  households 
whose  total  income  does  not  exceed  100  percent  of  the 
median  income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  or  determined 
based  upon  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and  Community  De- 
velopment Act  of  1974,  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said 
regulations. 

Section  2.  Housing  Units  Created  by  Public  Actions. 
Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinance  of  1984,  as  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  adding  a  new  section  to  be 
appropriately  numbered  and  incorporated  into  the  City 
Code  by  the  City  Clerk  as  follows: 

A.  At  least  50  percent  of  all  units  in  any  condominium 
or  cooperative,  as  defined  in  chapter  183  A  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  which  is 
constructed,  created  or  rehabilitated  on  any  land  or  in 
any  building  sold,  granted  or  leased  by  the  City  of  Boston 
or  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  on  or  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  or  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  City  of  Boston  received  on  or  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  affordable  to  low-  moderate- 
income  households  for  at  least  twenty-five  years  after 
such  units  are  first  occupied  as  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive units.  Financial  assistance  from  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  include  any  gift,  grant,  loan  guarantee  or  bond  au- 
thorization from  the  City  of  Boston  or  from  any  board, 
department,  trust  or  fund  established  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  have  no  effect  with  regard  to  any  develop- 
ment with  respect  to  which  the  City  of  Boston  had,  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  made  a  binding 
and  legally  enforceable  commitment  of  financial  assist- 
ance, or  with  regard  to  any  land  or  buildings  with  respect 


to  which  the  City  of  Boston,  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
the  ordinance,  took  a  binding  and  legally  enforceable 
action  to  grant,  sell,  or  otherwise  convey  title. 

Section  4.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi-

Be  it  further  Ordered,  All  efforts  shall  be  made  by  the 
Police  Department  to  encourage  use  of  the  vests  by  all 
personnel  while  on  duty  and  at  other  times  the  officer 
deems  advisable. 


That  the  department  reimburse 
any  officer  who  already  has  a  bullet-retardant  safety  vest 
and  who  does  not  require  issuance  of  one  under  this  pol- 
icy.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO 
KEEPING  OF  PIT  BULL  TERRIERS'  SO-CALLED 

Coun.  YANCEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Safety,  submitted  the  following: 

The  hearing  on  Docket  No.  0812  included  testimony 
from  the  city's  Animal  Control  Unit  Director.  Steven 
O'Donnell.  and  MSPCA  spokesperson.  Sara  Romer, 
among  others. 

Everyone  testifying  told  committee  chair.  Councillor 
Charles  Yancey  and  Councillor  Iannella  (filer  of  the  pro- 
posed ordinance),  that  any  law  specifically  aimed  at  con- 
trolling the  Pit  Bull  breed  of  dog  would  be  hard  to  enforce 
because  of  its  vagueness. 

Steven  O'Donnell.  director  of  the  Boston  Animal  Con- 
trol Unit  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  said  a 
more  general  law  aimed  at  controlling  dangerous  dogs  of 
all  breeds  would  be  easier  to  enforce.  He  said  that  in 
Boston,  there  are  actually  more  bites  caused  by  German 
Shepherd  dogs  than  Pit  Bulls. 

He  further  stated  Boston  has  an  estimated  75.000  unli- 
censed dogs.  There  are  5.000  that  are  licensed,  a  figure 
up  from  2.000  a  few  years  ago.  He  said  the  problem  is, 
".  .  .  not  Pit  Bulls,  but  people  —  the  irresponsible 
owners." 

O'Donnell  presented  three  proposed  ordinances:  one 
to  legitimize  his  unit  (which  technically  has  never  been 
sanctioned  by  law),  in  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment: one  to  set  standards  and  fines  for  persons  failing  to 
have  dogs  licensed;  and  one  that  would  give  enforcement 
authority  to  control  dangerous  dogs. 

A  state  statute  proposed  to  control  dangerous  dogs  in 
every  community  is  now  in  the  Senate  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  (H-6222),  and  if  passed.  O'Donnell  said, 
might  obviate  the  need  for  a  city  ordinance  on  dangerous 
dogs.  But,  if  it  is  not  passed  this  session.  O'Donnell  and 
others  at  the  hearing  urged  the  city  to  enact  its  own  law  to 
control  these  dogs. 

Sara  Romer.  Government  Relations  Liaison  for  the 
Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals,  also  urged  support  for  the  state  bill.  She  said 
the  same  bill  has  been  filed  for  the  1988  session,  in  the 
event  the  current  one  dies  at  the  end  of  this  session. 

Both  said  the  degree  of  inbreeding  of  Pit  Bulls  makes  it 
difficult  to  define  what  is  a  "Pit  Bull."  or  even  to  iden- 
tify one  correctly. 

Ms.  Romer  said  the  hype  over  Pit  Bulls  has  caused 
much  of  the  public  to  call  almost  every  dog  a  Pit  Bull.  To 
others,  the  attention  has  made  them  want  the  animals  as  a 
prestige  pet.  In  addition,  there  is  an  underworld  network 
of  breeders  that  allegedly  use  the  animals  in  dog  fights  to 
the  death,  with  onlookers  wagering  on  the  outcome. 
O'Donnell  told  Councillor  Iannella  it  is  a  felony  offense 
to  promote  such  an  event. 

Dog  Officer,  Michael  Flynn.  who  responded  to  a  Pit 
Bull  call  at  Councillor  Yancey's  house,  said  the  dogs' 
temperament  often  is  based  on  his  upbringing  and  train- 
ing. A  dog  of  any  breed  can  be  dangerous,  he  said.  This 
should  be  criteria  for  restraining  laws,  he  added. 

All  participants  agreed  that  the  Pit  Bull .  a  Staffordshire 
Terrier  bred  in  England,  to  pull  down  a  bull  by  clasping 
his  jaws  on  the  animal's  nose,  is  an  extremely  powerful 
dog.  It  has  jaws  that  lock  on  its  prey,  and  by  shaking, 
cause  deep  gouge  wounds.  This  trait  of  the  Pit  Bull  has 
given  it  a  bad  reputation,  sometimes  unfairly,  they  said. 
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Councillor  Yancey  several  times  questioned  why  Pit 
Bulls,  because  of  their  ability  to  inflict  serious  harm, 
should  not  be  banned  as  clearly  dangerous  animals.  He 
noted  the  MSCPA's  remarks  that  the  organization  will 
not  offer  any  Pit  Bull  donated  for  adoption.  This  is  incon- 
sistent with  the  plea  not  to  single  out  Pit  Bulls  in  ba,n 
legislation.  Ms.  Romer  said  her  organization  has  so 
many  animals  placed  or  acquired  daily,  that  most  have  to 
be  "euthanized."  With  a  premium  on  adoptable  animals 
in  limited  numbers,  there  is  not  sufficient  time  to  keep  Pit 
Bulls  for  adequate  observation  of  their  temperament. 

The  MSPCA  spokeswoman  said  the  city  must  give 
funds  to  step  up  efforts  of  the  Animal  Control  Unit,  in- 
cluding spay  and  neuter  programs. 

Also  testifying  was  Paul  Murphy,  Hingham  Animal 
Control  Officer  and  official  of  the  Animal  Control  Offi- 
cers of  Massachusetts  Association.  He  said  his  town  has 
refrained  from  Pit  Bull  control  bylaws  because  of  prob- 
lems other  towns  have  enforcing  laws  against  the  breed. 
He  said  virtually  all  communities  are  watching  to  see  if 
the  state-wide  dangerous  dog  law  is  passed  this  session. 

O'Donnell  cited  a  litany  of  statistics  to  illustrate  the 
problem  dogs,  particularly  stray  or  pack  dogs,  cause  in 
society.  He  said  enforcement  laws  are  "archaic"  and 
urged  passage  of  new  legislation  to  fine  owners  of  unli- 
censed dogs  —  at  $25  for  the  first  offense,  scaling  up  to 
$50  and  $100  for  subsequent  offenses.  O'Donnell  would 
like  to  pick  up  and  impound  every  unlicensed  dog.  and 
when  owners  call,  fine  them  and  give  them  three  days  to 
have  the  dog  innoculated  and  licensed. 

The  chair,  closing  the  hearing  at  3:02  p.m.,  said  he 
would  take  under  advisement  the  proposed  ordinances 
offered  and  discuss  them  with  his  Committee  colleagues. 
The  chair  indicated  that  the  city  would  fjle  dangerous  dog 
legislation  if  the  state  legislation  is  not  passed.  Council- 
lor Yancey  noted  that  there  should  be  increased  fines  for 
leash  and  stray  dog  violations.  He  further  noted  that  the 
Pit  Bull  has  become  an  attraction  to  drug  dealers  and  ille- 
gal betting  schemes.  Councillor  Yancey  concluded  by 
saying  that  the  MSPCA  has  singled  out  Pit  Bulls  in  terms 
of  their  adoption  program. 

The  Committee  thus  recommends,  its  purpose  having 
been  served,  that  Docket  No.  0812  be  placed  on  file.

Whereas.  These  past  practices  have  resulted  in  the  un- 
derrepresentation  and  underutilization  of  minority  and 
women  owned  businesses  in  the  receipt  of  city  contracts; 
and 


Whereas.  Nondiscrimination  alone  in  the  awarding  of 
city  contracts  is  not  sufficient  to  remedy  the  continuing 
effects  of  these  past  practices,  the  need  exists  for  affirma- 
tive steps  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  both  minority  and 
women-owned  businesses  are  utilized  by  the  city  to  a 
more  substantial  and  equitable  extent:  now  therefore, 

The  City  declares  and  finds  that  based  on  the  existence 
of  historical  and  existing  discrimination  against  both  mi- 
nority and  women-owned  businesses,  this  ordinance  is 
necessary  to  ameliorate  the  continuing  negative  impact 
of  such  discrmination  in  order  to  ensure  the  full  partici- 
pation of  both  minority  and  women-owned  businesses  as 
competitive  vendors  in  the  city's  contractual  process. 
This  ordinance  is  therefore  declared  to  be  in  the  public- 
interest. 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

"Certification,"  the  process  by  which  a  business  en- 
terprise meets  the  standards  promulgated  by  the  Compli- 
ance and  Enforcement  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Jobs  and  Community  Services  ("OJCS")  and  the  State 
Office  of  Minority  Business  Assistance  ("SOMBA"). 

"City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

"City  Agencies  and  Departments."  those  agencies 
and  departments  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mayor  or 
persons  appointed  by  him.  to  include  the  Boston  Public 
Library  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

"Contract,"  a  legally  enforceable  agreement  for  the 
provision  of  supplies,  labor,  materials,  services,  con- 
struction, franchises,  concessions,  or  leases  granted  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

"Contract  Dollars."  the  total  amount  appropriated  for 
the  award  of  contracts  by  city  departments  in  each  fiscal 
year,  excepting  those  contracts  in  which  the  city  has  no 
discretion  in  choosing  its  contractor  or  those  contracts  in 
which  the  city  has  discretion  in  choosing  its  contractor 
but  there  are  no  minority  or  women  businesses  who  can 
provide  the  service. 

"Controlled."  means  a  business  whose  management 
policies  and  daily  business  operations  are  dominantly 
controlled  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
Control  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to.  dominant 
control  over: 

1 .  the  purchase  of  goods,  equipment,  business  inven- 
tory, and  services, 

2.  the  hiring  and  firing  of  employees, 

3.  the  corporate  accounts  and  other  financial  affairs, 
and 

4.  solicitation  and  negotiation  of  contracts  and  the  of- 
fering and  acceptance  or  rejection  ol  bids. 

"Fiscal  Year."  the  period  from  July  1.  through  June 
30. 

"Impacted  Area."  means  an  area  of  the  city  where  the 
proportion  of  minority  residents  is  greater  than  the  pro- 
portion of  minority  residents  in  the  city  as  ;i  whole,  as 
determined  by  OJCS  through  the  use  of  census  data. 

"Minority  Person."  a  citizen  or  legal  resident  alien  ol 
the  United  States  who  is  Black.  Hispanic.  Native  Ameri- 
can, Asian  or  Cape  Verdean.  as  defined  by  SOMBA. 

"Minority/Women  Business  Enterprise  (M/WBE)," 
means  a  certified  business  which  is  owned,  controlled, 
and  managed  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women 
who  are  citizens  or  legal  resident  aliens  ol  the  United 
States. 

"Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Services  (OJCS),"  an 
agency  within  the  Mayor's  Office  as  created  by  Execu- 
tive Order  dated  November  15.  1'>X5. 

"Owned."  means  a  business  which  is  a!  least  51  per- 
cent owned  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
In  the  ease  of  a  corporation,  at  least  51  percent  "I 
all  classes  ol  voting  slock  ami  or  interests  ol  such 
corporations  must  be  owned  by  one  or  more  minor- 
ity persons  or  women. 

In  the  case  of  a  partnership,  at  least  5  1  percent  of 
such  partnership  interest  must  be  owned  b)  one  or 
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more  minority  persons  or  women. 

In  the  case  of  a  limited  partnership,  the  minority 
persons  or  women  must  act  as  general  partners  and 
own  at  least  51  percent  of  the  general  partnership 
interest  of  such  entity. 

In  the  case  of  a  joint  venture,  at  least  51  percent  of 
the  controlling  interest  of  such  joint  venture  must  be 
owned  by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
In  the  case  of  a  sole  partnership,  the  minority  per- 
son or  women  must  own  and  control  the  business. 

In  any  other  form  of  business  organization,  one  or 
more  minority  persons  or  women  must  own  at  least 
51  percent  of  the  business. 

An  ownership  interest  held  by  one  or  more  minor- 
ity persons  or  women  shall  not  qualify  as  being  an 
interest  held  by  said  persons  if  an  agreement,  option, 
scheme,  security  interest,  or  document  would,  if  ex- 
ercised, result  in  less  than  51  percent  ownership  of 
the  business  and/or  dominant  control  of  the  business 
by  one  or  more  minority  persons  or  women. 
"State   Office   of  Minority   Business   Assistance 
(SOMBA),"  a  division  of  the  State  Department  of  Com- 
merce responsible  for  developing  programs  to  ensure  the 
inclusion  of  minorities  and  women  in  state  and  local  pur- 
chasing and  construction  contracting. 
Section  3.  Policy  and  Standards. 

A.  Policy. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  encourage,  as- 
sist and  provide  substantial  opportunity  for  minority- 
owned  and  for  women-owned  businesses  to  participate  in 
the  receipt  of  city  contracts. 

B.  Standards  as  to  Contracts  for  Goods  and  Services. 
Upon  implementation  of  this  ordinance,  a  minimum  of 

15  percent  in  the  procurement  of  all  goods  and  services 
shall  be  supplied  by  certified  Minority  Business  Enter- 
prises (MBEs).  and  a  minimum  of  5  percent  in  the  pro- 
curement of  all  goods  and  services  shall  be  supplied  by 
certified  Women  Business  Enterprises  (WBEs).  out  of 
the  contract  dollars  awarded  by  the  city  during  each  fis- 
cal year. 

C.  Standards  as  to  Construction  Contracts. 

Upon  implementation  of  this  ordinance,  a  minimum  of 
15  percent  of  the  total  contract  dollar  value  of  each  con- 
struction related  contract  awarded  by  the  city  during 
each  fiscal  year  shall  be  awarded  to  certified  MBEs.  The 
15  percent  minimum  shall  be  increased  to  30  percent  of 
the  total  contract  dollar  value  of  each  construction  re- 
lated contract  let  within  an  impacted  area. 

A  minimum  of  5  percent  of  the  total  contract  dollar 
value  of  each  construction  related  contract  awarded  dur- 
ing each  fiscal  year  shall  be  awarded  to  certified  WBEs. 

If  a  department  determines  that  circumstances  exist 
which  prevent  it  from  meeting  the  percentages,  such  de- 
partment may  request  an  exemption.  All  requests  of  this 
nature  shall  be  subject  to  the  written  procedures  govern- 
ing the  implementation  and  enforcement  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 
Section  4.  Minority  and  Women's  Business  Outreach. 

The  Minority /Women  Business  Enterprise  Coordina- 
tor within  the  Purchasing  Division  of  the  Administrative 
Services  Department  shall  assist  city  departments  in  lo- 
cating qualified  minority  and  women  vendors  through 
effective  outreach  to  appropriate  businesses  and  organi- 
zations, in  accordance  with  procedures  to  be  developed, 
and  through  the  development  of  a  listing  of  minority  and 
women  vendors,  to  be  published  on  an  annual  basis. 
Section  5.  Policy  Implementation. 

The  Mayor  shall  develop  and  issue  written  procedures 
governing  the  implementation  and  enforcement  of  this 
ordinance  which  procedures  shall  include  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Minority  and  Women  Business  Advisory 
Council.  Members  of  the  Advisory  Council  shall  be  spe- 
cial municipal  employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Copies  of  this 


ordinance  shall  accompany  such  written  procedures  and 
be  disseminated  to  all  city  staff  charged  directly  or  indi- 
rectly with  the  procurement  process.  All  necessary  train- 
ing and  orientation  shall  be  provided  to  supplement  staff 
understanding  of  these  measures.  All  directors  of  city 
departments  and  agencies  shall  ensure  the  fullest  cooper- 
ation in  carrying  out  the  systems  and  procedures  which 
ensure  implementation  and  enforcement  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 
Section  6.  Compliance  and  Enforcement. 

All  city  departments  shall  make  every  effort  to  comply 
with  this  ordinance  either  through  contracts  awarded  by 
the  individual  department  or  agency  or  through  Adminis- 
trative Services  acting  on  the  behalf  of  such  department 
or  agency.  To  the  extent  necessary  to  achieve  the  legiti- 
mate objectives  of  the  program,  and  where  legally  per- 
missible, the  program  initiatives  may  include: 

1 .  promoting  joint  ventures  between  M/WBEs  and 
non-M/WBEs  where  a  M/WBE  partner  is  respon- 
sible for  a  clearly  defined  portion  of  the  work  to  be 
performed,  and  shares  in  the  ownership,  control, 
management  responsibilities  and  profits  of  the 
joint  venture. 

2.  requiring  prime  contractors  to  subcontract  a  mini- 
mum amount  of  work  on  projects  to  M/WBEs, 

3.  dividing  large  contracts  into  smaller  units  to  af- 
ford opportunities  for  M/WBEs, 

4.  encumbering  a  portion  of  a  city  department's  con- 
tract dollars  for  M/WBEs,  and/or  creating  a  pro- 
gram in  which  certain  categories  and/or  amounts 
of  contracts  are  specifically  designated  for  com- 
petitive bidding  by  certified  M/WBEs. 

The  Director  of  Administrative  Services  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  monitoring  and  enforcing  this  ordinance. 

1.  The  director  of  Administrative  Services  shall 
monitor  this  ordinance  by  the  following  methods: 

(a)  establishing  periodic  reporting  procedures: 

(b)  requiring  explanatory  narratives  if  the  per- 
centage requirements  of  this  ordinance  are 
not  met:  and 

(c)  any  other  action  deemed  appropriate. 

2.  In  the  event  that  a  city  department  does  not  attain 
the  percentages  stated  in  section  3  due  to  the  de- 
partment's failure  to  follow  any  of  the  steps  out- 
lined in  the  written  procedures  governing  the  im- 
plementation of  this  ordinance,  the  director  of 
Administrative  Sen  ices  may  do  any  or  all  of  the 
following: 

(a)  require  the  offending  department  to  submit. 
for  subsequent  bids,  an  analysis  of  the  bid 
process  to  the  M/WBE  coordinator:  and 

(b)  require  the  offending  department  to  obtain 
the  signature  of  the  M/WBE  coordinator  be- 
fore awarding  a  contract:  and 

(c)  any  other  action  deemed  appropriate,  includ- 
ing encumbering  a  portion  of  a  city  depart- 
ment's contract  dollars  for  M/WBEs.  and/or 
creating  a  program  in  which  certain  catego- 
ries and/or  amounts  of  contracts  are  specifi- 
cally designated  by  the  department  head,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  M/WBE 
coordinator  and  the  director  of  Administra- 
tive Services,  for  competitive  bidding  by  cer- 
tified M/WBEs. 

3.  Businesses  contracting  with  the  city  shall  fulfill 
the  M/WBE  participation  commitments  submitted 
with  their  bid  proposals  and  maintain  records  re- 
quired or  reasonably  necessary  for  monitoring 
their  compliance.  In  the  event  of  noncompliance 
by  businesses  contracting  with  the  city,  remedies 
may  include  any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  termination  of  the  contract: 

(b)  withholding  all  or  part  of  the  payment  until 
the  finding  of  noncompliance  is  resolved: 
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(c)  subsequent  disqualification  of  the  business 
from  eligibility  to  receive  contracts  from  the 
city  for  a  specified  period  of  time;  and 

(d)  any  other  action  deemed  appropriate  and 
within  the  discretion  and  authority  of  the  city. 

4.  With  respect  to  statutorily  independent  agencies, 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  adoption  and 
compliance  with  this  ordinance  through  a  memo- 
randum of  agreement,  or  any  other  legally  en- 
forceable agreement,  negotiated  between  the  city 
and  said  agencies,  wherein  said  agencies  shall 
agree  to  promulgate  regulations  which  will  effec- 
tuate this  ordinance. 
Section  7.  City  of  Boston  Code. 

This  ordinance  may  be  placed  in  the  City  of  Boston 
Code  and  appropriately  numbered  by  the  City  Clerk. 
Section  8.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  provision,  or  portion  thereof,  should  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction;  such  unconstitutionality  or  inva- 
lidity shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  which 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 
Section  9.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage  and  shall 
expire  ten  years  after  its  effective  date  provided  that 
within  five  years  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  shall 
review  the  findings  of  this  ordinance  and  if  they  deter- 
mine that  the  purposes  as  identified  in  section  3(A)  have 
been  achieved,  they  shall  act  to  repeal  the  ordinance  at 
that  time.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause!  1)  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951  and  as  fur- 
ther amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  section  15 
thereof,  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

"Section  15.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
office  of  city  councillor-at-large  for  any  cause,  the  city 
clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  city  council  thereof.  If 
at  a  municipal  election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  city 
councillor-at-large  or  if  a  person  elected  city 
councillor-at-large  at  such  an  election  resigns  or  dies 
before  taking  office,  the  city  clerk  shall,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be,  after  the  remaining  city 
councillors-elect  take  office,  notify  the  city  council  of 
such  failure  to  elect,  resignation  or  death.  In  the  event 
of  any  vacancy  occurring  as  specified  in  the  preceding 
two  sentences,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  notifica- 
tion, the  remaining  city  councillors  shall  elect  a  city 
councillor-at-large  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  They 
shall  elect  from  among  the  defeated  candidates  for  the 
office  of  city  councillor-at-large  at  the  regular  munici- 
pal election  for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs 
that  person  who  received  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
who  is  eligible  and  willing  to  serve.  If  there  is  no  such 
defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  they 
shall  elect  a  registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified 
to  vote  for  the  office  of  city  councillor-at-large.  If  the 
city  council  fails  to  elect  within  fifteen  days,  the 
mayor,  or  if  there  is  no  mayor,  the  city  councillor  sen- 
ior in  length  of  service,  or  if  there  be  more  than  one 
such,  the  city  councillor  senior  both  in  age  and  in 
length  of  service,  shall  forthwith  make  the  election. 
An  election  made  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  a 
vote  electing  an  official. 

Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  195 1  and  as  fur- 
ther amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  Sec- 
tion Fifteen  thereof  the  following: 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
district  city  councillor  at  any  time  in  a  year  in  which  no 
municipal  election  is  to  be  held,  or  if  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  the  office  of  district  city  councillor  at  any  time  prior 
to  July  first  of  a  year  in  which  a  municipal  election  is  to 


beheld,  or  if  at  a  municipal  election  there  is  a  failure  to 
elect  a  councillor  from  any  district,  or  if  the  person 
elected  as  district  councillor  dies  or  resigns  before  tak-

election.  If  such  vacancy  occurs  after  July  first  in  the 
year  of  a  municipal  election,  no  special  election  shall 
be  held;  provided,  however,  that  the  person  elected  at 
said  regular  municipal  election  from  the  district  in 
which  a  vacancy  exists  shall  also  be  deemed  to  have 
been  elected  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term.

"Section  19.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
office  of  school  committeemember-at-large  for  any 
cause,  the  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  remain- 
ing school  committeemembers.  the  mayor  and  the 
president  of  the  city  council  thereof.  If  at  a  municipal 
election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  school 
committeemember-at-large  or  if  a  person  elected 
school  committeemember-at-large  at  such  an  election 
resigns  or  dies  before  taking  office .  the  city  clerk  shall . 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be.  after  the  remaining 
school  cotmnitteemembers-elect  take  office,  notify  the 
remaining  school  committeemembers,  the  mayor  and 
the  president  of  the  city  council  of  such  failure  to  eleel .

titions shall  be  filed  within  three  business  days  follow- 
ing the  certification  of  signatures  on  said  nomination 
petitions;  (h)  there  shall  be  no  substitution  of  candi- 
dates as  provided  in  section  57B;  and  (i)  petitions  for 
recount  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  section 
135  of  chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws,  except,  with 
respect  to  a  special  preliminary  election,  petitions 
therefor  shall  be  filed  before  five  o'clock  p.m.  on  the 
third  day  following  the  certification  of  such  election.
